1 bav$ 
fwt aJen fted to emhellifi the Worf Jince I 
am j)erfuadcd that Readers will make 
Allowances for the Age of the Journalifi^ 
and wiV rather Jmfc to read real FaUts told 
in the jilamejl w.y, than beautiful Works of 
Imagination. Since my coming to England, I 
was prevailed ip on to puhltfi this Journal^ 
hecaufe it gives an Acconvi of the Inland Farts 
of Africa, to know which ihe World was ve^ 
ry curious^ and of vohich feiv Accounts have 
been hitherto publtpc , and thofe either very 
ancient^ or fluff d with babies. 

Befides my own.^ I have added another 
fournal by Captain ^Cxhhs, Jn ihe '.tear lyio^ 
his Grace ihe Duke of Chandos being i oncern.^ 
ed in the Royal African Company.^ and bav'uig 
toiifidered of their Affairs wHh that Greatnefs 
of Mind natural to him.^foou determined that 
ihe carrying on the Trade in the piddling Miin» 
ner which it had been for fome lean pafl^ 
would never anfwer the great Capital Slock of 
the Company ^ and conchided it would be right 
to make fome noble Attempts for the opening 
a Trade into the Inland Farts of Africa j 
md for that Fitrpofe^ Captain Stibbs was 
font to difeover how far the River Gambia 
was navigable., and ivhether there were Gold 
Mines upon it *, hfit they fet out upon that Ex-, 
p edition fo late in the dry Seafon, that they 
did not accomplijh the End intended. And toe 
Pifictikies he met with difgufled him fo, that 
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he ufeth Arguments ia frove that the Gambia 
is not the Niger, nor a River of long Courfe \ 
which FaUt if be could ejlahlij\ would jufiijy 
him in not having ptfh’d his Difcovcry far- 
ther. 

Bejides this Journal^ J have added feme 
Faffages out of the mtient Geographers and 
Hifonans relating to the Niger Nile, fuppofed 
to be the Gambia. Some Bart of Africa was 
known from the earlieft Ages^ frequent men- 
tion being made of it in Scripure^ and in the 
Greek and Roman Authors ^ but the Ro- 
mans were acquainted only with what lay 
near the Mediterranean Sea., the Countries to 
the South of Mount Atlas having been but 
very little, if at all, known to them. The 
ancient Peifians, Greeks, and Romans, in vain 
attempted to dif cover the Head of the Nile, 
and generally believed that all beyond the Tro- 
pick of Cancer was uninhabitable Defarts, 
(tho’ Herodotus j9-(3W the Briefs o/’Egypt^rwr 
feme Account of that famous River, and of its 
dividing into two Streams, one oj which only 
pajfed through Egypt into the Mediterranean 
Sea : I have inferted his Account. Long Jince 
that, the Nubian Geographer Jpeaks concerning 
the Negroes, and the Niger Nile. He flou- 
rifhed in the i ith Century, and wrote in Ara« 
bick very fully of all the Nations lying on the 
Niger. His Work firf printed in Arabicfc, at 
Rome, was afterwards tranjlated into'Lcxtin, 
and printed at Paris, under the Title of 
Geographla Nubienfis.

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The next we meet whh^ of ajiy Ncdc^ h 
Leo the African, hy Bh'lh a Moor, of noble 
Tareniage^ bred vf hi Mahometan RcDgion^ 
and Nephew to the AwhaJJhdor {cut by the 
King ff Fex to the King <v/'Tombuto, •■whom 
he accompanied In that ffomney. This Leo 
was taken by Italian Corfalrs, near the I fie 
of Gerby, as he (aUed between the Towns of 
Tripolis and Tunis In Barbary. He was a 
Man of Learnings and had with him 'federal 
Arabian Books ^ be (ides his own Mamfuipts. 
At that time Leo the Tah was ‘Fope^ whofe 
Love to Learning was umverfally known ; To 
hm therefore the Corfalrs prefented the Moos 
and his Books. This' was a f'atefulFnJent.^ 
as it gave him a Knowledge of nnich of the 
Inland Farts of Africa, nnkuowv to the yin- 
tients. The Fope emouraged him, and he 
embraced the Ronnih Religion^ and his Dc- 
feription of Africa was pnhhjhed in Ttalian. 
He gives an Acl omit of all the Ncgio Na- 
tions In his Time., from the Months of the 
Niger Eaflward to the Red Sea. 

As thefe two Authors, who were both A- 
fricans, have given a better ylccoimi of the 
Inland Farts of Africa than any other, I 
have extracted from them jo mnch as relates 
to the River Gambia, which, with the King- 
doms bordering thereon, feems to have been 
the iitmojf Bounds of the Inland Difcovenes 
of the Mahometans Southward,

The Portuguefe many 1 cars pg fed their 
Difoveries^ and fettled along the JVcfteuiCoaJl 
of Afiica as far as Angola^ they aferwards 
d/fcovered the Cape of Good-Hope, 
round it^ failed to the Eaft-Indics. They jittlcd 
alfo in many Places on the Eafcrn Coall of 
Africa, uf even to the Red Sea \ and from the 
Coafl of that Sea^ difcovered the Heads of the 
Nile, which fifes in Abyflinia, fidjetl to a 
Cbnjinm Prince^ called The Negus. The In-- 
habitants have a Patriarchy Lonjccratcd by 
him of Alexandria. 

Ludolphus, the German, hath coUeBcdy 
partly f/om the Writings of the Portugueie 
Plonks and JefiiitSy but chiefly fom the Infor- 
mation of a Native of Abyffinia, called Grego- 
ry, the Hi [lory of that Country. H CbajHer of 
hiSy relating to the Origin and Springs of the 
Nile, / have thought proper to infeit 3 /nice it 
contains his Reajous for believing that the Ri- 
ver Nik divide Sy and that the Wcflci n Branch 
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it traverfes all Africa, and falls into the 
Atlanticfc Ocean ^/^^rCape Vcrd, and is call, 
ed The Niger Nile. 

Since the declining of the Portnguefe Tower 
//^^Englifh, Dutch, and 'Fs^nch heme fojfejfed 
themfelves of this Goaji^ the French having 
a Tort in the River Senegal, and another at 
Goree ; the Englilli fcveral Forts in the River 
Gambia, and on the Gold and Slave Goafs 
and the Dutch having taken from ihe Portu- 
guefe St. George Del Mina on the Gold Goaf • 
and [ever al other Settlements dejrendingthercon. 

I mention in my Journal, that 1 would in- 
fert a Letter from Governor Rogers, concern- 
ing the Natives Account of the Lakes^ from 
which the Gambia comes ; but that Letter 
being either lofl or mijlaid^ I have not been 
able to procure it from the Gonipauy^ though 
they have been feafed to allow me to pibkf) 
feveral Extraas of Letters relating to the 
Difeovery of theGum-STrade^ a thing which fif 
followed^ would he of very great Advantage to 
England ^ for there is a great deal of that 
Commodity ufed in all Silk Manuf allures^ and 
could it be had in the River Gambia, it 
might he brought to England without Inicr-^ 
ruftion from the French, becaufe the Englifh 
Company fojfefs the Forts in the River Gambia, 
But the French have of late Fears endeavour- 
ed to monopolize the Trade of Gum upon the 
Goaf Senegal, under pretence of an-exclu- 
five Right, becaufe they fiand fojfeffed of 
two Forts on that Goaf • and they fp- 

fort 
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port their Claim by harajjing the JShathes on 
6hore^ ’voho attempt to trade with any Sbfs 
at Sea, and by Squadrons of Men of War ^ who 
chafe off all the Shifs who attempt to trade there 
with them ^ and if they could purchafe all the 
Eng^lifh Forts upon the Coafl of Africa, they 
would then claim an oxcIuJIdc Trade to all A- 

frica. ■ t' rt 

Jls I mentioned ahoese^ I have given Extracts 

out of .various Authors to thofe Extrabfs I 
have added Notes, and attempted to d/fiover 
the modern Names of the T laces mentioned by 
thofe early Authors, always producing the Re.i" 
fons on which I ground my Belief. 

1 thought my colleETmg from various Julhoy s 
what is known of that Tart of Africa, which 
lies on the Niger, would be pleajing to the 
Reader, who might be defrous to fee the whole 
at (fue View, and fave the TroiihL of turning 
to many Books, He may from thefc GolleFli'^ 
ons form bis Judgment of what is true, by 
comparing one Account with the other, and fee 
whether there is a Trobability that the Niger 
and the Nile flow from the fame Fountains, 
or that the Niger and the Gambia are the 
fame. Ter haps it may give juch In fight to 
others, who Jhall be hereafter employed in 
that Country, as to make thempuJJo ibcir Dif 
coveries farther. If J had had the Comenieftty 
of thofe Books in Africa, they would have 
taught me to have made fuch Enqmnes as 
would have enabled me to give a much better

The picfcni Geographers divide the WoiId into Four Pails- 
They account Aftka, including Aiggpt, as One. It is a vafl 
Peniliful.i, [oyned to Afiu by an Ifthmus, oi Neck of Land, 
which feparates the Red Scu fiom the Mediterranean, and 
borders upon Jthka and ArnhiO. It is in Figuie almofl Tri- 
angular; 4gdo Miles fiomNoith to South, and .=1575 Miles 
from Eaft to Well. The Northern Coaft, bounded by 
the Mediterra'ncan Sea, was known to the Grauam and 
Romans. Upon it the Gnscans fettled Cyrene, and othei 
Colonic.s , and the Phcemciam the Great City of Carthage. 
'Phe Remans having iubdued Catthage, conquer’d the King- 
doms of Nutiiidia and Mainitania, and all that Pair of 
AJi na which bordeicd upon the Mediterranean Sea, nov/ 
call’d and the Empire of Morocco ■ But the Ro-

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mans never clifcovn'd far beyond Mount Ylthis • They knew 
nothing of Gnmcci^ and veiy little of the Mead;; ol the Nile. 
Upon the Deelcnfion of the Romuiis, theii Piovinces in 
Africa folloty’d the Fate of the iclt of the Empiic, tveic 
I'ubdued by the Nonhein Nations, and the (a)Faihlak ered- 
cd a Kingdom thcie, which was again conqiici’J by the 
GVifi/M Empcroi’s Foices \vaAcx Bihjarius. The Eallain 
Empire continuing to decline, Xhc jhahiiins, under MaJio- 
7iiet^ and his Succelibis the Caliphs, (in whom the Powers of 
Piiefls, Piophets, tind Kings wcie united) made lurprizing 
Conquefts by the Affiflance of their new Religion. In their 
Wins, amongfl. other Adions, they invaded and conquei’d 
Jfnea, a Climate pleafingto the Arabs (b), being like their 
own, and a Soil mix’d with Defarts, which is natural to 
them. They fliove to deftioy the Pimici, the Roman, and 
the old Numid/an Language, and intiocluccd the Aiahck ; 
yet IS there Ihll left among the Natives one of the antient 
Languigcs, call’d (i) Aquel Aniat tg, but whether Punhk or 
Nunudiim is not ccriain. Thcic is alfo in tlie Mountains 
o{ Atlas a Nation ftill icmammg, who letain ihe (d) Ro- 
man Cufloms. The Religion jn evad’d uni vci- 

fally. Their firfl Conqueffs wcie in the Time of Otnunt, 
Thiid Caliph ; hut on the Dilfolution of the Ifmpiic of 
the Saracens, in Afuca, as elfewheic, the fcvcral Gover- 
nors became Kings in their diffcient Provinces. 

(e) Jtg^pt was governed by a Rcpublick of Soldiers, call’d 
Mamluh, or Mamahks, which afteivvards was fubdued by 
the Tw/’z/j Emperor. About two Ages fince, thice Re- 
pubheks of Soldieis, undei the Pioieflion of the Tiirkilh 
Emperor, grew up on the Co.ift of Bat bury, viz. Ttipoly, 
Tunis, and Algtas.

Conqueft, retired Soutliward, and they divided all the Coun- 
try of the Negms which lies upon the Niger into Fifteen 
Parts, which they call’d Kingdoms, and each Tribe was td 
take and conquer Three of them : Which they did j and 
thefe were the Fifteen Kingdoms of the Negroes, in which 
the Race of the Kings and Lords were Libyans, with high 
Nofes, and thin Lips, and Mahometans by Religion, and the 
conquei’d People were Negroes. 

Befoie the Afufli-r mix’d amongfl: them, the were 

entirely ignorant of Arts and Letters, and of the Ufe of 
Iron : They lived in common, having no Property in Lands 
nor Goods, no Tyrants, nor fupenor Lords ; but fupported 
themfelves in an equal State upon the natural Produce of 
the Country, which afforded plenty of Roots and Game,' 
and Honey made by Bees in hollow Tiees : Ambition or 
Avarice never diovc them into Foreign Countries, to fubdue 
or cheat their Neighboms. Thus they lived without Toil 
or Superfluities ('rtj. And this the Gwifs and Romans bci 
lieved to be the FirfL State of Mankind, which they defenbe 
in the Golden Age: And as theie is no Winlci between the 
Tropicks, perhaps they mean that Climate, by the peipctual 
^P> ‘^tig, they attributed to the Golden Age ; and vei y likely 
this innocent State of theirs is the Reafon that Homei faid 
Gods convei fed with them, and made them evciy Year a 
Vifit for 12 Days.

and contemned the Natives as much, looking upon them as 
Brutes, becaufe they were not Mahometans, lior inftrudted 
InAvaiice, noriuled by Tyrants; for which the Moors 
upbraided them, as wanting the Knowledge of Religion, 
Piopeity and Government. 

The Nubian Geogiapher, and Leo the African, give an 
Account of thefe Fifteen Kingdoms, in which the Moors 
piopagated the Mahometan Religion, and all the Countiies 
lying on the Niger, from ^Tithiopia to the Atlant'uk Ocean, 
weic fubdued by them.

Sont Ileli Ifihia comuiued the 
Regal Government, and himfelf became King, and led 
the Negroes on to Foicign Wais, filling all' Africa with 
Blood and Shughtci. He conquei’d mofl. of the Fif- 
teen Kingdoms upon the Niger, expelling the Kings and

Abypnes^ making above 3000 Miles in Length. 

&nce Leo, the Europeans have had very little Knowledge 
of thefe Parts of Afrua, nor do they know what is become 
of fo mighty an Empiie ; It is highly probable that it broke 
to pieces, and that the Natives again refumed their Cuftoms ; 
and indeed, in Gambia, as fai as the Authoi of tlie Journal 
has been, we find a Mixture of the MoortJJj and Maimnelan 
Cuftoms with the original Simplicity of the Negroes. 

In the Kingdom of GuaJata,ot the JoHoi^s, [novf Barfally) 
Goveinment, or Tyranny, is extended to its uimoft Lines 
by the family of the W’/a/r. In other Pai ts, paiticulaily 
amongft the Mundingoes, the Authorities of the Kings aie 
much Icfs ; and amongft the Floops and Phokys they have 
no Kings at all, the Lands in general aie common, every 
one taking as much as they want, and no one defiling moie 
than they ufe ; but the Crops are the Properties of thofc 
who have tilled that Ground : And this, an 4 the Valuing 
of Gold, the Negroes have kept from the Moot \Po Cuftoms, 
as alfo a gre^it Veneration for the Mahometan Religion. 

The prefent Morocco Embaflador, Admiral Perez, fays, 
that the Town of Tombuto is ftill in being, and that it is 
fubjedl to the Empeior of Morocco, and govern’d by a Bafha 
or Governor appointed by him, who is generally of the Race 
of the antient Kings: And that the chief Pan of the Aimy 
of Blacks, which has made fo confidcrable a Figure of late 
in the Empire of Morocco, and hath made and unmade 
Empeiois, was raifed and is reciuited from Tombuto, 

As the Knowledge and Conquefts of the Romans extended 
not much beyond Mount Atlas ; fb the utmoft Difcoveries 
of the Arabians, Moors and Mahometans, extended not much 
totheSouthof the River OntheWeflernCoaftofv^nrit 
ih.ePortuguesese,\\\ theYear i4g8,urged'on by Thirft of Gold, 
and a Fondnefs of propagating by Arms the Romi/Io Religion, 
(Enthufiafm in Religion and Knight-Eiiantiy in Arms 
being then the Fafhion) difeover’d Africa to be a Peiiinfula, 
and failed round the Cape of Good Hope to the Eajl Indies. 
They harraffed extreamly the Moorifo Governments of 

A A Ma‘ 
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Morocco and Fez, came by Sea into tlie Rivcis Senegal and 
Gambia, and furnifliing the Natives with ihofc Things which 
they before bought fiom the Moors, tuincd the Trade of 
Gold and Elephants Teeth fiom Moioao to Portugal. 
Having pafs’d the Cape of Good Hope, they difcovei’d the 
Eaftern Part of Africa, and madeveiy confiderable Settle- 
ments 2.1 Mozambique, upon that Part of Afuui which la 
bounded by the Eafi Indian Sea ; then entnng the Red Sea, 
and landing on the African 'EM, they difcovei’d thcC;ii?/-, 
Jiian Kingdom of Abyffinia, and the fecrct Heads of the 
M/e; a Difeovery which had baffled the Enquiiies of all 
the antient Woild, w’hich had been in vain attempted 
by the Perftans, Grech and Romans, and which was eEcem’d 
fo gicat an Enterprize, that Lucan makes Ccefar fay,

Theie lemains ftill unknown the Inland Parts oi Aft ica-, 
nnd of part of ihofe, the Journal heieto annex’d gives an 
Account j that is to fay, of what Jies upon the River

Perhaps it may not be difagieeable to the Reader, to 
give fome general Notion of the Country from the Gambia 
to the Meditetraman Sea. At a confidcrable Diftancc to 
the South of the Streights of Gibraltar is Jtlas, a Ridge of 
Mountains, ■which run paiallel to the Meditetranean Sea, 
fo extredmly high, and fo little known, that the Antients 
faid they fupported the Sky.

The Land between thofe Mountains and the Sea is cx- 
treamly fertile, yielding Wheat, Olives, Cattle, iAc, The 
Tops of the Mountains are cover’d with peipetual Snow. 
The Sides are cloathcd with Woods, and in their Valleys rife 
thofe clear cool Sti earns that lendei Mauritania, now call’d 
the Kingdom of Morocco, fertile. To the South of Mount 
Atlas', extending from the Ocean to the Nile, parallel to 
the Mediterranean Sea, is the Land of Dates : This is a fVe- 
ril Country, full of fandy Defarts, pioducing no Corn; 
^t not quite fo bai i en, but that in many Places the Palm- 
Trees grow, and the Fmits which they yield, call’d Dales, 
fupply the Natives mflcad of Bread (a), and feive theii 
Cattle for Forage (b)-, fo that Providence hath wifely given 
Food to the Inhabitants ot the Defarts. This remarkable 
Difference of Food, mz. eating Dates inftead of Coin, 
could not efcape the piercing Eye of Homer ; he calls them 
Lotos -, and defenbes the Wine drawn from the Palm- 
Tree, as well as the fweet Dates :

The 
Laplanders live wiih Comfort near the Pole ; and the Liby^ 
ms arcs happy in thefe Defarts. The fame Wifdom that 
has contrived Man’s Oigans capable of becoming fuitable to 
the Climate, has given other Animals, and Food for thofe 
Animals fuitable to it lilcewile. Amongll thefe Sands theie 
arc fome Places lefs banen, wheie ThOins, Briars and the 
pooreft of Herbage glows, yet fuch as the Camels can feed 
upon. The Oftrich alfo, and fome other kind of Cieatnrfis 
found by Nature to fublift amongft thefe Sands, live heie, 
and the lamblmg Tubes of Arabs feed upon their Flefli, 
but tJieii chief Dependance is upon the Camel, which is 
theirWealth. They keep them as we do Sheep ; they make 
Cloa thing of their Haii for themfclves, and tlieii Hoifes 
feed upon tiieir Milk, and they alfo eat theii Fleih. The 
Arabs Manner of Life is fo dilFerent from thofe Nations 
who live upon Corn, and the Pioduce of Agricultui e, tliat 
the Extraordinaiinefs of it cannot but make the 30th and 
3 1 ft Pages of the Extiadls, fiom Leo, agreeable. To the 
SoLitli of thefe Defarts lyc the Rivers Senegal and Gambia, 
winch lun parallel to the Mcditeiranean Sea. All the Lands 
tint thefe Riveis watci or oveiflow are fertile ; for all that 
19 not cultivated beats Wood, and what is cultivated piO- 
duces fuch Corn as glows m warm Countiies, and plenty 
of Paftuie for Cattle. This is inhabited by the Negroes, a 
Race of People who appear to be cliffeient from the reft of 
Mankind; then Hail being woolly, and their Colour black; 
their Nofes flat, and their Lip.? laige ; but whethet thefe 
aie an original Race, or whether thcDiffeience arifes fiom 
the Climate, the Vapours of that particulai Soil, the Man- 
ner of bleeding their Childien, and fiom the Mothers form- 
ing of their Features, is not heic determined, tho’ thcieais 
fome cm ions Fadts relating to it mention'd in the Journal.

O N the 2 d of September I fet out from 
'‘730- London for Gravefend, in order lo go to Gam- 
Siptember. Royal African Company’s Sloop 

Difpauh the Difpatch^ Robert Hall Mafler ; But when 
I arriv’d at Gravefend, the Sloop had been 
foTciZM- gone about two Hours : Upon which I a- 
iia, greed with the Matter of a Sloop call’d the 
Lhomas and Samuef (bound for Malaga, and 
jutt' then under Sail) to carry me to the 
'Downs. We had not gone above three Leagues 
before Die fprung a Leak, infomuch that Ihe 
was obliged to come back again to Grave- 
fend , but a Fever jJoam Hoy coming by at 
that Time, I agreed with the Matter to 
carry me to Feverjha^n ; where we ar- 
rived in the Night. The next Day I hi- 
red Horfes, and fet out for Canterbury. I 
got frelli Horfes there, and proceeded to 
Deal, where the Sloop lay waiting for a fltir 
Goes on worft, _1 went on 

lioord her Board immediately. During the Time we lay 
in the there, feveral homeward-bound Ships came 
Dfiwns. in, many of them with their Topmafts and 
Mizenmafts loft. We had generally thick 
hazy Weather, with bluftring Winds, and a 
great deal of Rain. 


On the loth in the Evening, the Wind 
Sets fail, being fair, we weigh’d Anchor, and fet fail 
in Company with a great many other out- 
bound Ships. We failed pleafantly on till the 
next Morning at 8 o’ Clock, at which Time 
the Wind turn’d againft us, and blow’d pro- 
digious hard, the Seas ran Mountains high, 
and the Sloop labour’d very much. Our 
Rigging was out of Order, and we could 
not gee down our Topfail, but were obli- 
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gcd to cut it away. We could not fee Land 17^0. 
tor Mill: and Earn. The Wafer ran over 
our Decks, and the Sloop lay along fo much, 
that 4II our Guns on one Side were under 
Water , for a confiderable Time, by reafon 
of our not being able to get down our Top- 
fail. W e made fltifc to get back to the Forced to 
Downs by about 8 at Night, where we an- pat hack 
chored and moored, as feveral other VelTcls 
had done before us. 

O N the 1 6th the Falmouth Man of War 
came into the Downs, having loft her Main- 
copmaft. On the 1 8th in the Evening, being 
fair Weather, we fet out again for Sea. On 
the 20th early in the Morning we made the 
Ifland of Jlderney, at about five Leagues 
diftance. The next Morning we faw the high 
Land near Plymouth, at about fix or feven 
Leagues diftance, 

O N the ad of Otlober, . the Wind, which oader. 
had been , fair for us all the Way from the 
Downs, turned againft us, and blew exceftive 
hard, infomuch that in the. middle of the ^ Storm. 
Night it fplit our Mainfiil from Top to Bot- 
tom ; but having a new one on Board, we 
got it bent as foon as poffible, and then lay 
to, with the Head of the Sloop to the Wind, 
driving towards the Coaft of Bathary at the 
Rate of about two Miles an Hour, our Lives 
depending; on the Mainfail, which we expeft- 
ed, by the -Wind coming in fuch terrible 
Squalls, to fpht every Minute. 

O N the 4th, the Seas continuing ftill to 
increafe, and the Wind very b®ifteious, the

Four Days we flay’d 
at Cadiz, during which Time I made the fol- 
lowing Obfervations. 

CADIZ, or CADIS lAA D I , was an* situation 
oiently called Gades; It Hands upon an Ifland of Cadiz, 
fepaiated from the Main of Andalu’S.ia, a 
Province of Spain, by a narrow. Arm of the 
Sea, over which there is a Bridge, Icdies not 
above ten or twelve Spanijh Leagues by Land 
fiom GihraUar, and about twenty fioni Se- 
ville. This Town was firfl: built by the Phee- built b}' 
r.ictarts, and made a great Figure in the anci- 
ent Hiflory. It is the Port from whence alL''*'"' 
the King of Spain's Ships are fitted out for 
America, and the Channel through which the 
Riches of Peru and Mexico are conveyed to 
Europe, It hath been feveral Times attacked 
by the Engllfi, and was taken by the Eai 1 of 
EJfex and Sir Waller Raleigh, in the Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth. The Town is, as I guefs’d Dcfcilpu- 
by walking round the Walls of it, about three 
Miles in Circumference; there are fome mag- 
nificent Houfes in it, but the Generality are 
badly built, though all of Stone, and very 
flrongv the Streets ftink, by reafon of their 
throwing all the Naftinels into them. It lies 
very low, and is fliongly fortified both by 
'Workmanfliip and Nature. All the Part to- 
wards the Harbour is furrounded with Rocks, 
that flrctch out above a Mile from the Town, 
esfcepi only at the Place wheie the Boats land, 
called the Mole-head, upon which there are 
two lofty Pillars of white Marble ercdlcdj and 
B 3 on 
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1730' on each are the King of Spain's Arms finely 
carved. That Parc of the Town which docs 
not face the 'Water, is ftrongly fortified with 
Baftions and Outworks. About a Quarter of 
a iVIilc from the Mole-head is a Gate, and a 
conftant Guaid, which fearch all Pei fons that 
pafs when you are through that Gate, you 
come into the Herb-Market, wheie is a fine 
Stone Bafon witli Steps round it, eredted in 
the Middle of the Mai ket- Place. On the 
Right-hand of this Market is a Street with 
Shops on both SideS-of it, and Stalls in the 
Middle, like unto thofe in Covent-Gat den 
London. 

Sfauijh The 'Women generally go with their Hair 
Womens tJgjj yp -vvithout any Caps j they. Teem to be 
Habit. agreeable, and have fine black Eyes, 

but wear Veils, and fometimes cover their 
Faces with the Tails of their Gowns, which 
they generally wearloofe; but thofe Ladies 
who go abroad in Coaches, wear no Veils 
at all. 

Churches. The Churches are very numerous, and 
finely adorned with gilded Altars, carved 
wooden Images drefs’d in rich Cloaths, others 
of Wax-work, and a vaft Number of Can- 
dleflicks, in which are Candles always burn- 
Manner of ing. Here I faw two Burials, different from 
Buiying. any I ever fayv before ; One of the Perfons 
deceafed, after having had Mafs fung over 
him in a Church, was carried in a Coffin 
(covered with Filh-fkin) to a burying Vault 
a great Way under the Church, where was 
neither Bones nor' Coffins to be feen, only a 
Heap of about 300 Skulls, piled upon one 

ano- 
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another like Cannon-Balls in a Fortification. 

Here the Corps was bi ought by four Men, 
who threw it off their Shoulders out of the 
Coffin, and there left it, carrying the Coffin 
back with them. The other Perfon had 
Mafs fung over him by about an hundred 
Pnefts, all dtefs’d in White, with long Wax 
Candles burning in their Hands, which they 
earned before the Corps, along the Streets, 
to the Church. As foon as Mafs was over, 
the Perfon was taken out pf his Coffin with 
his Shroud on, in the Middle of the Church, 
and was put into a Hole about two Foot 
fquare, with his Feet fiift, and as foon as 
the Corps was in, the Flole was ffop’cl up, 
under which, I ftippofe, there was a Vault. 

The Coaches are not drawn by Horfes, Coadies. 
but by Mules, and inftead of fitting on the 
Coach-Box, the Coachman rides upon one of 
the Mules ; this is faid to owe its Original 
to a Nobleman’s lofing his Life by the Evi- 
dence of his Coachman, who overheard what 
he faid in the Coach, as he fat upon his 
Box. 

An Inhabitant of the Town told me, thatQ2j,j,jfon^ 
there were then in this Town ten Regiments 
of Soldiers, but fuch poor Creatures I never 
fxw, moft of them being fuperannuated, and 
fcarce able to carry thetr Arms. Their Fruit, 
fuch as Apples, Grapes, and Pomegranates pj-ovifiom. 
are very plenty, delicious, and cheap. The 
Wine is very ftrong and good, and fold by 
Retail at about four Shillings -per Gallon. 

The Bread is nothing near fo good as our 
B 4 EngUJiJi 
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Englifh., it is lour, occafioned by iCs being 
railed wiih Leaven inllead ol Yelt. 

A r about two Leagues Diftance I Lw tlie 
Spani/^j hhiilla lying in the Haiboui, near 
which is a Cattle built in the Sea, m ii, I am 
told, are too Pieces of Cannon. 

About five Miles Weft, and diretttly 
aciols the Harbour horn Cadiz, is a Town 
called Port St Afarfs^ which was, in the 
Time of Queen y^iine, taken by die Englifi 
Foices under the Command of his Grace the 
Duke of Ormoiui, where the King of Spain 
has a fine Palace, that at a Diftance looks 
fomething like the Royal Hofpiial at Gtcsn- 
■ivicb. 

I T is very dangerous to be abroad in this 
Town after it is dark, for during the fliort 
Time I was here, two Perfons were mur- 
der’d patting the Street by Night 5 one of 
them was laid on a Bier all Day in the open 
Maiket-Place, to fee if any Body would own 
him, as well as to gather Money to bury 
him; when I faw him, his Brains wcie riin.- 
ning out, the Spada having went in at his 
left Eye, and out at the back Part of his 
Skull : This was an Englijbman, but the other 
was a Spaniard, whom I did not fee, but a 
Pei foil chat Lw him, told me that the 
Wound was given him in at his Back, and 
went quite through his Body. 

On the 13th, having taken in frefli Water, 
.ind mended our Rigging, Sails, &t. and the 
Wind being fair, we weighed Anchor for 

Sea ; 
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Seaj £13 foon as we were got out of Sight of 1730- 
Land we met with Calms, fo that we moved 
but llowly. 

On the igth, we had a great Deal of 
Thunder, Lightning, and Ram, and in the 
Evening we caught a Hawk, alibo’ we were 
a great Way out of Sight of Land. 

On the 20th, we had a very hard Gale of 
Wind- right againil us, we were obliged to 
lye to, with the Head of the Sloop to the 
Wind, as we had before done, during which 
we had a great many very hard Squalls of 
Wind, accompanied with dreadful Thunder, 
Lightning, and Rain. 

On the aid, the Sloop fpning a Leak 
under the Captain’s Cabbin, we were airaid 
we diould have been obliged to run back to 
fome Port or other to have it Rop’d, but by 
the Diligence of the Boatfwain and Carpenter 
they found it out, and Rop’d it. 

On the 25th, about 4 o' Clock in the 
Evening, we made Palma, one of the Canary 
Iflands, and tho’ wc judged ourfclves to be 
fix Leagues fiom it, the Top feemed to be 
above the Clouds. 

These Camay Iflands are in Number 
twelve. “ They were difeovered about theifla^Ss. 

“ Year 1420, for King Henry III. of Spam, 
by John de Betancoiir, a Frenchman. In 
‘‘ them he left Majiot de Betancoiir, his Ne- 
phew, who conquered Camera, and ex- 
changing them with Prince Henry for fome 

“ Land 
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“ Land in Madera, he went and lived there* 
“ And wheieas the lllands were twelve in 
“ Number, and the) e remained eight not con- 
“ quered, 'viz. Grand Canaria, Palma, Gra- 
“ ciofa, Infiemo, Alegranca, Santa Clara, 
“ Roche, and Lobos, the Prince fent a Fleet, 
in which were 2500 Foot, and 120 
“ Lances, commanded by Don Ferdinand de 
“ Cafiro, who landing there converted many 
Infidels. But upon Complaints made 
“ from Spain, to whom that Conquell apper- 
“ tained, it was given over. Afterwards 
“ King Henry IV. of Portugal gave them to 
“ Don Martin de Ataide, Count of Atongiiia. 
“ And’laftly, in the Treaty between Al^onfo 
“ of Portugal, and Ferdinand of Cajltle, it 
“ was agreed that they belonged to Cajlile. 
“ The Inhabitants of thefe Iflands were go- 
“ verned by a certain Number of Perfons s, 
“ they varied in their Worlhip *, they ufed 
“ no Weapons but Sticks and Stones 5 their 
“ Cloathing, upwards, was Skins, the lower 
Part, a Covering made of Palm-Leaves 
“ of divers Colours •, they took oflr their 
“ Beards with lharp Stones j their Governors 
“ had the Maidenheads of all Women chat 
“ married-, they feafled their Guefts with 
“ them at their Vifits their Children fucked 
Goats ; and their common Food was 
“ Wheat and Barley, Milk, Herbs, Mice, 
“ Lizards, and Snakes 

These lOands now belong to the King 
of Spam,, and are entirely inhabited by ihsSpa-

niards. 
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march, the whole Race of the Natives beine H730. 
by them extirpated. The EtigltJJ) had foi- 
merly a great Trade foi Wine heie, but now 
it is much lefTened. in one of thefe Wands 
IS the Pike of Penetiff, formerly' believed to 
be the higheit Land in the World, but that 
Opinion is now much difputed. 

On the 26th, very early in the 'Morning, 
we had the Glimple of anorlier of the Canary 
Wands called Ferro-, it being veiy hazy Wea- 
ther, we were got within a League of it be- 
fore we faw it. At Day-light we plainly 
faw the Breakers which furround it, and 
a great Number of Rocks, parciculaily one 
at the Weil End of it, which, at about twp 
Leagues Diilancc, refcmblcsSt. Peitd’i, Church 
at London. About Noon wc had a lliuk 
Calm (which I find arc very frequent about 
thofe Wands) and having a very great North- 
Weft Swell we were all Hands obliged to tug 
at an Oar, and it was no fmall Fatigue to us 
to prevent the Sloop’s being hove' upon the 
Rocks. In the Evening there was a pretty 
frefti Gale fprung up fair for ps, upon which 
we made what Ilafte we could towards Gatn- 
hia, having for three Days together a great 
deal of Thunder, Ldghtning, and Ram. 

On the 2d, we crofs’d the L'ropuk of Ca^icer, Navemlnr. 
.and this Morning fpied the Land ofl Cape Elan- Cape. Blan- 
co, at about fix Leagues diftant. Saw feveral p’ 

Fropick Birds, which are very remarkable, by 
a fingle Feather in their Tails about a Foot Tropidc " 
long. We faw alfo great Numbers of Flying Birds 
F ifli ; fome are as large as fmall Herrings, their Flying 
Fins are in Length and Breadth proportion- Filh. 

able 
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able to Wings, and fo long as theleFins con-. 
Linue wet, lb long they can fly ; I believe 
fome of them flew half a Mile on a Stretch. 
The Dolphin is a great Enemy to tliefc 
Fifh, and to his chafing them we owe the 
Pleafure of feeing them fly, which is in 
order to avoid ins Jaws. The Dolphin is 
reckon’d to fwini fwifter than any other Fifli, 
and altho’ they fly from him, yet does he 
often catch them after they have fled even x 
long Way. The Dolphins are ' generally 
painted with twifted Tails, but I ncver.faw 
lb llrait a Filli •, we caught feveral of them, 
by making an artificial' Flying Fifli, and 
flapping it to and .fro 'very fall, on the Sur- 
face of the Water, at the Stern of the 
VelTel. ’ ■ . , 

0 N the 6ch, we fpied the Land near Sene-^ 
gal River, “ Which was firtt'difeovered about 
“ the Year 1420, by ' Lancelot,- Servant to 
“ Prince Henry, the fifth Son of King John 
“ I. of Portugal: It was by the Natives 
“ call’d Ovedee, but received from Lancelot 
“ the Name of Sanaga, becaufe a Black of 
“ that Name was releafed there. It was then 
“ believed to be one of the Branches of the 
“ Hile, becaufe they were informed that it 
“ rofe far to the Eallvvard 

The next Day we made Cape de Vevde, 
particularly the two Paps. “ This Cape. 
“ was difeovered about the Year 1419, by 
“ Dims Fernandez oi Portiigiieze, who valued 
“ himfelf upon it not a little, and returned 

Vul. Difc. and Conq. of Ind. by tlie ToUvguefe. 
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“ to Portugal highly pleafed with his Dif- $730- 
“ covery 

On the 9th, we made Cape St Mar fs, and St 
the fame Evening came to an Anchor at the Marf%. 
Mouth of the Rivfer Gamhia, at fuch a Dift- Thel^ivci 
ance 'as ' not to diftingmlh well the Shore 
but the’ next Day,' as we failed, up the River 
near the Shore, the Country look’d beautiful, 
being for the moft Part woody, but between 
the Woods pleafant green Rice Grounds, 
which after the Rice is cut are Rocked with 
Cattle. About Four in the Afternoon wc 
paffed by Charles IJlatid, which lies on the 
'blorth Side of the River, very clofe to the 
Shore' of the Kingdom of Barrah. About 
Eight at' Night, being within a Mile of 
James Fort, we had from thence a Shot fir’d 
over us, to bring the Sloop to ; we came to 
an Anchor, and the Captain went alliore 
with his Letters, and returned about Mid- 
night. 

On the nth, at Sunrifing, we fainted the 
Fort with feven Guns, and had five returned. 

After which, we Paffengers went a-fhore, ThePaf- 
viz, MelT. Charles Houghton and John Hamil- fengers> 
ton,, Fadtors, Pbihp Calami and mYfelff*”^^' 
Writers. When we landed, the Soldiers 
were drawn up before the Gate, 'a File of 
which conduced us to the Governor. ' In the 
Evening, one of the Soldiers died, by Name 
John' Skinner, having been ill -a long while •, 
he had been about three Yfears in the River 
Gambia,’ but before he came over thither had 

* Ibidtvi. 
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ruinM his Conflitution in the Eati and 
Indies. 

JAMES ISLAND lies almoft in the 
Middle of the River GamMa, which is here» 
at leaf!;, feven Miles wide. It belongs to the 
Eoyal African Company of England, who pay 
a fmall annual Tribute to the King of Bar^ 
rah for the fame. It lies three Miles from 
the -neareft Shore, and about ten Leagues 
from the River’s Mouth. At low Water it 
is abo{ic three Quarters of a Mile in Circum- 
ference, upon which there is a fqiiare Fort ol 
Stone regularly built, with four Ballions ; 
upon each are feven Cannons well mounted, 
which command the River all round. Under 
the Walls of the Fort, facing towards the 
Sea» are two round Batteries, on each of 
them are four large Cannons, well mounted, 
which, carry Shot of 24 Popnds weight, and 
between thpf^ are nine fmall Guns mounted 
for Salutes. 

In the Fort are fomc very good Apart- 
ments, in which the Governor, chief Mer- 
chants, Fadlors, Writers, and Enfign lyc, 
and under fome of thefe Apartments are very 
good Storehoufes. 

One Officer, one Seijeant, two Corpo- 
rals, one Gunner and Gunner’s Mate, and 
thirty Soldiers, aie by the Eftabliffiments the 
Garrifon of this Fort : Rut Sicknefs, occa- 
fion’d chiefly by the exccffive drinking of di- 
■ Allied Liquors, often reduces it to a very 
weak Condition, till fuch Time as Recruits 
can be raifed in England, and by the Compa- 
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ny fent over hither. The Soldiers and Tradef- 
men, and other Servants, lye out of the Fort, 
in Barracks built, as the Fort is, with Stone 
and Mortar ; The Whole is fortified with 
Palifades, and furrounded with the River, that 
makes an excellent Ditch, being (as I faid 
before) three Miles wide in the narroweil: 

Part. There are alfo other Barracks built 
oppofite to thofe of the Soldiers, for the Ufe 
of the Company’s Caftle Slaves and Black 
Servants : Under them there are Storehoufes, 
and under thofe of the Soldiers are Slave- 
houfes. 

In the Day-time there are three Sentries, 
one at the Gate of the Fort, one at the Door 
of the Piiblick Room, and another walking 
round the Fort, to fee what Boats come anti 
go to and from the Illand, and to report the 
fame to the Governour: Thefe are duly re- 
lieved every two flours. Towards the Even- 
ing there is a Sentinel polled on the Bafiions 
within the Walls of the Fort, wbofe Bufinefs 
it is to challenge all Boats or Canoes that 
come near the Illand •, and if they refufe to 
anfwer at three times challenging, he fires 
his Mufquet at them, and by that means a- 
iarms the Fort. At Night when the Gates 
are lock’d (which is whenever the Governour 
pleafes to order it) two Sentinels patrol! 
without the Fort to take care' that the Slaves 
do not -rife or mutiny, and that no Boats 
come or go from the Ifiand without Perinif- 
fion. Every now and then they cry, JIl is 
well, if they find it fo j but if they find it 
otherwife, they fire their Mufqiiets to alarm 
the Fort, 
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The Fort is called James Fortj and is the 
chief Settlement that the Royal Afruan Com- 
pany have in this River. This Fort keeps 
the Right of Trading to the River Gambia 
for the Company, and confequently for the 
Subjedts ot England Were this once in the 
Pands of the French, who, I am very, well 
inform’d, in the Year 171^ would have pur- 
chas’d It for the Mijjifipjn Company, could 
they have obtained Leave for the lb do- 
ing, they would then exclude not only the 
Company, but all other Nations, from Tra- 
ding hither, as tliey already liave from the 
Coail of Senegal^ where they maintain an ex- 
clufive Trade by Force, and take all Ships. 
This they juflify by two Forts, which they 
poflefs on the Coaft of Senegal. The Royal 
African Company of England had formerly 
an cxclufive Trade Itere but for the En- 
couragement of the Plantations in America, 
the Parliament thinking fit that all his Maje- 
fty’s People fhould enjoy the Liberty of 
Trade to Africa, for the .Company’s Right, 
and in Equity to them, who are at the 
Charge of maintaining the Forts for the Be- 
nefit of others, did firft grant them Ten per 
Cent, upon all feparate Ships 'that flrould 
Trade to the Coaft, and fmee that ceafed, 
have for fome Years paft granted to the 
Company 10,000 1 . each Year for the Main- 
tenance of their Forts. This is a very ad- 
vantageous Bargain to the Nation ; for as 
ihefe Forts are neceflary to be kept up as 
Marks of the Britijh Poffeffloiis m Africa, 
if the Company did not maintain them, the 
Crown would be obliged to do it, or let 
thena fall into the Flands of Foieigners, and 

it 
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!t would cofl; the King to maintaih theni with 
the GarrifeJns and Governors under his Ma" 
jelly’s Commiffions, three or four times as 
much as it does now. By this Agreement* 
befides a free Trade, the feparate Traders 
have had their Ships often affifted, their Car- Advanta- 
goes taken off at good Prices, and havepV^^P’^ 
reaped feveral other Advantages, as well as^ate Tra- 
the Publick : And the Increafe of Duties, ders. 
which arifes from the Increafe that thefe 
Advantages have made in the American, as 
well as the African Trade, more than makes 
up to the Publick, the Money that is given 
by them for this Purpofe. 

Besides theFort, there are feveral Fadlories 
up theRiver fettl’d for theConveniency of Trade. 

They are all under cheDiredlion of theGovernor 
and chief Merchants at this Fort, to whom 
the Fadlors remit all their Trade. For this 
Purpofe the Company have here three or four 
Sloops of about thirty Tons each, and about 
the fame Number of Long-Boats ; fome of 
them are conftandy employed in fetching 
Provifions and Water from the Main for the 
Ufe of the Garrifon, and the reft are em- 
ployed in carrying Goods up to the Faiftories, 
and bringing from them Slaves, Elephants 
Teeth, Wax, or whatever Trade they have 
by them, down to James Fort; fiom whence 
moft of it, except Slaves, is fent home by 
the Governor and chief Merchants to the 
Company in England^ Thefe Fadlories are 
fupphed with Fadors fent over by the Com- 
pany ; or, for want of them, the moft able 
Writers, who have given Security to the 
Company for their Honefty, which is gene- 
C rally^ 
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<730- rally done by twoBondfmen for the Sum of 
lOooZ. befides thePerfon’s own Bond for the 
like Sum. Notwithflandingthis giving Seen* 
rlty, feveral of the Company’s Faftors have 
been fo bafe as to embezzle their Goods, and 
fqiiarider them away to the Amount of very 
large Sums *, yet have they met with fuch 
Indulgence from the Court of Chancery'^ that 
I have not known one InRance of their ever 
being able to oblige the Bondfmen to pay the 
Penalties of their Bonds. For the Fadlrors 
and Chiefs, when the Company has begun 
to call them to Account on their Bonds at 
Common Law, have thrown the Difpute into 
Chancery ■, and if the Perfons with whom 
they tranfadled are not Chripans, Oaths cannot 
be adminiftred, nor Evidence given by them, 
for want of which the Company has been 
defrauded with Impunity •, and, unlefs they 
had more Power over their Servants, they 
will run great Rifque of their ftill fuffering 
confiderably. The Governors and Chieft 
always take care to fupply their Fadtories up 
the River with Goods in the dry Seafon, for 
it is impoffible to do it after the Rains are 
fet in, by reafon of the River running con~ 
tinually down with a rapid Stream for fome 
Months together. 

I SHALL give a fiiort Defeription of this 
River, and begin from the Point of Barrab, 
which forms the Mouth, and fo up the Nor- 
thern-fide to Fa-talenda, the fartheft Place 
that I have been, and which is 500 Miles 
from the Sea ; then I fliall begin at Cape 
St Mary\, and deferibe the South-fide of the 
River to over-againft Fatatenda. 


Defcriplkn 
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Defmption of the North Side of the 
Rker GAMBIA, from the Mouth 
to Fa TAT END A, being 2.0.0 Leagues. 

T H E Mouth of the River Gambia lies 
in 13' 20'> North Latitude, and in 15' 
20® Weft Longitude. It is form’d on the 
North Side bj' Barr ah Poirrt, and on the South 
by Banjon Point, about four Miles over. But 
fomc think that it reaches lower, and that 
it is form ’4 .hy the Broken Iflands on the 
North, and Cape St Marfs on the South 5 
and I am apt to think, that the latter Opi- 
nion is the trueft. Barrah Point is in the 
Kingdom of Barrah, the King is by Race a 
Mundingo, and Tributary to him of Barfally. 
In this Country the Royal African Company 
of England have two Faiftories, one at GiUyfrss 
ovcr-againft Jamei'FQXl', the other at Co/rtr, 
which is up a River of the fame Name, that 
empties itfelf through one Mouth into the 
Gambia, about eight Leagues above James 
I/land. In this Kingdom, about fix Leagues 
from the Sea, is Charles IJland, lying within 
a Mufquet-Shot of Barrah Shore, on which 
IQand there formerly was a Fort, but now it 
is_gone to ruin. There are alfo two Shoals 
of Sand and Rocks in the River, on the Coafl: 
of this Kingdom » that is to fay, one at Le~ 
main Point, the other at Seaca Point the 
iformer lying about fix Miles below Javies 
Fort, the latter the fame Diftance above 
it. James IJland lies oppofite to Gillyfree, 
from which a Spit of Sand and Rocks 
C 2 rurfs 
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1730I runs out a good Way to the N. N. W, 
vulgarly call’d the Company’s Spit. Several 
Ships, particularly feme from Liverpool., have 
run aground upon it, but by the Company’s 
Affiftance have got off again without any 
Damage or Charge-, and tho’ fome mud in- 
evitably have been loft, if not affifted by the 
Fort, yet have the Mafters refufed figning 
an Acknowledgment of their having been fa 
affifted, giving no other Reafon for it, than 
that their Owners had not order’d them to 
fign any fuch thing. Since they were to do 
nothing without Oiders, we defired to know 
whether their Owners order’d them to run 
aground upon the Spit? 

Cuftoms ■ To this King the Separate Traders gene- 
paid in rally pay Cuftom, which amounts to about 
Sa 7 rah. Qjjg hundred and twenty Barrs, it being a 
Country of good Trade, efpecially when the 
Merchants comedown with their Slaves, which 
happens according to the Numbers they bring, 
which are fometimes fo large, that the Compa- 
ny’s Fadories up the River arc not able topur- 
Reafons ^hafe them all ; and very often when they can 
for the fell them all up the River, yet if they hear that 
Merchants there are a good many Ships in Barrah, they 
v/ill bring their Slaves down to them, having 
the River, loi^rid by Experience that by White Mens out- 
bidding one another, they have fometimes 
had very large Prices for their Slaves, where- 
as had they not beenfo eager to buy from, and 
out-bid one another, they might have bought 
the Slaves for half the Money they paid for 
thcm.—Unlefs the feparate Traders pay their 
Cuftom here, the King will not allow them 
£0 have either Wood or Water in his Coun- 
try s 
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try ; for which Reafon otrly a pretty many 1730. 
Matters of Ships chiife to pay the King's Cu- 
ttom, and yet do not ttay to trade here, but 
proceed direClly up the River, This Country 
reaches about 20 Leagues along the River, BanaKta 
and then begins the Kingdom of Badibu. In Leagues, 
it, and over-againtt ‘Lancrow, all in Caen^ which 
lies on the South-lide of' the River, is an 
Ifland, parted only by a fmall Gut of Water 
from the Main- Land of B^idtbu- Thislttand 
formerly ufed to fupply the Foit with Stones; 
but in the Year 1733, Mr Richard Hull, the 
Royal African Company’s chief Merchant at 
James Fort, found Plenty of Stones much 
nearer the Fort on another fmall Ifland, till 
then not perceived to be an Ifland. Thp King 
of Badibu is a Miindingo, and his Country cxt 
tends about 20 Leagues, Le^uef* 

The next is called Sanjally, a petty King- 
dom, but not tributary to any other. This 
King is likewife a Mundingo, whofe Domini- 
ons extend about fourteen Leagues along San'alB, 
the River Side; and then begins Barfally, 
which is a very noted Country, governed by 
a King of the Jolloiff Nation, of whom 
more will be faid. In this Country is the 
Company’s chief Faettory of Joar, clofe to 
the Town of that Name, and about two 
Miles from the River, the Road to which 
lies one Mile over a fine pleafant Savannah, 
the other Mile along a narrow Creek. The 
Separate Tradeis generally come up hither 
to trade at Rumbo’s Port, which is about 
three Miles from Joar, and the fame Dittance 
from Cower, where is the greateft Refort of 
People, and the moft Trade of any Town in 
C 3 
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» 730 " the whole River % for it is to this Place that 
the Merchants always bring their Slaves, pro- 
vided that they are not in great Hafte to return 
home, or cannot meet with a very good Mar- 
ket for them before they come down fo low. 
At Joar the Water of the River is always 
frelh. 

TSarfally. The Country of Barfally extends itfelf 
about fifteen Leagues along the River, and 
then begins the Kingdom of Tatiy, by the 
Nubian Geographer called Ghana, which is 
large and wide, and divided into two Parts •, 
one called the Upper, and the other the 
Lower Yany, each governed by a diftinft 
King, one a Jolloiff, the other a Mundingo. 
In the Lower Yany the Company have a fmall 
Pafbory d^tYanimarew^ kept by a Portuguefe, 
whofe only Bufinefs is to buy Corn and Rice 
for the Ufe of James Fort. Upon the Shore 
of this Kingdom lies Bird IJland, about 
twelve Leagues above Joar, upon which 
there is fcarce a Tree, but it feems to be 
marihy Ground. About thirty Leagues 
above this Ifland, near the fiime Shore, are 
feveral other Iflands, called Sappo, which are 
very numerous, and fome of them very 
large, but not inhabited ; there is one above 
them called Lemain IJland, about four Leagues 
in Length, on which are great Numbers of 
wild Beafts and Palm Trees; which induces 
the Natives to go often to them, to hunt, 
and draw Palm Wine. About fix or feven 
Tides above Yammarensj, is the River Samy, 
which rifes a vaft Way in-Iand; it abounds 
in Crocodiles, and is faid to part Lower 
from Upper 2h?/y, it enters the Gambia be- 
tween 
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twc^n Brucoe and Tinmyamacunda. Thefe two * 7 jo < 
Kingdoms reach about eighty Leagues along 
the River ; and the next to them is Woolly^ Leagues, 
through which Country the Merchants aie 
obliged to pafson their Way down to Cmsr. 

Woolly extends Itfelf a long Way up the Woolly, j 
River, but at about feven Leagues from Tany leagues, 
is the Company’s Faiiory of Fatatenda^ 
wheie the River is as wide as the at 

London Bridge ; and to which Sloops of forty 
Tons come up with Cargoes •, and the Tides 
rife three or four Foot high. This is about 
500 Miles on the North Side the River 
Gambia. I fhall not pretend to give an 
Account of Places higher upt on this Side 
of the River ; bccaufe I never was above Fa- 
tatenda ; therefore I fliall return to the Sea, 
and briefly run over the Countries on ihc 
South Side.

r~|^HE Kingdom of Gumbo extends itfelf Ckm&, 1 1 
I about eleven Leagues from Cape St Ma- Lf-igiiei, 
ry’s, vrhich is at the Entrance of the River 
Gambia, to a Place called Cabata River, noted 
for Plenty of Goats, Fowls, and Cattle. 

There’s a common Word in the Mundingo 
Language, fignifying an Ox, Bull, or Cow, 
which they call Netfa, and they diftinguifli 
Cows from Bulls by the Addition of the 
Male or Female Gender, as Neefa Moofa, a 
C 4 Cow, 
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Cow, Neefa Kea, a Bull ; the Engltjh tranflat- 
ing this Word with the Female Gender, call 
all Cattle, Cows, tho’ there is fomecimes but 
one Cow in ten Head. In this Countiy the 
Company have a fmall Faftory, to purchafe 
Provifions for the Support of the Garrifon 
at James Fort, 

The next Country is Fonia, it begins 
wheie Cabata River falls into the Gambia, 
and reaches to the River Vintain, being about 
feven Leagues along the River Side, but in- 
land it is very large, and governed by two 
Emperors, who are of a Ban^oon Rate, which 
is a Sort of Floops, and have each their di- 
ftind Diftrids. And now I fpeak of Empe- 
rors, I rauft obferve that when thefe Countries 
were firft difcovcred, they were then large, 
and worthy of that Title; but tho’ they are 
now much leflened, not only in Tenitories, 
but by having fold into Slavery infinite Num- 
bers of their Subjects, yet do they ftill re- 
tain their ancient Grandeur of Tides, in be- 
ing called Kings and Emperois. 

Between Fonia and Caen, lies the River 
Vintain, whofe Mouth is about a Mile over ; 
this River is navigable a great many Leagues. 
About three Leagues froni the Mouth of it is 
the Town of Vintain, fituate in Fonia, and 
above that, on the fame Side the River, is 
Geregia, at each of which Places the Com- 
pany have a Fadtory, chiefly for Elephants 
Teeth, Bees-wax, and other dry Goods. 

Ovsa-AGAiNST James Fort, near the 
Main, bn the South Side the River is an 

Ifiand, 
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Ifland, lately difcovered to be fucli, called !73c»- 
Cabujheer Ifiand-, feparated from llie Cahujheer 

only by a large Brook. This Ifland produces ijiand, 
great Quantities of Iron-Stone, with which 
it now fiipplies the Fort, whereas before the 
Year 1734 we were obliged to fend for Stones 
from an Ifland beforementioned over-agamfl; 
fT ancroxmll. 

The next Country to Fonia is Caen, go- 23 
verfted both by an Emperor and a King, 
both MmdwgoeSj who have their different 
Revenues anfing from the Cuftotns and other 
Things. In this Country the Company have 
a Faftory fettled at Fancrmall, which is a 
large Town clofe to the Water-fide. Above 
that Town, about three Leagues, arc a Par- 
cel of Rocks, at a Place called Fendehar, ly- 
ing a good Way out from the Shore, which 
are dry at Low-Water. This Country ex- 
tends about twenty three Leagues along the 
River-Side. 

The next above Crww, isjagj'a, famous 12 
for laborious People, by which Means it 
abounds with Corn and Rice. In this Coun- 
try is Elephants IJland, which is four or five 
Miles long, full of Trees, and withal marlhy. 

This Kingdom extends itfelf about twelve 
Leagues ; and then begins the Country of 
Tamina, which abounds chiefly in Corn and ramim,i ^ 
Fowls : In it is a large Ifland, which is very Leagues,^ 
pleafant; likewife a fmall Ifland, almofl in 
the Middle of the Gambia, called Sea-Horfe 
Jl/land, full of Trees, andmarflay Ground, a- 
bounding in Sea-Horfes, from whence I be- 
lieve it ta|se3 its Name. This Country ex- 
tends

1730- tends about fourteen Leagues; and then is Ero- 
Eropim, pim,f a petty Kingdom, extending about 14 
s4Leag. Leagues along the River Side. After which 
jeimmw, begins Jmarrow^ governed by an Emperor, 
^sLeag. ^|■^o a. Mundmgo -.i here the Company have 
a Settlement near a large Town called Bmcocy 
avhich is inhabited by People of the Mundin- 
go Race, but find Followers of Mahomet, 
About half a Mile below this Town is a 
Ledge of Rocks dry at Low-Water, which 
reaches from the Northern Shore | of the 
'Way over the River, and leaves fo narrow a 
Channel under the South Shore, that it is 
very dangerous for large Ships to pal's it, and 
our Sloops are obliged to take the Opportu- 
nity of flack Water to go through this Place, 
which is called Pholef% Fafs. In the fame 
Ptolefs Empire, about nine Miles above Phokfi 
Pa/Sf are a great many Rocks, near a Town 
called Duboemda, which reach .from the 
South Side f a-crofs the River ; and about 
three Miles above this, is another Ledge of 
Rocks, dry at low Water, but there is a deep 
Channel on the North Side. This Country 
luns about thirty two Leagues along the Ri- 
ver; and then begins Tomany, which is a 
very large Country, confiding of more 
Topie»y,zt> Towns than any other which I know on the 
leagues, The Company have a Fadory 

at a fmall Town called Tamyamacunda,, 
which makes a confiderable Trade in dry 
Goods, provided it is well fupplied : A little 
below the Town, in the Middle of the Ri- 
ver, aie fome Rocks, but never dry; and 
over-againfl; the Fadory, on the North Side 
the River, about half a Mile from it, is a 
Handing Lake, about two Miles long, which 

abounds 
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abounds in Fiili. This Couiury extends up 
the River Side about twenty fix Leagues, 
and is governed by a Mundingo, by Name 
Hume Badgy, of whom more will be faid 
hereafter. 

Above 'Tomany begins Caniore in which, 
on the South Side of the River, and about 
fix Miles below Fatatemla, is a Town called 
Colar, fix Miles beyond which is the farthell 
I have been ; and it being little known to 
white People, I lhall conclude with faying 
that Colar in Cantors (for there is another Co~ 
lar in Barrah) is, I believe, about 500 
Miles from Cap St Mary's, the South Parc 
of the Entrance into Gambia River, 

Having given an Account of the River 
as far as I can, by my own Knowledge, the 
Curious, I believe, will be defirous to know 
the Heads of the River, and the more inland 
Parts of Africa. I therefore fliall, for their 
Satisfadlion, give what I could learn of it 
from the Accounts of the Natives, which 1 
cannot affirm as certain, but lliall add the 
Authority on which 1 found my Rela- 
tions. 

The Company have been very defirous to 
know how far the Gambia was navigable, and 
to open new Trades up that River. They 
fent over fmall Sloops in Frames for Difco- 
veries, and Mr. Thomas Harrifon, one of our 
chief Merchants, went up the River, in a 
Sloop, for that Purpofe; and his Return 
from that Voyage is herein mentioned, on 
the loth Day 0? June. 1732. Upon Exa- 
mination

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* 730 ' mination of this Matter, I found that Mr 
Harrifon hiraieif did not go far above Fa~ 
tatenda i but remained in the Sloop, and 
fent up a Boat on Difcovery, with Mr John 
Leach, who went about twenty Leagues, and 
then beginning to want Provjfions, and un- 
dergoing feveral Hardlhips, and alfo difco- 
veting foine Rocks that feemcd to crofs the 
River, had not Time or Convcniency to 
fearch whether there was any Paflagc among 
the Rocks. But by^ the Tradition of the 
Country Peopkj the River is payable a great 
"Way farther up, to fome large Lakes. Others 
believe that the Senegal, which fills into the 
Sea on the North, and the Cajfamanfa, which 
falls into the Sea on the South, rife both out 
of the fame Lakes as the Gainbia doth, and 
that ihofe Lakes are fnpplied by a Branch 
which feparates fiom the Mle, after it leaves 
the Mountains, and the Kingdom of the 
fines. Herodotus, and long fince him, tho, Nubian 
Geographer- both fay, that a Branch of the Nile 
runs wefward, and after a very long CouiTe 
falls into i\iQ. Allan tick Ocean. What makes 
this feem improbable, is, the great Diftance 
from JKthioina to the Mouth oi the Gambia ; 
bur it we confider that the Mountains of At- 
las run from Nubia, Eaft and Weft, to Cape 
Blanco ; which hinders any River, nfing in 
■the South of Africa, from falling into the 
Mediterranean Sea ; it will be lefs difficult to 
believe that if a Branch of the Nile does di- 
vide to the Weftward, it muft fall iirto the 
Ocean by the Gambia, Senegal, and Sierra 
Leone, being augmented it its Paffage by all 
the Waters which fall to the South of Mount 
4tlas. This IS certain, chat the Sea-Horfe, 

the 
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the Crocodile, and other Ahimnls for -which, 5730. 
the Nile is famous, abound in the Gambia : 
ft alfo overflows at a certain flated Seafon. 

But thefe being Matters of Curiofity, we 
muft leave to the Leazmed to difpnte, and to 
fome future Difcoverers, by Expeiience, to 
clear up. 

These different Kingdoms upon the Banks Inlwbi- 
of the Gambia are inhabited by feveral Races 
of People, Mundingoes,Jolloiffs.)''Pholejs, Floods 
s.x\diPortuguefe : The raoft numerous are call'd Mmdht-' 
Mandingoes, as is likewife the Country where 
they inhabit : They are generally of a black 
Colour, and well fet. When this Country 
was conquei’d by the Portugaefe, which wa,s 
about the Year 1420, fome of that Nation 
fettled in it, who have cohabited .with the 
Mundingoes, till they are now very near aS 
Black as they are 5 but as they ftill retain a „ . 
fort of a baftard Porluguefe Language call’d Laipuape, 
Creole,, and as they chriftcn and marry by the “ ’ 
Help of a Pried fenc yearly over hither from 
‘ 5 '- one of the Cape de Ver.d Iflands, 

they reckon them felves ftill as well as if they 
were adtually White, and nothing angers them 
more than to call them Negroes,, that being a 
Term they ufe only for Slaves, and their not 
underftanding the true Meaning of the Word 
is the Reafon of their being fo very much 
affronted at it, 

Q N the North Side of the River Gambia, Jolhiffi. 
and from thence in-land, are a People call’d 
"Jolloiffs, whofe Country is vaflly huge, and 
extends even lo the River Senegal. Thefe 
People are much blacker, and much hand" 

fomer 
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3730- fomer tlian the MtmMitgoes.j for they have not 
the broad Nofes and thick Lips peculiar to 
the Mundingoes and Floops. In lliort, all the 
Countries hereabout (and I have feen va(l 
Numbers of People from each) cannot come 
Exceeding up to the Jolloiffs for Blacknefs of Skin, 
Hack. and Beauty of Features. 

I N every Kingdom and Country on each 
Side of the River there are fome People of 
Thohjs. a tawny Colour, call’d Pholey, much like the 
Arabs ; which Language they moft of them 
fpeak, being to them as the Latin is in Eu- 
rope^ for It is taught in Schools, and their 
Law, the Alcoran, is in that Language. They 
are more generally learned in the Arahkk^ 
than the People of Europe are in Latin, for 
they can moft of them fpeak it, tho’ they 
have a vulgar Tongue befides, call’d P holey. 
They live in Hoards or Clans, build Towns, 
and are not fubjeift to any Kings of the Coun- 
try, tho’ they live in their Teriitorics ; for 
if they are ill-treated in one Nation, they 
break up their Towns, and remove to another. 
They have Chiefs of their own, who rule 
with fo much Moderation, that every Aft of 
Government feems rather an Aft of the Peo- 
ple than of one Man. This Form of Go- 
vernment goes on eafily, becaufe the People 
are of a good and quiet Difpofition, and fo 
well inftrufted in what is juft and right, that 
a Man who does ill, is the Abomination of 
all, and none will fupport him againft the 
Chief. 

In thefe Countries the Natives are not ava- 
ricious of Lands j they defire no more than 

what 
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what they ufe ■, and as they do not plough ^ 730 . 
with Horfes or Cattle, they can ufe but very 
little, therefore the Kings are willing to give 
the PhoU'js Leave to cultivate Lands, and Jive 
in their Countries. They plant near their 
Hoiifes Tobacco, and all round their Towns 
they open for Cotton, which they fence in 
together-, beyond that are their Corn-Fields, 
of which they raife the four Kinds ufual all 
over this Country ; that is to fay, Indian 
Corn, or Maife, which grows in great Pods, 
and is the Food of the Natives of America^ 
as well as Africa^ therefore is fo well known 
as not to need being deferibed ; Befides which 
they have Rice, and the larger and thfc lefler 
Guinea Corn. In Gambia is no Wheat, Barley, 

Rye, Oats, nor any othev European Guln ; but 
there is a kind of Pulfe between the Kidney-Bean 
and Pea, and Potatoes and Yams. The Indian Mm 
Corn they fet in Holes, three or four together^ Corn, 
about four Foot diftant from each other, fo that 
it grows like Hops, This fhoots to about eight 
or ten Foot high, being a large Cane, with 
the Ears growing out of the Sides. TheRice, Rice, 
which is the fecond Kind, and efteem’d their 
choiceft Food, they fet in Rills, as we do 
Pcafe ; it grows in wet Grounds, the Ears Larger 
like Oats. The Xav^evGutnea Corn is round, and Gm«ia 
about the Size of the fmalleft Peafe : They 
fow it by Hand, as we do Wheat and Barley j 
it grows to nine or ten Foot high, upon a 
fmall Reed ; the Grain is at the Top in a large 
T lift. The leJTer Guinea Corn is calTd by the 
Porluguefe Manfaroke. This likewi-fe is fowed Manfa- 
by Hand, and fhoots to the fame Height, roke. 
Bpon a large Reed, on the Top of which the 
Corn grows, on a Head like a Bulruflr ; The 

Grain 
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1730, Grain itfelf is very fmall, and like Canary- 

Seed in Shape, only larger. Thefe are all 

the Bread-Kind that are ufed in Gambia ; and 
indeed the Natives make no Bread, but eat 
the Flower of the various Grains, as Thick- 
ners to Liquids. The Indian Corn they moft- 
ly atfe when green, parching it in the Ear upon 
TheirUfe. Coals, and then it eats like green Peafe. They 
boil their Rice chiefly as the Idmks do : They 
always by beating in wooden Mortars make 
Flower of the Guinea Corn and ManfarokCi 
as they do fometinies of the two former Spe- 
cies. The Natives never bake Cakes or Bread 
for themfelves (as I faid before) but thofe of 
their Women accufl;omed to Europeans have 
learnt to do both. 

I PAVE chofe to mention their various 
Kinds of Grain, now that I am fpeaking of 
the Phole'js, becaufe they aie thegreateft Plan- 
ters in the Country, tho’ they are Strangers 
Manners in it. They are very indullrious and frugal, 
and raife much more Corn and Cotton than 
confume, which they fell at reafonable 
Rates, and are very hofpitable and kind to 
all ; fo that to have a Pholcj Town in the 
Neighbourhood, is by the Natives reckon’d 
a Blefling. And their Behaviour has gain'd 
them fuch general -Reputation, that it is u- 
niverfally look’d upon as infamous to violate 
the Laws of Hofpitality towards them. As 
Humanity extends 'to all, they are dou- 
bly kind to People of their own Race, info- 
much that if they know of one of them be- 
ing made a Slave, all the Phok'js will redeem 
him. And as they have plenty of Food, they 
never fufier any of their own Nation to want 5 
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but fupport the Old, the Blind, and Lame, 
equally with the others ; and, as far as their 
Ability goes, affift the Wants of the Mundin- 
goes, great Numbers of whom they have main- 
tain’d in Famines. They are very rarely ^ 
angry, and I never heard them abufe each 
other ; yet this Mildnefs does not proceed 
from want of Courage, for they are as brave 
as any People of Africa ; and the Jolloiffs^ 
nay even the King of Barfally does not dare 
to meddle with them. They ufe their Arms , 
very dexteroufly, which are the Lance, a Sagay^ 

Bows and Arrows, fhort Cutlaffes, which 
they call Fongs, and Guns upon Occafion. 

They fettle commonly near feme Mundin^d 
Town, there being fcarce one of any Note 
or Bignefs (efpecially up the River) but what 
there is another of thefe Pholeys not far from 
it. They are flridt Mahometans 5 none of them ^digton. 
(unlefs here and there one) will, drink Bran- , 
dy, or any thing ftronger than Water and 
Sugar. 


T H E V breed Cattle, and are very dexte- Cattle, 
rous at managing them, fo that the Mundin- 
goes leave theirs to their Care; the whole Herd 
belonging to Towns feed all the Day in the 
Savannahs, and after the Crop is off, in the 
Rice-Grounds : They are watched by fome 
Herdfmen, who prevent their going into the 
Corn, or running into the Woods. They 
have a Place near each Town for the Cattle, 
in the Middle of which they raife a Stage 
about eight Foot high from the Ground, 
and eight or ten Foot wide : To this is a 
Ladder, and over it a Roof of Thatch, with 
the Sides all open. They drive great Num- 
r> bers 
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1730, bers of Stakes in Rings round the Stage, and 
every Night they duly bring up the Cattle, 
who are lb tame, and well ucculiom’d to it, 
that they come up with Eale each Bead; is 
tied feparate to a Stake, with a llrong Rope, 
which they make of the Barks of 7 >ees. 
Milk. After the Cattle are tied, they milk the Cows, 
and four or five Men flay upon the Stage all 
Night, with their Arms, to guard them from 
the Lyons, and other wild Bealls. The Calves 
they wean flora the Cows, and keep in a com- 
Breed. mon Penn, which is made with fo llrong and 
high a Fence round it, that no wild Beall can 
pafs it. In the Morning they again milk the 
Cows, and then let them go into the Savan- 
nahs, as ufual. 

T H E Y are great Hiintfmen : They kill 
Lyons, Tygers, and ocher wild Beads, and 
Manner of often go twenty or thirty in a Company to 
Hunting, hunt Elephants, wliofe Teeth they fell, and 
whofe Flclh they fmoak, dry and eat, keeping 
it feveral Months together. The Elephants 
Elepkants (as they lay) generally go an hundred or two 
inifchiev. kyndred in a Drove, and do great Mifchief, 
not only to the fmall Trees, which they pull 
up by the Roots with their Thinks, but like- 
wife to the Corn: To prevent which, the Na- 
tives, on Notice or Sufpicion of their coming, 
make Fires all round their Corn to keep them 
out ; for if' they get once in, they will with 
their broad Feet trample it down for perhaps 
half a Mile together. 

Were it not for thefePWfjr, I believe, 
many of the Mundingoes would want Sulle- 
nance, they felling them a great deal of Corn: 

' They 
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They are almoft the only People who make J 730- 
Butter, which they barter up the River for 
Salt. They are very particular in their Drefs, 
and never wear any ocher than white Cotton 
Cloches, which they make themfelves. They 
are always very clean, efpecially the Women, 
who keep their Houfes very fweet, and which Buildings;, 
are built in a very regular Method, a good 
Way dillant from each other, to avoid Fire, 
forming very good Streets and PalTages, a 
thing which the Mundingoes do not regard. 

[I have given a Draught of a PMeyTown, 
with their Cotton and. Cattle Ground, molt 
of their Towns are upon the fame Model.] 

They are great Admirers of large white, and 
large yellow Beads, which laft are call’d by 
their own Name, viz. Pholey Beads. 

These are almoft the only People high 
up the River, of whom Beafts can be purcha- 
fed: We ufed to purchafe a Cow for an Iron 
Bair, but of late fome of the Matters of the 
Sloops in this River have raifed the Prices, fo 
that now we are obliged to give fometimes 
two Iron Barrs for one Bcaft, it being a very 
hard Matter to make them lower the Prices 
again, when once they have had an Opportu- 
nity of raifing them. They are very Super- 
ftidous in fome Things, one of which is, that ons. 
if they know any Body boils the fweet Milk - 
which they buy of them, they will not for 
any Confideration fell that Perfon any more, 
becaufe they fay, that boiling the Milk makes 
the Cows dry, 

O N the South-fide of this Rivet, over- 
againft James Fort, in the Empire of fw'a.

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lyjo- and but a little Way inland are a Sort of 
Fhopi People call’d Fkops, who are in a manner 

wild: They border clofe to the Mundingoes, 
and are bitter Enemies to each other. Their 
Have Country is of a vafl; Extent, but they have 

Km Rif'S among them, each of their Towns 

being fortified with Sticks drove all round, 
and filled up with Clay : They are indepen- 
dant of each other, and under the Government 
of no one Chief; notwithfianding which, they 
unite fo firmly, that all the Force of the 
Stria Mundingoes (tho’ fo very numerous) cannot 
Uiuon. ggj. the of them. In the Year 1731, 

the Governour of James Fort fent a Sloop 
and a Shallop on a trading Voyage to Cuicheo, 
a Settlement belonging to the Portuguefe, ly- 
ing about twenty Leagues to the Southward 
of the Mouth of this River, and in their Way 
thither in going up a River the Shallop ran 
aground on a Place belonging to the Floops, 
who came down in great Numbers to the 
Skir. Water-fide, and attack’d the Shallop’ with 
™ ’ Bows and Anows; which being well-mann’d 
with about five white armed Men, and feven 
Caftle-Slaves, who on Occafion ferve as Sol- 
diers, they fought bravely, and kill’d a great 
many of the Floops. In about half an Hour’s 
time the Water riling, and the Shallop being 
afloat, it gave the Floops the flip, and left 
them to bury their Dead, When the Sloop 
return’d to James Fort, the Governor gave 
each of the black People a new Suit of Clothes. 
Thefe Floops have the Charafter never to for- 
give, or let the leaft Injury go unrevenged ; 
but then, to make amends, the leaft good 
Theit O'fEce done them, is always repaid, by thbm 
a grateful Acknowledgment. 


Gambia 
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Gambia River Is navigable for Sloops i730' 
above 200 I.eagucs, the 'I'ldes reaching fo 
far fiom the Mouth of it. The Sides of the 
River are for the mofl part flat and woody, 
for about a quai ter dt a Mile inland, in fome 
Places not fo much, and within that are ple'a- 
fant open Grounds, which they life for their 
Rice, and in the dry Seafon it ferves the Cat- 
tle for Pafttire. Inland it is generally veiy 
woody, but near the Towns there is always a 
good large Space of clear’d Ground for Corn. 

The Soil is moftly Sand, with fome Clay, Soil on the 
and a great deal of rocky Ground. Near the 
Sea, and the lower part of the River, are no 
Hills to be feen but high up the River are 
fome lofty Mountains’, from the Tops of 
which are pleafant Profpedls. The Hills are 
of Iron-Stone ; and tho’ they are fometimes 
little elfe but a continued hard Rock^ yet are 
they full of Trees. In every Kingdom there Lords of 
are feVeral Lords of Soils, commonly call’d 
Kings of the Towns wheie they dwell. It is 
their Propeity to have all the Palm-Trees 
and Ciboa-Trees, infomuch that no one durft 
cut any Leaves, or draw any Wine from them, 
without their previous Knowledge and Confent. 

The Men who have the Libeity of drawing 
Wine, give two Days Produce in a Week to 
the Lord of the Soil, as an Acknowledgment 5 
and White Men are obliged to make a fmall 
Prefent to them, before they can have liberty 
to cut Ciboa Leaves or Grafs to cover a 
Houfe. And here perhaps it will not be im- 
proper to mention the Palm-Tree, a fine flrait Pakn- 
Tree, that grows to a prodigious Height; Tree, 
out of it the Natives extraft a foit of white 
Liquor like Whey, call’d Palm- Wine, by 
D 3 rpaki ^ 
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making an Incifion at the Top of the Trunk 
of the Tree, to which they apply Gourd- 
Bottles ; into them runs the Liquor by the 
means of a Pipe, which they make of Leaves. 
This "Wine is very pleafant to drink asfoon as 
drawn, being extraordinary fweet, but is apt, 
to purge very much ; In a Day or two it fer- 
ments, grows hard and ftrong, like Rbenijh 
Wine, at which time the Natives drink it in 
abundance, it being then no way prejudicial 
to the Health. It is very furprizing to fee 
how nimbly the Natives will go up thefe 
Trees, (which are fometimes fixty, feventy, 
or an hundred Foot high, and the Bark 
fmooth.) They have nothing to help them 
Method of to climb, but a Piece of the Bark of a Tree, 
Tr^s*"^ made round like a Hoop, with which they 
■ enclofe themfeives and the Tree, and fo fet- 

ting their Feet againft the Tree, and their 
Backs againft the Hoop, (upon which their 
Lives depend) they go up very fall : Some- 
times they mifs their Footing, and fall down 
and lofe their Lives. 

Cihoa- The Ciboa-Tree is very much like a Palm- 
Tree, Tree, and grows to a great Height: The 
Leaves which grow on the Top are very ufe- 
fill for covering of Houfes, and the Natives 
excradl; Wine out of it juft the fame Way as 
out of the Palm-Tree: It is not quite fo 
fweet as the Palm-Wine, but caftes not un- 
like it. The Trunk of this Free, when young, 
is, as well as the Palm, very fappy ; but 
when old, is very tough. 

Language. The taoft.geiJfirftl Language i.s Mun^ingos, 
by which Name the Country and People ate 

c.tU’d; 
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Call'd : If you can fpeak that Language, you >730. 
may travel from the River’s Mouth up to the 
Country of Joncoes (alias Merchants ;) lb call’d 
from their buying every Year a vaft Number 
of Slaves there, and bringing them down to 
the lower Parts of this River to fell to the 
White People : Which Country, I believe, 
cannot by all Reports be lefs than fix Weeks 
Journey from Jaynes Fort. 

The next Language moftly us’d here is 
call’d Creole Portuguefe, a baftard Sort of Por- 
tuguefe, fcarce underltood in Lisbon but it is 
fooner learnt by En^tjhmen than any other 
Language in this River, and is always fpoken 
by the Linguifts, which ferve both the fepa- 
rate Traders and the Company. The two Author 
foregoing Languages I learnt whilft in the leams it. 
River. 

The Arabkk is fpoken by the Pholeys, and 
by moll of the Mahometans in the River, tho’ 
they zrt Mimdingoes butthofewho can write 
Arabkk, are very fti ift at their Devotions three 
or four Times a Day, and are very fober and So^rietj,; 
abftemious in their Way of Living, chuling 
rather to dye than drink ftrong Liquois, and 
rather faft than eat any thing which is not 
kill’d by one of their own Way of Thinking. 

They have a great Veneration paid them by guperftU 
all the Mmdingoes, infomuch that if any of twn. 
them are ill, they apply to a Mahometan for 
Cure 5 but not by inward Potions, as any 
one would reafonably imagine, but they put 
fo much Faith in them, that they defire them 
only to write a fort of a Note on a fmall 
Piece of Papef, for them to wear about them, 

D 4 ima'* 
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??3o- imagining that as they have a Paper about 
them written by a Holy Man, no 111 can 
happen to them, or continue long with them; 
But the worft of it is, that they pay a great 
Price for thefe Papers; by which means the 
Bujherines Mahometans.^ commonly call’d BuJJserines, are 
generally richer, and have greater Plenty of 
'Things about them, than the Generality of 
the Mundingoes. 

Amongst the Mundingoes there is a Cant 
Language,, entirely unknown to the Women, 
being only fpoken by the Men, and is feldom 
us’d by them in any other Difeourfe than 
concerning a dreadful Bugbear to the Women, 
Mumho- call’d Mumbo-Jumho^ which is what keeps the 
Jmio. Women in awe: And tho’ they fhould chance 
to underftand this Language, yet were the 
Men to know it, they would certainly mur- 
der them. 

Besides the foregoing l.anguages, thcic 
are alfo others which every Kingdom has pe- 
culiar to itfelf ; fuch is that of the ['loops., Bn.’’- 
pons, Jolloiffs, and Bumbrongt ; the latter of 
which are very diftant from the River ; in the 
Merchants Country. 

Tiade. The chief Trade of this Country is Gold, 
Slaves, ElephantsTceth, andBees-Wax. The 
Gold is of a very good Quality, and finer 
than the Sterling Gold. They bring it in 
fmall Barrs, big in the middle, and turned 
round into Rings, from lo to 40 each, 
The Merchants who bring this and the ocher 
Inland Commodities, are Blacks of the Mun- 
dingo Race, and are call’d in Mundingo, Jon.. 

loeu 
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coes. They aie very unwilling to tell much i 730 ' 
of the Inland Countries; all that I could ga- 
ther from them concerning theGoldwas, that 
it is not walh’d out of the Sand, but dug out 
of Mines in the Mountains, the nearefl 20 how got. 
Days Journey from Cower. In the Country 
where the Mines are, they fay there are Houfes 
built with Scone, and cover’d withTerrafs; 
and that the fhort Cutlaffes with wooden 
Handles, and Knives, which they bring down 
with them, are made there, the Steel of which 
is very good, 

T'rf E fame Merchants bring down Ele- 
phants Teeth, and in fome Years Slaves to Slaves, 
the Amount of 2000, moll of which they 
lay are Prifoners taken in War : They buy 
them from the different Princes who take 
them ; many of them are Bmnbrongs and Pet- 
chartes. Nations who each of therri have dilfe- 
lent Languages, and are brought from a vafl 
Way inland. Their Way of bringing them 
is, tying them by the Neck with Leather- 
Thongs, at about a Yard diftance from each 
other, or 40 in a String, having generally 
a Bundle of Corn, or an Elephant’s Tooth 
upon each of their Heads. In their Way 
from the Mountains they travel thro’ very 
gieat Woods, where they cannot for fome ^ 

Days get Water, fo they carry in Skin-Bags 
enough to fupport them for that Time. I Water, 
cannot be certain of the Number of Mer- 
chants who follow this Trade, but there may 
perhaps be about an Hundred, who go up 
into the Inland Country with the Goods, 
which they buy from the White Men, and 
with them purchafing in vaiious Countries 

Gold, 
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*730. Gold, Slaves and Elephants Teeth. They 
ufe Affes as well as Slaves in cai tying their 
Goods, but no Camels nor Horfes. 

Besides the Slaves which the Merchants 
bring down, there are many bought along 
the River. Thefe are either taken in War, 
as the former are, or clfe Men condemn’d for 
Crimes, or elfe People ftolen, which is very 
frequent. The Company’s Servants never buy 
any of the laid, if they fiifpedt it, without 
fending for the Alcadc, or chief Men of the 
Place, and confulting with them about the 
Matter. Since this Slave-Trade has been us’d, 
inenV' Punifliments are chang’d into Slavery ; 
there being an Advantage on fuch Condemna- 
tions, they ftrain for Crimes very hard, in 
order to ge&the Benefit of felling the Crimi- 
nal. Not only Muidei, Theft and Adultery, 
are puniih’d by felling the Criminal for a 
Slave, but every trifling Crime is piimlh’d 
in the fame manner. 

Haid Sen There was a Man brought to me in To- 
teace to be fold for having ftolen a Tobacco- 

pipe. I fent for the Alcade, and with much 
ado perfuaded the Party grieved to accept of 
a Compofition, and leave the Man free. 

In Cantore, a Man feeing a Tyger eating 
a Deer, which he had k-ill’d and hung up near 
his Floufe, fir’d at the Tyger, and the Bullet 
^ King not only condemn’d 

“ ’ him, but alfo his Mother, three Brothers and 

three Sifteis, to be fold. They were brought 
dov/n to me at Taniyamactmda it made 
my Heart ake to fee them, and I did not buy 

them ^ 
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them •, upon which they were fent fitrther i73o« 
down the River, and fold to fome feparate 
Traders Ships at Joar, and the King had the 
Benefit of the Goods for which they were 
fold. 

Several of the Natives have many Family- 
Slaves born in their Families : There is a Slaves, 
whole Village near Brucoeoi 200 People, who 
are all the Wives, Slaves, or Children of one 
Man. And tho’ in fome Parts of Africa 
they fell their Slaves born in the Family, yet 
in the River Gambia they think it a very 
wicked thing ; and I never heard of but one 
that ever fold a Family-Slave, except for 
fuch Crimes as would have made them to be 
fold had they been free. If there are many 
Family- Slaves, and one of them commits a 
Crime, the Mailer cannot fell him without 
the joint Confent of the reft *, for if he does, 
they will all run away, and be protected by 
the next Kingdom, to which they fly. The 
Slaves fold in the River, befides thofe brought 
by the Merchants, may amount in a Year to 
about 1000, more or lefs, according to the 
Wars upon the River. 

The third great Merchandife of the Ri- 
ver is Ivory, or Elephants Teeth, got either Ivory, 
by hunting or killing the Beafts, or pick’d 
up in the Woods. It is a Trade us’d by all 
Nations hereabouts, for whoever kills an E- 
lephant has liberty to fell him and his Teeth ; 
but thofe traded for in this River are general- 
ly brought from a good Way inland, and a 
great many of them by the Merchants. I 
never faw a full-grown Elephant, fo Ihall not 

fpeak 
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fpeak Concerning them % but the Teeth I have 
had fonae Experience in. Some are found 
in the Woods i but whether they are of Ele- 
phants long dead, or whether the Elephants 
fhed their Teeth, I have not been able to 
learn: But I have known Men bring in Teeth, 
which they have found in the Woods, without 
any Skull or Bones fix’d to them. The big- 
geft Tooth I ever law, weigh’d 130/. The 
larger they are, the more valuable by the 
Pound. One Tooth which weighs too Pounds, 
is worth more than three Teeth which weigh 
140 Pounds. Many of them are brokerl-poinr- 
cci, thefe are confiderable lefs in their Value; 
fome are white, others are yellow, but the 
Difference of Colour makes no Difference of 
Price. 

I'wt /jth Branch of Trade is Bees-Wax; 
which may be much increas’d. The Mundut' 
goes make Bee-Hives of Straw, in Shape like 
ours, and fix a Bottom*Board into the Hive, 
thro’ which there is a Hole for the Bees to 
go m at; they then fling them by Wyths to 
Boughs of Trees. When they take the 
Combs they fmother the Bees, and preffing 
off the Honey (of which they make Honey- 
Wine) they boil up the Wax with Watei, 
ftrain it, and prefs it through Hair-Clothes, 
into Holes made into the Ground for that 
piirpofe. They make and fell Quantities of 
it in this River. Thar which is cleareft 
from Dirt is the beft ; we try it by boring 
through the Cakes, which are from 20 Pound'S 
to 120 Pounds Weight. ’ 

A 
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A B A R R is a Denominatioa given to a ^ 
certain Quantity of Goodg of any Kind, 
which Qtiantity was of equal Val^e among 
the Natives to a Barr of Iron, when this Ri- 
ver was firft traded to. Thus, a Pound of- 
Fnnge is a Barr, two Pounds of Gunpowder 
is a Barr, an Ounce of Silver is but a Barr, 
and roo Gun-Flints is a Barr, and each Spe- 
cies of trading Goods has a Quantity in it 
called a Barr; therefore their Way of reckon- 
ing is by Barrs, or Crowns, one of which does 
not fometiines amount to above one Shilling 
Sterling ; but that happens according to the 
Goods which they are m Want of, fornetimes 
cheap, fornetimes dear. Thefe five Article.?, Heads of 
VIZ. Spread-Eagle Dollars, Cryftal Beads, Goods, 
Iron Barns, Erafs Pans, and Arrangoes, are 
called the Heads of the Goods, becaufe they 
are dear.eft. When you agree with the, Mer- 
chants for Slaves, you always agree how ma- 
ny of the Heads of the Goods you flrall give 
him upon each Slave, which is three or four, 
if Slaves are worth forty or fifty ; but when 
Slaves are dearer, as they oftentimes are, at 
eighty Barrs per Head, then you muft give Price of 
five, and fornetimes fix of the Heads upon Slaves, 
every Slave ; and there is an Afibnmenc made 
of- tire Goods, by Barrs of different Species, 
which come out to the Price of the Slaves.' 

The Men and Women uled to be mucii 
dearer chan Boys and Girls ; but there have 
been fo m.rny Velfels in the River of late 
Years, for young Slaves, to carry to Cadiz 
and Lljbon., that there is fcarce any Difference 
between the Prices of young Slaves and 
grown ones.

TRAVELS mo the 

I AR R I vE B (as I mention’d before) on the 
tenth of November., and I had to myfelf a 
good Apartment, near the Compting-Houfe. 

I dieted with the reft of the Writers, at what 
was the fecond Table ; we had frefh Provifions 
in Plenty, there being a Beaft killed every 0- 
ther Day , we had Fowls brought daily by the 
Natives, to fell to the Governor, and he allow- 
ed any Peifon, who did not care for Beef, to 
have them at a very eafy Rate- Our T able, as 
well as the GovernoPs, was almoft every Day 
fupplied with Greens out of the Company’s 
Garden at GiUjfree, and for which we paid no- 
thing, Flower we were well fupplied with by 
the Company, and having aBaker on the Ifland, 
and an Oven, we had very good Bread made us 
every Day. Oyfters we had when we pleafed, 
for at Low -water we could get them at the N, 
N. W. Point of the Ifland. We had Wine and 
Brandy at a moderate Price, and when there was 
any C^antity of Beer on the Ifland, we were 
allowed a pretty good Share of it. In fliort, 
we wanted for nothing that was necelTary in 
regard to Diet ; but then it is right for every 
one who comes over here, to bring Bedding, 
Chefts, and Cloathing. It is ufual, as foon 
as a Perfon arrives here, to agree with fome 
Woman at Gillyfree to wafli their Linnen, 
which they do by the Month, and with Soap 
of their own making, reckon’d exceeding 
good ; fo that it is unneceflTary to bring Soap 
out of England. When any one wants to go 
a-fliore, it is but aiking Leave of the Go- 
vernor, who feldom denies it. 

On the 1 zth of November, our third chief 
Merchant^ Mr. Ebofnas Harnfin, went upf 

tht 
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the River, on board the Company’s Sloop, S73'^“ 
Adventure, to fettle a Faftory at iancimall, 
which hes on the South Side of the River, 
about twelve Leagues above James Fort. 

On the 13th, came up to the Fort the Sloop ar- 
Conipany’s Sloop Fame, John Boys 
mander, having been on a trading Voyage to ^ ' 
St Jago^ one of the Cape de Verde Illands, 
from whence fhe brought fome Portu- 
guefe Mafons, to repair the Fort, I never 
was at thefe Iflands, but Bampier gives the 
following Account, which agrees with what 
I have generally heard. 

“ SAINF JA GO is a Town lying on the . c 

“ Verde Iflands, of the fame Name ; which 
“ is the Seat of the General Governor, and 
“ of the Biflrop of all the Cape de Verde 
“ Iflands. This Town ftands fcattering 
“ againft the Sides of two Mountains, be- 
“ tween which there is a deep Valley, which 
“ is about 200 Yards wide, againft the Sea. 

“ In the Valley, by the Sea, there is a ftrag- 
“ gling Street, Houles on each Side, and a 
“ Brook of Water in the Bottom, which 
“ empties itfelfinto a fine fraall fandy Bay, 

“ where the Sea is commonly very fmooth; 

“ fo that heie is good Watering and Landing 
“ at any Time, tho’ the Road is rocky, 

“ and bad for Ships. Juft by the Landing- 
“ Place there is a fmall Fort, almoft level 
“ with the Sea, wheie is always a Court of 
“ Guard kept. On the Top of the Hill, 

“ above the Town, there is another Fort, 

“ which, by the Wall that is to be feen from 

the 
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*730. “ the Road, feems to be a large Place. 
“ They have Cannon mounted there, but I 
“ don’t'know what Ufe that Fort can be of, 
“ nnlefs it be for Salutes. The Town may 
confift of 200 or 300 Houfcs, all built of 
“ rough Stone, having alfo one Conventj 
“ and one Church. 

“ The People, in geneial, are black, or 
Its lnha-“ at leafl: of a mix’d Colour, except only 
bitants. “ feme fevv of the better Sort, niiz. the Go- 
“ vernor, the Bilhop, fome Gentlemen, and 
“ fome Padres, or Priefts, for fome of thefe 
“ alfo are black. The People about 
“ are thievifli, but thofe of 5 t Jago Town, 
“ living under the Governor’s Eye, are 
“ more orderly, tho’ generally poor, having 
“ little Trade. 

Bat] Road “ SAlN’t JAGO Road is one of the 
for Ships. <! .worft that I have feen. There is not clean 
“ Ground enough for above three Ships, 
“ and thofe alfo mull lye very near each 
“ other •, one even of thefe muft lye clofe 
“ to the Shore, with a Land-faft there, and 
that is the beft for a fmall Ship. The 
Ifland Fuogo fhews itfelf, from this Road, 
“ very plain, at about feven or eight 
“ Leagues Diftance; and in the Night are 
feen the Flames of Fire iffumg from its 
“ Top*.” 

The Governor and chief Merchants of 
James Fort do foraetimes fend Vcffels to thefe 
Elands for Salt, which is one of the befl: 


Damfier's Voyages. 
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Commbdities for Gajnbia River. In the Year 
1733 they fent a Scooner thither, at which 
Time the People of St Jago were in fuch 
Want of Corn, by Reafon of their having 
had no Rain, that they were almoft ftarved 1 
and conrraAed witli the Company’s Supercar- 
go, for a Lading of Corn, in Barter for 
Skins, which is a great Trade at ihefe 
Iflands. 

Ow the 14th, failed the Company’s Snow, ship Ms 
Guinea Pacquet, Capt. PPilliam Martin, on a down for 
trading Voyage down the Gold Coaft, and fo 
to Cape CoAfi Caftlc, the head Settleinertt thei 
Company have in all Jfrica ; with her went 
Mr Philip Galand, my Ship-Mate> in order 
to learn the' Coit/I Trade. About Midnight 
our Enlisn was called down by the Centinels, 
who were then on Duty, m order to pre- tempt an 
vent the Slaves from making their Efcape, Efcape. 
they having got an Iron Bar out of the Slave- 
Houfe Window j but it was then coo fmall 
for a Man to get out at, fo that they were 
taken and fecured in another Place fof that 
Night, and on the next Day the Ringleader 
of them being found out, and proving to be 
an old Offender, he was ordered one hundred 
Lafhes. 

Ow the 'i6'th, Mr John Hamilton, my Ship- ifaiaoiy 
Mate, was ordered up to manage the Faftory 
at ‘lancrowall, now fettling there by Mr Har- 
rifon, chiefly for Bees- Wax, for which they 
muft pay a dear Rate, there being a Compe- A Portu- 
titor, called Seignior Antonio Vofi, a noieAg^^^fi^lack 
Black Portugueje, who lives near the Fadlory, “ 
and trades very largely with moll of our 

El _ EngUJh there 



3730 - Efigh/h fepa race Traders who ufe ihis River, 
and very often trades with the Company. 
He is reckon’d to be worth 10,000/. Ster- 
ling, has got avail: Number of Houfe-Slaves, 
(viz. Slaves which live with him as Servants, 
a Grandeur much ufed both by the Portugusfe 
and Spaniards) which he keeps for Service and 
Breed, and are efteemed by him almofl: as 
much as his own Children. And as he has 
got a great many Canoas, he fends his own 
Men-Slaves with them to all Ports of Trade 
up the River, and by that Means engroffes 
, a great deal of Trade ; infonnich that he has 
-commonly a great many Slaves, and good 
Quantities of Elephants Teeth and Bees- 
Wax by him, with which he turns a Penny 
with the fcparate Shipping, and is well 
fltilled in his Way of bartering, he being 
thoroughly Matter of the prime Coft, in 
EnglancU of all forts of Goods, taking always 
care to keep his Warehoufe well Rocked with 
Goods, and has the upperhand vaftly of fome 
of his Neighbours, who are fometimes obliged 
to ftand Rill half a Year together for want of 
Goods to trade with. 

Defcriptl- TJN C ROWALL is divided into two 

on of the Parts, one for the Portttguefe, and the other 
Place. for the Mtindingoes ; the former living always 
in fquare large Houfes, the latter in round 
Huts, made of a good, fat, binding Clay, 
■ which foon hardens, about twenty Feet Dia- 
meter, and about eight Feet high ; over them 
there is a Covering like a Beehive, made ei- 
ther of Straw or Palmetto Leaves, fo well fit- 
ted that the Rain cannot penetrate them, nor 
the Heat of the Sun ftrike through them : 
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They very much referable fome Ice-hoiifes I i73<3‘ 
have feen in England. 

This Town of 'Tancrowall is the Refidence 
of a Priefl, who is yearly fenc over from St 
Jago. Here IS alfo a Chuich, where, duilng 
rhe Pnefl’s Stay, is Mafs almoft every Day. 

Here are a great many other Portuguefe, who 
have among them feveral Canoas, which they 
fend up the River to trade once or twice a 
Year ; by which means they have made this 
Town a'Placeof great Refort, and the ncheft 
in the whole River. It is pleafantly Situated 
by the Water-Side, about half a Mile m 
Length, with a woody Hill behind, that luns 
fome Miles along the River-Side about hall 
a Mile from it, between is pleafant Wallcing 
■ in the Dry-Seafon. 

On the 17th, early in the Morning, the 
French FaAory at Albreda, four Miles dhlant, Alhuda. 
wasonFire; It made a dreadful Figure. Theonf^r®- 
Governor, with twelve Soldiers, went over 
to their Affiftance i notwithllanding which, the 
Houfe was much damaged, a great deal of 
Flower and Bread fpoiled, and one Slave burnt 
to Death. 

On the 22d, the Governor went up in 
the Di/pateh Sloop to Geregta, a Place up 
' Vintain River about fourteen Leagues fronig^, ; 
the Fort, where theCompany have a Faftory a F^ory, 
for dry Goods chiefly, under the Diredtion of 
Mr William Roberts. The Fadtory- Houfe be- 
ing very bad, and ready to fall, and the King 
of the Country not willing that a new one 
lliould be built nearer the River-Side than the 
■E z, old 
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1730- old one was, is the Reaforl of the Governor's 
going up, in order to have it built in a Place 
moll commodious for the Company’s landing 
Goods, and on occafion to withdraw them. 
At the fame time went up the Adventure 
Sloop to the fame Place, with our Enfign, a 
Corporal, Drunamer, and fixteen or twenty 
Soldiers. 

Defctibed. GEREGIA is a fmall Town lying on 
the South-Side of Vintain River, and about 
eleven Leagues from the Mouth of it, which 
enters the Gamha about three Leagues above 
Janes Fort. It is inhabited by Portuguefe znd 
Ban'joons^ the former are, as in other Parts 
of the Country, very civil, but the latter are 
fcarcely civilized. The Faftor here buys a 
great deal of Bees-Wax. Towards the Wa- 
ter-Side the Land is pretty well clear’d, and 
affords excellent Shooting. 

O N the 29th, the Difpaich and Adventure 
came down from Geregia with the Governor 
and Soldiers, having made the King of Ge- 
regia condefcend to let the Fadtory-Houfe be 
built in whatever Place the Governor pleafes. 

' The Sailors of the Dtfpatch told me, that in 

their Way to Geregia one of their Crew dropt 

Sailor dug overboard in the Night and was drown’d : 
of his next Day after they found the Body floatr 

Wolves ing, and buried it near the River- Side j but 
the next Day they found him again a great 
Way higher, taken out of the Ground by 
"Wolves, who had eaten his Head, one of his 
Arms, and part of his Breaft : Upon which 
they took him and buried him very deep in 
the Ground, to pi event the Wolves from com- 
ing at him again, O n 
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On t\\s 5th. of December, M.v Robert Banks, 1730- 
a Writer, went up to Vintam in the Fame 
Sloop, John Boys Mailer, to fettle a Fadory 
there, for which Purpofe he cairied with him 
a fmall Cargo of Goods. 

O N the 1 2th, we perceived a Ship coming Thice 
up the River: When Ihe .was over-againfti'Vs;/,:/^ 
Albrecla, the Governor order’d a Shot to be Shipi. put 
fired to bring her to ; upon which Ihe faluted ' 
our Fort with nine Guns, which return’d the 
fame Number, and foon after Ihe came to 
Anchor at Alhreda. The fame Night about 
nine of the Clock, being Moon-light, I per- 
ceiv’d two Veflels coming up the River ; the 
Governor hearing of it, came diiecfily upon 
the Ballion, and order’d a Shot to be fired 
to bring them to, upon which they came to 
Anchor ; but not fending their Boats to tell 
us who they were, the Governor order’d an- 
other Shot to be fired over them : Then the 
Captain of one of them came to the Fort, 
and told the Governor, that they weie two 
French Sloops from Senegal to Jlbmla to wa- 
ter ; that the Kings about the River Senegal 
being at War, made it dangerous watering 
thereabouts, I could not forbear fmiling to 
fee how the Frenchman was frightned, when Timorouf- 
the File of Mufqueteers met him at the Wa-nefs of a 
ter-Side to conduft him to the Governor ; he Captain, 
looked fo very fimple, and quaked fo very 
much, that he could hardly fpeak a plain 
Word. 

On the iSth, the Sloop, John Boys 
Mafter, failed up the River for Tamyama-'’”J‘^”‘^' 
canda) with Mr Conner, Fadlor for that Place,

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in joint Commiffion with Mr John Brown, 
whofe Colleague Mr Maithm Wtlfon is or- 
der’d down to this Fort by the Return of 
this Sloop. 

^owr This Evening I fupped upon Oyfters 
umn which grew upon Trees : This being fflme- 
Trecs. what remarkable, and moll People in Eng- 
land unacquainted with, I fliall give them a 
Notion of it. Down the River where the 
Water is lalt, and near the Sea, the River 
is bounded with Trees called ATiugrouei, whofe 
Leaves being long and heavy, weigh the Boughs 
into the Water ; to rhefe Leaves the young 
Oyfters fatten in great Quantities, where they 
grow till they are very large, and then you 
cannot feparatc them from the Tiee, but are 
obliged to cut off the Boughs, the Oyfters 
hanging on them refemblc a Rope of Onions. 

Demttt- ^ ^ 20th, I went to St Dovnngo on 

go. the Main Continent of Africa^ over-againlt 
Janies Fort, being the firtt Time of my go- 
ing afliorc. I walked fiom St Domingo to 
Gilltfree. Cill^froe, about a Mile and half, all the Way 
thioiigh Gials eight or nine Foot high j by 
the Way faw a great Number of Lizards, 
fome of which have Pleads as yellow as Gold. 
Not being able to get a Boat to carry me to 
Si Fort, I was obliged to ftay all Night. 

go deferi- Domingo lies on the Noith Side of the Ri- 

M. ver, diredlly oppofite to Jainei IJland, about 
thiee Miles from it. It confitts only of a few 
round Huts belonging to the Company, in 
which fome of their Cattle- Slaves live, who 
are there to cut Wood for the Ufe of the Fort, 
and to take care of a Well which the Com- 
pany 
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pany have there to fupply the Garrifon, and i73®- 
to help fill the Casks which arc daily brought 
over from the Fort for ihatpurpofe. Having 
lain at Gtll^free all Night, the next Morning 
I went and hired a Canoa to carry me to the 
Ifland : The Canoa was very fmall, and juft 
wide enough for a Man to fit down in. When 
we were got a little Way from the Shore, the 
Sea-Breeze blowing very frefli, we had like to 
have overfet the Canoa, and it was with much 
ado that I perfuaded the Black Fellows to 
carry me to Shore again ; where, after being 
about two Hours, the Governor’s Boat came 
over for me, with which I went to the Hand, 

O N the 24th, one of the Shallops, brought Shallop? 
over in Frames in the Difpatch Sloop, was hroug*'* 
launched by the Name of the James Ifland^ fIaLw 
and 'Thomas Gilmore our Serjeant was made 
Mailer of her. 

After we had dined, we went aihore to Seaca. 

S( Domingo, and from thence to Seaca, about 
two Miles above it, on the fame Side the 
River, a very fmall Town, inhabited by Por- 
lugtiefe, who have a Church, feldoin made ufe 
of, the Prieft being there but twice in a Year : 

This, and Tancrowall, and Geregia, being the 
only Places he frequents whilft in this Coun- 
try, unlefs It be a Vifit now and then to the 
Governor of our Fort. At Seaca h a large laigc 
Cotton-Tree about thirty Yards in Circum- Cottou- 
ference ; it gi ows out in Spurs, and that makes 
it feem fo very large, being meafured in and 
out all round its Spurs to make thiicy Yards, 
for if the outfide Circumfeience of the Tree 
were meafured it would nor be above fifteen.

Upon which fhe immediately lowered her Sails, 
but did not think fit to come to an Anchor, 
till fhe had run upon the Company’s Spu of 
Sand and Rocks, which runs out from the 
Ifland, where Ihc ftruck : Upon which the 
Governor ordered our Enfign to go on Board 
her, and bring het into the right Channel ; 
during which Time fire fent her Boat with one 
of the Mates to tell the Govei nor, that flie 
was the Brigantine John and Anne, Capt. Tho- 
mas Stonehafn, afepaiate Trader from London. 
In the Evening llte came to anchor on the 
Korth Side of theUIand, and faluted the Fort ; 
Captain about three Days time the Captain 

feized by ^ent afhore to GtUyfree, and was there feized 
the Na- by die Natives, for anchoring at the Poit of 
lives. Gillyfree, and not paying his Cuftoms to the 
King of Barr ah ; he immediately fent over 
Word of his being confined, upon which 
the Governor fent our Enfign over to his 
Affiftance ; and upon Promife of his paying 
the King’s Cuftom of One hundred and twen- 
ty Bars Country-Money, next Day he was 
permitted to go on board his Veflel, and on 
the Day following he paid the faid Sum. 

January. On the 3d, early in the Morning, we had 
Tornado, a Tornado of Wind and Lightning. After 
which, our third Chief, Mr Tboma<: Harrifon., 
came down in the Dtfpateh Sloop from Tan- 
crowall. After Dinner Mr Kerr our Enfign, 
and myfelf, with two or three Soldiers, 
went to try the James JJland Sloop, which 

was 
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was launched about ten Days go ; We went *731. 
about nine Miles above the Wand, and meet- 
ing with a very frefh Sea-Breeze, and our 
Rigging out of Order, and the Man at the 
Helm none of the expeiteft, tve had like to 
have loft both Veflcl and Selves i flie having A gfeat 
no Deck, and the Gunnel lying under Water, 
occafioned our Ballaft, which was fix Barrels 
of Water, to rowl all to Leeward, and fright- 
en us very much, expefting ftie would have 
filled before fhe righted but (thank God) 
we got her upright, and got fafe back to the 
Fort by eight ot the Clock at Night. This 
Day there was a young Elephant brought a- 
live as a Prelent to the Governor ; and Ad- 
vice brought fiom Joar of the Death of 
Robert Forbes, Writer, after a fhort Illnefs 
concradled by hard Diinkmg. 

On the 10th, Capt. Sloneharn, with the Ship liiih 
John and Ahne Brigantine, failed for the Cnpe^^'^ 
de Verde Iflancis, for Salt to trade with in this 
River. After Dinner the Governor and my felf 
went on Board a large French Ship ^lAlbreda, 
call’d Le St Michael, Cape. Treclilhac Com- 
mander'; where havingftay’d about two Hours 
we went afliore, and flipped at Albreda, and 
about Midnight we returned to James Fort. 

ALBREDA is a pretty large Town near 
the River-Side on the North, about a Mile Jelcnbcd, 
or two below Ja?nes Fort, near which the 
French Eaji-India Company have a Settlement 
confining of a Faftor, two Writers, and fourp'^^^'^^ 
or five other White Men. They have twotheie!'^ 
or three very handfome Houfes budt of Clay, 
like unto the Portuguefe Houfes, with Walls 

about 
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1731- about ten Feet high, covered with Thatch, 
being fupported by ilrong Foikillas, and a 
Space left between the Walls and the Roof to 
let in the Arr : They are very neat and well 
furnhh’d, and drive a confiderable Trade, but 
are much hinder’d by the Englifi not allowing 
them to give above forty Barrs per Head for 
Slaves: But in the Year 1735, there being 
great Demand for Slaves at the MtJJlfippt, wheie 
the French Gentlemen themfelves informed me 
they fend their Slaves, they broke thro’ that 
Agreement, and gave fifty Barrs per Head 
for Slaves, with feven of each of the Heads 
Rival the of the Goods, which amounted to more than 
Unghfi in Xen Pounds Sterling-, their Goods being bet- 
ter in their kind than our Enghjh generally 
are, was the reafon of their purchafing a great 
many Slaves in that Year, notwichttanding 
there were no lefs than three Liverpool Veffels 
trading about a Mile above the Fiench, at 
the Fort of Gillyfree, who gave Seventy or 
Eighty Barrs per Head, and yet were not able 
to purchafe near the Number of Slaves which 
Omtraft {hig French did. In the Year 1724 theie was 
a Contiadt made between the French Agents 
at Gorce and the Engh/h at Ja 7 nes Fort, that 
the Frenih fhould fettle a Fadtory in the Ri- 
ver GamUa below James Fort, in order 10 
make what Trade they could; and altho’ the 
Englijh Company’s Stock was then at the low- 
eft F,bb, and not that only, but it is very 
probable that the French were refolved to fet- 
tle there, either with or without Leave, yet 
is it to be obferved, that the Royal African 
Company, in lieu of the French having a fin- 
gle Settlement in Gambia^ obtained Leave for 
to fend Vcfiels when they pleas’d, to trade 
I both 
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^^oth at Jonll)'a.n(\ rortocUilly, two Placc=: near 
Goree^ which produce great Ti.ule, and which 
the French are at a great deal of Pains, as 
well as Coft, to engrols to themfelves ; By 
which means, notwithllanding the Ai tides, our 
Voyages there often mifcarry. 


This Fadoty of theiis at Alhreda is not Ftemh 
w'.thin reach of our Cannon : Whenever they contioll’d 
want to go up the River above yrii/irs Fort 
Wood, or any thing elfe which they cannot fo 
well be provided with below, they are obliged 
to ask Leave of our Governor, who feldom 
or never denies them, but puts a Man on. 

Board to fee that they do not mike any 
Trade •, neither arc they allowed to go above 
Elephants Ijl an A ^ which is about thirty iiCagues 
above ’James Fort. 


On the nth, in the Evening, we law two TwoShips 
large VelTels coming up from Sea j about Sc- 
ven at Night one of them fired two Guns, 
being a Signal known by the Governor only, diwi. 
who order’d the Gunner to leturn one. About 
an Hour after came up the Ship Elizabeth, 

Captain John Carruthers, a feparate Trader, 
and anchor’d near the Ifland, having brought 
over ten Soldieis from the Company for this 
Garrifon. Early the next Morning came up 
the Ship Herbert, Captain Plater Onley, who 
anchored at Gillyfree. And the next Day 
came up a Veffel and anchored at the Fort, 
but could not falute it by reafon of her being 
loaded with Horfes from Cap de Verde I/lands. 

She was the Brigantine, Captains Creagne

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On the 25tl), came up a Ship call’d the 
William and Betty^ Captain Whitloe from Li-

Trader us’d to the River, ran upon the Company’s 
runs on Spit of Sand : Upon which, the Governor 
the Sfit. gQJ^^-g pLill of Hands to her AlTift- 

ance ; but it being Tide of Ebb, they could 
not get her off till the next Morning, at whicn, 
Got off, time they got her afloat ; the Ship receiv’d 
no Damage, the Company’s Hands flaying 
on Board her all Night. The Elizabethy 
Captain CarrutherSy fail’d up the River for 
Joar to trade. 

On the 31ft, the Ruby Brigantine fail’d 
Foneua up the Rivcr. At Noon we faw a Veffel 
..invcs, coming up the River, which proved to be 
the Company’s Ship Bonettay Captain James 
Livingfloncy with a large Cargo, which we 
had a long while expedled. By this Ship 
came over- feveral Rerfons in the Company’s 
Service.

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On the loth, came up to anchor at the *73'- 
Fort, the Company’s Snow Succefs, Robert 
Cummins Commander. She was confiign’d to 
Cape CoaH Cafile, but fpringing a Leak at 
Sea ihe thought proper to put in here to ftop 
it. The next Morning we faw a VefTel com- 
ing up the River, about Noon ; being but .a 
little below the Fort, lire fent her Boat to ac- 
quaint us that Are was a feparate Trader, the 
Jrabella, Capt. Pyke, from London ; after Atahlla 
which he came to Anchor over-againft Gilly- 
free^ and the next Evening failed up the Ri- 
ver for Joar. 

On the 15 th, about One in the Morning, 
died Mr William Rtijling^ a Writer, having 
been ill about two Months. Some few Days 
before he died, he defir’d, that whenever he 
ihould die, I would fee that his Grave was 
dug fix Foot deep, for Fear of the Wolves 
eating him. In the Mo^rning the Flag was 
hoifted half-raaft up, and in the Evening he 
was buried at Gillyfree, in a Grave according 
as he defired. He loft his Life by not being pufeof 
ruled by the Dodlor, who advifed him to 
fl'ay more at home, and keep himfelf warm. 

The next Day the Governor, Capt. Living- 
jtone, Cape. Jenkins^ and myfelf, went on board 
the Succefsy Capt. Cummins, to accompany 
him down to the River’s Mouth, the Adven- 
ture Sloop going down with us, to bring us 
back again. Before we weighed Anchor, the 
John and Anne, Cape. Stoneham^ arriv’d from . 
the Cape de Ferdel{]ands, whither he went the 
tenth of January laft. He faluted our Flag c7rpld7^ 
at Maintopmaft Head, with five Guns, and Verdf 
the Fort returned the fame Number. We

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173*. came to Anchor about Eight at Night, a 
little below Chqtks ,IJland, and the next 
Morning we went afliorc at Banyan Point, 
in the Kingdom of Cumbo, to buy Ibme Cat- 
tle and Fowls for Capt. Cummins, after which 
we dined on board him, and then parted. - 
About Sunfet we ran upon the Rocks a- 
breaft of Charles Ifland, being one Momeoit 
in four Fathom and half, and the next M/o- 
A Mif- ment fall upon the Rocks. We can ied out 
fortune, o^ir Anchois, and in an Hour’s Time hove 
her off, but foon after ran upon another and 
worfe Place, fo that all Hands were obliged 
to woik, nor was the Governor himfelf ex- 
cepted, for he help’d me in taking up the 
Floor of the Cabbin, and throwing over- 
board about a Ton of Ballafl. At Midnight 
Remedied, got her afloat, and free fiom the Rocks, 
and went to Anchor farther off the Eland, 
till next Morning, when we went a ihooting 
Wild-Fowl upon the Eland, where I found a 
Cherry-Tree, fcarce in this Country, the Fruit 
whereof was not lipe; the Tree and Leaves 
much refemble ours, and is about the fame 
Bignefs. At Noon we weighed Anchor, and 
as we paffed by Alhreda tlie French Chief fa- 
inted the Flag at our Topmall-head with 
nine Chambers, to which we returned feven 
Guns, being all we had on board ; foon after 
we came to James Fort. 

On the 19th, in the Morning, came up to 
Alhreda, a Brigantine with a white Flag at 
the Topmall-head, having on board tlxtl-'renih 
General of Senegall, Monlieur Levans , ffe 
laluted our Fort with feven Guns, which re- 
turned the fame Number. The fame Even- 
ing 
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ing the Ship KenU Capt. h'raiun IFheckr^ i 73 '" 
from the Gold Coafi, ariived, and anchored at 
Janies Foil, in order to take in Ibmc Boys 
and GirJs, v/hich he had contracfled for ofoui 
chief Merchants. Another Shallop, which 
was brought over in Fiames, by the Bifpatch 
Sloop, from England, was launched this 
\Evening, by the Name of the Gambia ; and 
l^ur Corporal, tVilllain Chid, was made launched. 
Matter of her. The next Morning the French 
General, andfeveral other French Gentlemen, 
came and dined with our Governor, who fa- 
luted them with a great many Guns, and 
treated them with a very handfome Dinner. 

The fame Evening the John and Anne Bri- 
gantine, Capt. Sloneham, failed up the River. 

And the next Day theGovernor,feveral others, 
andmyfelf, went to vifit the Emirh Genei aj, 
at Albreda, where we were very merry, and 
ftayed till Midriight. 

O N the 2 2d, the Rub^, Capts Crsague and 
Colwell, came down to the Fort, having fold 
all their Horfes, which, as I faid before, they 
brought from the Cape de Verde Iflands. The 
Generality of Horfes in this River,are brought 
from the Borders of Batbary, but as the'”^ 
Grand Jolloiffs are nearelt them, they buy 
them up, and reap an Advantage, by felling 
them to the Mundingoes and Mahoimta 7 ic . 

They never fell Mares, fo that all the Time 
I was in Gainha I faw no more than one 
Mare, and fhe was brought in 'this Vettel, by 
Capts Creague and Colwell, from Cape de 
Verde Iflands. The fame Day one of the 
Emperors of Fonia came to the Fort, being 
ialuted with five Gunsj on his Landing.

On the z 8 th, the Brigantine, Capts 
Creagiie and Colwell, failed for the Gold Coaft, 
intending to be here again next yfegi;/?. But, 
poor Men, they had the Misfortune to be 
cut off by the Natives down the Coaft. Col- 
and moft of the Sailors were killed, but 
‘ Creague faved himfelf in his Boat, with the 
Plelp of his black Boy, out of the Cabbin

On the 8th of March, two Porcupines were 
brought; alive to the Governor. Soon after, 

Mr Henry Johnfin, a Writer, was fentup to 
C^lar, to fettle a Fadtory, chiefly for diy 
G<i')ods, viz. Elephants Teeth, Bees-wax, and 
Gum t but the Company having the Misfor- 
tune to have Perfons there who traded more Co/ar Fac- 
tor themfelvfis than their Matters, they were‘^°’^5'f®“^od 
at a great Charge to no Purpofe, and fo in' 
the Year 1733,. they thought proper to break and with- 
it up, fmce which they have had no Settle- drawn, 
ment there. 

On the 17th, the Company’s Sloop, Fatne., 

John Boys Mailer, failed lor Cohons, in Bar- ^ohM> 
Jally-t on a trading Voyage, which lies in the 
fame Kingdom as the Company’s chief Fac- 
tory at Joar, about a hundred Miles from it, 
ancf near the Sea. There the King commonly 
refides*, and as there is good Profit to be 
made for the Company by thefe Voyages, 
provided their Supercargoes are honeft, they 
generally fend two or three Times in a 
Year. Whenever the King of Barfally wants 
-<?oods or Brandy, he fends a Melfenger to 
our Governor, at James Fort, todeflie he 
would fend a Sloop there with a Cargo j this 
News being r>oC at all unwelcome, the Go- 
vernor fends accordingly. Againft the Arri- 
val of the faid Sloop, the King goes and ran- 
facks fome of his Enemies Towns, feizing count of 
the People, and felling them for fuch Com- Wm. 
modities as he is m want of, which com- 
monly is Brandy or Rum, Gunpowder, Bail, 

P' Guns, 
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1731- Guns, Piftols, and Cutlafies, for his Atten- 
clants and Soldiers ; and Coral and Silver for 
ofTraffick Wives and Concubines. In cafe he is not 
at War with any neighbouring King, he then 
and get- falls upon one of his own Towns, which are 
tingSlaves. numerous, and ufes them in the very fame 
Manner. After the Fame Sloop had been 
gone about five Days, fhe came back tq^^the 
Fort, having loft three Anchors, and nar- 
rowly efcaped being loft herfelf, in trying to

toTrade. 27 w/ 2 ( 2 j Burfey, a Writer, in joint 

Commiffion with Capt. Livingjione, who com- 
manded the faid Ship. 

O N the 4th came up the Company’s Sloftp 
Adventure from Cutcheo, with about eight 
Tons and h.xlf of Bees- Wax. Cutcheo is a 
Settlement belonging to the King of Portu- 
gaU lying about 20 Leagues to the Southward 
of the Mouth of this River, and about three 
Days Travel over Land from Geregia, where 
we have a Factory, who trade much for Wax 
brought from 'thence : We alfo make often 
Voyages by Water; but the former I take to 
be the moft profitable to the Company, and 
yet even by that they arc no great Gainers, 
the Wax being fo very foul, that fometimes 
O ft/ there will be Twenty or Thirty per Cent. Lofs

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Upon it. The Ship Kent, Captain Francis i73'- 
Wheeler, failed for Lisbo 7 i, with a Cargo of 
young Slaves, In the Aftcinoon 1 went over to Defenpti- 
Gillyfree in the Kingdom of Barrah, a little 
below Jacnes Fort, a large Town near the 
River, inhabited by Fortugnefe, Mmuhngoes, 
nnd fome Mahometans, who have h'eie a pretty 
little Mofque to pray in. This Town is ufetl 
to fupply all private Shipping with iinguifters % 
but the King of Barrah, in the Year 1733, 
made it no lefs than Slavery ior any of his 
Subjefls to ferve as Linguiflers on Board of 
any Veffels, but what pay his Culloms, and 
trade in his Country, The Company have a 
Faftory here pleafantly fituated, facing the 
Fort, and likewife fome Gardens, which fup- 
ply the Fort. About the Town is fine Shoot- -Pine _ 
ing, and were it not foinewhat too Sandy, Shooting, 
it would bepleafant walking. Here are great 
Numbers of Plantain and Banana Trees, the 
latter of which is a long biuit, fix or feven 
Inches in Length, covei’d with a yellow and 
tender Skin, when iipe: The Pulp of it is 
foft' as a Marmalade, and of a very good 
Tafte: It grows on a Stalk about fix Yards 
high, and the Leaves are two Yards long, 
and about a Foot wide. One Stalk bears on- 
ly one fingle duller or Bunch, which per- 
haps may confift of forty or fifty Bananas ; 
and when the Bunch is gather’d, they cut off 
the Stalk, otherwife it could not bring forth 
any more Fruit. The Plantain is not ^much Plantaii^ 
unlike the Banana, but fomewhat longer, and 
very much of the fameTalle. There are alfo 
Guavas, which referable our Peaches, only Guavas, 
the Outfide is much lougher, and there is no 
Stone in the In fide, butKeineh lefs thanthofe 
F ?. of 
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1731. of Apples. This is reckon’d an excellent 
Oraiiffes Medicine againft the Flux. Here are a great 
and many Orange-Trees and Lime-Trees, with 
Limes, the Produce of which the Fort is fupplicd to 
make Punch, tSc. 

Here are alfo other Fruits, fuch as Phy- 
Phyfical heal Nuts and Tabacombas v the firft ^re 
Nuts, and Nuts, which contain three or four fmall Ker- 

ks^Fniits" which is a Purging-Dofe, 

‘ but they are apt to vomit as well as purge j 
thefe are frequently ufed by the Natives. The 
Tabacomba isaimoft IikeaBon-Chretien Pear, 
the Rind not unlike that of a Pomegranate ; 
when it is ripe it opens of itfelf, and contains 
four or five Fruits, fmall, and of a reddifli 
Colour, with large Stones, and very infipid. 

Here I faw a Number of Pelicans, which 
Pelican, ^ ht'gc as a Goofe, and much the 

fame Colour ; its Bill is vei y long ; under the 
lower Part of it is a Bag, lome of which will 
contain two Gallons of Water, when well 
ftretch’d. They live upon Filh, and there- 
fore are commonly near the Rivers. 

A Native carried me to his Houfe, and 
fhewed me a vaft Number of Arrows, which 
were daubed over with a black Mixture, faid 
Poifoti’d Poifon, that if the Arrow 

Arrows. ^^1 but diaw Blood It would be mortal, un- 
~ lefs the Perfon who made the Mixture had 
a mind to cure it, in whofe Power it only 
was to do it ; for he faid there were no poifon- 
ous Herbs, but what there are others which 
would expell them. 

On the nth, in the Evening, feeing a 
VelTel coming up the River, we fired a Shot 
to bring her to ; upon which fhe fent her Boat 

to 
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£0 acquaint the Governor that ihe was a fepa- 
rate Trader, call’d the Snow Captain 

Gordon, from Glafgow, but laft from Barha- 
does with Rum and Sugars. Sure never was 
a VelTers Arrival more’ welcome than this was 
to our common Gentry, who were afraid they 
' would have been obliged to be without Liquor 
tiJl the Rains, but now their Fears were over, 

Soon after came down the Arabella, Captain portundy, 
Pjke, a feparate Trader, from Joar, loaded 
With Slaves ; and having ftay’d a Day or two 
at James Fort, fail’d for Maryland, having 
among his Compliment o’f Slaves one Man 
call’d Job Ben Solomon, of the Pholej Race, 
and Son to the High-Priefl.of Bnndo in Foota, 
a Place about ten Days Journey from Gilljfree-, 
who was travelling on the South Side of this Ben 
River, with a Servant, and about twenty or 
thirty Head of Cattle, which induced a King 
of a Country a little Way inland, between 
Tancrowall and Taniina, not only to feize his 
Cattle, but alfo his Perfon and Man, and fold 
them both to Captain P'jke, as he was trading 
at Joar. He would have been redeemed by 
the Phole^s, but was carried out of the River 
before they had Notice of his being a Slave. 

The famelJay the Elizabeth, Capt. Carruthers, 
catme down from Joar with his Compliment 
of Slaves. 

On the i8lh, in the Morning, thejo^w and 
Anne Brigantine, Captain Stoneham, a feparate 
Trader, came down the River with moft of 
his Men lick. The liime Morning the Gover- 
nor, Mr Totmger Nelrne, and my felf, went on 
Board the Mary, and breakfafted with Cap- 
tain Gordon', from thence we went, according 
F 3 to 
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17" I- to Appointment, and dined at Jlbreda, with 
General’s i^y^nch General, having for Dinner no lei's 
gland Ell- Seventy three Difhes, and at Supper more 
tenain- than half that Number ; during which time 
inent, the Fadory and Shipping Fred above two 
hundred Guns. The next Day the M^ry, 
Captain Gotnon-, failed for the Coatt; as did 
likewife the Sierra Leone, Captain Jenkins, for 
South Cafohna-, which lall arrived here befoie 
I came, and deliveied hus Cargo to the Go- 
vernor and Chief Merchants, lor which they 
paid One hundicd and eighty Slaves. In the 
Evening the Wife of oui Serjeant Mr Gilmore 
A White w'as brought to Bed of a Giil ; they both did 
Woman notwithllanding the Opinion of a great 

“ "'S'' many People in England, who think it mo- 
lally impoflible for a White Woman to live 
in this Countiy, and bear Children. 

TtenchGs- O N the 20th, the General came to the 
neral goes Fort to take his Leave of the Governor. On 
to StJ ago. j^jg Landing, the Governor falutcd him with 
thirteen Guns, a great Number whilft here, 
and thirteen more at Midnight when he weijit 
away. The next Day after he embarked on 
Board the Duke de Bourbon for St Jago, and 
faluted the Fort with thirteen Guns, which 
retuined the fame Number. 

Difpatch O N the 24th, the Company’s Sloop Dif- 
Sloop patch came down from Fatatenda, with Mr 
downfrom JJamfon Chief Merchant, rnd Mr John Nind 
Fatatofida FadSr, who went up from hence the 6th of 
' February laft. 

j^ciy. O N the 2d of AFay, the John and June, 
CiLpmn Stoneham, {ailed i'or Sierra Leone, the 

Crew 
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Crew being in very indiiferent Health. About >73*’ 
two Days afterwards die Herbert, Captain 
Onk'j, failed for Virgitiia, or Maryland ; as did 
alfo the Day after the William and Betty, 

Captain Whitloe, for the Weji-Indics. 

On the i^th, the Adventure Sloop fail’d the 
lip for Tamyamacunda, from whence flie took 
Mr James Conner on Board her as Super- 
Cargo to Fatatenda on a Trading-Voyage. 
AboutDay-light we had a very fmart Shower 
of Rain, the firft I had feen fince my 
Arrival in this Country. In the Evening 
came up a Long-Boat belonging to his Maje- Man ot 
fty’s Ship the Pearl, Captain Lee Commander, Wai’s 
who lay at the River’s Mouth ; and, accord- J-ongBo'’*- 
ing to form, font to our Governor to know 
if there were any Pyrates in the River, or '' 
thereabouts. The next Day the Company’s Guinea 
Snow, Guinea Pacquet, Captain Martin, came Racquet 
up to y&mes Fort, from a Trading-Voyage 
down the Coaft. We had expedted her two 
Months paft, but the reafon of her Stay was 
occafion’d by her being obliged to turn to 
Windward all the Way back from the Coaft, 

The Greyhound Galley, Captain Rainfay, from 
England, a feparate Trader, came up in the 
Evening, and anchor’d near the Fort. 

On the 19th, we had for the firft Time a Tornado, 
Tornado of Thunder and Lightning, Wind 
and Rain. 

On the 22d, the Elizabeth, Captain Car- A feparate 
ruthers^a feparate Trader, loaded with Slaves, J^^der 
failed for South Carolina. The Fame Sloop seturiK°°^ 
retuined from the King of BarfalF’s Town 

E4 Cohoncf’'^’”'^‘^"P 
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Cohons, having made a tolerable Voyage ; flie 
directly unloaded, and putting on Board a 
Cargo for Joar Fadlory, fne proceeded im- 
mediately up thither, and from thence to 
Tam’jainacuma, in order to bring down all 
the Dry Goods from each Fadloiy, to fend 
Home by the Gtiinea Pacquet, which will go 
very foon for En^and. The next Evening 
OurSmitli otir Smith, J avics Colltus , being drunk, fired 
ftooTihc'^ Mufquet at our Eniign’s Head, which very 
Enfign. narrowly mifs’d two others, and the Ball Was 
very near going into the Publick-Room Win- 
dow, where the Governor was fitting with a 
great mafiy Gentlemert: Fie was well fecured 
in Irons, and pot' into the Slave-Houfe. 

June. O N the 4th of yme, the Sen- Nymph Sloop 
came down from Geregia, with Mr Wilham 
Roberts., the Company’s Fadtor there, and a 
good (Quantity of Cotton and Bees-Wax. The 
SeaNympi Captain faid, that whdft the Sloop lay at an- 
Sioop lofes chor at Geregia, (he had her Topmaft fplit 
SfTnd to, the Lightning, and ten Fowls 

isfeton kul d in the Coop upon Deck, and her Foie- 
Fire by caftle fet on fire, but very foon extingoidi’d, 
Light- As it happen’d no Body was upon Deck, be 
ing juft before drove off by a fmart Shower 
of Rain : But, what was moll remarkable, 
tho’ theBonesof the X^owls which were kill'd 
by the Lightning were broke all to pieces, 
yet their Skins were neither torn nor crack’d. 

This Day two JoUaiff People came to 
the Klancl with fome Cloths to fell. The 
JoUoiffs make the fined Kind of Cotton- 
Cloths, and that in large Quantities; Their 
Pieces are generally twenty feven Yards long, 
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and never above 9 Inches wide; they cur tliem ‘73^- 
to what Length they pleafe, and few them 
together very neatly, to make them fci ve^the j, 

Ufe of broader Cloths. They clean the Cot-fai'hnng 
ton from the Seed by Hand, and Ipin it by t^otton. 
Hand with Spindle and Diftalf, they weave 
them with a Shuttle and a Loom of very 
plain, coarfe Workmanfliip. They make 
them up into Pairs, one about three Yards 
long, and one and half wide, to cover their 
Shoulders and Body ; the other almoll of the 
fame "Width, and but two Yards long, to 
cover from their Waift, and downwards. Such 
a Pair is the Clothing either for a Man, or a 
Woman ; they only differing in their Manner 
of Wearing. I have feen a Pair of Cloths 
fo fine, and fo bright dyed, as to be worth 
Thirty Shillings Sterling. Their Colours aie 
either Blue or "Yellow, fome very lively ; the 
firft is dyed with Indico, the latter with Baiks 
of Trees. 1 never faw any of them Red. 

On the i 6 th, our Smith Janies C<?//w, Om'SmicIj 
who had fired at oiir Enfign as before men- to 
tion’d, was drummed out of the Company’s 
Service, with an Halter round his Neck, and 
afterwards fent on Board the Guinea Pacquet, 
in which he took his Paflage for England ; fire 
having this Evening broke ground, and Lllen 
a little Way down the River. The next Day 
the Governor and Mrs Daws went in her to 
accompany our Second Chief, Capt. Stibbs, 
as far as the Rivei’s Mouth: He went home 
on account of his ill State of Pleakh. The 
I'a7ne Sloop came down the River, and pro- 
ceeded along with the Guinea Pacquet, in order 
to biing back the Governor a,nd Mrs Davis. 

O ir 
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O N the 26th, Mr William Roberts^ jate 
Fadlor at Geregia, fet out for and wuh 
him look Mr John Harrifin as his Afilftant ; 
Mr Thomas Saxby, the prefent Fador there, 
being order’d down to the Fort, on account 
of feveral Extiavagancies by him there com- 
mitted. 

O N the 29ch3 about Noon, the Governor 
and I fet out for Fintaw, wliere we arrived in 
three Hours. It lies about fix Lcuigues from 
James Fort fome Part of the Way is up a 
River of the fame Name. This Town belongs 
to one of the Emperors of Foniaf and is very 
pleafantly fituatcd on the Side of a Hill, 
clofe to the River. It is inhabited both by 
Porthguefi and Mahometans ; the latter having 
for their Devotions a handfome Mofque, with 
an OJi rich’s, Egg at- the Top on the Outfide. 
It is noted for Plenty of Fiovifions ; a great 
many of which arc brought by the PloopSy 
who border on it. It alfo produces good Quan- 
tities of. Bees-Wax, to buy which the Com- 
pany have here a fmall Fadory. Above the 
Town is fine green Grafs, and fome Trees, 
which make it very pleafant. 

As foon as we came to Town, the Alcade, 
and all the chief People, came to welcome us, 
and foon after the Emperor arrived (in whofe 
Dominions this Town lies). The common 
People were drefs’d with a Cloth round their 
Middles, which came down about their Knees, 
and another Cloth over their right Sliouldei, 
(the Men having generally one Arm bare, 
which the Women have not) and the Womens 
Cloths come generally down as low as the 

fmall 
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fmall of their Legs. They are very pioud i73i- 
of their Hair j fome wear it in Tufts and 
Bunches, and others cur it in Ciolles quite 
over their Heads; The Men commonly wear 
Caps made of Cocton-Cloili, fome plain, and 
fome with Feathers and Goats Tails. The 
Women generally wear Handkerchiefs tied 
round their Heads, leaving their Crowns bare, ^ 
and for want of Handkerchiefs they ufe Slipis, 
of blue or white Cotton-Cloth. Others will 
let their Hair hang down on each Side of 
their Heads, plaited like Horfes Manes, on 
which they firing Coral, and for want of it 
Pipe-beads. A great many of them. (cTpeci- 
ally up the River) wear on the Crowns of 
their Heads a good Number of fin.a]l Hoife- 
Bells ; which, when their Hair is plaitetl, and 
they are m all their Finery, makes ’em look 
not unlike the Fore-Horfe of a Country Far- 
mer’s Team. 

Th r y are not very proud in the Furni- The Na- 
ture of their Houfes ; for the moft that ^ny 
of them have is a fmall Cheft for Clothes, a 
Mat raifed upon Sticks from the Ground to 
lye on, a Jarr to hold Water, a fmall Cala- 
bafh to drink it with, two or three wooden 
Mortars in which they pound their Corn and 
Rice, a Basket or two to fift it in when beat, 
and two or three large Calabalhes, out of 
which they eat it with their Hands. They 
are not very careful of laying up a Store a- 
gainft a Time of Scarcity, but chufe rather 
10 fell what they can, and in the Time of 
Famine they can fall' two or three Days with- 
out eating, (which 1 inyfelf know to be true, 
there being a very gre.u Famine in the Year 

i732> 
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i 73 ‘- 173^’ efpecially high up the River, where I 
then was) but then they are always fmoaking 
Tobacco, which lerves to amufe ’em. This 

, Tobacco. Tobacco they raife themfelves : They fow it 
as foon as they have cut their Corn : That 
which grows near the River is very ftrong, 
but a little Way from it, it is much weaker. 

Pipes. Their Pipes are made of Clay, very neat, and 
of a reddini Colour, the Stems are only a 
Piece of Reed, or fmall Stick bored through 
with an hot Iron Wyre, fome of which are fix 
Foot long. After they are bored they polifh 
them with rough Leaves till they are very 
fmooth, white and handfome, and withal ve- 
ry ftrong they fatten the Bowl and Stem 
together with a Piece of red Leather, fome- 
times with a fine Leather Taflel hanging to 
it about the middle of the Stem ; and tho’ 
the End of the Reed goes into the Bowl of 
the Pipe, it fits almoft as well as Pipes that 
are made all in one ; they clean the Reeds, 
when foul, by drawing long Straws thro’ 
them, and the earthen Bowls by fcraping 
them with a fmall Knife. The Merchants 
which travel much, carry with them Pipes 
of a gre-at Size, fome ot them holding no lefs 
than half a Pint: Thefe are their Travelling- 
I’ipes, 

Towns. Their Towns are Numbers of Floufes 
built promifcuoufly together ; the Huts are 
generally fourteen or fifteen Yards in Circum- 
ference, built with Mud and binding Clay, 
and cover’d with long Grafs or Ciboa Leaves, 
commonly call’d Pdlmetto : Their Doors are 
very fmall, and don’t go upon Hinges, but' 
are let into the Houfe-Wall. They geneially 
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keep their Houfes very clean; but I cannot 1731* 
fay fweet, by reafon of their ftinking Filli, 
and other things which they keep in them. 

O N the 2d of Jul^, in the Afternoon, we 
fet out from Vintain for Geregia-, when we Author 
went to take Water, we were accompanied goes to 
to the Boat by the Emperor, and almoft all 
the Men in the whole Town* In the Eveii~ 
ing we reach’d Geregia ; where, during the 
Time we flay’d, I fhot a wild Goofe, which 
weigh’d twenty Pounds ; and likewife a long 
green Snake about five Foot long, as he was 
wrapt round a poor Lizard, endeavouring to 
kill himk 

On the 5th5 being difappointed of Flor- Goes from 
fes to carry us over Land to ‘tanerowall, we 
fet out in the Governor’s Cutter : About 
night we reach’d Vintain^ where we ftopt till 
Day-light, and then we fet out from it 5 and 
I obferv’d that at about two Miles Diftance the 
Town look’d juft like a Parcel of Bee-PIives. 

When we came to Vintain River’s Mouth, 
we met with the Tide of Flood, which car- 
ry’d us up to 'iancrowall-, where we ftaid a- 
bout four Days ; and the Governor having Retmns ta 
done his Bufinefs, we then fet out for James James 
Fort, about Two a-Clock in the Afternoon. 

By the Time we came to Seaca Point (which 
is within fix Miles of the IflandJ it was quite 
dark ; but having continual Flafhes of Light- 
ning, we could lee the Fort very plain. We 
fleer’d by the Lightning till we were within 
two Miles of the Fort, and then it ceafed : 

We could fee no Land, it was exceffive dark, 
a Tornado came upon us, and the Wind 

blew 
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J731. blew foveiy hard, that we were obliged to take 
down our Awning for fear of Overfettingi 
we would have come to a Grapling, but had 
not Rope enough. The Thunder rattled dif- 
mally, and the Rain wetted us foon to the 
Near be Skin. In this Condition we tumbled and tof 
ing loft in ppfj (-he Mercy of the Waves for about an 
a ioina- the Tornado ftill continuing, 

and the Sea miming very high. At laft^ the 
Lightning began again, and we faw fome 
Land, to which we rowed diredly, and it 
pioved to be Seaca Point ; upon that we went 
to the Fort, and got alhoie and in going 
from the River Side to the Town on a nar- 
row Path between the Rice-Grounds, we got 
feveral Slips, and it was leldom that we were 
both upon* our Legs at once; however we got 
fafe to the Governor’s Houfe, and having a 
good File made, we fliiftcd ourfelves, drank 
large Drams of Cordial Waceis, went to Bed, 
flept three or four Flours, and then went over 
to the Ifland. 1 was foon alter taken ill of 
a Fever.

On- the 28th, about Ten at Night, I em- Aiithoe 
bark’d on Board the Fame Sloop, John Boys 5 °=® “P 
Mafter, and proceeded up the River towari^s 
' Jvar, having receiv’d from the Governor and ° 
Chief Merchants the following Orders.

hard Tornados, which by their being very 
formidable, obliged us to come often to An- 
chor About thirty Leagues from the Fort 
we met the Greyhound Galley, Capt. Ratnfay, 
a feparate Trader,, who had been lying at 
Joar all the Rams, and not purchafed above 
feventy five Slaves, and, fome of them he was 
obliged to take by Force, they being- free 
People, crofiing the River in a Canoa, whom 
he took on Account of old Serin Donfo, a 
noted Broker at Cower, near Joar, who hav- 
ing had a great deal qf Money from Capt. 
Ramfay, on Pronfife of bringing him a great 
deal of Trade, and not being fb good as his 
Word, he very juftiy feized thefe People, and 
the Natives hearing pf it, obliged the old 

Broker 
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Broker to redeem them, which Jie accord- 
ingly did. 

This Ship having loft her Voyage, for want Obfcwati- 
of being able to Have foon, and being obliged 
to lie, at great Expence and Hazards 
Men’s Lives, all the wet Seafon, made me 
think what great Advantage it might be both 
to the feparate Traders, and the Company, if 
the great Ma:t of Exchange was to be at 
James Fort; That is to fay, if the Company Adrantagi 
kept a Stock of Slaves at the' Fort, fuffici- 
ent to furnifh any Ship immediately, with a 
whole Cargo, which as foon as difpofed of, 
they might be again ftipplied from their Out- 
Fadories. The feparate Trader would af- 
ford to give a larger Price At James Fort, than 
he can up the River, for there is the Charges of 
going up, the Uncertainty of getting theCargo, 
and when he has fometimesgo't half a Cargo, he 
may lie fome Months before he can be able to 
cpmpleat ic ; all the Time he lies there he runs 
the Hazard of the Sicknefs and Rebellion of 
thofe Slaves he already has, they b'eii^g apter 
to rife in a Harbour than when out at, Sea 5 
fince if they once get Mafters of a Ship, in 
the River,, their Efcape to Shore is almoft' 
certain, by running the Ship aground ; but 
at Sea it is otherwil'e, for if they fliould fur- 
prize a Ship there, as they cannot navigate 
her, they muft have the Affiftance of tho 
White Men, or perifli. Befides, whilft the 
Ships lie in the River, the Crews are 'apt, to 
be fick, and confeqiiently not able to guard, 
their Slaves ; of which feveral Jnftances hav'e 
been, and Ships loft thereby. Ti'hcy are alfo 
liable to Palavers, which often turn out very 
Cx

1731. expenflve, and they are obliged to pay Ciif- 
toms, and make cxcefTive Urge Prefents to 
the Kings and Brokers, as thofe who have 
been trading to Joar mull know by Experi- 
ence. All this would be avoided by buying 
> a Cargo at once. The Company would have 

a Conveniency alfo by it, fince they cannot, 
■without Difadvantage, buy dry Goods, with- 
out buying Slaves with thent. If therefore 
they fold the Slaves to the feparate Traders,' 
they might affort their Warehoufe with the 
European Goods from them, and thereby 
command all the dry Goods in the River, in 
fpite both of the Portiigueze and French ; and 
with good Care of the Fadlors, there might 
be dry Goods enough procured for to load 
home the Compariy’s Ships with Speed, fo as 
they might not be upon Charges, and lofe 
Time by going on trading Voyages down 
the Coall, none of which, in my Time, ever 
turned out to the Company’s Advantage. 

One Night we anchored off Elephants 
JJland-, from whence we had a vafl Number 
of Mufquetoes and Sand Flies, who diverted 
-.-US fo prettily that we could not get any Sleep 
all Night. On the 4th of Sept, we reached 
Author Joar, but 1 was fo miferably mauled, on the 
arrives at Way,' by the Mufquetoes, that 1 could hardly 
7 “®'' ■walk from the Boat up to the Fadory. In 
the Evening, the Adventure Sloop, John Leach 
Mailer, came to Joar, having been on a 
trading Voyage to Fatatenda, where, by the 
Violence of the Freflies, Ihe loll all her An- 
chors, and was obliged to ufe her Guns in- 
ftcad of them. She got an Anchor and Cable 

from 
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from the 'Earns, and the fame Night failed for 
James Fort. 

O N the 9th, the King of Barfall'j came to King of 
Town, attended by three of his Brothers, 
viz. Boome'j Hainan Seaca, who was formerly 
King, ' and elder than the King, Boomey Ha- ^ 
man Benia, younger thati the King, and Boo- 
my Loyi Eminga, younger than him, befides 
■which there He,xt abo^e job Horfemen, and 
above the fame Number of Men on Foot. 
Notwichftanding he has a very good Hbufe of 
his own in this Town, yet ^ould he come arid 
lie at the Faftory. In the firft Place he took 
PolTeffion of Mr Robertses own Bed, and then 
having drank Brandy till he was drunk, at viour. 
the Perfuafion of fome of his People, order’d 
Mr Roberts to be held, whilft himfelf took 
out of his Pocket the Key of his Storehoufe, 
into which he arid feveral of his People went, 
and took what they pleafed; his chief Hank 
was Brandy, of which there happen’d to be 
but one Anchor, he took that our, drank a 
good deal of .it, made himfelf drynk, and 
then was put to bed. This Anchor laHed 
him three Days, and then he went all over 
the Houfe to feek for more •, at lafl he came 
into a Rome wheie Mr John Hanifba lay 
lick, and feeing there a Cafe in which was fix 
‘ Gallons and half of Biandy bclongiiig to 
him and irie, he ordered Jack Harr Jon to 
get out of Bed and open it, but he told him 
very ferioufiy that there was nothing in it 
but fome of the Company’s authentick Pa- 
pers, which rauft not be opened. The 
' King was too well acquainted with Liquor- 
Cafes to be put ofl’ fo, and therefore ordered 
G fome 
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173 '- fome of his Men to hold him in his Bed, 
■whilft he took the Key out of his Breeches 
Pocket, he then open’d it, and took all the 
, Liquor out of it, and was not fober fo long 
. as it lafted •, but I muft do the King this 
JuftiCe, by faying that he very often fent for 
Mr tiarrifon and myfelf to drink with him. 
As foon as this Brandy was drank up, he 
, talked of going home, upon which, his Peo- 
ple, even his chief Minifters, who are the 
General, and the Keepet of his Majefty’s 
Stores, amufed themfelves in taking what 
they thought bell, which, with one Thing or 
^mother, amounted to twenty Pound Sterling 5 
and they had the Affnrance to open even 
Chefts and Boxes. What Reliftance could 
three Men make againft 300? Sometimes the 
King would ride abroad, and take moft of 
his Attendance with him, but then, when he 
was gpne abroad, we were plagued with the 
Comfiwy of Boomey Hainan Benda, and his 
Brother, who were,' if poffible, worfe than 
his Majefty. 

Behaviour O rj E Day it happen’d that he took a Mug 
of one of of Water, and pretending to drink, took his 
Mouth full, and then putting the Mug on the 
Brothers, j^g fpurted the Water out of his 

Mouth into my Face^ upon which, confider- 
ing th.at if I fuffer’d luch Infolerice from 
Black Men, it would make them the more 
bold and infulting, and that it was better to 
venture dying once, than to be continually 
abufed, and the Occafion of ocher EngUfimen 
' being contemn’d, fo I took the Remainder of 
the Water, and threw it into his Breeches; 
upon that, he had Recourfe to his Knife, and 

endeavour’d 
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endeavoured to ftab me, but was prevented 
by his favourite Attendant, who, feeing what 
had pafb’d, held his Arm, and reprefented to 
him the unhandfom Ufage he had given me, 
and the Provocations I had received to wet 
him: Upon which he was fo much aflaamcd, 
that he came and lay down upon the Floor, 
with his Garment off, and took my Foot and 
placed it upon his Neck, and there lay till I 
defired him to rife : After which, no Man 
was a greater Friend to me, nor more willing 
to oblige me in any relpecQ; than he was, 

Another time he came at Night, af- 
ter our Gate was flmt, and broke it down, 
and coming into the Fldufe, with a Piflol in ■ 
his Hand, demanded Entrance into the King’s 
Chamber ; but the King’s Attendants ftopt 
him, and tried to awake, die King, but found 
it impradticable : The next Morning he being 
acquainted with it, fent his General to charge 
j>him not to come in his Prefence any more till 
hmfhould fend for him ; and that for his At- 
tempt to kill him the Evening before, he 
„ fined him three Slaves. 

T H E King and all his Attendance profefs The 
the Religion, notwlthftanding they King’s 

^drink fo much Strong Liquors and when he 
is fober, or not quite fuddled, he prays. Some 
of that Perfwafion are fo ftritl, that they will 
fooner die than drink Stiong Liquors ; bur 
the King is of quite another Opinion, for he 
will fooner die than drink Small when be gan 
get Strong. He drelics the flime as moft or 
ther Kings in this Country do, with a Gar- 
» ment like a Surplice, which comes no lower famg. 

G 3 than 
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1731- than the Knees, a Pair of Breeches of the 
HisDrefs Cloth, about feven Yards wide, 

" gathf'-M lound the middle ■, he wears no Stoc- 
kings, but always a Pair of Slippers, (except 
when he rides^ a fmall white Cotton-Cap, 
and commonly a Pair of Gold Ear-rings. His 
People, ns well as himfelf, wear always white 
Cloths and white Caps •, and as they are ex- 
ceeding black, it makes them look very well, 
He is a tall Man, very pafllonace, and fome- 
times when any of his Men affront him, he 
' does not fcrnple to fliQot them j at which, I 
am told, he is very dexterous : And fome- 
times when he goes aboard a Company’s Sloop 
at Cohone, (his own Town and Place of Dwel- 
ling) he is for fliooting at all the Canoas 
His fatal which pafs by him, killing perhaps one Man 
Diverfion. or two frequently in a Day. He has got a 
great many Wives, but never brings above 
two or three abroad with him. Pie has feve- ' 
ral Brothers, to whom he feldom fpeaks, or 
permits into his Company ; and when they do 
come, they pull off their Caps and Garments, 
and throw Dull: upon their Foreheads, as every 
one docs which come into the King’s Prefence 
(except White Men.) As foon as the King 
dies, his Brothers or Sons go to fighting for 
the Crown, and whoever is the ftrongeit, ii 
made King. 

His Pow- This King is potent, and very bold : 
®‘'' His Dominions are large, and divided into 
feyeral Paits, over which he appoints Gover- 
Govern- nora, call’d Boomeys, who come every Year 
jnent. (-q pay Homage to him. Thefe Boomeys are 
very powerful, and do juft what they pleafe 

with 
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with the People ; and altho* they are feared, 1731* 
yet are they beloved. 

Other Kings generally advifc with their He is ab. 
Head People, and fcarcely do any thing of folute. 
great Confequence, without confulting with 
them firft •, but tlw King of Barfall'^^ is fo 
abfolute, that he will tioc allow any of his 
People to advii'e with him, unlels it be his 
Plead- Man (and chief Slave) call’d P^r/irc, viz: 

{Mafter of the Horfe) who erttries the King’s 
Sword in a large Silver-Cafeof a'gi cat Weight, 
and who gives Orders for what things the 
King wants to have, or to be done, and in 
Battle he is the Leader of his Men. 

T H E King’s ufual Way of Living is to His odd 
fleep all Day till cowards Sun-let, then he gets 
up to drink, and goes to fleep again till Mid- 
night ; th^n he rifes arid eats, and if he has 
any ftrong Liquors, will fit and drink till Day- 
fight, and then eat, and go to fleep again. 

When he is well (lock’d with Liquor, he will 
fit and. drink for five or fix Days together, 
and not eat one Morfel of any thing in all 
that time. It is to that infitiable Thirft of 
his after Brandy, that his Subjedls Freedoms 
and Families are in fo precarious a Situation •, . 
for he very often goes with fomc of his T roops 
by a Town in the Day-time, and returns in 
the Night and fets fire to three Parts of it, 
and fets Guaids at the fburth to feize the His Way 
People as they run out fiom the Fire j he. ties 
their Arms behind them, and mairhes them^^^™*' 
to the Place where he fells them, which is 
either Joar or Cohone. 

G 4 On 
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On the 1 6th, the King, and his Guards went 
away for Cohonc^ having amongft them ftript 
Mr Roberts'^ Chamber, and carried away his 
Clothes and Books, which laft they took to 
Cower ^ and offer’d to fell to the Mahometan 
Prieft; who looking over the Booksf and not 
underftanding any of them, and being aFriend 
to Mr Roberts, told them, That he believed 
they were Books wherein he kept the Account 
of his Goods, and that to take thenr-away 
would inevitably ruin him : Upon which they 
left them with him, to give back to the Per- 
fon they belonged to. 

On the lych Day of Obloher, Mr John 
Harrifon, my Fellow-Writer, went down to 
James Fort in the Fame Sloop, in order to 
be cured of a Flux, with which he was ve'ry 
much afflidted j but I believed he would be 
never free from it, unlefs he left off the ftrong 
Liquors, which are ufually , drunk , in that 
Country. All tljis Month was exceffive ffot, 
and it began to be very foggy Mornings, 

On the iff of November I found the Morn- 
ings and Evenings begin to be exceeding cold, 
but in the middle of the Pay the Sun very 
hot. 

O N the 5th, at Midnight, being not very 
well, I happen’d to, awake, and feeing a Light 
in the Storehoufe, I imu^ediately rofe, and 
taking a loaded Piftol in my pland, went to- 
wards the Light, where I found ope of our 
Black Servants very bufy in robbing the Store ; 
I feiz’d him, and had him put in Irons, with- 
out Mr Roberts knowing any thing of the 

Master, 
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Matter, altho’ he lay in the next Room, with S 73 i» 
the Key of the Stores always under his Pillow: 

The Fellow got it from under his Head with- 
out awaking him, and thinking that I was 
afleep too, was the reafon of his lighting the 
Candle, in order to pick and chufe what fort 
of Goods he liked beft ; and had he not 
lighted a Candle, it is probable I fliould not 
have detedled him. 

On the 1 2th, I faw an OJirichy with a Man a large 
riding upon the Back of it, who was going Ofinck. 
down to the Fort, it being a Prefent to our 
Governor, from Mxjavies Conner^ who bought 
it when he was trading at Fatatenda m Augufi 
laft. The Evenings and Mornings were very 
cold. I was very ill with Pains in my 'Bones, 
and Boils breaking out all over me, fo that 
for four Days I was fcarce able to ciawl. 

O N the 22d of Decemhevy Captain Robert Ducemkr, 
Clarke, a feparace Tiader, who was late in 
the Company’s Service, and went home laft 
June, came to anchor at Rumbo’s Port in the 
Snow ‘I’ryaJl, in order to purchafe young 
Slaves for Lisbon. 

O N the ^d of January came up a New- January. 
England Scooner call’d the Gambia, John 
Afsy’tir Mafter, loaded with Salt and Rumj he 
flay’d here but a fliort while, and then pro- 
ceeded up the River to Cajfan, about four 
Tides above this Place. We bought fome 
wild Hog and Venifon, and found it very 
good Eating, but very lean. I alfo faw an 
Allegator about fix Foot long, kill’d by a

A Camel. O n the i8th, Ifaw a large Camel belong* 
ing to the King of Barfalh, which was pre« 
fented to him by the King of Demel, a Coun* 
try near the River Senegal. A Meflenger 
which Mr Roberts fenc down to the Fort, 
retuiiiM this Day with Letters from England 
Author both, wherein I found that Mr Ogle- 

made thorpe had been fo indulgent as to have ioool. 
Fato. Security given for me, and upon his Recom- 
mendation the Company was pleafed to ap- 
point me Fador. I receiv’d likewife Letters 
from the Governor, and other Gentlemen at 
James Fort ; which, among other Things, 
Account of inform’d me of the Death of one of my inti- 
mate B'ricnds and Acquaintance, Mr Charles 
^Hmkon. Factor, with whom I came over. 

On New Tears-DzY he and one Mr Sergeant 
lying in a Ro6m, and not being well, went 
ro Bed before Night. About Midnight Mr 
Houghton awaked, and not being able to go 
to fleep again, and ill withal, defir’d Sergeant 
to give him a few Drops of Laudanum (of 
which there was a fmall Vial in the Win- 
dow) in a Glafs of Water. That carelefs 
Fellow Sergeant, being in the Dark, pours 
the Laudanum into the Water by guefs, and 
gives it to Mr Houghton, who drank it up, 
went to fleep, and never waked after. He 
was a very worthy Man, and would have 
been of great Service to the Company, had 
he lived. 


K ofF.!!/- Q jjjjg Month of Januar'j, 

aEiun°w^^ arrived the King of Barfally, who yelterday 

foar. ' fell 
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fell upon one of his own Towns, and having »732» 
taken a good many Prifoners, brought them 
along with him, with Intent (I believe) to fell 
them to Captain Clarke, a feparate Trader, 
now at anchor at Rmnbo's Port. On his Ar- 
rival he took PoITeffion of Mr Roberts’s Bed 
and Room for himfelf, and the Slavehoufe 
for his Slaves and People who look after them. 

He foon inquired after that Fellow which I 
found robbing the Stores, whom Mr Roberts 
fbmc time fince fent down to the Foit, he 
being an intimate Acquaintance of the King’s. 

The King’s Behaviour this Time was not 
much unlike the laft, which obliged me to 
write the following Letter to the Governor.

Joar FaSory, Jan. 22 , 

S I R, 

O N the i?ith Inftant I received your agree- 

able Letter, as alfo fame from Mr Ogle- Letter to 
thorpe and Mr Hayes, / muji now acquaint die Go- 
yaw, that the Day after, the King of Barfally 
arrived with a fmall Retinue of about a hun- 
dred Men., and forty or fifty Sleeves, mofl of 
which are unmerchantable. He came direflly to 
the Fadiory, and took Pojfefiion of Mr Roberts’^ 

R-oorn for btmfelf, and the Slavehoufe far his 
People and Captives. He endeavour d as much 
as poffible to get the Key of the Stores, which 
Mr Roberts prevented with much Difficulty by 
) ufoing out of the Room. Soon after he fent his 
Men to feize me, who when they brought me to 
pirn, laid me along upon the Bed, and jearched

1732. my Pocketi for the Key of the Store, but found 
it not. He asks much after that Fellotv we font 
down for robbing the Stores, and is very angry 
at our fending him away from hence. His being 
fo inciuifthve after that Fellow, fo eager' after 
the Key of the Stores, and his notfuffenng People 
to carry any thing from the Factory, gives me 
reafon to believe that he intends to Jirip the 
JVarehoufe ere hie departs ; which, I am afraid.^ 
nothing but a Sloop's Arrival ( with Mr Harri- 
fon) can prevent. I am obliged to bear the In- 
fults of his People to prevent Outrages ; but as I 
am now in hopes of going foon from hence, I will 
hear whatever I pojftbly can, believing it to be 
for the Company's Interejl. 1 am

Tlie King O N the 23d, the King began to trade with 
tradeswith Captain Clarke, and his People behaved very 
its. Clarke, infoientiy (;q fvlr Roberts and myfelf, on ac- 
count of that Pellow which we fent down to 
the fort for robbing the Stores. 

Fame On the’ '27th, in the Afternoon, arrived 
Sloop ar- tiig Company’s Sloop Fame, with a Cargo a- 
a Carco*” mounting to about five thoufand Barrs, and 
a long Letter from the Governor and Mr 
Harrfon, which came away before it was pof- 
fible for our Letters to be arrived there. A? 
it is concerning the Trade, I am of Opinion 

it 
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jt will noL be thought improper to enter the 
whole Letter, of which there is an cxa6t Co- 
py, Appendix, No. II. 

The Occafion of this Letter was upon 
new Inftruftions coming ftom England ; for 
.the Direftion, into which Mr Oglethorpe had 
been lately chofen, and in which Mr Hayei, 
who was perfedlly well acquainted with the 
Trade of Africa, had a great Weight, were 
refolved to leave no means unattempted to 
re-eftablifli that, and the Affairs of the Com- 
pany; not by diftreffing the feparate Tra- 
ders, but by bringing the Company’s Ser- 
vants to do their Duty, and to aft with Zeal 
and Honefty towards the Company. To 
encourage them in it, the Prices of Provifions 
at fames Fort were lower’d, Mr Hayes alfo 
was thoroughly fatisfied that the Trade might 
be made very advantageous, by ^enlarging up 
the River, and encouraging Dry Goods, and 
by ftriking out new Trades with the Inland 
People of Africa:^ who are almoft innumera- 
ble, and who would demand and confume a 
great many Manufaftures, had they where- 
withal to pay for them. To enable them to 
do which, Mr Hayes propoled taking off all 
Kinds of Goods which that Country produ- 
ces, and encouraging the Natives with giving 
them Goods, foi what they before thought 
ufelefs, m- Gums, Dying Barks, Woods, 

Hides, And to induce the Company’s Ser- 
vants to be vigilant in opening new Trades, 
they gave Twenty per Cent. Encouragement 
to thole who fhould difeover any new Goods, 
out of the Gams that fliould arile from them; 
but this laft is not mention’d in the Letter. 

The 
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H E King and his Guards not being goncii 
and their Behaviour extraordinary bad, we 
did not think it proper to land the Goods, or 
take a Survey of thofe in the Store, till fuch 
Time as the Coaft was clear, being appie- 
henfive that they hadaDefign of felzing them. 
During the Time the King had been tritding 
with Captain Clarke, he had obliged iis to 
lend him our Storehoufe to put his Goods 
into, where he and his Attendance frequently 
fat an Hour together drinking and fmoaking. 
This Evening, as they were caroufing tlidre, 
the King took up a Mufquet of ours in his 
Hand, and not imagining it to be loaded, 
filed it off, and ftiot a Brace of Balls into the 
Thigh of Toviba Mendez, Son to the late King 
of Barfatly by a Portugnefe'V^ omm, and Cou- 
fin to the King. This Man was the Promoter 
of all the Mifchief that was done % for the 
King himfelf is a goodmatui’d Man, and 
when fober, is urlwilling to ufe any White 
Man ill, efpeclally thofe belonging to the 
Company. Had the King happen’d to have 
been fitting on the other Side of the Room, 
the Ball would have went into the very mid- 
dle of our Powder-Room, and the Fire per- 
haps have blowed us all up. However, as it 
was, the King was very angry at Mr Roberts 
and me for keeping loaded Arms by us, and 
at the fame -time ask’d us. If we thought 
that either he or his People would do us any 
Harm : Which Ihews, that he thought we 
ought to be as obedient to him as his own 
Subjefbs, whom he daily makes Slaves of ; and 
that he was fo exceedingly miftaken, as to tlhnk 
that his Behaviour was very agreeable to' us, 
when nothing can come up to it for Vexation 
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and Uneafinefs. However, on the third of 1733- 
February, very early m the Morning, the 
King and his Attendance went away, fome of 
them having broke open my Buroe, and kipg. feV, 
taken Things out to'^a confiderable Value; 
the fame Fate attended Mr Roberts, and poor 
Mr Harrifon, who leaving his Scrutore behind 
him, had it broke all to Pieces, and fome 
Things taken away. They alfo took near 
200 Barrs of the Company’s Goods out of 
the Stoiehoufe, exclufive of thePrefencs made 
them' by Mr Roberts, which were very confi- 
derable. As foon as they were gone, Mr 
Roberts, Boys, and I confuked in what Manner 
it was bell for us to proceed. I was unwil- tion had, 
ling to take Charge of this Faftory, where 
we were liable to fo many Infults from the 
King’s People, vvhenever he came here, which 
had been twice withm five Months, and yet 
for five Years before September laft, he was Refolutlon 
not near the Fadory once. At lalV, I agreed 
to take a Survey of the Goods in Store, and 
take the Cargo, a-fliore which the Fame had 
brotighc up, and that being done, to take 
my Paflage in the Fame, down to the Fort, 
to acquaint the Gentlemen thoroughly of the 
King’s Manner of behaving towards us, when 
at the Fadory, and withal to have him pre- 
vented flora coming any more, or elfe it 
would be impofiible for any one to live there. 

Three Days we fpent m taking an Inventory, 
and bringing our Cargo into the Storehoufe; 
whidi being done, I immediately fee out for 
the Fort, as I propofed, carrying with me 
the following Letter, fiom my Colleague,

JoAii Fadlory, Feb. 8, 1732. 
Gentlemen, ■ 

Y ours, per the Fame Sloop, came fafe 
to hand, with the Goods, agree able to In- 
voice. I have perufed the fever al Paragraphs of 
your Letter, and Jloall endeavour, on my Part, 
carefully to obferve the fame, and hope Jhall not 
fail therein. PVhat merchantable Slaves the King 
of Barfally brought, he fold to CflpL Clarke, be- 
fore the Sloop arrived, altho' he gave me fair 
Promifes every Day. As to his Behaviour here, 
Mr Moore, and Capt. Boys wtll inform you 
more than I can euprefs in Wanting. We endea- 
vour'd to keep him out of the Stores, but to no 
Purpofe, he would not be refilled, hut go in, and 
with bm ten or twelve of his People, intent upon 
nothing but Thieving, which we could in no man- 
ner prevent. Ills own Key-keeper has a Key, 
with which they open'd the Stores in the Night- 
time, and Jlole .confiulet able ^antities of Goods, 
an exalt Account of which you have herein in- 
elofed. Had not the Sloop come up, nothing could 
have prevented their taking the whole Store. 
They have Jlole almojt all I bad, hoke my Chef, 
and Mefieurs Harrifon’j and Moore’j Scnitores, 
and taken mojl of the Things out. of them. All 
our Servants ran away, king afraid of being 
fcized and fold. Unlejs the King can be pre- 
vented from coming here, and ailing in this Man- 
ner, no Perfon can pretend to live here-, being 
not only in Danger of lofmg what Things we 

have, 
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have, lut even our Lives. I hope. Gentlemen, *73*' 
you’ll confider, and give Redrefs, our Cafe being 
quite dejperate. / have no more to add, but 
remain.

On our Way down we met a large Shipgjj- 
from’ Brijiol, called the Gregory, Capt. Robert gory, zitpa- 
Smith, a feparate Trader, going up the River rateTradet 
to Have at Joar. We alfo met the Adventure 
Sloop going up to Sarny, with Mr Lemaigre, 
a Company’s Faftor, who lives there, and 
trades for the Company, to whom he remits 
Slaves all the Year round, at forty Barrs per 
Head. 

On the irth, we arrived at Jamel Fort, Safe Re.' 
having had a briflt fair Gale all the Way t“rn ta 
down. The Governor was gone down in 
Guinea Packet, Capt. Martin (who arrived 
here from England the 15th InllantTto Bar- 
ringdtng, one of the King of Barrah's Towns, ^ , 

where he yet ftaid, in order to adjuft fome 
Difpuces between him and the Company, with the 
concerning the Governor’s alTifting fome fe- King of 
parate T raders, who refufe to pay the King’s 
Cuftoms. 

On the 14th, the Guinea Packet returned 
with the Governor ; there likewife came up 
in Company with her a large Ship from Lif~ 
bon, called the Andaltma, Cape. Pearfin, to 
purchafe Slaves for the Braral. The ri^xt 
Day the Sloop cairied up the Al- 

H cade 
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!732. cade of Vintain, and his AlLendants, to their 
own Town, they having been down with the 
Governor at the King of Barrahh Town. 

On the 22d, the Governor and I went on 
board the Guinea Packet, who was then going 
on a trading Voyage to Cutcheo, after which 
SlMp^goes went on board the DiJ]^atch Sloop, to take 
to\En^a?id Leave of the Captain, being now bound for 
England. After we had failed a little Way 
clown with them, we came np in the Cutter. 
And the next Day we went over to Gtllyfree, 
with Mr John Harrifon, to take Charge of 
that Faftory, in the room of Mr Hugh Ha- 
milton, who was going to fettle a Fadory at 
Fntatsnda. 

Soon after, the Andaluzia, Capt. Pearfon, 
failed up the River ; and the Eryal, Capt. 
Clarke, came down from Joar, having about 
Faitofv Slaves*, by him we received

O N the 1 ft of March, having thoroughly

Thefe Proceedings of 
yours, now, Mr Roberts, when compared with 
what has' appeared againfi you formerly, con- 
cerning Deficiencies, ibo’ out of meer Negiehf 
only, without any fuch or other Caufe whatever, 
you mifi believe, cannot influence us to pafs fuch 
H 2 Accounts^ 
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873 s. Acminh, without abfolute Prejudice to the Coin- 

puny’s hit eft. Tou arc therefore to take Notice, 
that utilefs we are belter fatisfied concerning this 
Affair, than what is made to appear by Mr ’ 
Moore and Capt Boys, we cannot, on any Ac- 
count, admit of allowing fuch a Lofs to the Com- 
pany. For it is apparent by what you, Mr 
Moore, have acquainted us, that Mr Roberts 
might have taken an Inventory of the Company’s 
Goods in Store, from the Fime he firfi received the 
News of the King’s coming, to his Arrival at 
Joar. Tour Deficiencies, upon a fecond Survey, 
at his Departure, might juftly then be fuppofed to 
be made away with by the King and People, ( as 
they did forcibly enter into the Company’s Ware- 
houfe.) And what leaves you no Excufe for not 
doing this when you firft heard of his coming, 
was your frequent Declarations, long before, that 
you expeSlcd no otherwife, whenever be came to 
Joar. This, and many other Proceedings, which 
do not cohere with the Company’s Inter^; obliges 
tis to acquaint you, and you are hereby direSied, 
that Mr Mooie, your Colleague, have the 
Charge of keeping the Warehoufe, and you the 
Books and for the more effectual preventing any 
Abufes being offered to either Party, it is expected, 
upon Receipt of this, that a Survey be taken, m 
■order that you, Mr Moore, have no Pretence 
from being accountable, in cafe of any Deficiencies 
happening hereafter, and which is to be done in 
the Prefence of Capt. Cooper to avoid Difputes. 

THERE goes by this Sloop a fmall Cargo, 
which Mr Moore has ftgn’d Receipts for. We

of the Company’s EfFedts, on my being ap- 
pointed to look to the Stores; at which 
Roberts was exceeding angry, and let fiill a Rabe^ts. 
great many ExprefTions, which relilh’d of 
nothing but ruin to myfelf and the Company’s 
Affairs. Soon after, the Sea-Nymph fail’d for , 
y«?«wFort, with a Parcel of fine Slaves which w/thSlaves. 
Mr Roberts had purchafed during my Ab- for jamts 
fence. Fou. 

On the 8th, came up the Fame Sloop, 
with Mr Hugh Hamilton^ and Edward Feelers Sloop.fs’r. 
his Affiftant, now going to fettle a F^dtory 
at Fatatenda. The Jatnes IJland Shallop came Btucoe. 
up alfo, with Mcir. Philip Galand and Henry 
Johnfon Writers, who were going to fettlsi 
another Fafliory at Brucoe, about feventy 
Leagues above this Place. They flay’d here 
but one Night, and then proceeded on their 
Voyages. 

O N the next Day my Colleague, Mr Ro- Rohus 
herts, quitted the Fadlory, on account of my quits the 
being in Charge of the Store; All the Ser- 
vants belonging to the Fadtory he took along 
%vith him, except our Girl-Cook, and flic 
would not be perfwaded to go away on any 
Account. He dreffed himfelf in Clothes like 
the Natives, and went and lived at Cower, 
which lies about three Miles {xoresjoar, acrofs a” Couw. 
a fine large Savannah, on which there arc no 
Trees, but fine low Grafs, which makes it 
pleafant for Walking, Riding and Shooting. 

This Town is fo large, that it is divided into 
three Parts, Cower, Jonacunda zndFouracunda-, 
the flrft and laft of which are inhabited mpftly

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i732._ by Mahometans-^ the other by JolUlffs •, each of 
Defmpu- are abouta Mile round, liuiaied at the 
Place ^ Bottom of Hiljs on the Weft, and a fine Plain 
of open PafturS- Ground on the Eaft. They 
make exceeding good Cotton- Clothes here, 
very dear to purchafe, and much valued by 
all the Women on the River, Here lives that 
SerinDwfa Man, fo well known to all White Men, 
aneiin-’^ call’d Serin Donfo, who exafts upon every 
nentBro- Body very much, and has fach great Power 
kei- over all the Merchants who bring their Slaves 
here, that unlefs you fee him, it is in vain to 
expedl Trade, This js the chief Town on the 
whole River and, as I hinted before, the 

beft Place for Trade. 

On the 12th, the Jndahzia., Capt. Pier- 
fin.^ came up to anchor at Rumho^& Port, in 
order to purchafe Slaves ; fire had not a fort- 
tilaves at able Cargo, and therefore bought but few 5 
to I per thofe which he did buy, lying him in about 
Ten Pounds Sterling per Head, 

O N the 22cl I receiv’d Advice, that Cape. 
Major of the New-England Scooner was fome 
JO/- kill d. People of Cajfan^ 

a little Way up the River, at the P'erfuafion 
of Cheqtio Vofs-, a Porluguefe, y^hq lives there. 

On the I receiv’d Advice from Capt, 
Author Piarfon-, that he had heard fome of the Na- 
tives talking in broken Portugkefe about beat- 
^ ' ing me, by the Perfwafion of my Colleague 

Roberts, and therefore defired I would take 
care of myfelf. I chofe rather to be ill-us d 
by them, than leave the Factory and Stores 
houfeto be plunder’d by them, and therefore 
flay’d at home . Soon after about thirteen 
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Jolloiffs came, who core my Clothes, and beat > 73 ?- 
me, and drew their Swords, and told me they 
would kill me if I would not give them Bran- 
dy. With much ado I lufli’d out of the 
Houfe, and call’d an old Man of the Town, 
whom they fear and reverence, who reproved 
them, and threatned to fend Word of it to 
the King •, which made them go away afhamed 
of what they had*done, and promife not to wahTo- 
go near Mr Roberts any more, he having put hem. 
them on to do fo. 

For feveral Days we lived in this manner, 
he at Cower with all the Company’s Servants, 
and I at the Fadlory by myfelf, having much 
ado to prevent People ftealing the Goods ; 
fometimes they would be fent fingly by Ro- 
herts in the Night-time to rob me ; but I 
very often met with them, and ufed them ac- 
cordingly, which made Roberts take occafion 
to fend Word to the Gentlemen that I ufed 
the Natives very ill. Ac length, on the 5th 
of April, the Adventure Sloop arrived with 
Mr Harrifon and Mr James Davis, by rvhich 
Conveyance we receiv’d the following Letter.

Gentlemen, 

HIS goes by the Adventure Sloops and 
1 ferves to acymint you, that in Conftdera- 
iion of the fundry Complaints made by you a- 
gainfi each other, and the Dangers that threaten 
the Company's Affairs under fiich irregular and 
diftrabled Management, we have appointed Mr 
H 4 James 
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James Davis to take upon him the Direction of 
the Royal African Company’s Affairs at Joar 
Factory. Tou are therefore hereby direpled and 
required, upon Receipt hereof, to deliver up to 
him all the Company’s EffeSls tn your Poffejfion. 

YOU, Mr Roberts, are to continue at Joar 
FaElory, and afffl Mr Davis in repairing the 
Fahiory, till fucb Yime as Mr John Brown 
comes to Joar to Mr Davis’j Jjfiftance, then 
you are to come down to the Fort %mth your 
Books of Accounts fettled by both you and Mr 
Moore ; who is alfo to ohferve, that he is to 
proceed along with Mr Thomas Harrifon to 
Yamyamacunda FaPlory, and there joyn with 
Mr James Conner tn dtreRtng the Company’s 
Affairs there till further Orders, we being once 
more willing to givehm an Opportunity of ma- 
king amends for his paff ill Conduct-, but muff 
recommend to him to ufe milder and more affable 
treatment to the Natives there, than he has done 
at Joar. 

AS for you, Mr Roberts, we look upon you 
as a loft Man, and one (whilfl you continue that 
infatiable Yhirfi after Liquor ) incapable of ren- 
dnng the Company any Service. Such are the 
Reprefentations we have had, which we Jhould 
not be fond of giving Belief to, did not (he Irre- 
gularity and Bifiradlion that appeared in your 
Management of late, but too plainly confirm it, 
JVe are

I ALSO received Advice, that the. Bonetta 
belonging to the Company was return’d to 
James Fort, from whence fhe fail’d aTwelve- 

pionth 
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month ago, and was thought to be loll. In 1732. 
the Evening Mr Harnfon lent to Cower for 
Mr Roberts^ who being alhamed to come, de- 
fired the Meflenger to fay that he could not 
find him ; but rhepellow being Mr liarrijon'% 

Servant, refufed to impofe a Lye upon him, 
and therefore told him the T ruth. 

T H E next Morning we took a Survey of Damh 
all the Company’s Effefls here, and delivei’d made DU 
diem up to Mr Davi$^ taking from him pro- 
per Receipts, Mr Harnfon fent another Mef- 
fenger for Mv Roberts, who finding it iiiiprac- 
ticable to abfcond, condefcendcd to come a- 
long with the Melfenger ; when he came he 
acknowledged his Fault in abfenting the Fac- 
tory, and own’d that he fent People to infult 
me ; After which, Mr Harnfon tok! him, that 
when Mr Brown came hither from Tawyama- 
ounda, he mull go down to the Fort by the 
firft Conveyance, in order to go to England ordei’J Toi 
with the Guinea Pacquet, which would fet out Engla'id. 
in about two Months time, 

O N the 9th, in the Ewening, Mr Harrifon 
and I fupp’d on Board the Andaluzia, to take 
leave of Capt. Fcarjon. Afterwards we em- 
bark’d on Board the Adventure Sloop, ia or- 
der to proceed up the River, 

J OA R lies in the Kingdom of Barfallj, joay de- 
about three Miles from Cozver, acrofs a fine knbed- 
Savannah, furrounded with Woods, which 
harbour wild Beafts, which you may hear 
howling and roaring every Night. It is a- 
bout two Miles from the River Gambia^ fome 
parf of which is up a narrow Creek, fcaicc

1732- enough for a Boat; the other part is very 
pleafant Walking in the dry Time, but in the 
rainy Seafon it is generally cover’d with Wa- 
ter. This Town is inhabited by Portuguefi, 
but is much Jeflen’d of late Years. At pre- 
fent it confifts of not above ten Houfes, be- 
fides the King’s and the Company’s, which 
two contain as much Ground as all the others. 
About a Mile from it, there is a Ledge of 
Hills, high and rocky, but neverthelefs full of 
Trees, which the Natives tell me uins a hun- 
dred Leagues up the River. In the Summer 
it is very pleafant Walking upon and about 
thofe Hills ; but in the rainy Seafon it is dan- 
gerous, by reafon of the vaft Number of 
wild Bealls, who ate obliged to keep to the 
Mountains by reafon of the low Lands being 
almoft cover’d with Water. In the Creek is 
very good Filhing, and on the Savannahs 
good Game. The Ships that come up to 
trade here, always take in their Stock of 
Water out of the River, which is reckon’d 
to be very good. 


Percripti. DURING the Time I was at Joar I faw 
on of the feveral Cameleons, which fome People think 
Caraelcon. live upon the Air only, and that the Objeft 
before them makes them change their Colour, 
which is a vulgar Error, for they live upon 
Flies, and I have feen one catch thirty or 
forty of a Day with his Tongue, which is 
neai as long as the Cameleon ilfelf ; he darts 
it out about feven, or eight, or ten Inches, 
and has (as I believe) a fort of glutin’ous 
Subilance in the Tongue, for if it but, juft 
touches the Fly he catches it, and then coils 
his Tongue under his Jaws in his Throat. 


Some- 
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Sometimes they will change their Colours 1732. 
twenty times a Day, juft as they pkafe 
fomeumes they will be of the Colour of the 
Objeift neareft them, but that is as they pleafe 
too. In the Space of two Days I have feen 
one of all forts of Colours, but I have ob- 
ferv’d that generally when they fleep they arc 
of a bright light Yelloiv. Some of them lire 
as large as the largeft-fized Lizards, very 
ugly, but have fmall beautiful Eyes, which 
are made and placed in fuch a manner, as to 
look backward with one, and forward with 
the other. I thought that the Tongue and 
Eyes of this Creatuie had been obferv’d only 
by myfelf; but after I leturn’d to England^ 
going to fee the Collecbion made by that 
'Learned Gentleman Sir Haf/s Sloans., I found 
nothing had efcaped liis Curiofity, and that 
the Tongue of a Cameleon had been by him 
preferv’d in Spirits, and difledled in Inch a man- 
ner as plainly Ihows, chatNatuie has wifely 
provided the Cameleon with a Weapon with 
which he can nounlh himfelf, and that this 
little Creature has a Tongue which he ufes to 
feed hinafelf with Flies, in the lame manner as 
the great Elephant ufes his Trunk. 

Herb are a fort of Screech-Owls, which in Owls ta- 
the Night make a very difmal Noife, and are 
taken by the Natives for Witches : If one of 
thefe Birds happens to come into a Town at 
Night, the People are all up firing at it ; and 
as I do not find that they ever had the good 
Fortune to firooc any of them, the poor 
Creatures ftill continue in the Opinion of 
their being Witches, Thefe Screech-Owls 
were a Terror to the EgyphanSi and' fre- 
quent upon the Nik. About 
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1732. About the Savannah are plenty of Deer, 
wild Hogs, Buffaloes, Geefe, Ducks, Par- 
tridges, Doves and Quails ; all which are 
very good Eating, and admired by the Na- 
tives themfelves, and what is worth remark- 
Partridges Partridges here have fometinies two 

wit purs, Spurs on each Leg- I had reafon to 
remark it, becaufe one Day as I had juff (hot 
one, fearing he would get away, I fnatch’d 
him up, and tore my Hands with his Spurs. 

About Joar, and in no other place on the 
Bird with River, I have feen a remaikable Bird, which 
Wines conges abroad at Dusk, with four Wings, and 
about the Bignefs of a Pigeon j but tho’ this 
is called a Bird by the Natives, yet whether it 
is a Bird, or of the Bat-Kind, I am not cer- 
tain, having never feen one of them dead, tho’ 
I have frequently fhot at them. 

. 1 N the beginning of the rainy Seafon 

Purflain grows wild of itfelf, very good, , and 
not unlike what we have in Englajtd. We 
CoUiloo. have alfo another Herb call’d Colliloo, much 
like Spinage, and eats almofl as well. 

Nuts with Here are alfo Nuts, which are tolerable 
good Eating, and produce two Kernels in 
each Shell j they do not look like our Nuts, 
but rather like a dry’d Acorn. 

Croco' Here are alfo plenty of Crocodiles, 

dites, their which the Natives are great Admirers of, 
^Sg®'™^as likewife their Eggs, which I have fre- 
nicTIlhh. quently feen them eat when there have been 
young ones in them as long as my Finger, 
which makes them (they fay) the nicer. 

This is one of their nicelf Difhes, but 
their common Food is call’d Coofcoolli, be- 
ing 
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ing Corn beaten in a Wooden Mortar, and 1732. 
lifted thro’ a fine Basket till it is about as 
fine as coarfe Flower, then they put it into fimnjne. 
an earthen Pot full of Holes like a Cullinder, ry. 
which is luted to the Top of an earthen Pot, 
in which is boiling Water, and fometimes 
Broth in it, the Steam "of which cures and 
hardens the Flower, and when it is done, they 
mix them together, and cat it with their 
Hands, Fifh dried in the Sun, or fmoaked, 
is a great Favourite of theirs-, but the more „ 
it ftinks, the more they like it. There is kinds cf 
fcarce any thing which they do not eat ; large Foods. 
Snakes, Guanas, Monkeys, Pelicans, Bald- 
Eagles, Allegators, and Sea-Horfes are excel- 
lent Food. And their Liquor is Palm-Wine, 
Ciboa-Wine, Honey- Wine, (which is not 
unlike our Mead) Brandy and Rum but 
when they can get the two lafl, they diink '^empe- 
but a fmall Quantity of the others. The on- 
ly Liquor to pleafe a Mahometan is Sugar 
and Water. 

The Mundingoes have aCuftom of building OddFancy 
their Houfes clofe together, which is the Occa- 
fion of fo many Conflagrations that happen eve- 
ry Year ; and if you afk them why they build 
not their Houfes farther from one another, 
they tell you that their Anceftors did not, 
that they endeavour’d to imitate them, for 
they were wifer than they are now. 

In every Town, almoft, they have a large 
Thing like a Drum, called a Tantong, which (“ 
they beat only on the Approach of an Ene- ^ 
my, or fome very extraordinary Occafion, to 
call the neighbouring Towns to their AlTift.

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ance. This Time ‘7h?//t3K^ can, in the Night- 
Time, be heard fix or feven Miles. 

They are naturally very jocofe and mer- 
ry, and will dance to a Drum or a Balafeu 
fometimes four and twenty Hours together, 
dancing now and then very regular, and at 
other Times in very odd Gettures, ftriving 
always to outdo one another in NimbJenefs 
and Aftivity, 

They are vei y fubjedt to fcold with one 
another, which they call fighting, for if two 
Perfons abiife each other very heartily, they 
call it a great Fight, and are generally a good 
while before they come to Blows, which hpw- 
ever does fometimes happen ; and then they 
do fight in Eaineft, either with Knives, Sa- 
gays, or Cutlaflcs, whichfoever they are pro- 
vided with, and they very often kill one ano- 
ther ; but when that happens, the Murderer 
flies to another Kingdom, and that King al- 
ways protefls him, and looks upon him kind- 
ly, and treats him as one of his own Subjects. 

Some People have a good many Ploufe- 
Slaves, which is their gieateft Glory, and 
they live fo well and eafy, that it is fometimes 
■a very hard Matter to know the Slaves from 
their Matters or Miftrefles ; they very often 
-being better cloathed, efpecially the Females, 
who have fometimes Cot al, Amber, and Sil- 
ver about their Hands and Wrifts, to the 
Value of twenty or thirty Pounds Sterling, 

In the rainy Seafon, at Night, the Frogs, 
of which there are vaft Numbers, and much 

larger 
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larger than thoi't in England, make as much 
Noife as a Pack of Hounds, and at a good 
Diftance is not much unlike it. 

Both Men and Women, efpeciaily the lat- 
ter, take a great Delight in carrying a Bun- Fancy ot 
die of fma.ll Keys about them, tied round 
their Middles, only for the Sake of being 
thought rich. 

On the i oth, we an iv’d at Tanimarew, 
which is the pleafanteft Port in the whole Ri- 
ver, being delightfully fhaded by Palm and 
Ciboa Trees, the Leaves of which are made^"'*'^- 
ufe of for covering Houfes, and are called 
Palmetto. Here the Company have a fmallpf^t, 
Houfe, with a Black Fadlor, to purchafe 
Corn for the Ufe of the Fort. In 1734 fevc- 
ral feparate Traders coming tojear, and find- 
ing themfelves ill ufed hy SerinDonfo, the chief 
Broker, they one and all came up to this 
Place, and made the Merchants bring up 
their Slaves from jear after them, which had 
like to have occafioned a Quarrel between the 
King of Tan.'j and the King of Barfallj, the 
latter thinking that the former had fent Mef- 
fengers to decoy the Ships fiom his Port 
of Joar. 

On the 15th, we left Tanlmarew, and 
proceeded up to CaJJan, a little above it, 
where, abont thiee Weeks before, the iVew 
England Scooner was cut olF by the Natives. 

As foot! as we arrived there, Mr llarrifon 
and I went aihore, where, when the whole 
Town was come about us, Mr Harrifon 
demanded the SLittee to give him an Ac- 
count 
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1733 " count how lie dared to kill Capt. Major^ of 
the New England Scooner : To which he an- 
fwer’d, as near as I could tranflate it, id the 
following Manner. 

Rfctationof “ So^l E Years ago this Place was a Port 
theitiurder “ of great Trade, which made a great many 
of Capt. (c Ships refort hither ; who often ufed us 
“ very ill, by carrying away feveral of our 
“ Friends and Relations by Force, without 
“ any Provocation. Even laft Year Capt. 
“ Stonehavi carried away one of my own Ne- 
“ phews, becaufe Seignior Cheque Vofs, a Por- 
“ Utguefe-, who lives in this Town, was not fo 
‘‘ good as his Promife, in bringing him 
“ 'Frade by the Tune limited. Now lately, 
“ this New England Scooner began alfo to 
“ impofe upon me in the following Manner. 
“ Soon after it arrived at my Port, the King 
“ of Lower Tanq^ in whole Dominion this 
“ Town IS, fent a Slave to me to fell for him, 

' “ which I carried aboard the Scooner," to 

“ Capt Major'-, bat he having no very good 
“ Goods, at lead not fuch as I liked, made 
“ me defer felling him, till fuch Time as I 
“ could acquaint the King what Sort of 
“ Goods he had} upon which the Captain de-^ 
“ fir’d I would leave the Slave aboard till the 
King’s Anfwer came, which I accordingly 
“ did. At length I receiv’d Orders from the 
“ King not to fell the Slave, for he did no£ 
“ like the Captain’s Goods. Upon that, I 
“ went on board, and told the MelTage to 
“ the Captain ; at which he fell into a great 
“ Pafiion, and would not let nie take the 
“ Slave out of the Scooner. I did not fay 
“ much to the Captain, but came home, 

“ called 
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“ called all my People together, told 1732* 

“ them the Cafe, and then we reckon’d up 
“ the many Injuries we had received from 
“ other feparate Traders, and at lafl we re- 
.p folved to take the Scooner, which we did 
“ the next Morning. In the Adlion the Cap- 
“ tain was killed, for which I am very forty ; 

“ but as for the reft of the Men which were 
“ on boaid the Scooner, I gave them the 
“ Boat and fome Piovifions, and let them go 
“ where they pleafed.” 

This Scooner belonged chiefly to one 
Capt. Moore, of Neiv England, who was then 
trading in a Sloop at the Port of Yam-jama- 
ainda. The Men, when the Slattee gave 
them the Boat, went up to him thither, 
where he made a very profitable Voyage. 

This was the Speech of the Slattee, by which 
we found the Natives refolved to defend what 
they had done; and we not having Stiength 
fufficicnt to reduce them, were glad to go on 
board and proceed on our Voyage. Defenpt. 

of Cafjan. 

CAS-SAN is a fmall Town on the North 
Side ot the River Gamhui, pleafantly fituated 
about a Miifq net Shot fiom the Water- fide, 
about three Tides above yen/-, foinfied with 
a great Niimbei of Sticks fet in the Giound, Ocemren- 
and filled with Clay, thete being Holes ]eft“^ 
for Mufquets, and Watch-Toweis at proper 
Diftances. This was a noted Town for doing 
Mifchlef, was alw.tys at War with fome of 
their Neighbours, and would often feize upon 
the Company’s Meflengers and Merchants, as 
they were on the Road to C 6 ic<rr, with their 

1 the 
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Slaves. In the Year 177.4 moft of the Peo» 
pie of this Town were" taken Prifoners, and 
the Slattee, whofe Name was Mackamarr^ 
■was obliged to fly, and lives now tetired at a ■ 
Place called Medina, up the River Sarny \ and 
fince that Time People have paflTed peaceably 
through the Town, being at this Time one 
of the civileft in the whole River. 

BriKoe On the i6th, in the Evening, we arriv’d 

Faitory. which lies on the South Side of the 

River, in the Country of Jemarrow, about 
half a Mile from the Water ; between which 
the Company are now building a Fadlory, 
under the DireAionof MelT. Galand and Johnfon. 

Ddmnda Wc ftayed at about three Days, and 
then went on our Way up the River j when 
we came to Dubocunda we went afliore, and 
after having a Conference with the People, 
about the Fadory now fettleing at Brucoe, it 
being under the Care of this Town, by reafon 
the head Men of the Country live here, we 
made them Prefents, and then went on board. 

■pefcribeil DUBOCU NDA lies on the South Side of 

' the River, about nine Miles from .Swoe ; it 
is divided into two Parts, or, if you pleafe, 
into two diftincl Towns ; one of which is for- 
tified with a vatl Number of Ciboa Trees, 
fix’d in the Ground, and Clay ftuffed in be* 
tween, to ftrengthen it, fo that it is little in- 
ferior to a Brick Wall. The other Town is 
only furrounded with a Cane Cirk, much like 
our EngltJIj Hurdles, faftened up with a great 
Number of Sticks, as almoft all the Gambia 
Towns and Fadtories coo are furrounded with. 

The 
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The People live in the open Town till fuch '. 1732 - 
Time as they are hotly at War with any p . 
others, and then they fly into that which is 
'fortified, that being their laft Shift. Thefe are 
a very rebellious Sort of People, and have a 
King of their own, whom they call Suma^ 
having driven the lawful Emperor of Jemar- 
row out of his Town, to the very Borders of 
the Country, where he lives retir’d, and 
dares not come any Diftance from home. 

0 N the aoch, we arrived at Cuttejarr, _ . 

about ten Leagues above Duhocunda. It lies ' '' 

on the North Side of the River ; the Town 
is a Mile from the River Side, between which 
the Company had once a Fadory •, but being 
overflowed in or about the Year 1725, by 
which the Company loft a great many Goods, 
they moved it to Samy.> about eight Miles Sam;). 
from Cuttejarr by Land, but by Water a 
great deal farther. 

The next Day we arrived at Rivei’s 
Mouth, which is on the North Side of the 
River •, it is famous for great Numbers of Allegators 
Allegators, infomuch that there is a gieat deal 
of Mifchief done by them every Year. About vous. 
twelve Miles up the River is the Town of 
Sam-j, noted for good Trade: The Company 
had here a Fadlory under Mr J avieshvnaigrei 
^ Ftenchman, who bought a great many Slaves, 
and remitted them to Jaines Fort, at a letcled 
Price : He dying in the Year 17^3, one Va- 
lentine Mendez, a Black Portuguefe, concraded 
with the Company to remit them Slaves at a 
certain Price, and now lives at his own Floufe 
at IValUa, about four Miles above Sani'j, I 
I 2 went 
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J75'2- went up with yit'Marnfin to Saifty To^vrt,' 
where by the. Way we £iw vaft:Numbcrs of 
Allegaiois, efpecially upoh foma lilancls whieli 
arc near the MoutLof the Rivbn. 

O N the ahthj aS' we were weighing, we 
Andior loft oiir Anchor by a large Tree lying at the 
Bottom of the River. About Noon we arri- 
ved at Tamyamacnnda, and went afhore fooii 
after. The next Evening Mr Hat rifou'^i oceed- 
cd on bis Voyage up the Kiver. For feveral 
Nights we had a gieat deal of Lightning.' 

O N the 6 th of May, at Night, I was vi- 
May. fited by a Mumbo Jumbo, an Idol, which is 
Umba among the Mundmgoes a kind of a cunning 
Jumbo, It IS dreflcd in a long Coat made 

ouridoT,*"®^ the Bark of Trees, with a Tuft of fine 
Straw on the Top of it, and when the Perfon 
wears it, it is about eight or nine Foot high. 
This is a Thing invented by the Mtn to keep 
The Pug- their Wives in awe, who are fo ignorant (or 
beaj of* at leaft are obliged to pretend to be fo) as 
Wives. [Q it; fof a Wild Man ; and indeed no 

one but what knows it, would take it to be 
a Man, by leafonof thedifmal Noife it makes, 
and which but few of the Natives can manage. 
It never comes abroad but in the'Night-time, 
Manage- which makes it have the better EfFedl. When- 
ever the Men. have any Difpute with the Wo- 
men, this Mumbo Jimbo is lent for to deter- 
mine it; which is, I may fay, always in Fa- 
vour of the Men. Whoever is in the Coat, 
can order the others to do what he pleafes, 
either fight, kill, or make Prifoner ; but 
it muft be obferved, that no one is allow- 
ed to come armed into us Prefence. When 

the 
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the Women hear it coming,- they run away i 73 Z'< 
and hide themfelves ; but if you are acquaint- 
ed with the Perfon that ha3 the Coat on,- he 
will fend for them all to come and fit down, 
and fing -or dance, as he plca,fes to order 
them ; and if any refufe to come, he will fend 
the People for them, and then whip them. 
Wheneveti any , one .enters -.into .this Society, laitiatlo.i. 
they fwear in fhe ,moft foiemn manner never 
to divulge it to any Womars- or any Perfon 
that is notentei’d into, it, 'Which they never 
allow to B.dys, under fixteen Years of Age-. 

This thing the People fwear by, and the Oath 
is fo much obferyed by them, .that tiiey reckon 
as irrevocable, ‘as the G'/eciansi\\Q\\g\\tjQve did 
of old, when he fwoie by the River Si'jpt , , 


About the Year 1727, the King of Jagra, Tragical 
having a very inquificive Woma'n to iiis Wife, Sto^y, 
was fo weak as to difclofe to her the whole' 

Secrets of this Myftery, and fire, being a. 

Goffip, revealed it to fome other Women of 
her Acquai.ntance, which at Jaft came to the 
Ears of fome who were no iFiiends, tp the 
King. They confalted upon k,, and fearing 
that if the thing once tookVent, they fliould, 
not be able tp govern their Wives fo well as 
they otherwife would, they took the Coat, 
put a Man into it, went to the King’s Town, 
fent for him out, raxed him with it ; he not 
denying it, they fent for his Wife, and upon 
the Spot killed them both : So the poor Man 
died for obliging his Wife, and the poor Wo- 
mq-n for her Cunofity.

,buc what have got one of thefc Coats, which common. 

I 3 in 
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5732. in the Day-time is fixt upon a large Sticfc, 
near the Town^ -where it continues till Night, 
the proper Time of ufing it. 

On the loth came down the Fanie Sloop 
from Fatatenda, where Ihe was with Mr Hugh 
Slave ta- Hamilton. The next Day one of the Com- 
ken by a pany’s Slaves, as he was walhing himfelf at 
Crocodile, Port, was carried away by a Crocodile ; 
and about two Days after the Fame Sloop 
failed down the River, with Mr John Brawn., 
to affift Mr James Davis, Fador at Joar. 

O N the a6th, as I was angling at the Port, 
I was furprized with feeing a Crocodile catch 
at, and bite a large Fifh in two thro’ the 
middle. 

June. On tht lOida o^Jum, t\it Adventun%\oo^, 
John Leach Matter, came down hither with 
Mr Harrifon j he feem’d to fay, that he had 
been about two and twenty Leagues above 
Fatatenda in the Sloop’s Boat, to difcover this 
River, at which Place he found a Ledge of 
"Table Rocks, -which hinder’d him from going 
any farther. At Night I vifited Harrifon 
on Board the Sloop •, during the Time we had 
Tornado, ^ very dreadful Tornado, in which a Sort of 
With large Flies with long Wings came on Board in 

ftrange pjch prodigious Numbers, that flying into the 
Flies. fjanies of the Candles, the Table was foon 
cover’d with thofe that burnt their Wings ; 
and others which were not burnt, as they 
walked along the Table fired their Wings, 
-and then were nothing but fo many perfedl 
large Maggots. We faw alfo feveral other 
Infeffs, fome of which I have here repre- 
fented. ' O w 
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O N the Z4th, the River Gambia began to 5732- 
rife and' grow muddy, the Stream aJ ways ran 
down, and no Tide came up. Soon after I 
went on Horfeback from T'anijamacunda to 
BaJ-j Port, in order to go to Nackway, 
where Mr Conner and I had a Poriugtisfe Ser- 
vant fettled to make Trade for the Company; 
the reafon of my going was to infpedt into his 
Behaviour, and to examine his Accorapts. This 
Port of Bajfy lies in the Kingdom of 'Tomany^ BaffyVon. 
on the South Side of the River Gambia, about 
a Tide and half above Tamyamacunda by Wa- 
ter, and about fifteen Miles by Land; all the 
Way to it is very woody, and in the midfl. 
there is a fteep Plill full of Rocks and Trees, 

I Jay ail Night in one of the Natives Huts, 
and the next Morning, leaving my Horfe 
here, crofs’d the River in a fmall Canoa, and 
walked to Nackway, being about feven Miles, Nadway. 
fituated in the Kingdom of Upper T'any, on 
the North Side, and about a Quarter of a Mile 
from the River. It has formerly been a Town Defcnbed. 
of great Trade, but fince the feparates Tra- 
ders have been allowed to trade in the River, 
it is much decay’d, and now the Merchants 
do frequently march thro’ this Town towards 
Cower with their Slaves, Half the Way from 
BaJJy Port to Nackway is thro’ Woods, but 
the other half is over a fine large Savannah, 
without any Trees, except one or two here 
and there, and in the rainy Seafon it is gene- 
rally under Water. 

O N my Arrival at Nackway they wel- 
comed me with fome Mufick called a Ba- Ba,lafeii. 
lafeu, which at about an hundred Yards di- , 
ftance founds fomething like a fmall Organ 
14 It 
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1732* It is compofed of about twenty Pipes of very 
hard Wood, finely rubbed and poliflied ; which 
Pipes diminifh by little and little both in 
Length and Breadth, and are tied together 
with Thongs made of very thin fine Leather. 
Thefe Thongs are twilled about fmall round 
Wands, which are put between every one of 
thofe Pipes, in order to leave a fmall Space. 
Underneath the Pipes are fafined twelve or 
fourteen Calabaflies of different Sizes, which 
have the fame EHeft as Organ-Pipes. This 
they play upon with two Sticks, which arc 
cover'd with a thin Skin out of a Ciboa-Tree 
Tiunk, or with fine Leather, to make the 
Sound lefs harlh. Both Men and Women 
(dance to this Miifick, and very much like it, 
and they are highly delighted to have a White 
Man dance with them, or dnnk- with them j 
but if the Liquor belongs to a White Man, 
which they aie not very well acquainted with, 
they are very cautious how they drink, always 
making him drink the firR Glafs, for fear of 
being poifoned. 

(, liaraftur The Natives, leaJly, aie not fo difagree- 
of die able in their Behaviour as wc aie apt to ima- 
Natives, . (.qj. j went tliro’ any of their 

Towns, they almofl: all came to firake Plands 
with me, except feme of the Women, who 
having never feen any Mfiiite-Men, ran away 
from me ns fafl as they could, and would not 
by any hlcans be perfwadccl to come near me. 
Some of them invited me to cheiiT-Ioufcs, and 
brought their Wives and Daughters to fixlute 
■ me, and fit down by me, always finding things 
about me to gape at and admit e, Rich as Boots, 
Spurs, Gloves, Clothes or Wig, each of them 

being 
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being to them Subjedts of Dilcourfe and Ad- 1732. 
miration. 

The Girls would have People think they Of theFe- 
are very modcft, elpccully when they are in males. 
Company ; but take them by themlelves, and 
they are very obliging ; for if you will give 
them a little Coial, or a Silk Handkerchief, 
you may take what Liberty you pleafe with 
them : But thofe who pretend to be of the 
Porluguefi Religion, and therefoie call them- 
felves Chriftians, they indeed are fomewhat 
more referved than tht Mitndingocs But 
notwithftanding their Religion and Chrifliamty 
too, if any W hue Man has a Fancy to any of 
them, and is able to maintain them, they will 
make no Scruple of living with him jn the 
Nature of a Wife, without the Ceiemony of 
.Matrimony.

The Men commonly wear Swords (lung Mea dex- 
over their RightShouIders, others carry Sagays “““s 
or Spears, about three Yaids long > others 
have Bo\^s and Arrows, but all of them wear 
'Knives flung by their Sides ; and, indeed, f 
have obferved, chat they aie veiy dextrous at 
uflng whatever Soic of Weapon they carry; 
which, I am foiry to fay, is more than a great 
many young Fellows in England are ; lor, i 
believe, theie aie many Flundreds who vvear 
Swords, that would, upon occafion, be puzzled 
which Way to ufc them. 

Their Manner of Salutation is, Shaking Ceremo- 
Hands; bur generally, when the Men falute^'i^^- 
the Women, they, inftead of flraking their 
Hands, put it up to their Nofes, and fmell 

twice 
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twice to the Back of it. And nothing can 
affront them fo much as to filute them with 
your left Hand. When a Man has been a 
Day or two from home, the Wife falutes him 
on her Knees at his Return, and in the fame 
Pofture fire always brings him Water to drink. 
This, I believe, is the Effed of, what I before 
mention’d, Muviho Jumbo.

Jlir from this Place. The Governor was very 
much out of Flumour (to be fare) and endea- 
vour’d to prove, that after he had paid for 
the Cow fire belong’d to him ; but it was all 
to no purpofe, for every one prefent gave it 
againft him (expefting to come in for a Snack 
ol the Money) and fo he was obliged t 6 go 
to his Store, and pay the Fellow three hundicd 
JBarrs for only docking the Cow’s Tail. After 
he had paid the Money he flay’d at the Poit 
without taking any Notice of the AfFiont, and 
when he had got his Complement of Slaves, 
he very civilly took his ’Leave of the People, 
without fo much as mentioning the Affront 
put upon him, and failed down to James 
Fort. 

For a Year,, or more, this Affair flepr,' in- 
fomuch that' the People of Nackway thought 
it vyas all over and forgot , but at Lift they 
found themfelves much miftaken, for the Go- 
vernor fitted out a pretty large Sloop vyith 
twelve Guns, and a good many Hands,' and 
gave oufllie 'was going on a Trading Voyage 
up the River, he himfelf embarked on Board, 
her privately, left' the Natives flrould know, 
of it, and ciiriy the News up the River,' 
which, piobably, would have deterr’d thena 
from coming on Board. The Sloop proceed- 
ed {lowly up the River, trading at every Port,, 
the Governor not lliowing himfelf to any; but 
as fooa as he came to anchor at the Port of 
Ntiikway, ,thc Captain was faU afliore 'to. telF 

the 
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the Natives that he had got a fine Cargo of i73^* 
Goods on Board, in order to piirchafe Slaves, 
and fo defired fome to come and take their 
Cuftom. Accordingly fix of the greatefl Men 
in the Town went on Board, when being con- 
d'ufled by the Captain into the Cabbin, they 
were not a little, nor very agreeably, fnrpri- 
zed to fee the Governor ; one of thefe fix 
People was the Owner of the 'Cow’s Taik 
which the Goveinor paid fo dear for; hull 
and four otheis the Governor oider’d to be 
put in lions, and then fent the fixth alhoie 
to tell the People, that he was come up in 
order to receive Sarisfaftion for the Money 
extorted fiom him for cutting off his own 
Cow’s Tail. When the Boar was put off, he 
ordtn’cl thirteen great Guns to be filed, in or- 
der ^to let the People know that he was not 
without Strength. They judging it imprac- 
ticable to pretend to cope with a Veflel of 
fuch Force, fent him ten prime Slaves, which 
at thirty Barrs fcr Head, amounts to juft the 
Sum which the Governor paid for the Cowf. 

They at the fame rime acknowledged their 
Error, and faid they were jiifily Icrved for 
fuftering People to impofe upon White Men, 
efpecially thofe who were fo Good Fiiends to 
them as the Company was. I’hc Governor 
cleared the five Men, but did not much care 
to -go afliore, yet he made a great deal of 
Tiade aboard the Sloop, and earned it fo fair 
and obliging to them, that they never refentc-d 
this-Trick, but have ever fince behaved as ci- 
villy as any other People on the whole Rivei. 

On the Sth in the Morning, Capt. 

Boys Mailer of the Fame Sloop, and Mr. Pbi- 

Itp 
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'ilii- lip G aland, one of the Company’s Chiefs at 
Brucoe, came hither over Land from thence 
on Horfeback, to acquaint us that the Paine 
had on Board her one hundred Meafurcs of 
Salt, and two hundred Gallons of Rum for 
thisFaftory, but that the Frelhes were already 
foftrong that he had much ado with his Sloop 
to reach Brum. We defired Mr Galand to 
have it taken afliore at his Fadlory, till we 
had an Opportunity of fending for it. Meff. 
Bojs and Galand ftay’d with us about four 
Days, and then return’d to Brucoe, with whom 
my Colleague Mr Conner went, in order to 
fend up the Rum and Salt by a Canoa, if 
poflible. 

On the i6th, in the Night, we had a very 
Tornado, violent Tornado, which blowed down an 
Outhoufe in which my Predeceffors ufed to 
keep their Cotton, which about a Year or 
two ago they bought here, for the Company, 
in great Quantities, but finding it not to an- 
fwer their Fxpeftatipns, we had now Orders 
to piirchafe none but what is cleaned from 
the Seeds, which the Natives are too lazy 
to do. 

On the 28th, we receiv’d our Rum from 
Brucoe, by a Canoa which we hir’d at Sam'j, 
with fix young Fellows to row it. Our Rea- 
fon for having this Liquor brought here fo 
being one of the bed; Corn- 
modity. modities we can have to trade with in the 
rainy Seafon, 

4 '.igtip. On the zd of Aagujt, I receiv'd Advice 
that Mr Pdward Peierst Affiftanc to Mr 

Hugh 
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Hugh I-Iamilton, the Company’s Faftor at 1732* 
Faiatmda, died about three Days ago, Asj^^ 
foon as he was dead, the Alcade of the next dies. 
Town came to the Faftory, and demanded 
his Bed and Bedding, according to the Cuf-Hcrriot 
tom of the Country, which they were obliged 
CO comply with. 

I T is cuHomary, when Faftorles are fet-obferva- 
tied, to put them, and the Perfons belonging bleCuftom 
to them, under the Charge of the People of 
the neareft large Town, who are obliged to 
take Care of it, and to let none impofe upon 
the White Men, or ufe them ill, and if any 
Body is abufed, they mufl. apply to the Al- 
cade, the head Man of the Town, and he 
will fee Juftite done you. 

This Man is, up the River, called Tohnh 
Manfa, which is, in Engkfh^ the White Man’s 
King. But in moft Parts of the River he is Power and 
called Alcade, and hath a gieac Power : 
every Town almoft haying two common 
Fields of cleared Ground, one for their Corn 
and the other for their Rice, tiie Alcade ap- 
points the Labour of all the People, he being 
in the Nature of a Governor. The Men 
work the Corn Ground, and the Women and 
Girls the Rice Ground ; as they all equally 
labour, fo the Alcade equally divides the 
Crop among them; but, I find, that in cafe 
any are in Wane of Corn, the others fupply 
them, fo chat unlefs there is a general Famine, 
there is no Fear of their Staivmg. This Al- 
cade decides all Quart els, and has the firll 
Voice in all Conferences, concerning Things 
belonging to his Town. H a Perfon wants 

any 
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173Z. any Thing to be done by a good Number of 
People, the beft Way is to apply to the Al- 
cade, who ■will agree with you about it, and 
order People to make Diipatdi with it j but 
if a Faftor does not take Caie to keep in 
with the Alcade, he will feldom or never get 
Things done as they ought to be. The AI- 
cade’s is a veiy beneficial Place, for both the 
Company and feparate Traders pay a Cuftom 
for every Slave they buy, fometimes one Barr 
pel- Head, foractimes not fo much, but that is 
according to the Place you aie at. This 
Month we had every Night Wolves and Ty- 
gers continually howling near the Fadory. 

On the 30th, 1 was invited to the Burial 
of a Great Man of this Country, who this 
Ridiculoiu Motning died lliddenly. And here, I believe, 
Belief of It will not be improper to oblerve, that evciy 
tlieNatu’es Body who died in this Country fince 1 came, 
the Natives are fo liipeiflitious as to believe 
them killed by Witches, except only this 
Man who died this Morning, and he, they 
do allow, died by the Hands of the Almigh- 
Solemn ty, foi breaking his Vow, which, Imuftob- 
Vow, feive, they are very apt to make, and info 
folemn a Manner, that in Remembrance of 
fuch Vow, they wear an lion Manelio on 
their Wrift, that they may be put in Mind 
not to forget it. This Man, about a Year 
ago, had a Prclent made him of a Man-Slave, 
upon which he vowed never to part with 
him upon any Account, and wore a twilled 
Iron Manelio on his light Wiift. About a 
f Week before his Death, not out of any For- 
’ getfulnefs of his Vow, but purely to buy 
Corn for the Subfiftence of his numerous Fa- 
mily, 
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rally, he unadvifedly went and fold the Slave, ^73^- 
which he had vowed never to part with, and 
dying fuddenly, the Natives allowed that 
God Almighty killed , Him, for breaking his 
Vow. I went to the Burial, which was thus ; 

They dug a Hole between fix and feven Foot Foimof 
long, three deep, and two broad, in which 
they very decently laid the Corps, tied up in 
a white Cotton Cloth, every body prefent 
pulling off their Caps *, then they laid thin 
fplit Sticks all acrofs the Gnavc, even with 
the Surface of the Earth, and upon tliefe 
Sticks they laid Straw, to prevent the Mould 
front going into the Grave, and upon the 
Stiaw they laid the Giound which they had 
dug out, and trampled it very hard down 
with their Feet. 

When People die, all their Friends and 
Acquaintance come and cry over them a Day Howling 
or two, as the Irtjh do, and bury them in 
the Rooms in which they die, or elfe very 
clofe to it. Thofe of their Relations that are 
not upon the Spot, do, out of Refpcfl: to the 
Deceafed, cry and howl as much at an hun- 
dred Miles diftant, as tho’ they weie a6lu- 
ally with the Deceafed at the Time of his 
Dcceafc, 

W II EU "a King, or any very gieat Man 
dies, there is a Time fixed for the Ciy, whitli 
is fometimes a Fortnight or a Month aftei the 
Deceafe ; at which Time vail Numbers of 
People meet at the Houfe of the Deceafed, 
and thofe who live near it, fend Cows, vail 
Quantities of Fowls and Rice, or Beef, or 
fach Piovifioin .n. they can gci, which is 

K given 
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1732. given to all People that come, fo that for the 
Time it lafls, there is open Houfe- keeping, 
which fometimes is foi thiee or four Days to- 
gether. They begin with Crying, and at Night 
they go to Singing an'dDancing, and continue 
fo doing till the Time they break up and depart. 

^t'ofB^dy Lhese People arc naturally pretty healthy, 

^ and multiply apace, neveithelefs they have 
vaiious Difl-empers among them; the Fe- 
Difcafcs. vcr, Small Pox, King’s Evil, Worms, Pains 
in the Plead, and Swellings in one of their 
I.egs, infomuch that you will very often fee 
People with one I, eg as big as their Middle, 
which, I am infotmed, proceeds from fome 
Herbs put in their Viduals, by one another, 
on purpofe to create AfTedlion. And what 
makes it the more likely to be fo, is, that 
none but grown Perfons are afHided with this 
Diftemper. 

I KNEW a young Woman up the River, 
about the Age of Twenty, who, in lefs than 
Story of two Months Time had a white Worm come 
Worms in out of each Knee, above a Yard in Length , 
lower gefore the Worm began to appear, it was ex- 
ceeding painful to her, and fwelledmuch, but 
when the Skin broke, and the Worm peeped 
out, it was much eafier; the Worm came out 
about fix or feven Inches in a l 5 rby, as fall as 
it came, they wound it upon a fmall Bit of 
Suck, and tied it with Thread, or knit a Knot 
with the Worm itfelf, to prevent it’s going 
in again. Soon afterwards the fame Perfon 
had another Worm coming out of her Ancle, 
but with pulling It out too haftily, it broke, 
and put the young Woman to a vafl deal of 

Pam. 
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pain. The N.adves tell me that thefe Worms !73Z‘ 
are bred with drinking thick Water. 

When a Child is new boin they dip him V7ay of 
over Head and Ears, in cold Water, three treating 
or four Times in a Day, and as foon as they new-bom 
are dry, they rub them over with Palm Oyl, 
partic-ulaily the Back-Bone, Small of the 
Back, Elbows, Neck, Knees, and Hips. 

When they are bom they are of an Olive 
Colour, and fometimes do not turn black for 
a Month or two. 

I D 0 not find that they are born with flat Caufe of 
Nofes, but if It is the Mother’s Fancy to have flat Nofes. 
it fo, file will, when Ihe walhes the Child, 
pinch and prefs down the upper Part of its 
Nofe. 

Large Breafls, thick Lips, and broad l^eauties 
Noftrils are by many reckon’d the Beauties 
of the Countiy. One Bieafl is geneially 
larger than the other. 

The Children go ftarh naked till they are Childhood 
eight or nine Years old, and fome are pinkt 
in their Faces and Breafls foi OinamenL 

They give away their Daughters v;hen 
they are very young, fome as loon as they Females 
are born, and the Parents can nevei after- 
v/ards break the Matcli ; but it is in die 
Man’s Power never to come and lake lus 
Wife, unleF he jiFalks, and unlefs he is fo 
generous as to give iier Leave, flie cannot, 
nay dales not, many any other. They gene- 
rally take theii Wives vciy young 1 befoie 

K. they 
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173^' they do fo, they are obliged to pay the Pa- 
Dowry. Cows, two Iron Barrs, 

and two hundred Cola, a Fruit that comes 
FfuitCola, a vaft Way in-land, unlike in Tade to 
any 1 ever faw, but is an exceeding good 
Bitter, and much refembles, in Shape, a 
Horfe-Chefnut when the Skin is off; eating 
this Fruit relillies Water. 

Marriage W H E M the Man takes home his Wife he 
Feaft, SCf. makes a Feaft at his Houfe, to which every 
Body that is willing comes without the Form 
of an Invitation, for they don’t ufe much Ce- 
remony that Way, and there they play and 
dance for three or four Days fucceffively, the 
Woman being brought upon Men’s Shoulders 
to her Hufband’s Houfe, from her Parents, 
with a Veil over her Face, which fhe keeps 
on till fuch Time fire has been in Bed with 
her Hufband, during which they dance and 
fing, beat Drums, and fire Mufquets; and not- 
withflanding the Woman has, perhaps, had a 
Child or two before her Hufband took her home, 
yet is fhe looked upon ftill as a Maid, and 
the poor Man is fo indulgent as to accept of 
this Impofition, notwithdanding he himfelj:' 
knows it to be fucli ; for if he fhould declare 
to the People that his Wife was not a Maid 
when he took her home, it would be looked 
upon as a very great Scandal to him. 

N o marry’d Women, after they are 
Abftaw 3 brought to Bed, lie with their Hufbands 
Veais, till till three Years are expired, if the Child 
Wcimng jjy^g Pq long, at which Time they wean 
‘ their Children, and go to Bed to their 
Hufbands. They fay that if a Woman lies 

with 
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with her Hufband during the Time fire has a 
Child fucking at her Breaft, it fpoiis the 
Child’s Milk, and makes it liable to a great 
' many Diftempers. Neverthelefs, I believe, 
not one Woman in twenty flays till they 
wean their Children before they lie with a 
Man; and indeed I have very often feen Wo- 
men much cenfur’d,. and judged to be falfe 
to their Hufbands Bed, upon Account only 
of their fucking Child being ill. 

Everv Man is allowed to take as many Plurality 
Wives as he pleafes, fome have no lefs than Wives, 
a hundred. I know a pretty large Town near 
Brucoe, in which are none but one Man, his 
Wives, Children, and Slaves. They are in 
gieat Subjedion to their Hufbands, but the 
more on Account of Jumho Moofa, before de- 
fcribed, and were it not for that Invention, 
what would the poor Men do? efpecially 
thofe who have fo many Wives. If they are 
found lying with any other Men but their bibeity of 
Hufbands, they are liable to be fold foi- I^ivorce. 
Slaves, they are turned off at Pleafure, and 
he makes her take all her Children with her, 
unlefs he has a Mind to keep any of them 
himfelf-, if fo, he generally takes Care to 
keep fuch as are big enough to affifl him in 
any Thing which he wants them for. And 
even when Man and Wife have been fome 
Years parted, he has Liberty to come and 
take from her any of the Children which he 
had by her. But if a Man has a Mind to part 
with his Wife, and ihe is with Child, he can- 
not oblige her to gq till fuch I'ime as lire is 
delivei’d. 


K 
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1752- It is ufual to fee the Women abroad the 
Naming. Morrow after they are deli- 

ver’d. About a Month afterwards they name 
the Child, which is done by fhaving it? 
Head, and rubbing it over with Tome 
Oyl. 

Circum- Some fliort Time before the rainy Seafon 
cirion. begins, they circumcife a great Number of 
Boys, about twelve or fourteen Years of 
Age, after which they put on a peculiar Ha- 
bit, each Kingdom being different in their 
Drefs; from the Time of their Circumcifion, 
to the Tune of the Rains, they are allowed 
to commit what Outrages they pleafe, with- 
out being called to Account for it, and when 
the firft Rain falls, then they put on then- 
own proper Habits. 

Painy The rainy Seafon commonly begins with 
the Month of Juttey and continues till the 
latter End of September, and fometiines the 
Beginning of O^ober-, the firft and latter 
arc the molt violent generally. The Wind 
comes firff, and blows cxceffive hard, for the 
Space of half an Hour or more, before any 
'Rain falls, infomuch that a Veffel may be 
fuddenly furpnzed and oveifet by it; but then 
a Pcifon may fee it a good while before it 
conies, for it looks difmal and very black, 
and the Lightnings bt caking out of the 
black Clouds, as they move flowly to- 
wards you, makes it appear veiy awful. Both 
huiicler and Lightning arc very dreadful, 
rimer, flaJhing fo quick, makes it continu- 

ally light', .and the ocher fliakes the very 
Ground under you. Whilft it rains it is ge- 
nerally 
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nerally pretty coo], but when the Shower is 
over, the Sun breaks out excefllve hot, which 
induces fome Perfons to cart off their Cloaths, 

' and lie down to deep, but before they awake, 
perhaps, comes another Tornado, and the 
Cold ftrikes into their Bones, and gives them 
Fits of Illncfs, which to a great many are 
very fatal, 1 mean to White Men, for the 
Natives are not liable to catch Cold fo eafily. 

During the rainy Seafon the Sea-Breezes fel- 
dom blow, but inflead of them Eafterly Eaftcrly 
Winds, right down the River, which in the Winds, 
Months of November, 'December, Jamiarj, and 
February do generally blow very frelh, efpeci- 
ally in the Day-time. 

Four Months in the Year are unhealthy. Nature of 
and very tedious to thofe who are come out the Clime, 
of a colder Climate 5 but the perpetual 
Spring, where you commonly fee ripe Fruit 
and Eloffoms on the fame Tree, makes fome 
Amends for that Inconvenience. The Air is 
very pleafanc and refrefhing, but it has fome- 
thing fo very peculiar in it, that the Keys 
in your Pockets will ruft. 

As this River lies in the Latitude of longitude 
13° 20' N, and in 15'’ 20' W. Longitude, 
no Wonder that it is very hot, but the mofl 
exceffive Heat is reckon’d to be generally 
about the latter End of May, a Fortnight or 
three Weeks before the lainy Seafon begins. 

The Sun is pei pendicular twice in a Year, 
and the Days are never above thirteen Hours 
long, nor lefs than eleven, I mean from Sun- 
rifing to Sun-fetting whvit feemed to me 
ftrange at fiiE, was, that as loon as it grows 
K 4 ligh t. 
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«732' light, the Sun rifes, and as foon as it fets, 
it grows dark •, and my being us’d to it fo 
long in Africa, made me think that it was 
the fame in Ejigland, for coming home in • 
the Month of July, and being Ibmetimes, 
at Sun-fet, a good Way from home, I have, 
for Fear of being benighted, made what 
Flafte I could, and have often been there ag 
Hour before it grew dark, 

O w the 29th, Mr Henry Johnfon, late Chief 
at Bntcoe, arrived here on his Way to Fala- 
imh, he being appointed Writer to Mr Hugh 
Hamilton, the Company’s Fador there, in the 
room of Mr Edward Fetets, who died laft 
July. This Day the River began to fall 
apace, 

the 4th of early in the Morn* 

ing, Mr Johnfon, and I fet out together on 
Horfeback for Falatenda. About Eight o’ 
Clock we paffed thro’ a fmall Town call’d 
Cantiha. Camtba, to which Town belongs a Port two 
Miles from it, where Anto?no Vofs of Fancro- 
wall every Year fends his Canoas to trade. 
About Noon we palled thro’ the Town of 
Fajfy, about ten Miles from Canuha, which has 
alfo got a fine Port for Trade, to which a 
good many Canoas come every Seafon. About 
Three in the ARernoon we pafs’d thro’ a fmall 
Town call’d AwMizb, where the Ufurperof the 
Kingdom of Fomany refidos. Two Hours after 
wepafs’d \Fxo‘ Colar, a Town in the Kingdom 
of Canto) e-, after which we continued on the 
South Skle the Gambia fix Miles farther, when 
we came overagainft theFadory of Fatatendf, 
and making a Signal to the Faidor, he fenr 

over 
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pver a Canoa to fetch us : We fent ourHorfes '‘732- 
back to Co/rtr, andcrofs’d the River, which is 
about as wide there as the Thames at London- 
Brides-, it ran then with a rapid Stream, and 
feem’d very deep- The Tide nfes three or 
four Foot here in the dry Seafons ■, but in 
the Time of the Rains it does nor reach fo 
high. Both Sjdes the River is woody, and 
the Land on the South Side low, but the Fac- 
tory is fitiuted upon a high fteep Rock, clofe 
to the River, on the North Side, in the King- 
dom of Wooll^^ ten Miles from any Town in 
WooU'j. On each Side of the Faiflory there is 
a pleafant Profped of the Courfe of the Ri- 
ver for fome Miles, and likewife aejofs it 
you may fee great Part of the Kingdom of 
Cantors', every Night you may hear the Wild 
Beafts howling and roaring not far from it. 

On the Road we were obliged to fwim our 
Horfes twice. Mr Hamtllon was not a little 
glad to fee us, having not feen any White 
Man fince Jul'j lail;, the Time of his Writer’s 
Peath, 

After Raying here two Days, I intended 
to return to Tam'jamauincla, but was prevent- 
ed by a Meffiige lent to me by Hume Badgy, Tame 
the prefen t Ufurper of Tomany, who defiied 1 
■would flay till he came to fee me, Accord- 
ipgly in the Evening he came to the Faftory, 
bringing with him about two hundred Men 
well aim’d, which he was then fending to the 
.^ffiftance oF the King, of Woolley, whofe Bro- 
ther was in Arms againft him, -and had aliea- 
dy taken fome of his People and Towns. This ^ccoum- 
Htt7ne Badgy is Son of the late King of Tomn- of lum. 
ny, who has been dead for Ibme Years, but 

he, 
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he, fearing the People would not make him 
King, tells them that his Father is not yet 
dead, and having a great many refolnte Fel- 
lows in the Town of Burdah, whom he lakes 
care to keep well, they proteft him, and no 
Man in the whole Country dares fo much as 
fay that the old King is dead. This Man 
himfelf is very old, and very well-beloved 
by the Town, infomuch that with them 
and home other Volunteers he went and con- 
quei’d the whole Kingdom of IFooll^^ and 
gave it to the prefent King thereof, fo that 
he does juft what he pleafes in that Coun- 
try, as abfolutely as he does in S^oman'j, nay, 
much more, for there are fome People at a 
Town call’d Sutamoret within three Miles of 
Taniyamacunda, who do not much fear him, 
and therefore he goes but feldom to that 
Faflory. As for that at Fatalenda, he ufed 
Mr Hamilton very ill, daily begging Goods 
of him, or taking them by Force , and he 
A fad Sot ciirfed Third: after Sirong Liqtiois, 

' that whenever the Factor is lupjilietl with 
any for liis own Dunking, he will foice c- 
vtiy Diop fiom him, unlefs he takes care 
to bury it in the Woods, ('winch he told me 
he had fcveial times been obliged to \)Ut in 
fraftice) and fo at Night, when the Tyrant 
and his People are all gone, he ufed to go 
and vific his 1 dquor with as much Secrecy 
and Caution as a Mifei does his Gold. 

I TH Ought to have gone from Fatatmla to 
Niichmy, along the North Side of the River, 
but could not, by leafon of the Creeks being 
ft) much out, that it is impoflible to crols 
them, fo I crofted the Gambia at Fatatenda-, 

and 
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and went on the South Side. Between Bur- 1732- 
dah and Bajfi I rode over the fleepcft Hill I 
ever faw in my Life, aimofl; a continual Rock * 
of Iron Stone, and yet full of Trees. About 
Sun-fet I g,oC CO BaJ/y Port, and having crof- 
fed the River, walked to Nackway by Moon- 
light, did my Bufinefs that Night, in the 
Morning early walked back to BaJJy Port, 
and immediately rode home to Tamyamacuvda, 
which 1 believe to be near forty Miles from 
Falatenia by Land. The River being fal- 
len, the Women flock to it in abundance, 
and are exceeding bufy in catching fmall Fifh Stinking 
like Sprats, which they dry and keep by them 
as a dainty Difh, call’d Slinhvg Fifl). As 
foon as they catch them (which is in a Basket 
like a Hamper, by putting a little Ball of 
Pafte at the Bottom of it, and holding it uin- 
der Water a little while, and then raifing it 
gently) they lay them upon a clean Spot of'Vi^ayof 
Ground to dry ; after which they pound them 
in a wooden Mortar to a Pafte, then they 
make them up in Balls of about three Pounds 
each, and fo keep them all the Year round. 

A fmall Quantity of it goes a great Way : 

They do not drefs it by icfclf, but mix it with 
Rice or Corn, which I have feveral times eat 
with a good Appetite. 

On the a 2d I perceiv’d the Tide to ebb 
and flow here. For thefe twenty Days it had 
been cxceflive hot, but now it began to be 
cooler and plcafanl. Tlie Evenings and Morn- 
ings were very foggy, and the Women bufy 
in cutting their Rice i which, I muft remark, 
is their own Property ; for, after they have 
* Et by a fufiicieiit f^iantity for Family Ufe, ^vifry. 

they 
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they fell the Remainder, and take the Money 
themfelves, the Husband not interfering. The 
fame Cuftom they obferve too in regard to 
the Fowls, wihch they breed up in great 
Quantities, when they find they can get Mar- 
kets for them. 

I SHOT a green Snake about two Yards 
long, but in the biggeft Place (I believe) not 
above three Inches in Circumference. This 
fort of Snakes is not at all venemous, as the 
Natives tell me, but they have others fo plen- 
ty, which are really venemous, that they never 
go out hardly without a Medicine in their 
ye^l^ous gLidget in cafe they fhotild be bit. They are 
very much afi aid of the black Snakes, vrhich 
I have feen three Yards long, and as big as 
the fmall of my Leg. They tell me there are 
a great many Sorts of very venemous Snakes, 
Strange p^itcicularly fome with a Comb upon their 
Kinds. Heads like a Cock, and which they pofitive- 
ly affirm do crow like a Cock. There are 
alfo Snakes with two Heads, growing out of 
one Neck, but thofe I never faw. 

Giuna's, Here are alfo plenty of Guana’s, a very 
ugly Creature, which refembles a little Allega- 
tor. The Natives fay, that when a Man comes 
near them fometimes unawares, they will break 
his Legs with their Tad ; which one would 
almoft chink impolTible. becaufe the whole 
Guana is commonly not above a Yard long. 
The Natives, and fome White Men eat this 
for a dainty Bit ; and I am told they eat 
as well as any Rabbit.

On the 31ft, in the Morning, I fet out 

fiorrj 
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from Tamyamacunda over Land on Horfeback 1732. 
to Briuoi, in order to fee the Remainder of 
our Salt, which was left there laft Julyt mea- joumey. 
fur’d and fent up. About Nine I pafs’d thro’ 
a Town call’d Butle, pleafantly fituated in a ^ 
Valley with high Hills on each Side of it. 

About Noon I pafs’d thro’ Corah^ a ftnall Corah. 
Town in Jemarroia.^ where the Emperor lives 
retir’d, drove away by the People of Duho- 
ctinda. About fix Miles to the Weftward of 
it IS a large Town of the fame Name, about 
which IS a large Trait of Rice-Grounds. Ac 
Five in the Evening I arrived at Cbaucunda, Chaiicim- 
a large Town, with a ftiong Cirk or Fence, 
pleafantly fituated near the Foot of a locky 
Hill, on the Skiitsof a large Plain, which 
reaches to the River Gambia, that luns about 
four Miles from the Town. 

Here I lay all Night at the Houfe of 
the Alcade, (who was when I came for Eng- 
land Emperor of J man 010) in a very lai ge Bad Lodg- 
Room on a Mate raifed with fmall forked i‘>g- 
Sticks, and having nothing over me to keep 
the Mufquetoes from me, 1 w'as mifeiably bit 
by them, and got but veiy little Rett. 

These Mufquetoes arc the grcatcfl Plague Miifqiie- 
to one’s Perfon of any other Vermin on the 
River. They aic even worfe than fome Flies, 
from their being fo lutle call’d Sand-Flies, 
aod whidi are fo fmall that one can fcarce fee 
them; bu' if there is any "Wind at all liming, 
they will not be able to bice : But theAiulque- 
toes mind neither Wind not any thing elfe, 
but are always plaguing one, cfpccially in the 
Night. They are ]ufl; the lame as our Englijh

I73Z- Gnats ; when they bite,, it itches very much*, 
if you feratch it till it bleeds, you run the 
Riique of having it fore ; and when it is Jiealed, 
it will never be otherwife than of a blackifli 
Colour. 

Noiim- The next Morning early I left Chauaaida, 
and about Noon I arrived ^tDubocunda, which 
(as I faid before) is very well fortified, confi- 
Rebellious dering the Country. Every other Town in 
Town, the Kingdom of Jemarrow is fubjeft to the 
lawful Emperor ; but the People of this Town 
being of a rebellious Nature, rhofe themlelves 
a King of their own, which they call Suma^ 
who has a great deal of Power over all the 
Towns near his own. About Three I paffed 
by a Imall Town call’d Colyuinda^ noted only 
for pretty Girls and foon after I arrived at 
Brucoe, which lies I think much about forty 
Miles fiom T'amyamacunda. 

Having done my Bufinefs, in about two 
or three Days I fet out at Night, lay at Chau' 
Lunda, in the fame Room 1 did before. The 
next Morning I an ived pretty early at theT own 
where the Emperor lives : As foon as IflopL, 
he fent me aDiflior Calabafii of Rice and Stink- 
Antlioren- jpg Meat, being the bell he had,definng I would 
b come to his Houfe ; which I accordingly did. 
Emperor. talked together alinoft two Hours) in 
which Time he told me how the Buheunda 
People had made him retire to this Place, 
where he faid he had enjoy’d more Pleafure 
than ever he did while he was in his Grandeur, 
and therefore never defired to live in any other 
manner. After we had done talking, I took 

Horfe 
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Horfe and went homeward. About Noon I '73^- 
paired thro’ the Town of which lies on 

the Frontiers of Jemarrow\ about ten Years 
ago this was a Ijirge Town, at whicli Time a 
noted Pholey of Totnaii'j came, with a great 
many others under his Command, in older to 
fettle under the Protection of this Town 
of Fatico^ where they had not been long be- . . 
fore the Towns- People began to ufe them ill, busMT 
and take away their Cows from them by force. 

The poor Phokys enduied it a good while, 
till at lafl; perceiving that they grew worfe 
and worfe, they refolved to bear it no longer, 
and fo taking their Arms, went under the 
Conduct of their Head-Man, by Name C/ar- k«hcf. 
gh SoUe, and fell upon the Town, kill’d llwc- 
ral, and took fome Pnfoners, which they fold, 
in Older to repair the Damages fuftain’d by 
I heir having their Cows taken fiom them. 

Since that time the Town has been negleCtcd, 
and very few People care to live in it, bec.iufe 
of the gicat Scandal it bears foi their ill U- 
fage of thole Pholcji, who were under their 
Protection, and want of Hofpicalicy. in ihe 
Evening 1 arrived at I'amyiimatiaula. 

O N the 20 th, in the Evening, we had an Moon e- 
Ecljpfe ol the Moon, w'hich was totally dark clips’ll 
fiom half an Hour .ifter Eight, rill a Q_^Liar- 
ter paid Ten; both before .iiid after it Ihone 
very bright This was the fiift Eclipfc I had 
feen iince I came into this Pait of the World, 
and it coming very unexpeCleuly, fui pi ized me 
not a little. The Mnuduigoes told me, that 
the Reafon of its being dark was, becaufc a Ridiculous 
Cat had put her Paw between the Moon and Opinions, 
the Earth, The Adabomeiam m this Country 

were 
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1^32. were finging and dancing the whole Time, oh 
account of their expefting their Prophet 
Mahomet to come In an Eclipfe. About the 
Month of yamiary-, thefe Mahometans keep a 
Faft of a whole Month, that is, they eat no- 
thing between the Sun-rifing and its Setting, 
and are fo ftridt, that before the Sun is quite 
down, tho’ never fo thirfty, they will not 
drink fo much as a Drop of Water, but pray 
almoft continually. When this Moon is ex- 
pired, they make a very great Feaft, at 
which they kill Abundance of Cows, and arh 
very merry. They always prify at a New 
Moon, as do likewife the Mimdingoes^ who 
have fuch Regard to them, that tho’ their 
Quarrels are never fo great, yet will they not, 
upon any Account, go to fight till the Ma~ 
Melomi- Lent IS the Mandtn- 

uii and uie going to Battle, they put fo much 
Mmidtngoe Faith in thefe Mahometans^ as to go and buy 
Ceremo- of them Papers, fo charmed, as they believe, 
to prevent the Perfon who wears it from be- 
ing (hot ‘5 accordingly they pay for ir, and 
wear it, and if any mifcarry, the old Man 
pleads for Excufe, that the Perfon was a 
wicked Liver, and therefore Mahomet would 
have him die. When thel'e Papers are wrote, 
they can y them to a Perfon who makes fine 
Leather Strings for Pipes, which they call 
Crankee-i and he inclofcs them in Lecither and 
red Cloth, and being fafined with neat twilled 
Leather Strings, they wear them acrofs their 
Shoulders, over their Breafts, and on each 
Side. Sometimes one may fee a Man with 
as many of thefe Things as will weigh thirty 
Pounds. 


SoMJS 
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Some of them when they are going a 1752. 
Journey will kill a young. Fowl^ and infpedl Divine, 
the Entrails, and according as they find them, tion. 
they will either proceed on their Journey, or 
put It off till another Time. They are like- 
wife vciy fupeiftitious in regard to the Days 
of the Week, fome of which they fay are 
bad, and on thefe Days they never will begin 
any Piece of Work. 

The Mmdingoes are very ignorant, an'd 
have no manner of Books or Learning among Particb 
them, but make flrifc to count by Tens, and compared’ 
mark them upon the Ground. The Maho- 
vieians can almoft all of them read and write 
Arahick, which they take care to teach their 
Children, there being Schoolmafters among 
them for that purpofe. 


O N the 18th of December, in the Morning LetmieK 
early, Mr Conner went overland to Nacktvay. Author’s 
After he was gone, a Meffenger arrived from 
the Alcadc of Briicoe, with Advice that the » 


Company’s Factory was burnt, and the Chief 
(Mr Philip Galana) run diftraefted, infomuch 
that he had endeavour’d to drown himfelf ; 


whereupon the Alcade defired that either Mr 
Conner or myfeif would come there forthwith 
to take charge of the Company’s Effedts, I 
immediately fent a Mefienger after Mr Conner 
CO acquaint him of this unwelcome News, and 
in the Evening he returned ; but being very 
much fatigued, and fearing that Delay might 
prove dangerous to the Company’s Incereft, I 
got myfeif ready, and about Eight at Night 
fet out on Eloifeback for Brucoe, where I ar- 


rived the next Morning, being above 40 M iles-, 
L and 
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and found Mr Gatand very ill at the Alcatfc’d 
Houfe, and the Alcadc in Foflfffion of the Keys 
of the Warehoufe, which was not burnt. 

O N the 2ift, at the Perfuafion of the Ah 
cade and the People of the Town, as well as 
by the Refolution of Mr G aland, never to take 
any more the Charge of the Faftoiy upon 
him, I took an Inventory of the Goods in 
Store, after which I fent a Meffenger away to 
James Fort with the following Letter : 

Bruco E, Dec. 2.1, 1732. 

Gentlemen, 

I T" is with a great deal of Concern that 1 
an obliged to acquaint you, that on the 
I'ith Infant a Meffenger arrived a# Yamyama- 
cunda, from the Ahade of this Toivn, with an 
Account that the Fa/dory was burnt, and Mr 
Gahind tun mad, and no one being there to take 
care of the Company's Effedfs, he defined either 
Mr Conner or myfelf to come aver forthwith. 
When the Meffenger arrived Mr Conner was 
gone to Nackway, but IJent diredily after him, 
and he return'd the fatne Night •, but, being much 
fatigued, he fa'id be could not come hither. 1 had 
m ?mnd to leave my own Factory, but fearing 
that Belay might prove dangerous, I fet out in the 
Night, and in about twenty Hours I reached this 
Fahlory, Mr Galand being at the Alcade's Houfe, 
afflidted not only in Body hut in Mind, infimuch 
that fame few Hours before I arrived here, he had 
endeavour'd to drown himfelf-, which he bad done 
effedlually, if a Native had not dived after him, 
and with much ado faved him : He fays, he if 
refolved never to take charge of any thing for the 
future, -hit will go down to the If and the firf 
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prtiimt'j. lean fc ally afraid he -will he never «73 
eafy till he is there^ and the more, bccaufe he fays 
tt is the atnioft of his Wijloes to he JaJe at James 
Fort. He is downright melancholy, and does not 
care to talk to any Body, whether bis being afraid 
of the Natives killing him (which he feems to in- 
timate) or whether the Fire was the occafion of 
this Alteration in him, I cannot tell, but I am 
fare he is much changed fince 1 f aw him lafi, 

I HAVE this Hay, at the Perfuafion of the 
Alcade, taken a true Inventory of all the Cani- 
pany's Effells here, in the Prefence of hvnfelf 
and Poolman the Ltnguijter, which you'll here- 
with receive figned by us all three. As for what 
was burnt by the late Conflagration I cannot tell, 
hit I am informed there was hut little or nothing 
of the Company's defray'd, and hut a few 'Things 
of Mejfeurs Galand and Johnfon. The Doors 
of loth the Rooms, and the Forkillas., Ridge- 
Pole and Bracei, were entirely confumed, anefthe 
Door of the Hall was very much damaged. I 
heg. Gentlemen, you will fend back this Meffenger 
as foon as pofible, and let me know whether you 
approve or iifipprovg of what I have done al- 
ready, and to give me your farther Orders in 
what Manner to proceed. I am not eafy while 
I am from my own Factory {notwilhfandmgmy 
Colleague IS more careful than be was fame '■tune 
ago) and it is impoffibk for me to return before 1 
receive Advice from you. In the mean Tune I 
remain.^

On the 31 ft, in the Evening, a Long- 
boat, belonging to the ftyal Snow, Capt, 
Roherl Clarke, a Separate Trader, then at 
Joar, came by this Port, telling the Servants, 
v/hen they challenged her, that JDhe belonged 
to Sig. Anlonio Vofs, at ‘fancro’waU, and was 
going up to BaJJy Fort, to bring down foine 
Slaves. The Reafon of their not being wih 
ling to be known, was for Fear of the Na- 
tives feizing them, upon Account of the ill 
Ufage they have fomctimes received at the 
Hands of the Separate Traders, by them 
called Interlopers, and from the Advice, per- 
haps, of the Accident which happen’d to 
Capt. Major, fome few Months fince, gj 
Cajfan, w hich I have before mentioned. 


j ^ On the 6th of January, about Sun-fet, 
before-mention’d Long-boat came down 
from Tarnyamacunda. She called at this Port, 
and the chief Mate, Mr Hayes, came to fee 
me at the Fadlory ; Mr Galand hearing of the 
' Boat’s Arrival, came down to the Fadlory, 
and defil ’d Mr Hayes to carry him down with 
him to Capt. Clarke, of whom be wanted to 
purchafe feveral Necelfaries. The Alcade 
and myfelf did what we could to diffuadehim 
from going, but to no Purpofe ; fo about 
Midnight the Boat went away, and Mr Ca- 
land in it. The next Day, about Noon, a 
Black Fellow, Servant to Mr Galand, who 
went down in the Boat with him, came over 
Land to the Factory ; I was furprized to fee 
the Fellow come back, and alked him where 
Meff. G<!- his Matter was ; he had not, for fome Time, 
^wrfand pQTyer to anfwb me for crying 5 at laft he 
djwn’d. Matter and Mr Hayes were 

both 
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both drown’d, and that he hirnfelf, and the »733. 
Sailors which were rowing in the Boat, with 
much Difficulty, fiivcd their Lives, 

The next Evening the Sailors and Lin- 
guilder, which belong’d to the Boat, came to 
the Fadlory, where they gave me the fol- 
lowing Account of the Accident which befel 
the Boat. 

About Four o’ Clock Yefterday 
“ Morning, and about four Hours after we?rjj-^ 

“ went from Brucoe Port, being abreafl: of 
“ Sap-po Iflands, we heard a great Noife in 
“ the Water, juft a-head of the Longboat; 

“ and being told, by our Black Lingmfter, 

“ that it was a Parcel of Sea-Horfes, our 
“ Mace, Mr Hayes, ordered him to take a 
Gun tiiac was loaded, and fire among 
“ them, which he accordingly did, but before 
“ the Light of the flaftiing m the Pan was out 
“ of ourEyes,we rowing very hard, and having 
“ the Tide with us, were got into the Midft 
“ of them, and one of them, which we fup- 
“ pofe was wounded with the foregoing 
“ Shot, flounc’d and kicked about the Boat 
till fuch Time as he knocked a Piece out 
“ of the Bottom of her; we finding her be- 
“ gin to fill, called to Mr Hays, who or- 
der’d us to pull in for Shore direflly ; we 
“ did fo, but when we were within about 
twenty Yards of it, the Boat funk right 
“ down, upon which, every one chat could 
“ fwim, made the beft of their Way to 
“ Shore, but poor MeE Galand and Hays 
“ not knowing how to fwim, were unfortu- 
“i nately drown’d, We on Shore ftayed till, 

L 3 “ Ye- 
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“ Yefterday Noon, near the Place where the 
“ Boat funk, but being almoft ftarved for 
“ Want of Vidtuals, and having no Arms to 
defend ourfelves from the Wild Beafts, we ’ 
“ thought it belt to come up here, to defire 
“ you to take Care of us, and alTid us till 
“ fuch Time as Capt. Clarke fliall fend for us. 

“ As the Boat funk right down, we believe 
“ we fliall be able to fave a good many things 
“ out of her, provided we had Hooks fit for 
“ the purpofe. ” 

Attemytto I GOT a Smith diredly, who made them 
iifli for the Hooks for their purpofe j after which they 
Wieck. -wentdown with fix of the Company’s Servants, 
to fee what they could get out of the Boat. 
Before they went, I fenc a Mefienger over 
Land to James Fort, with Letters to the Go- 
vernor and Chief Merchants, to acquaint them 
of this melancholy Accident. The following 
one 1 fent to Captain Clarke by the fiime Mcf- 
fenger. 

To Capa’m ROBE RT C LARK IL 

, Brucot, Jan. S, 1733. 

Sir, 

Author’s comes io acquaint you, that on the Gth 

Lettei to Inftant at Night your Long'boat came down 

C Ctarh hither, with about One Hundred and an half of 
Bees-Wax, the fame Weight of Teeth, and one 
Girl Slave, as your Mate Mr Hayes told me. 
He (laid here till high Water, and then proceeded 
on bn Way down, taking with -him Mr Philip 
Galand, who wanted to come down to Joar to buy 
fomc things of you. . Tefterdaj at Noon arrived

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Mr GaJand’j Servant with the di/imil Tuiin^s of ‘733’ 
the Boat icing broke and funk (aiveafi of Sappo 
IHands) by the Sea Horjes, and that Mejf. ILiyes 
and Galand wcfo imfortunacely drowned but the 
other two White' Men got fafe to (bore. I jent 
direMy my Canoa away with fix Servants with 
Arms., &c. to their Afijlance ; hut before they 
anived there, the People being tired with flaying.^ 
and having nothing to eat, nor defend themfelves 
from the Wild Beafls, proceeded to this Fobiory, 
where iheyjuf now arrived with nothing ' but a 
.Girl Slave. 

Nathaniel Rogers and Thomas, Rathboae 
your tivo Sailors tell me, they believe they fmll he 
able to get a great many of .the Good^ out of the 
Boat, which funk right down, fo that it is about 
five Foot under Water at low Water, and the Mafi 
is fianding I have got a Smith vow making two 
Hooks for them to get the Things out of the Boat, 
ivho will f’t out zoi/h two Ganoas os foil ai they 
are done, and 1 fnill fend fome of the Company’s 
Servants along with them. Thn Mcf eager will 
give you a full Account of ' every thing, I bog 
you’ll difpatih him back as foon as pofiHe- 
I offline you ril do all that lies in my Power to 
ferve you, and lemain,

Whii-ST I was writing the foregoing Letter 
in my Chamber, I heard a uifhng in the ^ 

Buflies hear my Wmdow j ‘.upon which I took ’Wolf, 
a Piilol in my Hand, and with one Sei vane 
L. went 



S733- went to the Place, and found a Cow with her 
Guts juft torn out by a Wolf. 

About two Days afterwards the People 
return’d back, and brought word, that they 
could fee neither the Boat nor any thing be« 
longing to her; but in their Way up they had 
found three Cakes of Bees-Wax, an Umbrel- 
la, an Oar, and an empty Arm-Cheft : They 
Wreck believed fome People had been 

plunder’d, plundering the Boat; for near the Place where 
they left her they found a Sagay, fuppofed to 
be left there 'by fome one who had found bet- 
ter Booty. 

The next Morning about twenty People 
belonging to the Sumo, at Dukamda came to 
the Faftory, and feized the Bees-Wax which 
the Sailors had found floating on the Water ; 
Frotefled. and not content with the Wax, they wanted 
to feize the People and fell them ; but the 
Alcade and myfelf made them let that Difpute 
alone till two Days afterward ; at which time 
arrived a Canoa from Capt. Clarke to fetch his 
People ; By whom I receiv’d the following 
Letter, 


Rumbos Port, Jan. lo, 1713. 

Dear S j r, 

C.Ghrke'^^ HAVE juft now received your ^nelancholy 
Anfwer. Jl Letter^ wherein you advtfe me of the Lift 
of my Chief Mate ; hit return you a thoufand 
f hanks for your generous Offer m endeavour mg 
to fave what you can of the Cargo, I have fens 
a Canoa %mth my Carpenter^ to endeavour if pof 
fihle to get my Boat again. Bear Moore, this 
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Piece of Service done me h-j your good Nalure, 1733- 
will ever put me un^er an Obligation to fincctely 
acknowledge pur PnendJIjip. 1 beg yoidd dlj patch 
my People with the Canon down agavi^ and what 
can be Javed, as fion as pojfihle.

T H E fame Day the King’s People were 
veiy relolute to feizc Capt. Clarke\ Men, de- 
daring that they would make Slaves of them 5 the Na-^ 
that they were Interlopers, come up in a Boat tives. 
to trade without calling 10 fee thelCing atD;;- 
bocunda ; that none but the Company Ihould 
trade in theii Country 3 and thcrelgr^ unlefs 
Capt. Clarke would give them a hund’#d Barrs 
for each of his People, they fliould be kept 
Prifoners as long as they lived^ From Noon 
till Six 0’ Clodc the Alcade and I endeavour’d 
to perfuade them to let the Men go ; at laft I 
told them, that fuch Ufage as this would loon 
make the Company break up their Fadloiy, 
and that unlefs they would releafe the Men, I 
would wiite to the Foit to have no more Goods 
fenr to me ; but if they would deliver the Men 
up to me, I would, as Capi. Clarke was my 
Acquaintance, make them a Prefent of fome 
Eiandy and other Goods, which at laft they Got off 
fhought pioper to agree to 3 fo having given 
them the things, I fent away the Men in the 

Cap*. 
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*733” Captain’s Canoa, and the following Letter a- 
long with the Carpenter. 

Brucof, Jan. 14, 1733. 

Dear Sir^ 

Authoj’s comes by your Carpenler^ and /erves 

Lett”!' to ^ ^0 acquaint w, that foon afle? my laji^ 
Cpptam ‘juur People mth fame others wenc down tn order 
Ck,ke. ii}hat they could out of your Boat, bu^ 

before they came the Natives had been there, and 
broke the Boat fo that they could not find it any 
where. As they came hack they found ih> ee Cakes 
of Bees-JVax, an Oar, and feme Platters floating 
OH the Water, which they took up and brought 
here, ‘The King's People came and feiz'd it all ; 
and I do affure you it was with a great deal of 
Difficulty that I and the Alcade oj thh Town 
preferved your White Men and Slaves from being 
taken away. As for your Men, I was obliged to 
pay fix Barrs before / could get the King's Leave 
to fend them down, and as for your Slave 1 ; er- 
fitaded them tt was Mr Saxby’j, jo that they 
defigned to keep it till fuch time as he come\ up, 
but with math ado I have got heave to feril her 
down, on Condition that they Jhall be paid ihice 
Barrs for taking care of her jo that 1 dtfire you 
would fend by my Meffenger a Piece of Silitias 
to pay thew on account of the Slave, and pray 
tell Saxby to fay it is his, or elfe they will fall 
upon me. As for what I have done, I do ajfiire 
you had it been for myfelf 1 could do no more. 

WHEN I wrote to you laft I was ignorant 
of the King's Defigni ; hut / find now, that had 
your Cargo and Boat been faved, his People would 
' have feiz'd them all , , hecaufe your Mate refufed 

to 
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to come io his Port as heweru n[>^ tho' there was 1733. 
Trade for him-, winch had he done, and made 
the King a Ptcfenl of hut tm Bottles of Brandy, 
it imdd have made him do what be mdd to fci ve 
you, whereas now be is an inveterate llmmy to 
all Interlojyers. 

THERE was a Box with eight Felt Hats 
faved, which the King’s People did not fetze: One 
of them I paid for the Mire of a Canoa, the 0- 
ther feven you’ll herewith receive. The Alcade 
of this Town is a very good Man, and has been 
a gpeai Inftrument in faviug your People ; fi that 
if you think -proper to fend him a fmall Prefint, 
it will not be thrown away. Having nought to 
add, I remain.,

The Gentlemen oider’d me to go over Land 
to Tamyamacunda, to refign the Company’s 
Effedls to Mr Conner, and to fend down poor 
Galand (who they did not know was dead) by 
the Return of this Boat- 

A s foon as I had landed the Forkillas and 
Foils, I fet out on Horfcbackfor Tamyarna- 
cunda wheie having done my Bufinefs, I 
returned to Bri/coe, ivhercl was now Rationed. 

I faw nothing remaikablc in my Jouincy, 

only 
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only great Numbers of Wolves running be- 
fore me as I croffed the Savannahs by Moon- 
light. 

O N the 3 ifl. the James IJland Shallop fail- 
ed for the Fort; with whom I fent down Mr 
G&land's, Effeds, fome damaged Goods, and 
a little Trade. I fent down fome Hides, as 
I have feveial rimes before. As foon as the 
Beafl; is flea ’d, they ftrctch the Hide upon the 
Ground with Pegs. It dries in one Day, if 
the Weather be fair , and then cutting off the 
Peg-holes, and doubling it, it is fit for Pack- 
age. The next Morning the Adventure Sloop, 
John Leach Matter, arrived here on her Way 
to Fatatenda^\avv\g on Boat'd a Load of Salt, 
and Mr nomasP aimer, 'S^nitr for that Place. 

O N the 5th, in the Evening, I received 
Advice, that Cape. hFilhams, Matter of a Bii- 
gantine, trading about Joar, having bought 
a few Slaves, and not looking well to them, 
they nuuiny’d, rofe, and killed a great Fait 
of the Ship’s Crew ; the Captain himfelf had 
his Fingers cut by them in a mifcrable Man- 
ner, and It was with great Difficulty he efca- 
ped being killed, which he did in fwimming 
aflioie, by which means he got fafe to James 
Foit, wheie he was kindly received by the 
Governor, and took his Paffage to England 
along with Captain Clarke in the Lrpl Snow ; 
aS did likewifeour third Chief Merchant, Mr 
Thomas Harrifon, whofe Brother John died at 
‘TancrovjCiU the very Day tiiat he embanked 
from James Fort. 

OrJ 
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On the i6th of Marche at Night, we had 1733. 
a great deal of Thunder and Lightning, and 
fome Rain, which at this Time of the 
is very uncommon. The Natives tell me, and Light- 
that this foretells great Wars; and that theyning, 
are fare, by the Quicknefs of the Claps of 
Thunder, and other Things, that it will not 
be long before it comes to pafs. 

I w lefs than a Year theie were great Wars Succeeded 
almoft all over the Country -, which continued 
fo long, that when I came to England they 
were not over. Vaft Numbers of Slaves were 
taken in thefe Wars, and the chief Trade of 
the Company’s Factories up the River was for 
Slaves taken. 

O N the 4th of Aprils in the Evening, the npnh 
Bmnptr Sloop, -from New England, Captain 
Samuel Moon Mailer, who had lall: Year a 
Scooner cut off at Cajfan, came to anchor at 
Brucae Port, being bound up to Tamjamacun- 
da ; he had on Board a good Number of Guns, 
and Hands fufficient, and it was thought he 
defign’d either to make good Trade, or elfe 
get Satisfadlion of the Natives for the Lofs of 
his Scooner laft Year at Cajjan. He flay’d 
here all Night, and the next Morning pro- 
ceeded up the River for Tam'jamncunda, 

On the 2.7th, at a Town about a MileMonftrous 
from Brucoe, I found a monllrous large Scor- Scorpion, 
pion, being 1 believe full twelve Inches long. 

Thefe Creatures are reckoned veiy venemous, 
and was a Man to be flung by fo large a one 
as thiswas, I believe itwould be prefent Death. 

'I have known fevera! People Hung by fmall 

Scor- 
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J733. Scorpions, whidi give an infinite deal of Pain, 
fo violent, that for at lealt twelve Honrs the 
Perfon ftung cannot deep, at the End of which 
Time the Pain abates, and is foon after quite 
over ; but what’s remarkable is, that notwich- 
ftanding the Pain isfo violent, yet it fwells but 
very little. 

Mmj. ^ ^ ^ 1 Si of May Mr Leniaigre came 

down in his own Sloop, with above thirty Slaves 
on Board, which he was going to fell at Jnar 
to the Separate Shipping. He flay’d here but 
a little while, and then proceeded on his Way 
down. I having occafion to purchafe fome 
Neceffaries from the Ships below, went with 
him in his Sloop, but wh^n we were got with- 
in twenty Miles of Joar we met the Fame 
Sloop, Fhontas Saxiy Matter, bound up the 
River with a Load of Salt to purchafe Corn 
•for the Ufc of James Fort, and in Company 
with hiii\ was the Jmetjham Sloop, Captain 
Munday, a Separate Trader, bound to Ta- 
iimarew to purchafe Slaves, by whom we re- 
ceived Advice that the Dolphin Snow, Captain 
jMvelt^ was aiiived at Jafiies Fort from the 
Company, with Mr Richard Hull, who was 
come to relieve Governor Rogers, hedefigning 
to return to England by the Dolphin Snow. 
Upon receiving thisNews, I thought k advife- 
able to go on Board the Fame Sloop, and re- 
turn to my Fadlory. In the Way we had a 
Tornado, fmart Tornado, being the fiift for this Seafon ; 
Moon to Night we arrived at Brucoe we had a

^733- to Mr Roots j after which I went and hired a 
Canoa to carry 'ine up the Kiver, for the 
Author flrong that the Shallop 

goes for could not proceed t fo leaving Mr Roots as 
tam;jama- Chief, and Mr Barnfathor his Afliftant, I the 
tmtda. next Day fee out for Tmiy 4 inat.im^a<i in Com- 
pany with Geo. Lafon the Mafter of the Shallop, 

Arrives at On the i£th, about One o’ Clock in the 
Duhocun- Morning, we arrived at RuhocunAa-, where I 
went allrore to take my Leave of the ^uma^ 
under whofe ProteAIon Brucoe Fadory is put, 
and alfo to acquaint him of Mr Roots'?, being 
Chief there ; and having recommended the 
Company’s Affairs to his Proteftion, I em- 
bark’d, and proceeded to Cuttejarr ; where 
Meff, Leach Cooper were building a Houfe 
in order to fettle. Here we hired Horfes to 
go over Land to ordering the Canoa 

to make the beft of her Way to Fendalscunda, 
abodt Ten Miks below Tamyamacunda. That 
Evening we reached Sarny, where we lay at 
Mr Lemaigre‘%. The next Morning we delign’d 
to have crofs’d Sarny River, and ride to Fen- 
dalacunda ; but we were not able to perfuade 
the Owners of the Horfes (who went along 
with us) to letusfwim diem acrofs the River; 
Danger ofthey being more afraid for their Horfes than 
Croeo- we were for ourJeJves, that the Crocodiles 
fliouid feize them. They are exceeding plenty 
in that River, and withal very mifehievous ; 
for they very often catch Men by the Legs, 
and carry them away as they arc wading up 
to their Knees or Middles in the River to un- 
load Boats or Canoas, which they are at low 
Water obliged fonietimes to do. Being thus 
difappointed of riding, we crofs’d the River 
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in a Canoa, and Ik out on Foot lor Fmdala- 
cunda, where we arrived in about three Hoursi 
being Ten Miles, or thereabouts. We Hay’d 
till the Evening, and then our Canoa arsiving 
I we immediately went on Board and proceeded 
for Tamjamamida, but in a very tirefome 
i Manner, by reafon of theFrelhes, which were 
lb ftrong that we could row againft it but very 
llowly. The next Morning we got out of the 
Canoa, and walked to the Fakory ; but the 
Canoa, altho’ there were fix good Rowers on 
Board her, could not arrive before the Even-

On the 19th we took an Inventory of the 
Company’s EfFeks, and about Midnight Mr 
Comer went away in the Canoa which brought 
me up ; by whom I fent the following Letter 
to the Gentlemen at James Fort.

Company's Goods ; which you will herewith re~ 
ceive, fign'd hy Mr Conner and myfelf. Inmft 
confefs / am net a little concern'd at my Removal 
upwards ; and had I not the Company's Interefi 
very much at Hearty I could not comply with your 
Orders for me to come here , for I am at prefent

‘vtry ill, and have been fo for fame fme pafi, 
mj Letters have before novo made appear to you, 

I am ferry to tell you, that Mr Dixon is dead 
Fatatenda ; and as I beheye there will he feme 
Gentleman fent up there, fo I hope ‘you’ll favour 
me with an jijfifiant ; for Jhould I when alone do 
my otberwife than well, it might he very prejudt-j 
eial to the Companfs Affairs. Having not to 
add, I remain. 

Gentlemen, 

Tonr humble Servant, 

FRA. moorf:. 

Atigtf. , O N the 25thj in the Evening, Mr John 
Phillips came hither from fatatenda, on his 
Way down to the Fort, with a very fore Leg, 
which had made him larne,and feverifli. The 
fime Day a Mahometan, who pretends to great 
Cures, came to the Faftory to fee me ; I 
Ihow’d him Mr Phillips'^ Leg, and he faid he 
would make a Cure of it, without the Fatigue 
of going Six Hundred Miles in an open Boat, 
which is the Diftance between this and James 
Fort. Mr Phillips embraced the Prof- 
fer, and let him undertake the Cure of his Leg; 
which he did by fomenting it with Herbs. 

^ipemier. 0 N the 14th of September the Gambia was 
Gambia rofe fo high, that it began to enter my Cirk, 
overflows, Inclofure round the Faftory-Houfe, 

made with fplit Cane, ten Foot high, in the 
Nature of an Hurdle, fupported and well 
propp’d up with long Sticks. The Water 
likewife in the Rice-Grounds and Valleys rofe 
fo high, that it began to come into the Back- 

Part 
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Piiit of my Cirk; fo that if it continued ri • ?733* 
ling, it would inevitably have deniohfh’d the 
‘ Walls of the Fadlory. The next Morning 
finding the Water on both Sides the Houfe 
\ contituiing to rife, and that it had undermined 
:,the Walls of it, which began to crack, and 
'jthere being already a Communication between 
the River and the Rice-Grounds, infonuich Occafion? 
that the Floufe was quite furrounded with tlicAutW 
Water, I employ’d all the Servants to build 
me a Hutt in the very Middle of the Town °''' ' 

oT Tamyamacunda^ being the higheft Spot of 
Ground thereabouts. 

The next Morning, being the 6th of Sep- 
tember ^ the Water having rofe to the very 
Walls of the Fadtory on both Sides of it, 
which feem’d ready to fall, the Walls being 
built with only a binding Clay, I made atl ‘Is- 
the Difpatch I could, and removed the Com- 
pany’s EfFedls to my new Hutt in the Town. *' 

And having committed the Slaves to the 
Charge of the Head-Man of the Town, I 
thought it advifcable to leave the Fadfory, 
there being Frogs, Toads, Snakes and Fifli, 
continually coming into it. After we had 
got every thing out of it, about Midnight 
fome of the W^alls fell down with a terrible 
Noife like Thunder, but the Roof ftill Rood 
faft there was no Body left in it, and no 
hurt was done. 

For thefe ten Days paft, we daily faw vaft 
pumbers of floating Iflands come down the 
River, fome of them very large, being 20 
or 25 yards long, with Stumps of Trees, and 
fometiraes a great nqany fmall Trees growing 
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5733- on them, with Birds upon them. The Roots 
being faften with Earth ( thick interlaced 
with one another) made the Iflands floats 
which were parcels of Woods torn away by the 
force of the Floods. 

O K the 1 8 th, early in the Morning Mr 
floftts. having almofl. cured his Leg, went for 

Fatatenda over land, in aCanoa, the Road 
hence thither being now fome Feet unde 
Water. 

About two Days afterwards the Water 
began to fall apace. The Natives told me, 
that for thefe eight Yeais paft, they had not 
had fuch an Inundation. In the laft, the 
Account of ^ great deal of Damage, 

the Inun-for they had then a Fadory at Cuttejarr,, 
dation. which was overflowed, and fcarce any of the 
Goods accounted for ; which, I thank God, 
was not now the Cafe, for I had the pleafiire 
to find not a bit of Goods loft or damaged, 
nor any ocher Charges accruing to the Com- 
pany, than the repairing the Fadory Floufe, 
which is iticonflderable. All the Vallies here- 
abouts were under Water, the Rice-Grounds 
almoft fpoiled with lying fo Jong drowned, 
Canoas went from place to place over the very 
Roads, which in the dry Seafon the Natives 
travel on foot, and Provifions were fo fcarce, 
that I was fometimes two Days without a pof- 
fibility of getting any, for want of Canoas, 
without which 1 had not been able to go 
twenty Yards from my Hutt. 

of ^ 26 th., about Noon came down 

MrPMips Mr Philip, with his Leg in a moft miferable 

Con- 
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Condicion, he having ftruck if againft the *733; 
Stump of a Tree, as he was walkidg up from 
the Canoa to the Faftory at Fatatenda , it 
was fo bad that without fpeedy Relief he mud; 
inevitably lofe his Life-, he therefore defigned 
to make the beft of, his way down to James 
'port, he flayed all Night, and the nextMoin- 
'ing I hired fome People to row him down to 
Briicoe. 

Om the 2d of QSioher^ the People which 
carried Mr Phillip., returned with the melan- 
choly Account of -his dying about twelve 
Miles itom Bmeoe, that they carried him there, 
and that Mr .Railton, the Company's Chief 
there, had buried him. 

O N the 27th having received advice that 
there Was a Defign to fleal my Slaves from 
the Ho.ufe where I had ordered them to be 
kept, and finding the Faeflory-Houfe tolerably 
dry, fome part of the Walls, and all the Roof 
being left ftanding, I thought it beft to leave 
my Hunt, aud go live there again ; according- 
ly I removed the Company’s Slaves, and other 
Effects thither. 

O N the 3d of November, I received the 
melancholy News of the Death of Mr Rail! on. Death of 
the Company’s Chief at Bnicoe, who had the 
Misfortune (as he was chaftifing his BlackBoy) 
to fall down with his Head againft theThre- 
Ihold of his Chamber Door, and fplit his Skull, 
and died after lying twelve Flours fpeechlefs. 

The next Day we had a very fmait Shower 
«fRain. Now the Weather began to be very 

cold.

1733. coldj Mornings and Evenings, but in the 
middle of the Day ftill hot. 

Satmhr. On the i ft of December, fome of the Na- 
tives having got a Net, came and defired 1 
would go along with them to filh in the 
ILzkcovevi^un&Tamyamacunda. We caught 
a great Number of Fifli, and amongft the 
Author fomething like a Gudgeon, but much 

catches a larger. None of them cared to touch it, nei- 
Totpedo. ther would they fuffer me to come near it, 

''^ould kill me. Some of 
* ■ them got long Sticks, and touched the Fifh 
with It i but as they found the Effedt was not 
fo very ftrong as they imagined, they cut the 
Sticks Ihorter and Ihorter, and even at fix 
Inches Length the Fifh had no Effedt ; but at 
laft, when they touched it with their Fingers, 
they could not bear it the tv/entieth Part of 
a Minute. By this time I underliood it was 
i). Torpedo, or Numb-Filh, and had the Cu- 
riofity of touching it with one of my Fingers, 
J'ts Quals- but in a Moment’s time my Arm was dead 
•Jy' quite up to my Elbow; as foon as I withdrew 
my Hand, my Arm came to itfelf again. 
I touched it a great many times, and found 
it have the fame Effedt, even after the Fifh 
was dead. Then I order’d one of the People 
to skin it, and found that the Quality lay in 
the Skin only ; which, when drie 4 , had no 
Effedt at all.' 

O N the 20th arrived the Fame Sloop on 
her way to Patatenda, having brought me 
Forkillas and other things to rebuild this 
Faftory-Houfe.

H Av t NG pitched upon a liling Ground a-. 
bout 50 Yards dillanc Iruin the River, I maik- 
cd a Place for the Hoiife 40 Feet Sqtiaie. I 
iirft ot all got up the FoikiJlas, (which aie 
die fame as Crutches) about .<0 Feet long, 4 
Feet in the Ground, at 28 Fcetdillance bom 
each other. Wnlaid the Ridge- ihjlc 1 k 4 ween 
the two Foikilhis, from each ol which wc 
had two Buiccs, llrotchcd to the Corners of 
the FIoulc, and theic relied upon liiialler 
Forkillas, i/j Feet long, 1 1 Feet above, and ^ 
under Ground ; this made the Scpiaic ot the 
Uonfe Between the Corncr-Foi killas we fet 
a fufRcienL Number of ocheis, in Lines ol an 
equal fize, to fuppoit the Plates; fiom thefe 
plates CO the Ridge-Pole, we laid the longer 
Rafters, and fioni the Plates to the Bratc-s, 
Ihovtcr ones. We ufecl no lion, hut fccuied 
the Rafters to the Ridge-Pole and Plates by 
Wyths, of a kind ol Wood much tougher 
and flionger than Willow. The Rafteis let- 
red out about 4 Feetover the Plates, in order 
that the Eves might lecurc the Walls, 

Having thus cafily raifed die Frame, 
we next began to build the Walls of Clay, 
whieh the Negtca tread with rheii Feet, and 
N dieie-

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S733- thereby temper k foweJl that icwil] not crack. 
We laid the Walls’a Foot and half thick, and 
one Foot high all round the Houfe, and Jet 
it hand till it was hard enough to bear a fc- 
cond Layer, and fo ralfed it Poor by Foot,' 
till it was 10 Feet high, leaving one Foo' 
diftance between it and the Roof, foi Air. 
As the Wall is of unbaked Clay, if the Plates 
refted upon it, it would fail, therefore we 
made the Walls juft without the fmall For- 
killas, and if the Wall was expofed to the 
Weather, it would be wafli’d away, which is 
the reafon we made the Rafters to jet out 
four Feet beyond the Plates, as before 
mentioned, that the Thatch might cover the 
Walls- At the fame time we raifed the Partiti- 
on-Wall of Clay, of the fame Thicknefs, 
working the Clay clofe up to theDoois and 
Window-Frames. Inftead of Trowels they 
cut and trimmed the Clay very fmooth and 
neat, with Knives made for that purpofe. 
Porch a Porch, by the Natives called 

made. an Alpainter, of the fame Materials, only 
to prevent the Rains foaking in at the joyn* 
ing of the Roofs, we laid hollow fpht Ciboa 
■'I’rees for Gutters The Natives fay, they 
have aright to have an Alpainter or a Porch 
at every Faflory to be without Doors, where 
they might have Accefs and Shelter- The Walls 
and Roof being made, we next tied on Lines 
upon the Ratters inflead of Lathes, upon 
this we thatched, not as they do in England.^ 
by laying the Straw upon the Floufe, but by 
tying the Straw in Bundles, about the 
Size of a Man’s Wrift, and .about 3 Feet 
long, tying them together upon the Ground 
into Matts, and then fpread on , the Rafters, 

Rov/ 
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Row nbovc Row, kppino over like Tylcs, 
and thefe they tie to the (June I.adis. Mtv- 
ing covered the Houle, v/c floored it with 
Clay, liaid lammed; we lectiied the Stole 
on the Right-liand fide, from Fire and 
Thieves, by fixing a great Number of firongTliatcli- 
Forkillas, 3 Feet in the Ground, upon thei'e '"S 
:we laid Timbers like Joylh, and crols’d them 
with fplit Ciboa Trees, inftead of Boards, 
and upon this vte fpread a Coat above a Foot 
thick, of the fame tempeied Clay with the 
Floufe, and woiked the fame clofe up to the 
Walls, fo that no Wood could appear through 
iti and theicfore, tho’ the Roofs fltould be 
burned, the Slorc-houfe would be out of Dan- 
ger, It only baking and cracking a little of the 
outfideofthe Clay, as we have expeiienccd, 
when the Faftory at Btucoe was burnt. 

I hav^e been the longer in the Defcribing 
this, becaufc I thought it would be amufing 
to the Keadei, to fee how eafily the People, 
whom we call Barbarous, can proem e theCon- 
veniencies of Life. Here is a Hoiife built, jj, men 
with a Hall 40 hoot by 13, two Lodging fiom. 
Rooms 20 Fete by 13, and 5 ftrong Score- 
houfes, without any Iron-work, I'rowells, 

Squares, or Carpenceis Rules, and with the 
fmallefl: Expence to the Company, for 1 did it 
with then Servants only, having lured no ocher 
help but the Man who laid and fmooth’d 
the Clay. And the Infide w.is not only con- 
venient and irec from Vermin, but very i lean, 
and had a cool Look, for the Clay is haul, 
dole, fmooth, and takes White walh veiy 
well.

i^r, VViihout the Houle were two fltady Biflielo 
\aid tui '^iccs, and a piece of Cirouncl, of about an 
ill age which we iiiclolv-tl with a Ciikmade of 

fplit Cane, wove like iliii tiles, lo Feet lii;.>,lu 
\Vil1uii this Fence, at piopcr Diftanccs fiom 
the Factory, we built four Houles after ilu 
A'liiudisigo J'afoion, one lor a Kitchen, one for 
a Salt-houfc, another for a Coin-houfe, andl’ 
the other for the Company’s Black Sei vants 
to he in; the Giouncl between we ufed for 
a Gaiden, and ibnie Part of it for Fowl, and 
other Stock. 

The Poultiy puts me in mind of the 
I’owi. Guinea F'owls, that aic of adaik Colour, with 
white Spots, and Blue and Red about the 
Meads, and which aic much valued in England, 
'Phefe aie generally eilcemed to be the tame 
P’owl of y/fnea,, but lliai is a millalte, they 
aie wild as Pheafuus lo Englaiuh only much 
plentier. I'liconly tame Fowls of this Coun- 
ny aie of the lame Lind of Dunghil Breed, as 
thole in Evioj^e, and the Natives have them 
in vafl Plenty, but I’ui keys, Tame Gecfc or 
Ducks, they have none among them. 

The Gntne Sloop flayed lune a Day, and 
then proceeded up the River, and in about 
nine Days retuined again, having broke up 
Faftoiy of f aflory, and brought all the Company’s 
Goods from ihcncc, and with them, Mr. 
‘Tboinas PalnuT, the Company’s Chief theie. 
Tins Fadtoiy is broke on account of the ill 
Dliige the Company and then Servants have 
icccivt’tl theie, at the Hand of lliims Badgy 
King of '2'owa!!)’,, of whom I have before 
made mentior.

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For foiiie time pjll f lucl been veiy ill 
with an Ayuc and b'cvci, and wiotc (iWL‘ia I 
lime'j to the Gentlemen at JiinU's I'hri^ to feriLl 
Jomc body up to relieve me, on the hth of 
January Mr 7 «/nc’j FuifyLb, vdio Lady canic 
, fiom England, arrived in the Jamei Sloop, in 
.order to take upon him the Diicdiion ol thia 
Faflioiy, bringing with him a fnwll Cargo, 
and Mr Fullmod for his Writer, with orders 
for me to come down to the Fort in caie iny 
Illners continued ; I immediately delivered up 
the Company’s Hifedls to Mr Forfytb, and on 
the 1 2th embarked in the James Sloop for the 
Fort, in order to get cuic tor iny Illnefs, 
and to fettle my Accounts. 

W r. floptac FemhlnaiiuLi, and rook in 
fixcy Barrels of Corn for James Fort, and 
foon after reached Cuttejarr^ wheie Mr Palmer, 
in joint Cominiiriou with Capt. Bto'ion, ol the 
Sloop, weie trading for the Companj., 
with the Goods bi ought horn Fahilemla, 

On the 19th I auivedat Rtmhii’s Port, near 
Joar, where the French Snow Capt. Cojjm, a 
Separate Trader, was then trading, having 
in about a Month purchafed feventy iive 
prime Slaves, fit for Cadn or L,i\bon, to one 
of which Places he was conligned. I llayed 
heie one Day, and on the 2 ].th anivcd at 
James Foit, and was kindly icceived by Go- 
vernor IlulL 

O N the 4th of February the Governor, as 
he was riding from Seaco. to Qilpjec, had the 
Misforuine to be ihi own oil his Horfe, and

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'731- break his /Vltii. Soon afuT artlvcd the Ship 
Ph-rmx, Cape Plater Ode'!, fiom Hdlland^ 
who f.iluteci the l"oic with nine Guns, and had 
the fame Namber retutned ; afier which he 
went and anchored at OiUyffce. 

C Coffi?:, On the iSth the Company’s Sloop 

lure, Harry JohnJnn Mafter, v,iho had been up 
dies, Ldthe River purchafing Com, came down to the 
Ills People Fort with Advice, that Captain Cojjin of the 
taken bv Finch Snow was dead, and that the Natives 
taken his Cltief Mate and Surgeon Pri- 
' foners, as they weie coming on Board fiom 
the Shore where they buried him. He was 
immediately difpatched back again to Joar in 
his Sloop, to give all the AlTillance in his 
Power to the Snow, and to endeavour to get 
the befoienientioncd Pei (bus releafedfiom the 
Jolloilfs, tor lutli they weic that had detained 
them. 

On tlie ioth came up a French Sloop to 
Jlbi eda from Goiee,, with one Monfieur Bcnoijh, 
Chief for that Place, and with him two Affi- 
llants ; They fainted oiii Fort withfevcn Guns, 
which returned the fame Number ; after which 
Monfieur Benoijl came to the Ifland, to vifit his 
old AcquaintanceGovernor/Ai'//; they having 
been in this River together ten Years' ago. In 
the Afternoon the Finch Snow arrived from 
comes to 7<^cir, having left the Surgeon and Mate in the 
J. Fort. Hands of the JoUoiffs, and with no more than 
ThcGo' White Men on Board that were not ill, 
vernoi She paffed the Jdventurs Sloop lafl: Night 
takes care without feeing her but Mr Johnfon hearing 
oi iier. Snow was come down, made the beft 

of his Way after her, and arrived here in the 

Even- 
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Evening. Mr /A// fent our Surgeon 10 look 1731 - 
after the Sick on Board the Finch^ and alfo put 
foil! Diilihmm on Board to look after the Vef- 
fel and Slaves. 

On the 2 id we faw a. Veilel coming from 
the Sea, which about Noon came to anchor at 
'Gtllyfree, being Cajn. Gordon, a Se- 

paiate Tiader, in Twenty five Days fiotn 
Briflol. She fainted the Fort Mth eleven Guns, 
which returned the fiirae Number. 

The next Day after the Second Mate and 
one Sailor belonging to the Snow died. 

As there was no Body to take caie of the Vef- 
fel, or carry any Command aboard, our Go- 
veinor with fome others and myfelf went on 
Board, and had every thing put under Lock 
and Key, except the Slaves, of which there 
were Sixty fix on Board, andfeven Men-Slave.s 
afhore on the Ifland ; Mr James Conner was 
order’d to lie on Board the Ship. 

The fame Evening the Jdventure Sloop 
w.as fent np to Joar, to get the Surgeon and 
Mate of the Finch Snow releafed from the Jol- Jolkiffs 
loiffs, who infilled upon being paid 20 Slaves RcaloM 
in Goods for their Redemption ; and the Rea- 
fon they gave far their detaining them was, ' 

that the Captain when alive ufed them ill when Mate and 
they came to trade with him.

About Noon I embarked on Board, and 
having a frefli Gale, I pafled by Tancrowall 
without flopping ; in forty Hours J airivedat 
Joar i and having infpeded thcFaftory,! pro- 
ceeded on mvWay up, and on the ill of Apiil 
arrived at 't'anwiarczo ; where Capt. Henry 
Smith, a Sepal ate Tiader, was trading in the. 
Tancrowall Sloop. 

On the 4 th I arrived at Buuos, where I 
found the Chief without fo much as a Wafte- 
Book for any Time thefe two Montlis paft, 
Jpa. or any Trade or Expences fet down for that 
Time: It was not for want of Pens and Pa- 
per, but his being fo addifted to Lazinefs, 
that I acn afraid he will die of it in the End. 
I flay’d a Day or two at Brucoe, and then fet 
out for Cuttejarr, where I arrived on the 7 th 
at Noon, and immediately took Pofleffion of 
the Fame Sloop and her Cargo, and put my 
own Cargo on Board her alfo ; and the next 
Morning fent the James Sloop down to the 
Fort with Meffieurs Palmer and Brown.

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On die i^rh I arrived ai Vnwvafnr.cpndn^ i73'1- 
and the next Day I had a Difpute with ihoft: 

People, whofe Charge that I'adory is put un- 
del, concerning a Hoife belonging to the I iindu 
Company at this p’adlury, which was leizcd 
by the Alcade ol •iV/'/zOTrtf fince my leaving a Pa- 

that Place, he ailedging that 1 had not paid * 

him any thing this Twelvemonth pad lor keep- tjves, 
ing him at his Floufe •, which, -as he had been 
fo bafe to fay in my Abfence, induced him to 
infift upon it to my Face. The Difpute laft- 
ecl a long while, there being above an hundred 
People prefent. At laft, having before them 
all dil'proved the Lye, I threatnecl, in cafe 
they would not deliver me up the Horfe, and 
bring the Alcade to ask Pardon lor telling 
fuch known Lyes, I would immediately break 
up the Fa6tory, and cany down the Goods 
and White Men to 'Jamc% Fort, and never fet- 
tle amongft: them again. They were llarcled 
at my faying this, efpecially when they heard 
me bind it by fwcaring in their own Language ; 
and knowing me to be lefolutc, they one and 
all went to the Alcade, and forced him to 
return me the Florfe, and to beg Pardon in 
the moft humble Manner. 

O N the 5 ch of Ma)\ having made up all Maf. 
Animofities here between the Company and 
the Natives, and having bought fome tilaves, 
and a pretty good Quantity of Dry Goods, I 
weigh’d Anchor, and proceeded down towards 
Cuiiejarr, in order to make a fair Oppofition Ynmyanm- 
againft Meffienrs Cooper ind Leach, late St\- umJa. ~ 
'vants of the Company, who were fettled and 
trading there on dteir own Accounts. 
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In two Days I arrived at Sarny RivciS 
Mouth, where I met the Sloop Sea Nyn['I)^ 
■with Signior Valentine Mendez., a Black Por- 
tiijinefe, lately entred into the Company’s Ser- 
vice, who was come to fettle at IVallia, about 
fifteen Miles up the faid River, having a fine 
Cargo of Goods, and a Parcel of fpecial good 
Amber. By this Sloop I leceivcd the lollow ' 
ing Letter, -viz.

Jamcs Fort, Apr. 21. 17J4. 

Sir, 

W E received purs of the iji Injlant, and 
note what you fay as to your ConduR at 
Joar Falfory., which was rightly done of you- 
-The Boy-Slave you remitted hy Capt. Smith was 
accepted of by bun., and we have ci edited your 
AcLQiint for the fame. IVe fold all Captain Smith’ f 
Slaves for four Ounces of Gold eaih., one with 
another and which both Parlies arc well pleas'd 
with. JVe have likewife received the Jicmains of 
Capt, Onley’j Cargo, who fails for Maiylaiul 
in two or three Days with one hundred and ten 
Slaves. 

NOrmri-mANDING Mr—hadfmh 
firiR Orders not to entertain, converfe with, cor- 
refpond, or have any Dealings with Leach and 
Cooper, he has entertain’d the former in an er- 
traordmary Manner, to the no fmall Difcredit 
and Scandal of the Company. Phis, with our 
being informed of othei s of the Companfs Servants 
aRing in the fame Jcandalous Manner, wo there- 
fore defire you to inform Mr m particular,

I MADE die befi of my Way to Ciiilrjarn Comeo 
where, as loon as I arrived, I employ’d our 
Black Servants to make Hates, in order to live 
in, and to put the Company’s Goods; for the 
Merchants do not by any means care to uade 
aboard a Sloop or Ship. Tlie Day after I ar- 
jjved, I lent a Meflenger away lofamerFovt 
with the following Letter, viz. 

Cvttejarr Port, May 10. 1734. 

Gentcemcn, 

T PllS comes hy one of my' Butlers, and ferves 

to acquaint you, that my laft was of the Letter to 
St/j nit. by Capt. Biown,yw.'r ajter which 77 '*""’' 
proceeded up to Yamyamacunda, wheie I had a 
great Palaver %vtth the People of Sutamore 
about the Company’s Ilorfe, which I have at 
length made the Ahade deliver vp tome, hit not 
wuhonl much ado, and even making a Show of 
breaking tie FaPoiy, June which jbme of them

On wbiib I 
told them, that if in lafe thy ufed the Fnhlory ill 
when 1 was gone, you would upon the leaf Nolue 
thereof from Mr Forfyth immediately order it to 
he hrore, which they are very fcnJiUe will be no 
fviall Lofs to them, and therefore I am of Opi- 
nion that It IS now Jettled on a very good Foun- 
dation, 

AS for Mr Forfyth, he goes on very tvell, has 
fix Slaves by bun, and ts very well beloved by 
the Natives , he tells vie that he bai lojl a client 
deal of Trade for want of Goods, by ivhuh means 
the FaUory has in a great vieafnre lof its Ci edit ; 
hut by Its being well Jupplied for the futme, it 
may he retrieved : And as for Salt, it ought never 
10 be without a huge ifunntity, by ivhtch means 
the Merchants may be unh'ted to tome there, and 
the Trade of Antnnio VotVi Canoai Itijthd, 
whereas they now carry all before than, by being 
well fupplied with that precious ConinwdUy. 

I vwft now acquaint you, that I have had fame 
MeJJhigers from the King and Gieat Men of 
'Woolley, to defire vie to let you know, that as 
Hume Badgy is now dead, there is no Body 
that will in the leajt violeft the Company's 
Servants or Trade there, and therefore they 
beg you will fend up a Sloop to trade, either 

at 
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i?/ FAtatencki or Nackway, "juhere they do ajfun; 17U' 
you they Jhall be kindly nfed. ‘They zvoulcl fain 
LiVe had 7 nc gone up /hither-, but not having Salt 
enough, nor Orders fujficient, I thought proper to 
decline it ; but in my Opinion a wU he a good 
Voyage, and better than flaying at Cutte- 
jarr, Jo near to Valentine Mendez, who has got 
Jo large a Cargo, and fo much better than wine 
in every reflpeU. I have not to add, but that J 
remain.

O N the 17th of May, the Adventure 
Sloop, Harry Johnfon Maftcr, arrived with a 
Cargo of Salt for me, and another for Mr 
Forfyth, Fa(fl:or at Tamyamacunda-, he ftay’d 
heie till he had deliver’d mine ailioie, and 
then proceeded up the River. 

O N the 25th, the Sea Nymph Sloop arrived 
here on her Way down from Yamyamacunda Nymph 
and Wallia, with Slaves and Dry Goods for Sloop 
Account of the Company, He had between 
this Place and Yamyamacunda been attacked (.jye5_ 
and robbed by a great Number of the Na- 
tives, who had been got up together at the 
Perfuafion of a Black Fellow late in the Com- 
pany’s Service at James Fort, who told them 
that the Governor refufed to pay him his 
Wages; and therefore they went and took out 
of the faid Sloop one fine Boy-Slave, and fe- 
verul other things of Value, fuch as Guns, 

Pillols, 
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\-jy\. I'lftols, 13 c Thefe arc the Reafuns given by 
the Maftcr of the bloop ; but I find ihuL the 
leal Caufc of this Robbciy is ovving to one tfi 
ihe Sloop’s Black Servants being ufed ill when 
lad lip the River.

You mufl; know, that the Natives do fome- 
cirnes, to prove Theft, dip their Hands in 
boiling Water ; it the Perfon is not ginliy, *' 
they lay the Water will not ftalcl him , but 

li he IS guilty, then it will. Mi being 

a great Admirer of the Natives and then Cu- 
Ibomsj did one Day, upon his having lod a 
Gun out of his Cabbin, challenge his Sloop’s 
Company, which confillctl of three or lour 
Black Men, and one White Man bcfidcshim- 
I'elf: Upon denying it, he foiced the Black 
Fellows to have, tecourfe to Scalding their 
Hands ; by which means they all fcalded them- 
iclves mu.'h; but one ol them, being more 
icndcr-fingct’d tban the rcll, fcalded liis Haml 
miferably. A Day or two after they came ro 
undeidand that the Captain had found his Cun 
ihimfelf having mitlaid itC upon which one of 
the Men quitted the Company’s Seivicc, and 
went home to Sarny to his Friends, and com- 
plained CO the Alcade and the rell ol his Towns ' 
People, who one and all loyncd m demanding 
Satisflidtion, and thcrcloie hearing of his be- 
ing at Fendalacunda, took the Oppoitunity to 
fall upon hint, and take away the things be- 
JotcmenLioned. In the Evening I receiv’d 
liom Javics Fort, the following l^etccrby the 
llctiiin of a Mcffenger, which i had lent down 
fiom hcncc the loih Ii.ftant.

time I put him in Poffefllon of the Sloop, gio^p 
according to my Orders, and then difpatched jaLs 
the Janm Sloop with Mr Gray away to James Fort wltk 
O 4 Fort, Slaves, 
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Fort, with Slaves and Dty Goods. By the 
fame Conveyance, Meflieurs and Cooper 
not being able to trade againfl me, and feeing 
theit Eiror in leaving the Company’s Service, 
they wrote a very liandfome fubmiflive Letter 
to Mr Hull our Governor, to defjre he would 
take them into the Company’s Service again ; 
■which if he would do, they would immediate- 
ly leave off trading, and break up Houfe- 
keeping, and take their Paflage down along 
with me to James Fort. The Letter I fent 
was as follows, wz.

Gentlemen,

On the 13th, a Meflenger brought me an 
Anfwer to the foregoing Letter from the F ort, 
wherein they defired me to come down, and 
bring with me MefTrs and Cooper-, as for 
the Remainder of my Cargo, they order’d me 
to leave it at Jaar and Brucoe. The next Author i&. 
Morning I weigh’d Anchor, and fail’d down, 
having with me Meflfs Leach s.ndCooper. Af^' 
Night I arrived at Brucoe, left fome Goods, 
and the next Day left that Port, and in two 
Days ariived at Joar, where lay the Barrah 
Sloop, Cape. NciJIj, and the Bumper Sloop, 

Cape. Ball, trading with fome Merchants for 
Slaves. The Bumper Capt. Najh had hired, 
to carry Slaves on Freight to the tFeft Indies. 

Here I flay’d a Day or two, and having lup- 
ply’d Mr Brook Gill at Joar Fadtoiy wuh lunae 
Goods, 1 weighed and proceeded down ro 
Jamesfoxt, where I arrived on the 24th, and 
found the Governor gone down to the Month 
of the River Gambia, to vifit the Captains of 
his Majefty’s Ships the Antelope and the Dia- 
mond, where he hay’d four or five Days, and 
in his Return back had like to have been loft 
in a violent Tornado.

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, * 734 ' O N the 7th of Angufl died Mr Sbuchforlb, 
a Writer, who had been in this Country a- 
bout eight Months, and was buried in the 
Evening at Gtllyfme. About Six o’ Clock we 
faw a Veffel coming up the River; about 
Midnight flie fent up her Boat to tell the Go- 
vernor chat iTie was the Company’s Snow Dol- 
phin^ Capt. Thomas Freeman, from London,

The next Day about Noon came up the 
T)olphin Snow, which faluied the Fort with 
nine Guns, and had the fame Number return- 
ed ; after which came on Shore the Captain, 
four Writers, one Apprentice to the Company, 
and one Black Man, by Name Job Ben Solo- 
Mon, a P holey of Bmdo in Foot a,, who in the 
Year 173 1) as he was travelling mjagra, and 
driving his Herds of Cattle acrofs the Coun- 
tries, was robbed and carried to Joar, where 
he was fold to Captain Pyke, Commander of 
the Ship Arabella, who was then trading there. 
By him he was' carried to Maryland, and fold 
to a Planter, with whom Job lived about a 


Twelvemonth without being once beat by his 
Maftcr ; at the End of which time he had 


the good Fortune to have a Letter of his own 
writing in the Arabic Tongue convey’d to 
England. This Letter coming to the Hand 
of Mr Oglethorpe, he fent the fame to Oxford 
to be tranflated ; which, when done, gave him 
io much Satisfaftion, and fo good an Opinion 
of the Man, that he diredly order’d him to 
be bought from his Mafter, he foon after fel- 
ting out for Georgia. Before he returned from 
thence. Job came to England ; where being 
brought to the Acquaintance of the Learned 
Sir Ham Shane, he was by him found a perfeft

Mafter of the Arabic Tong,ue, by tranflaiing 
feveral Manufcripts and Iiifcriptin'ns ujjou 
Medals : He was by him recommended to his 
Grace the Duke of Montague^ who being plea- 
fed with the Sweeinefs of Humour, and Mjld- 
nefs of Temper, as well as Genius and Capa- 
city of the Man, introduced him to Court, 
where he was graciouhy received by the Royal 
Family, andmoft of the Nobility, from whom 
he received diftinguilbing Mailcs of Favour. 
After he had continued m England about four- 
teen Months, he wanted much to return to 
his Native Country, which is Bnim-, (a Place 
about a Week’s Travel over Land from the 
Royal African Company’s Fadtory at Joar, on 
the River Gambia) of which Place his Father 
was High-Prieft, and to whom he fent Letters 
from England, Upon his fetling out from 
England, he received a good many noble Pre- 
fents from her moft Gracious Majefty Queen 
Caroline,, his Highnefs the Duke of Cumber- 
land,, his Grace the Duke of Montague,, the 
Earl of Pembroke,, feveral Ladies of Quality, 
Mr Holden, and the Royal African Company, 
who have oider’d their Agents to lliow him 
the greatell Refpedl. 

O N the 1 2th came up a French Sloop from 
Goree to Albreda, who with the Leave of our 
Governor pioceeded up the River to cut Man- 
groves, in order to rebuild fome Part of their 
Fadlory at Albreda. 

On the 23d I fet out in the Fame Sloop with 
a pretty good Cargo, to take upon me the 
DircClion of the Company’s chief Faftory of 
Joar, having firft received the following Or- 
ders, viz. ' Mr 
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Mr FRA. MOORE. 

James Fort, Aug. 22. 1734. 

S I R, 

T he good Opinion we have of your Integrity 
and Zeal to ferae the Company^ induces us 
to appoint you their Chief Factor at the Compa-' 
ny^s Settlement at Joar, now under the Hireliion 
of Mr Brooke Gill. And as the Conmffions, 
Salary^ and Allowance of Diet, is much augment- ' 
ed of late by the Company at that FaSory, pur- 
pofely topi imote and encourage an honeji and re- 
putable Conduit, in regard to the high Trujl re- 
pofed in you by them •, Jo we promife ourfelves that 
you will fo far he a Friend to yourfelf and your 
own Reputation, as to do the Company the flnll- 
eht Jujtice, agreeable to your vtof fokmn Engage- 
ment you have voluntarily obliged yourfelf to per-^ 
form.' At your Arrival at Joar you aie to deli- 
ver to Mr Brooke Gill our Orders for him to 
reftgn up the Company's Faliory and all their 
Effects into your Cuftody, which you are imme- 
diately to inventory, and give him two ptoper 
Difcharges for the Particulars and Amount thereof: 
One of which Mr Gill and you are to fend to us 
per firjl Opportunity. 

A S you have been for fame Tears pafl conver- 
fant in Bufmefs at Out- Fall ories, fo we Jhall 
now only repeat, that you flick to fuch Orders as 
have been formerly given you.

JOB Ben Solomon having a Mind to go up goes 
to Cower to talk with fome of his Countrymen, with the 
went along with me. In the Evening we “P 
weighed Anchor, faluting the Fort with five 
Guns, which return’d the fame Number. 

On the 26 th we arrived at the Creek ofPafliges 
Damafenfa, and having fome old Acquain- 
tances at the Town of Damafenja, Job and 
went up in the Yawl ; in the Way, going up 
a very narrow Place for about halt a Mile, 
we faw feveral Monkeys of a beautiful Blue 
and Red, which the Natives tell me never fec 
their Feet on the Ground, but live entirely 
amongft the Trees, leaping from one to ano- 
ther at fo great Diftances, as any one, were 
they not fo fee it, would think improbable. 

In the Evening, as my Friend Job and I Jaikss 
were fitting under a great Tree at ba7nafenfa, King’s 
there came by us fix or feven of the very Peo- , 
pie who robb’d and made a Slave oijob, a-aSk™ ^ 
bout thirty Miles from hence, about three of ]um. 
Years ago ; Job, tho’ a very even-cemper’d 
Man at other times, could not contain himfelf 
when he faw them, but fell into a moft ter- 
rible Paffion, and was for killing them with thereupora- 
his broad Sword and Piftols, which he always 

took 
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}7M- took care to have about him. I had mud? 
ado to difliiade him from falling upon the fix 
Men ; bat at laft, by reprefcnting to him the 
ill Confequences that would infallibly attend 
fnch a rafii Adlion, and the Impoffibility of 
mine or his own efraping alive, if he fhould 
attempt it, 1 made him lay afide the Thoughts 
of it, and perfuaded him to fit down and pre- 
tend not to know them, but ask them Quefti- 
ons abouthimfelf; , which he accordingly did, 
and they anfwer’d nothing but the Truth, At 
laft he ask’d them how the K}ng their Mafter , 
did they told him he wa? dead,, and by fur- 
ther Enquiry we foupd, that amopgft the 
Goods for which he fold Job to Captain Pyke 
there was a Piftpl, which the King ufed com- 
Account nionly to wear flung about his Neck with a 
String i and as they never carry Arms with- 
Sh out being’ loaded, one Day this accidentally 
who fold went off, and the Balls lodging in his Throat, 
Job- he died prefently. At the Clofing of this 
Story Job was fovefy much tranfported, that 
he immediately fell on his Knees, and return- 
ed Thanks to Mahomet for making this Man 
die by the very Goods for which he fold him 
into Slavery •, and then turning to me, he faid, 

‘ Mr Moore, you fee now God Almighty was 
‘ difpleas’d at this Man’s making me a Slave, 

‘ and therefore made Ifim die by the very Pi- 
‘ ftol for which he fold me i yet I ought to 
‘ forgive him, fays he, beoaufe had I npt been 
‘ fold, I fhould neither have known any thing 
‘ of the Enghjh Tongue, nor have had any of 
‘ the fine, ufcful and valuable Things I now 
‘ carry over, nor have known that in the 
‘ World there is Inch a Place as England, nor

On the ifl. September we arrived fit J oar, SupimhrJ 
the Frefhes being very ftrong againtt us. I The Au- 
immediately took an Inventory of the Com- “j' 
pany’s Effedts, and gave Receipts to Mt yg„y‘ 
Gill for the fame. After which we unloatled 
the Sloop, and then I font her up to Yanroia- 
rew for a Load of Corn for James Fort, where 
fhe flayed till the 25th., and then came back 
to Joar, during which time I made fome 
Trade with the Merchants, though at a pretty 
high P rice. , 

On Job's firfl Arrival here, he defired I Joi’sCha- 
would fend a Meffenger up to his own Coun- 
try to acquaint his Friends of Iris Arriv.al. IjoL 
fpoke to one of the Blacks which we ufually 
employ upon thofe Occafions, to procure me 
a Meffenger, who bi ought to me a P holey, 
who knew the tiigh Frieft his Father, and 
Job himfelf, and exprefs’d great Joy at feeing 
him in fafety returned from Slavery, he being 
the only Man (except one) that was ever 
known to come back to this Country, after 
having been once carried a Slave out of it by 
White Men. Job gave him the Meliage hira- 
felf, and defired his Father fhould not come? 
down to him, for it was too far for him to 
travel ; and that it was fit for the Young to 
go to the Old, and not for the Old to come 
to the Young He alfo fent fome Frefents by 
him to his Wives, and defired him to bring 
his little one, which was his beft beloved, 

down 
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173^. down to him. After the Meflbnger was gonej 
September. JqI ^^ent frequently along with me to Cower, 
and feveral other Places about the Country j 
he fpoke always very handfome of thaEngiiJh, 
and what he hud, took away a great deal of 
the Horror of the Phokys for the State of Sla- 
very amongfl the Englijh ; for they before ge- 
nerally imagined, that ail who were fold for 
Slaves, were generally either eaten or murder- 
ed, fince none ever returned. His Defcrip- 
tion of the Engjtjh gave them alfo a great no- 
tion of the Power of England, and a Venera- 
tion for thofe who traded amongft them. He 
fold fome of the Prefents he brought with 
him from England for Trading-Goods, with 
which he bought a Woman-Slave and two 
Horfes, which were very ufeful to him there, 
and which he defigned to carry with him to 
Bundo, whenever he ftould fet out thither. 
He ufed to give his Country People a good 
deal of Writing-Paper, which is a very ufeful 
Commodity amongft them, and of which the 
Company had prefented him with feveral 
Reams. He ufed to pray frequently, and be- 
haved himfelf with great Mildnefs and Affa- 
bility to all, fo that he was very popular and 
well-beloved. The Meffenger not being 
thought to return foon, Job defired to go 
down to James Fort to take care of his Goods, 
I promifing to fend him word when the Mef- 
fenger came back, and alfo to fend fome o- 
ther Meffengers, for fear the firft fhould mif- 
carry. 

0 N the 26th I fent down the Fame Sloop 
to James Fort, and Job going along with her, 

I gave 
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I gave the Maftef Orders to flicw him all the i?34. 
Refpeft He could. Seftemkr, 

,On the goth in the Evening George Lafon 
eame up to the Fadory in his Canoa, having 
left his Sloop below Elephants Ifland, being 
not able to proceed Higher by reafon of the 
Frefhes, which are fb ftrong that a Canoa can 
hardly row againfl; them ; he had brbught 
fome'Rum, Silver and Gunpowder. 

This is the fainy Seafon, in which it is 
very difficult to fend Goods fO upper Fadto- 
lies ; no Slaves come down, and therefore it is 
the time for colledting dry Goods up the Ri- 
ver. The increafing the Quantities of dry 
Goods, the Company have continually been 
recompiending to their Servants. I had al- 
ways the utmoft Regard to all their Orders* 
and therefore applied rhyfelf to enquire after 
any new kind of Goods that could be had, 
particularly Gum ; this being recommended 
to rrle by Charles Hayes Efq; (who, fince he has 
been in tire Diredlion, hatH with unwearied 
Diligence taken all Methods to open new 
Trades ih Africa), The fame having been re- 
peated to me by Mr Hull, I fent the latter a 
Sample from Brucoe (as I mentioned before) 
which proved Gum-Dragon. I ftrove to get 
more Of that Kind, but it being a new thing, 
the Natives could not be prevailed upon to 
follow it, fo as to bring in any Quantities, for 
they would bring in to me all kinds of Gum, 
ten of twelve Pounds at a timei which I pick- 
ed and did not find, perhaps, above two 
Pounds of Gum-Dragon in that Quantity ; the 
reft waa like Cum-Senegalj but not fo good. 

P Gum- 
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1734.' Gum-Dragon comes out of a Tree called Pau 
September, cle Sangue, which has a very rough Bark ; up- 
^un^of wounding of it, it fweats out in Drops 
thr&7°OT- Jike Blood, which joining together, and being 
Dragoti. dried by the Sun, congeals into Lumps ; I 
have had fome as large as Pullets Eggs. One 
Junco Sunco, a Jollmff oiYammarew,, a ftirring 
Man, having heard that I enquired much 
after Gum, fent me down a Sample of about 
a Pound of very fine white Gumj , which pro- 
ved to be Gum-Arabic. I believe in all, I fent 
at different times. about a Ton of Gum, from 
the Fadlories I was at, to James_Yon. I be- 
gan now to hope, that the Gum-Tr^de might 
be enlarged ,and' made confiderable, fmee 
Johh Country, whichds called Foot a ^ My on 
the Edge of the Foteft, and was but four Days 
Journey from Fatfitcnda, and by his bringing 
tliat People into a good Opinion of the Etig- 
hjh,, they might be prevailed upon to trade 
with us, and bring Quantities of that Com- 
modity to Fatatenda^ front whence it might 
be carried by "Water with fmall Charge to the 
Fort. And this might not be only the mak-: 
ing of the Fadors, employed in it, but alfo 
of great fervice to the Royal African Com- 
pany, and to the Nation itfelf} fince there i® 
a great deal of GuntSenegal imp,orted in a Year 
to England, and almofl all of it bought of the 
French, who make a very profitable Trade of 
it, as appears by Father LebaP% new Account 
oi Africa, printed in 1728. wherein he fays, 

“ That Country, quite bad as it is, 
and thofe Roads fo dangerous for Shipping, 
are neverthelefs eagerly fearch’d out by the 
French, Englifi, Dutch and Porluguefe, They 
all ftrive to lettle thercj, becaufe they are the 

only 
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fthly: Places wherfe a Trade for Gum can be s'/sT 
hadi by. thofc wlio ai’G not Mailers of the 
Ssn,sgal B-iven. A Trade that feems a light ' 
Matter in itfelf, but is, in effe6t, very cdnii- Tride; 
del able whether we regard the Price the 

Moorj, fed tlie Gum for, which is vei y mode- 
rate ; or- the Price it yields, out of Jfma, 
which, is very advantageous ; orj laftly, the 
Quantity of Muf<opean Merchandife it Lakes 
oft’ ready wrought, the Vent of which makes 
rMr^nufadlures, fpread. Money circulate, and 
,fo Linds .Wc^rk for abundance of Hands, which 
is the main Etid .of Commerce. 

N 0 wonder, therefore, that the rhoLl ex- 
perienc’d of JSuropean Merchants have ufed all 
Endeavours to hit into this Branch of Traf- 
fick, becaufe the French being foie Mailers 
of the * Niger, on which thole other Ports, 
where a Trade for Gum may be had,' are 
fituated, they find themfelves obliged to Luke 
it as it palTes thro’ their Flands, fincc the Time 
there has been no free Trade at Argmri or Por- 
ienitc. This is the true Motive that has put 
them on fo great Expence to fettle and fecare 
a Faftory atArgulH, and when they were dri- 
ven from thence, to endeavour an Eftablifli- 
ment among the Moors at Portendic, This was, 
in effedt, their only "Way to' come in for Sha- 
rers with the French in this Commerce in 
purfuit of which they found means at length 
to engrofs it wholly to themfelves, by raifing. 
the Gum to an exceLGve Rate, and making 
Bargains to their Lofs, in order to engage 
the three Nations of the Moors to bring their 
entire Harvefts to their Market.

They make two yearly Gatherings of the 
Gum. The firft in the Month of December, 
which is the moft plentiful 5 and they pretend 
the Balls are larger, cleaner and dryer, which 
are all the good Qualities to be wilk’d in Gum. 
The fecond Gathering is in March , this is the 
leaft, and they are convinc’d by long Experi- 
ence that the Gum of this Gathering is more 
fqueafy, drofly, and not fo clear. 


Meafures They don’t weigh the Gum, but put it ih 
Weights ^ Cubic Meafure, call’d a ^uantar or ^intal, 
for Gum. of a Size agreed upon with the Moors, the 
Capacity of which the Europeans take care to 
augment, when Occafion offers.

Inland Tarts of AFRICA, 

On the i6,th we were alarm’d with an >734 • 
Account of a War breaking out among the 
I^atives, and that Joar was like to be made 
the Seat of it. Tlte Boomey of Cqjanfore, a 
Country of Barfallj, about a Day’s Jouiney 
from Joar, and the Boomey of Cajaivan, an- 
other Diftrift in hit Neighbourhood, came 
to me, out of Friendihip to the Company, 
being my old Acquaintances, to let me know 
that Boomey Baman Seaca^ Brother to the 
King of Barfally^ who was in Arms againfl 
the faid King, was affifted by fome of the 
People of Tan.'^ and Tamina, and had made 
all Prepatations for a War, and would cer- 
tainly invade this Part of Barfally very fooii. 

They therefore inform’d me of it, that 1 might 
acquaint the Governor therewith, in order to 
take Meafures for the fecuring the Company’s 
Effedls. As foon as they were gone, I wrote 
advice of it to the Chiefs at James Fort. 

The Jolloiffs in general are Men given to SomeJaA 
Arms, and have feveral Cuftoms for keeping Laws 
up their natural Fiercenefs and Hardinefs, No Severi- 
Jolloiff, except the King and his Family, are 
allow’d to lyeupderTendres (which are Cloths 
to keep off Flies and Mufquetoes) upon Pain 
of Slavery, if the King comes to know of it. 

The like Punilhment alfo attends thofe who 
pfefume to fit upon the fame Mat with thofe 
of the Royal Family, unlefs flrft ask’d, or 
ordei’d fp to do. 


THj,y Royal Family has a Name, which Some Ac- 
ts 'Njay : They command abfolutely, and the count of 
Reverence paid to all thatFamily is very great, 
^fomuch that others touch the Ground with 
P 3 their 
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I734- their Faces when they come into their Prefence, 
yet do they live in great Equality with their 
Soldiers. The King gives amongft hisSoldiers 
all that be can plunder, taking but juft what 
he wants to himfelf. Thjs forces him to con- 
tinual War ; for fo foon as he has wafted what 
he hfis got, either by taking an Enemy’s T own, 
or pne of his own, (as I have before rriention’d) 
he muft lay put for fome new Prize to ^ive it 
to his Men. They for want of Spoils fome- 
times change their King. 

An Ac. Boome Y Haman Seaca is one of the Family 
count of qP ’Njays, of a middle Stature, genteel 
Seaca"‘‘" ftrongly made, aftive, and of a good 
Countenance, his Teeth white, his Skin the 
very blackeft, his Nofe high, and his Lips 
thin, fo that his Features were like an Euro- 
pan^ as moft of the Jolhiffs are, He was 
HisDrefs. cloath’d in a white Cotton Veft with open 
Sleeves, and Breeches which came to his Knees, 
gf the fame. Elis Legs and Arms were bare, 
on his Head he had a fmall white Cotton Cap, 
and Gold Rings in liis Ears. He rode upon a 
Horfe and beautiful Milk-white Horfe, 1 6 Elands high, 
Furniture, ^ long Mane, and a Tail which fwept the 
Ground. His Bridle was of a bright Red- 
Leather, plated with Silver, after the Moonjh 
Manner ; his Saddle was of the fame, with a 
high Pommel, and rifing behind. The Breaft- 
Plate was of Red-Leather plaited with Silver, 
but they ufc no Cruppers, His Stirrups were 
Ihort, and as large and as long as his Feet, fo 
as to ftand firm and eafy. Upon thefe he 
would raife himfelf quite upright, ftand fteady 
at full fpeed, and fhoot a Gun or dart aLance 
as well as if upon the Ground. He always 
• ’ ' carried 
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tarried a Lance or Haif-Pike in his Hand a- 
bout 12 Foot long, ■which he held upright, 
refting the lower End upon his Stirrup, between 
his Toes ; but ■when he curvetted his Horfe, 
imitating Aftion, he brandi (h’d his Lance high 
over his Head. I have feen him do Wonders 
upon this Horfe, fometimes making him ad~ 
vance or 50 yards together on his two 
hinder Feet, without touching the Ground 
with his fore ones, fometimes curvetting round 
a Ring, and then ftraining him fo low with his 
Belly to the Ground as to carry him under the 
Mundingo Penthoufes, ■which are not above 
four Foot high. Howfoever incredible this 
may appear to the Reader, I can appeal to 
numbers of Witneffes for its Truth. 

This Boomey Hainan Seaca was King of 
Barf ally feven Years : For what Reafon, or 
how he came to lofe the Kingdom, I cannot 
tell i but a younger Man of about 25 Years 
of Age, who calls him Brother, is the prefent 
King, who vifited o,ur Fadtory at Joar twice 
in the Year 1 73 1, as I have laid before. Hainan 
Seaca was then along 'With him, alfo another 
Brother younger than him, and a Third younger 
dian him, call’d LoytEmmga. The King has 
a Sifter who is alfo abfolute, and Ihe and the 
Brothers have Soldiers of their own, who obey 
their Commands with the greateft Punctuality, 
■were it even againft the King. This King’s 
Sifter lives about 20 Miles Irom Joar. She 
once fent five Men and fix Horfes to carry me 
to pay her a Vifit : When I came to her Houfe 
Ihe kill’d a Cow for mfe and my People, and 
then made the People fet Co Dancing and Sing- 
ing, which continu’d all the Time I flay’d, 
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On the 7 th of Novetnher I received an An- 
fwer to the Letter fent i 6 th idt. intimating, 
that they thought there was nothing in this 
Report, for that for feveral Years paft they 
never knew one Inftance of fuch Reports com- 
ing to any thing. However, they would have 
ime fend a Prefent to Hainan Seaca, in order 
to have the' Faftory proteded in cafe he 
fhouid come that "Way- They further told 
me, that Mr Hugh Hamilton had, on account 
of his ill State of Health, refufe'd to accept of 
being Third Chief Merchant and Accomptant, 
•which the Company had lately conferred up- 
on him. 

O N the 19 th I received the following Let- 
ter from the Governor, viz.

SIR, 

‘ T L A T E L -v received from you a Parcel 
^ * of good Gam-Senogal fent from ‘Junto 
‘ Sunco of Tanimarew ; but as you have given

' and, what is of the greateft Import, what 
‘ Quantities may be yearly produced and 
* purchafedj.f defire you, if poffible, to go 
‘ with Capt. Brown, or to fend up Mr. Wejt-

Being ill with a violent Cold) and fwelled 
Throat, I could not go up to Tanimarew my 
felf, but fent my Writer Mr. Weftwooi with 
Capt. Brown, having firfl; given them fuch 
Inftrufitions that they could not avoid receiv- 
ing fatisfaftory Accounts of what they went 
about. They fet out at Night, and returned 
the next Night, after which I fent the follow- 
ing Letter tp the Governpi;.

ta James and I having difpofed of all my merchantable 
.j^ort. Goods at the Fadlory, I thought it advifable 
to take this Opportunity of going down tQ 
the Fort, where I arrived on the third of D(?», 
ember. 

pecemkf, O w the 9th in the Evening came up the 
Dolphin Scooner, Meffieurs Norry and Rofs, 
from London^ but laft from Holland ; where 
they left the Company’s Snow Succefs juft 
ready to fail for this Place, with a good Cargo. 
With this Scooner, came over one Mr Wilham 
Cleveland, Brother-in-Law to our fecond Chief 
Merchant Mr Charles Orfeur, with a full Det 
iign to gpt Fortune by trading here againlt 
the Company,' hfiving for that purpqfe 
brought over a pretty good Cargo of Goods 
amounting to 400 1. Sterling, intending to 
fettle and live in Mr Orfeur's Houfe at Gilly- 
free. However, our Governor Mr Hull, be- 
ing ftrongly rivetted to the Company’s In- 
tereft, would not fuffer his Colleague’s Bro- 
ther to fettle and trade againff the Compaqy •, 
upon which lyfr Clei^eland, difpofed of his Goods 
to the Company, for which they pal^ hji;n in 
Slaves, after which he went down the Coaft 
with the faid Scooner. 

O N the 1 2th arrived the Company’s Snow 
Succefs, Capt. Robert Wright, with a very good, 
Cargo of jSoods, and Mr 'Thomas Hilton a ' 
"W nier, 


P 
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O N the 26th after I put on board the Fafm i/?34. 
Sloop, John Brown Matter, (who was then Author 
going a Trading-Voyage up the River, with 
Mr James Comer ^ Super- Cargo and Faftor) a 
fmall fortable Cargo for Joar, and in the Af- 
ternoon we left James Fort, I having Mr 
’Thomas Hilton as my Affittant. 

On the ifl; 0^ January, vMik we were ly- januss^ 
ing alongfide of Ifland for the Tide 

■of Flood CO make, Mr Conner and I went a- 
Ihore to a Town call’d NedmatS, where I re- 
ceived Advice that Boomey Haman Seaca was 
up in Arms againtt the King of Barfally ; and 
that being advanced within half a Day’s Jour- 
ney of Joar, almoft all the People of that 
Town had abandon’d it, and, among the reft, 
the Perfons with whom I left the Charge of 
my Fadlory. This News furprized me much, 
and I immediately hired a Imall Canoa and 
three Men to carry me up to Joar, where I 
arrwed the next Day, and found about ten 
Plel^le in the Town, all in my Houfe, the 
Company’s Goods fafe, and in the very fame 
Condition that I left them. 

I WAS not more afraid of their being ftole, Account 
'than of being fpoiled by a pernicious Vermin of Buggm^ 
c 9 \\&A Bttggabuggs h they are very deftrudtive^W- 
wherever they get ; their Way of Travelling 
is, firft to make an hollow Pipe and Tube of 
•Dirt, much like an Arch of a Vault, under 
which they go without being feen. They are 
a fort of White Ants, will work very faft, for 
in twelve Hours they will make their Tube, 
and tiavel eight or nine Yards to get to a 
Cheft, Box or Barrel •, wherever they get, they 

make 
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make ilrangc Work, efpecially in Woollea 
Cloths; in fhort, hothing comes anufs to them, 

- for they feed as hearty upon W ood as any thing 

at all ; and >vhac is nrioft remarkable is, that 
they eat the Inlide only of a Cheft or Table 5 
fo that v/hen. they have entirely deftroy’d itj 
by eating the Heart and Subftance of the 
Wood, yet do they appeaf to the Eye to be 
Hill found. The Sun is their Enemy, Tor it 
will, kill them for a Time 5 but I have obfcr- 
ved, that a.fter the Sun is down they will re-- 
cover their Strength and Vigour. Every Bo.- 
dy is obliged to watch thefe Creatures, and 
to take care they come not to their Chefls 5 
which is done by putting them upon Stands 
with the Legs of them well tarred ; and if 
they let thoTarr be a Week without new do- 
ing it over, it is teh tO' one but they will make 
them a Vide, 

On the 5th Mr Qomef arrived with the 
Fame Stoop« I immediately had my 
brought up- to the Faftory, and thb*i*Nt: 
Morning early he proceeded on his Voyage 
up the River; foon after which I difpac.cheii 
a MelTenger away to Boomey Hainan Seaca^ 
with fome Brandy and a Hanger, as a Fre- 
fent to him from the Company, in order to 
■ • find good Ufage at the Flands of him' and 
his People, in cafe he lliould take this Roadj' 
he being now at a Town call’d S.anjally., about 
hall aDay’s Journey fromjoar. TheMelTenger 
return’d the next Day withahandfom friendly 
Meflfage from him, That he valued all White 
Men, and would therefore never ufe any of 
them ill, efpecially Me, whom he had known 
a long time ago, ever fmee the time he was

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^ith die King of Barfally, :U dm RiRoiy ia 
the Year 1731. aiul that in cafe the Wat 
fhould continue,, his People flioukl not upon 
any Account hurt or molcft 

On the 21ft Mr TJjomas IliUon., my 
Jfant) died of a Fever, having been d? about 
ten Days. I buiied him very decently in our 
Garden under an Orange-Tree, The next 
Day I took an Account of his, Things, and 
found about Forty. Pounds Sterling, Worth oi 
Goods fit for Trade ; after which I fent dovvu 
a M.elTenget to Fort, 'with an Account 
of his Death .and Effedts,. and of the Meflago 
I receiv’d from, Bootney Hanan Scata. 

On the 2^th came up from D>i>ncilhifa inj B s.u 
& C'inos. Job Ben Salomon, who, Iloigoi to liiy, 
came up in' the i'hwe Sloop ■ along with ’,^’''2 
from James Fort on the 26th of Deember lad , '''a' lim!. 
and going on Shore with me at iUcj'hiint) 

Ifiand, and healing that the People ol Jaat 
were run away, it made him ua willing to 
proceed up hither, and therefore he deli red 
Conner to put him and his things alhorc at a 
Place call’d India-, about fix Miles abort 
Damafenfa, where he has continued ever lince ; 
but now hearing that there is no larchci Dan- 
ger, he thoughc he might venture his Body 
and Goods along with mine and the Compa- 
ny’s, and fo came up. 

On the r4di a Mefienger,whom I had lent /s 
to Job's Countty, return’d hither with Letters, A Miiik-n 
and Advice that Jo//s Father died before i'c 
got up thither, but that he had liv’d to rc Ojiuntjf 
ceive the Letters fent by Job Jrom JIlnrl'iiKl, 

wludi 
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1733. which brought him the welcome News of hi'l 
Son’s being ledeemed out of Slavery, and the 
die he made in England. That one of 

Meffenger Wives was married to another Man ; 

brought, but that as foon as the Hulband heard of 
Job\ Afrival here, he thought it advifable to 
abfeond: That fince Abfence from his 
Country, there has been fuch a dreadful War, 
that there is notTo much as one Cow left ini 
it, tho’ when Job was there, it was a very 
noted Country for numerous Herds of large 
Cattle. With this Meflenger ednie a good 
many of Joh'& old Acquaintance,' whom he 
was exceeding glad to fee ; but notwithftand- 
ing the Joy he had to fee his Friends, he wept 
grievoufly for his Father’s Death, and the 
Misfortunes of his Country. He forgave his 
Wife, and the Man that had taken' hef ; Por^ 
fays he, Mr Moore, Jh 6 could not help thinking 
I was dead, for I was gone to a Land from 
whence no Pholey ever yet returned ; therefore 
Jhe is not to be blamed, nor tb,e Man neither. 
For three or four Days he held a Convei fation' 
with his Friends without any Interruption,' 
unlefs to fleep or eat. 

March, O N the 8ch of March the Snow 'Dolphin; 
Capt. Robert Clarke, a Separate Trader, came 
up to Rmnho’s Port, in order to trade for 
Slaves. 

Raman O N the 1 uh, early in the Morning, arri- 
Seaeda ved fixty of Bpomey Human Seaca's People ; 
Feojile vi’ ^bout twenty of them were finely mounted on 
wah^a ' Horfeback well arm’d, and thole on Foot 
falf^Story. were armed with Bows, Arrows and Piftols. 
The Head Man who condufted them came into 

the 
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the Fadlory alone, the others rtay’doutat the 
Door of my Cirk. He told me, that the 
Boomey had feot him to let me know that lie 
pafs’d by here laft Night, to go to fight the 
King at Cohone ; that he would not bring all 
his People here, for fearhelbould not be able 
to govern them, and by that means the Fac- 
tory come CO any Damage. I cold him to 
give my Service to the Boomey, and thank 
him for his Care of the Company’s Effedls, 
and haying made him a fmall Prefent of a 
Pillol and Cutlafs, and fent fome Powder and 
Ball by him to the Boomey, he and the reft of 
them departed excreamly .well fatisficd. 

On the i6ch, in the Evening, arrived Mr 
Hull our Governor in the yrtwier Sloop, wlio 
was going over Land to the Gum t'orclc along ij ,3 
with Jc/i, in order to open a Trade there. Fie to the 
brought up with him Mr Henry 'Johnfon^ late 
Mafter of the Adventure Sloop, which is now 
broke up : He expefted to find Mr Conner here •, 
but being difappointed, and by me defil’d to 
take himfelf the Charge of the Company’'^ 

Goods, he order’d me to. deliver the lame to 
the Care and. Charge of Mr yohnfon, which 
I accordingly did ; After which he defir’d rjrat 
I would joyn with Mr Johnfon in the Manage- 
ment of the Faftory, and trading wich the 
Merchants, which 1 did likewife, 

T O WARD s the Litter End of die Month, B Ha?/ian 
whilll.tbe Governor was at the Fatfiory, Boo* BenSa vi- 
mey Hainan Benda, the King of Barfallj*^ Bro- 
ther, who ftill lluck to- the King’s Part, came 
to fee him, with a very great Attendance, I 
believe forty Men, moll of them on Horle- 



*735- back. At Night he return’d to Cower to lie, 
,, intending the next Day to make him another 
theieon. Vifit. Hamcin Seaca^ being Hill at Sanjally, 
hearing of Human Benda’s being now at Cower^ 
Jent out a Party of about an hundred Men, 
all well armed, fomc on Foot and fome on 
Horfeback, in order to fight with Hainan 
'Benda, or take fome of his Attendants Pri- 
foners ; which he hearing of, immediately fled 
away into the Heart of Barfally as faft as pof- 
fible, and difpatched a Meffenger to acquaint 
the Governor that he could not wait upon him 
as he intended, but defired him to fend him 
a Gallon or two of Brandy. Between Cower 
and Joar the Meffenger was met by Hainan 
Seaca’s People j one of whom, without any 
Ceremony, fliot him thro’ the Body, and then 
took his Horfe, After which they walked 
three or four limes along the Savannah, and 
finding that Hainan Benda’s People would not 
fight them, they came up to the p’adlory, and 
drank a Gallon or two of Brandy, and then 
return’d to Sanjally. 

Ap-il O N the 5 th the Fame Sloop came down 
MvConner with Mr ‘James Conner, Fador, from a Tra- 
^rivesat ding Voyage up the, River, and Mr 'Hhomas 
tehjve° Palmer and Thomas Hull, late Chiefs at Brucoe ; 
rne, they having now, by the Governor’s Order, 
broke up chat Fadory, on account of there 
being but little Trade about it: Which had 
they done twenty Months ago (as I advifed 
them) would have fiived a good deal of Mo- 
ney to the Company. Mr Palmer was de- 
fign’d for Secretary z.tjames Fort, in the room 
of Mr Samuel Furner^ who was made Ac- 
I comptant, 
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comptant, and Mr ^'homas Hull was to ftay 
.-here as an Affillanc to Mr Conner. , 

■And now that I live by myfelf, it may 
not, perhap'i, be difagreeable for a Perl'on 
never out of England to hear how I lived in 
jifrica. 

I GOT up by Day-break, in order to enjoy Accouni; 

. the .Cool of, the Mornings, and oftentimes took 
a Ride of three or four Miles from home, thro’ 

Woods .and Savannahs, the Air being then ve- id 
ry pleafant : ' As foon as I came back I break- Africa. ‘ 
failed on Green or Bohea Tea, or for want of 
it, a fort of Tea which grows wild m the 
Wgods, call’d ■Simhongy Quantities of which 
have been fent to England., and feveral People 
there adiimed it much. When I wanted Su- 
gar, which .was feldona, 1 made ufe of Ho- 
ney, reckon’d to be very wholfome ; but if 
taken too much, is apt to give a PeiTon i he 
.Flux. When the Frelhes were fo ftiong that 
no Veflels could come up from which I could 
get fome Sugar, and when the Natives had 
employ’d all their Honey in rnaking Honey- 
Wine, then I was forced to quit my Tea for 
Sweet Milk, which is very plenty amongli 
the Fholeys. This I eat cold, with Cakes broke 
into it, made of Flower of Rice or Guinea 
Corn, mix’d up with Water, and baked over 
a Fire in an Iron Pot. This Country Mdk, 
whatever is theReafon of it, will leldom or 
never bear boiling without turning s I impu- 
ted it to the Sournefs of the Grafs' which the 
Cows eat. For Dinner I had frequently Beef, 
fometimes frefli, and fometimes powder’d, for 
it would keep in Salt fix or feven Days toge- 
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> 73 J‘ iher withoiiL fpoiling: This I either boiled and 
eat with Coofcoofli, as the Natives do, or elfe 
I boiled it with Pompkins or Coliloo, like 
Spinage, both which are there exceeding plen- 
ty. Fowls are fo cheap, that you may buy 
them for three Charges of Gunpowder apiece ; 
and when 1 wanted either Fifii or Game, I fent 
out one of the Company’s Servants, who was 
a Hunter, allow’d us by the Company to keep, 
and he feldom fail’d of bringing in either Wild 
Hog, Deer, Ducks, Partridges, Wild Geefe, 
or Crown Birds •, all which are plenty in their 
different Seafons. 

The Afternoon was the ufual Time for 
Trade ; but fometimes would laft for three 
Days together ; which being my proper 
Bufinefs, I never negleiffed. If it ended 
foon, I would fometimes take a Trip to 
the neighbouring Towns, and return’d home 
to Supper i after which 1 arnufed myfelf with 
“writing, reading, or vifiting my Neighbours 
till Bed- time, where I commonly was treated 
with Palm-Wine, Ciboa-Wine-, Honey-Wine, 
or elfe a Fruit call’d Cola, which reliffies Wa- 
ter. 1 ufed frequently to go a Shooting, 
which was chiefly Doves and Partridges, they 
being found not far from the Fadlory. Guefts 
1 was ufed to have fometimes in plenty, fome 
being Traders, and others Meffengcrs from 
Great Men of the neighbouring Kingdoms, 
who would frequently fend me Prefents of 
Cows, Cloths, and fometimes a Slave ; but 
this was not veiy pleafing to me, becaufe I 
was fenffble that they expefled I (hould return 
them Prefents to more -than the' Worth of 
what they feiit me. All thefe Prefents were 
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for the Company’s Benefit, and I accordingly 1735. 
accounted for them. 

The Negroe Women drefs’cl my Viftuals 
in earthen Ware, fweet and clean, and made 
by the Natives. I had alfo two Iron Pots from 
James Fort, one of which was for the Ufe of 
the Company’s Slaves and Servant, and the 
other ferved me on high Days, when I had 
Company, or elfe for an Oven to bake in. 

I had a good large Bedchamber ; in the rainy 
Seafond always kept a Fire in it. My Bed 
was rais’d from the Ground about two Feet 
Upon Forks, at the Head and Feet Poles laid 
on theroj and a Hurdle made of Split Cane 
laid above them, which anfwer’d the Sacking 
Bottom of our EjigliJfj Bedfteads. I had a 
Bed made of coarfe Cotton-Cloths, the Pro- 
duce of the Country, which I got fluffed with 
Silk Cotton, a fort of Down. Befides what I 
brought from England^ the K. of Barfally, and 
his Sifter gave me fomc Cotton Cloths fix 
Yg.rds long and three wide, which I ufed for 
Sheets, At the four Corners of my Bedftead 
I fet up four Poles to fupport a kind of Pavi- 
lion made of thin Cloth, for keeping off the 
Mufqueto’es, In one Corner of my Room I 
had a large Jarr of Water raifed upon For- 
killas, to keep it from Vermin. Other Fur- 
niture, as I had little Occafion for it, I was 
not troubled with. 


On the 6th, as I was walking about a Author 
Quarter of a Mile from Fadlory, I found a 
the Foot of a Beaft, the Carcafs having been 
devour’d, as I believe, by a Lion, much re-poQt" 
fembiing a Baboon, but as big as that of a 

3 Man j 
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Man *, it was newly kill’d, cov'er’d with Hair 
about an Inch long. I brought it home, and' 
Ihow’d It Governor Hull, and examining fome 
of the Natives, they told us, that it was the 
Foot of what they call’d a Wild Man ; that 
there are a good many of them in this Coun- 
try, but they are feldom found ; they are as 
tall as a Man, have Breails like a "Woman, 
and have a fort of a Language, and walk up- 
on their h eet as Human Creatures. 

b M the Sth, having deliver’d up the Com- 
pany’s Efleds to Mr James Conner, and taken 
pioper Difcharges for the firne, I embarked 
on Board the Company’s Sloop James, to 
which Mr Hull accompanied me, and parted 
with me in a very fiiendly manner. Job 
His part- likewife came down with me to the Sloop, 
parted with me with Tears in his Eyes, 
iaman. the fame time giving me Lctrejs for 

his Grace the Duke of Montague, the Royal 
African Company, Mr Oglethor;pe, and fcveral 
other Gentlemen in England, telling me to 
give his Love and Duty to them, and to ac- 
quaint them, that as he defigns to learn to 
write the Engli/h Tongue, he will, when he is 
Mafter of it, fend them longer Epiftles, and 
full Accounts of what lhall happen to him 
hereafter ; defiring me, that as I had lived 
with him almoft ever fince he’ came there, I 
would let his Grace and the other Gentlemen 
know vvhat he had done, and that he -was the 
hcxt Day going with Mr Hull up to Tanima- . 
rent, from whence he would, accompany him 
to the Gum Foreft, and make fo good an 
Underftanding between the Company and his 
Country People, that ih.^ EngliJIj Nation fhould 

reap 
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reap the Benefit of the Gum Trade; faying 3735' 
at laft, that he would fpend his Days in endea- 
vouring to do good for the Englijh, by whom 
he had been redeemed from Slavery, and fi oin 
whom he had received fuch innumerable Fj 7 - 
vours, 

Immebiately after I fet fall, and in four 
Days arrived at James Fort, where the Com- 
pany’s Snow Dolphin lay taking in a Cargo of 
Elephants Teeth and Becs-Wax. 

On the 13 th of May^ having fettled my 
Accompts, and gotmyAccomptCurrant fign’d 
by Mr Charles Orfeur^ I made myfelf ready 
to embark for England. In the Afternoon and fets 
Mr Hamilton, late C. Merchant, and feveial 
others befides myfelf, embaikcd aboard the 
Dolphin Snow, Capt. Thomas Fteeman, for 
London. Mr Orfeur, and all the other Gentle- 
men accompanied us down to the Boat, where 
we drank a couple of Bottles of Wine; and 
then having taken our Leaves of one another, 
and put off from Shore, the Fort fired nine 
Guns, in complaifance to Mr Hugh Hamilton, 
he having been for fome time Chief Merchant. 

We immediately fet fail in Company with the 
Succefs, Cape, bright, bound on a Trading 
Voyage to Grutcheo and Portodally. We both 
faluted the Fort with nineGuns each, and both, 
had the fame Number returned. 

B V reafon of the frefli Sea-Breezes we were > 
not able to reach Banjon Point in lefs than two 
Days, where we fenc our Boat afliore to pur- 
chafe Fowl, which by the Negligence of the 
Sailors was Hove ; but Capt. IFngbi’s People > 

0^4. being; 
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1735. bHng afliore, were fo good as to bring ofF our 
People, and tow the Boat aboard after them. 
The next Day we paffed out of the River 
Gambia, and took our Departme from Cape 
Saint Mary's,, with a pietty frefla Gale going 
about fix Knots an Hour. 

O.N the 3 ift, about Noon, died one of our 
Ship-Mates, Mr James Ellis, who was ill 
when wc left Gambia, but died a Martyr to 
Rum for when he was not able to lift aMng 
to his Mouth, he made fhift to fuck it thro’ 
a Pipe, and died with a Pipe and a Mug full 
of Bumbo clofe to his Pillow. He was com- 
mitted to the Deep, and the Service rqad over 
him. 

June, O N the 28th of Jufie we fpoke with, a large 
Ship, Capt. Sbiehis Commander, from the 
Gum Coad, butlaft from S.Jn^o, one of the 
Cape P’erd Iflandg, bound for London, having 
made a'p^'cety good Voyage. , 

Jvty. O N the lOth of Julj, in the Morning, we 
brought to, founded, and found Ground with 
eighty Fathom of Line, which by the Even- 
ing we brought to feventy five. ,Ever fince 
the 29th of June we had hard Gales of Wind, 
but being diredly fair for us, we had not much 
reafon to complain. This Day we fpoke with 
a Ship for London from Jamaica in eight Weeks. 
The next Morning we made the Englijh Coafi j 
and foon after we faw the Ediftone, Lighthoufe 
abreafl of us. The Gale continuing, we went 
forward right before the Wiqd at a great Rate, 
At Midnight we were not, a little furprized to 
hear one of our Sailors cry out Land, ! night 
* !. e. Mil«s, ahead ^ 
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ahead ! we judging ourfelves at leafl. five 173$. 
Leagues from it. We lowered our Sails, and 
lay to till Day-light ; at which time we per- 
ceived the Fellow was under a Miftake, being 
then out of Sight of Land. 

On the 12 th we were chafed by one of the 
King’s Sloops, who when llte came near us 
fired a Shot, and brought us to ; after which 
one of the Lieutenants belonging to the Edin- 
hrough Man of War, came on Board us ; and 
after having detain’d us about four Hours, took 
away three of our bell Sailors, and left three 
Others in their Stead. In the Afternoon we 
made the JJle pf Wight j and.the next Morning 
at Day-light wc were got abrcafl: of Beach'j 
Head ; about nine we came to Dungennefs, . 
where lay about thirty Sail of outward-bound 
Ships. Soon after we came to the Dotvns, 
where lay alfo a great number of Ships out- 
ward-bound, and two or three Men of War. 

We came to anchoi, and waited for a Pilot, 
at laft one came oh’, with whole Boat I went 
aflioretoDi?^/, having been exadly twoMonths 
on our Voyage from James Fort:^ in the River 
Gavihja, I lay all Night at Beal, and refrefh- 
ed myfelf ; the next Morning I got a Florfe 
and fet out towards' where Farrived 
in the Afeernodft. There I chofe to flay all 
Night, and went up to London in a Pair of 
Oars-, from whence by the fiift Pbft I fenc 
Letters to acquaint my Friends of my Return 
fvom Africa v^\\\c)x ow ' Engltfh People molt 
of them think fo unhealthy, that White Peo- 
ple cannot live there, by reafon of the excef- 
five Heat. The next Return of the Poft I 
received a kind Letter fropi my Mother, ex- 

prefllng 
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ihs« prefting the Jfoy and Satisfadion flie received' 
by healing of the Return of her Son, whom 
Ihe had for four or five Years paft never ex- 
peded to fee again ; and in the fame Letter 
file fent me the melancholy Account of my 
Father’s Death, as likewife of two Brothers 
and a Sifter, and feveral other near Relations, 
fince the Year 1730. of which 1 never before 
had received the leaft Account. 

I WAITED upon the Company, who were 
very well pleas’d with my Behaviour whilft 
in their Seivice'; they paid me what Money 
was due to me, and in the Month of September 
following I let out for the City of Worcefier^ 
where I was kindly received by my old Ac- 
'quaintance, and leturned God Thanks, who 
thro’ fo many Dangers had brought me back 
in Safety to my Friends, Relations, and na^ 
tive Country. 
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VOYAGE up the Gambia.. 

BiE I N G AN 

Attempt for making Discoveries,, 
and improving the Trade of that 
River, by Bartholomew St Ms,. 
Edward Drummond, and Richard Eull^ 
in' the Year ly'aj. 

N 'thc 7th of OBohe’r, 1723. I 1723. 
arrived at the Mouth of the OMcr. 
River Gambia with the African 
Gomjiany of England's, bhip 
Difpatch, having proper Inflrnc- 
tions for proceeding up the faid 
River with Canoas as far as pofTible, in queft 
of the Gold Mines, arid making other Difco- 
veries in this Country. At Noon I anchor’d 
at famej If and, fainting the Fort with 5 Guns, 
and then went afhore ; where, to my preat 
Surprize, I found that Mr Glynn the Gover- 
nor had been dead near fix Months, and was 

fuc- 
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}7^i' fjcceeded by Mr Jofepb Willy, who was at 
prefenc up at Joar with Mr Orfeur, Lieut. ' 
Macjwain and Dr Caffull. 

I IMMEDIATELY confultcd With Mr HmU, 
who is Secretary and Chief Fador, and with 
whom the Fort was at prefent entrufted, and 
who immediately difparch’d away a Canoa to 
Mr Will'j at Joar with the Company’s Pac- 
quet. I wrote to him myfelf alfo, acquaint- 
ing him of the Company’s having appointed 
me Chief Condudor of the Expedition up this 
River. Both Mr Hull and myfelf deftred he 
would give fpeedy Orders for buying up Ca- 
nons, and to purchafe what he could there, 
for at prefent 1 found they had none. 

On the i6ch the Canoa return’d, which 
earned the Difpatches to Joar^ but without 
any Anfwer to my Letter s and in .he Letter 
to Mr Hull, Mr Willy fays there are no Ca- 
nons to be bought there without taking any 
farthefNotice of it, or giving Orders' for buy- 
ing any *, at which we were much concern’d. 

O N the 24th two Gromettas (or hired 
Black Servants) came down from Joar, being 
hired by Mr iVilly for the Company’s Serviccj 
but they brought no Letters at all. 

O N the 2^th, late at Night, came down 
the Gambia Sloop, Capt. Ujing, from Joa)\ 
with 49 Slaves. He brings feveral, Letters, 
[which mention nothing of the Expedition] 
but none for me. From the Captain I un- 
derftood that Mr Wtlly thinks little or nothing 
of the Afi'air, that fome Canoas may be bought 
there, and that one very good one was offer’d 
him, but yet was not bought, nor could he 
fay that be defign’d to buy it : That it would 
be' a Fortnight yet, he thought, before "Mr 
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IFtlly came down 5 upon which I refolv’d to 
wrice again to Mr akho’ he has taken 

no manner of Notice of my former Letter. 

On the 28th the Gambia Sloop fail’d for 
Joar again, by whom I fent the following 
Letter : 

<ro JOSEPH WILLY, E/q^ 

Sir, Oftober 28, 172J; 

A PI ER upward of 20 Days being arrived 
here, on an Account which I am verq fen- 
fible the Rojal Company expedfs their utmoft Inte- 
rejl to be employ'd in here, I am very firry to find 
1 can neither have the Honour of hearing from 
you, or feeing you •, and, to my further Mortifi- 
cation, to hear that there are no Camas above^ 
mr fo much as an Order yet to procure any here 
below. The Seafon now advances fwifily, and 
if I cannot be purfuing the Deftgn by the beginning 
of December, it is in vain to think on it after*' 
wards. The Ship may fiay with you, if you think 
it for the Royal Company's Intereji : But if the 
Deftgn on which I am folely and particularly come, 
thro' any unforefien Accidents or Omiffions, can- 
not be carried on in the Time abovemention' d, and 
that you have no Cargo ready by ^^fiDifpatchj 
my Deftgn is to return to England with Capt. 
Rodwell, unlefi with eonfulting with you we can 
form a fpeedy Voyage for the Company's Intereft, 
•which probably it is not difficult to do ; but Twill . 
flay in this River on no account long, ( unlefi on 
the Expedition for which I am folely come) but 
' endeavour by a fpeedy Return to put Matters in 
fuch a Pofiure, that tiotbing the next Tear may 
be wanting to ptirfue an Affair, •which I am but 
loofenfible the Royal Company have extreamly at 

heart. 
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heart. I beg Leave likemfe to aJJ'ure yoti^ that 
to go as high as Barracundii, or fomewbat higher^ 
wiil not at all anfwer.tke Royfll Compatifs In- 
■ientions, as having longfmce by many been pr- 
form'd, and to go higher after C\\v^&ny^% is hard- 
ly praliicahle : Therefore 'twas highly neceffary 
we had gone about it in earnefi immediately on 7ny 
Arrival j for what with Time lojt in buying ,the 
Camas, and fitting of them, ( here being fio Car- 
penter but my own ) we had been full late, y had the 
greatefi EupediUon been .us'd at firft ; hut now 
there is a Month or five Weeks- will 'be elapfed 
before we can fo <much as confult or debate tipon 
it. I am heartily forry for the ' Roy d. Company’ s 
-Charges on. this Affair, but mote for their. Eif 
■ appointments ■, and. hope next I'ear m ffallpurfue 
ft with fitch Unanimity of Opinions, as ynay fully 
make them .amends for the )Lofs :.of ' this Seafen-

•f Mr SiW himfelf here inentions'lils being veiy fcti' 
Able, that he fet outtoo'late in tlie^Year upon his Djfqo- 
very. If he had fet out frpm' FataUnda in the beginning 
of Nownbei, he might have made his way up mocE far. 
thcr by Water. Pie afterwards feems to think that this' is 
not the Niger, becaufe he could not go up high enough j 
whereas he here fays, that the* reafon of his not being able 
to go up as far as rhe anonymous Journal mentions, is be- 
. caufe it was too late in the Year. 
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Notions of the Expedition than at .prefent 1 
learn he has. 

Ofj .the 29th the Bnrrah Shallop was dif- 
patch’d for Jemck, to purchafe Corn and Ca- 
noas for the Expedition. 

On the 31ft, in the Afternoon, the Com- 
pany’s Pinnace (to our great Surprize) brought 
down the Corps of Mr Wdly. It feeins'he 
left Jear laft • Tuefday Evening, , being then 
much diforder’d in his Head, and died on 
■Board the Brigantine Advice, Capt. Rodwell, 
ithat fame Night, or rather IFednefday Morn- 
ing, being then off Elepha-nd^ Ifland. They 
tell us likewife, that Lieut. Macfwain and 
Dr Cafful are fo bad, that their Lives are 
defpair’d of 5 and that Mr Willy had broke 
up the Fadtory at Joar before he came away, 
leaving Mr Orfeur (who now is Chief) and 
■Mr Rogers^ with the James IJland Sloop, to 
flay a little longer to fee if the King of Bar- 
/ally would come and make up the Palaver. 
Mr Willy was buried on the North Baftion,, 
where feveral other Governors lie; the Fort 
'firing 16 Guns minutely, and I ten afterwards 
from my Ship. 

On the ill of 'November, at Noon, the Fort 
hoifted the Flag, and fir’d nine Guns to the 
mew Governor’s Health (Mr Orfeur) it being 
a Guftom here, altho’ he was at Joar,. and 1 
‘fir’d five from my Ship. At Eight at Night 
came up the Hamilton’s Boat, Capt. Kirk,, who 
has the Miners, Lfo. on Board for the Expe- 
dition ; the Ship is without the River, . 

O N the 2d, in the Morning, a Canoa 
brought down the Body of Dr Hugh Caffidl, 
who came out about fix Months ago as chief 
..Surgeon for the Expedition up the River. 

FI? 
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•i?i3‘ He died yefteiday Morning on Board tlie 
Brigantine Advice^ Capt. Rodwdl, in his Way 
down hither from His . Body" was foon 

after fcnt over to GiJ/y/ra Lobe incerr’d, the 
Fort Bring four Gutis. This Gentleman died 
univerfally lamented, he having the beft of 
Charafters, which proves a great Lofs to the 
Expedition, 

■ At Noon, the Corps of Lieut. Macfwalfi 
was brought down, who died alfo on Board 
the Brigantine at Three this Morning. He 
was buried in the Evening on the EaftBaftion, 
the Fort firing fix Guns. This young Man 
had alfo a very good Charadter. In the Even- 
ing the Advice Brigantine came down flora 
Joar, and anchor’d between us and the Fort, 
O N the 4th, in the Afternoon, the liaiml- 
ion^ Capt. ifrV^, came up, and fent aihore the 
Miners and Surgeon in good Health, viz, 
eight Miners, with their Captain, and his 
Deputy, and a Smith for them, in all eleven, 
and a Surgeon and his' Mate, being all for 
the Expedition. ■ . 

O N the 5th came down the Gambia Sloop 
from Joat, with Mr Orfeur and Mr Rogers., 
the Faftory at Joar being entirely broke up. 
At his going on Shore I fainted him with five 
Guns, as did the reft,' and "the Fort with 
feven. i . ! . . 

On the 6th I met In. Council (being the 
firft time) with Mr Orfeur, Mr Rogers, and 
Mr Hull, and then . open’d .my Inftrudtions 
deliver’d me by the Royal Company as Chief 
Condiidlor of the intended Expedition, which 
was read ; and afterwards open’d the Royal 
Company’s Inftruftions to .the, Chief and 
Council here on the fame Affair j which 

was 
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was 'read alfo, and then adjourn’d to the 8th 
Inftant. Meffieurs Orfeur and Rogers defiring 
to perure the Journals, which by the Demife 
of Meflieurs Glynn and fP^illy were fallen 
into their Hands, and Which they had never 
yet Teen. 

O N the 8th we met in Council again, and 
finding it impofiible to carry on the faicl Ex- 
pedition, thro’ Mortality, with the full Num- 
ber of Hands prefcnb’d in the Royal Com- 
pany’s Inftrudlions, ’twas refolv’d in the mean 
time, having adjourn’d to the ift of Beceviher, 
that the utmofl: Endeavours (hould be us’d to 
buy or hire Canoas, as alfo Provifions (the 
Company having none here) and then to meet 
and fet the Day and Number of -Men that 
fiiould proceed on the fold Expedition up the 
River. 

O N the nth, the James IJland Sloop, Capt. 
Trevifa^ came down {rantjoar with 2^ Slaves, 
fent thither in a Canoa by Mr Dmanmond at 
Cuttejarr. 

0 N the 15th the Hannllon fail’d for Cape 
Coafl with 30 Slaves, and the Gambia Sloop 
to Jenock for Rice and Corn for the Adwe, 
Capt. Rodwell, for whom 150 Slaves are ready 
to be carried for Ja 7 naua. 

1 N the Evening the Diamond Man of War’s 
Boat, Capt. JVyndba 7 n^ came up with Lieut. 
Pcrcival in her, the Ship lying at anchor off 
the Broken Hands : The next Morning he 
went down again. 

O N the 17th died my Firft Mace Mr John 
Laughland. In the Evening came up the IVil- 
ham Sloop, Cape. Elliot, from Barbadees : He 
informs us, that the Man of War and the 

Hamilton 
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*723- Hamilton fail’d this Morning from the Broken 
Iflands. 

O N tlie i^d the James IJland Sloop went 
up the River for Cntlejarr, 

O H the eyih the William Sloop, Capt. El- 
liot, fail’d. Moft of my Men were down with 
Fevers. 

On the goth arrived a French Sloop from 
Goree, which fame Sloop fad’d the i6th of 
OSloher kft from this Place for Goree with 46 
Slaves ahd Goods. For thefe lafl; 20 Days 
we have had generally very ftrong Eaftward- 
ly "Winds, and very cold, beyond Imagina- 
tion, confidering the Climate. 

On the ill of December We met in Coun- 
cil, according to our laft Adjournment ; and 
having not enough Canoas yet, tho’ daily ex- 
pected, we adjourn’d to the 7 th. 

This Day came in the Jiuby Brigantine, 
'Capt. Kid^el, an Interloper from London, be- 
longing to Mr Godding a French Merchant. 

O N the 3d came up the Gambia Sloop from 
Jenock, with 190 Barrels of Rice and Corn on 
Board. In the Evening the Slaves were fent 
®n Board the Brigantine, and the next Morn- 
ing the necelfary 'Corn ; fo that now Ihc lies 
ready for failing. 

O N the 5th, underftanding that MonCeur 
D*harriet, the French Chief at Alhreda, was 
gone to Fancrowall, which is contrary to the 
Agreement between the two Companies of 
England and France, which permits them to 
go no higher in this River than FintainPoint, 
without Leave firfl obtain’d from the Englifi 
Governor, in the Evening Meffieurs Rogers 
and Hull were difpatch’d in the Gambia Sloop 
to feke him and his Ganoa, and to make di- 
ligent 
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Ifgeht Enquiry if he had made any Trade 
there, particularly with Signior Antonio Vofs^ 
Or any other .Portuguefe ; if fo,, to bring them 
down alfo. This Step was lakpn oh account 
Of the French Chief’s declaring before the Go,- 
vernor, myfelf, and the reft of the Council, 
that he would go up the River as high as he 
pleas’d, and when he pleas’d, without asking 
Leave- 

On the gth the GambiaSloo^ return’d from 
Tancrowall with Mr Refers and Mr Hilil, who 
brought with them a large Canoa, which the 
French Chief went up in, but he got away 
himfelf to Vintahi over Land. The Canoa 
being forfeited by thefe Proceedings of the 
French^ it was order’d for the Expedition j and 
indeed it came in good time, for hitherto we ; 
had but four ; and now judging thefe fufficient, 

I immediately order’d my Carpenter to fit 
them. 

O N the I ith we met in Council, and fettled 
the Number of Whites and Blacks that were to 
go on the Expedition, viz, 19 White Men, 
including our Linguifteri; tvbo' is as Black as 
Coal ; 'tho’ here, thro’ .Cuftom, (being ,Chri- 
ftians) they account chemfelves White Men. 
We agreed that the zfthlnftant fhould be tlie° 
utmoft Limits of out Stay 1 but, if poffible, 
to fit the Canons fooner, and be gone before, 

M E, Hemy - Rofe appointed Matter of the 
Boars from England-, making fpme Objeftions 
to his going, was order’d to gwe i.n his Rea- 
fons in Writing on the Morrow; To which 
Time we adjourn’d. , 

On the 12th we met in Council, and read 
the Reafans deliver’d in by Mr Rofe againft 
his going on the Expedition, which appear’d 
R ?, to 
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to be very frivolous, and inconfiftent with h'lS 
Contraft, and chiefly intended to the doubling 
of his Salary. Upon which I acquainted the 
reft of the Council that I would undertake the 
Charge myfelf, or any other, without any 
Confuleration, rather than the Expedition 
Ihould be impeded cither on that or any other 
Account. 

Came up the Ruby, Capt. Craigue^ an Iit- 
terloper, belonging to Mr Wrag^ in London^ 
who defigns for Slaves to Carolina. 

I N the Evening the Gambia Sloop and the 
Barrah Shallop went to Vintain to careen. 

O N the rqth, in the Morning, came down 
the "Jatnes IJlanci Sloop from Ctdtejarr., with 
Mr Edward Drufnmond, and 40 Slaves, and 
9 C. Weight of Elephants Teeth. 

On the 17th, the Ruhy Capt. Craiguty 
fail’d up the River for joar. The Gambia 
Sloop came down from Vintain. 

On the 21ft early, the Brigantine, 
Capt. Rodwcllf fail’d for Jamaica with 150 
Slaves ; with her went the Gambia Sloop to 
fee her fafe out of the River. 

About Noon IValter Erathern, Captain of 
the Miners, was carried to Gillyfree to be bu- 
* ried the Fort fired fix Guns, and myfelf four 
from the Eifpatcb Ship. He died over Night, 
after about fix Days illnefs •, it was the more 
furprizing to us, by reafon it did nor appear 
he was in any danger till a few Hours before 
his Death. Ever fince his Arrival he has been 
always melancholy and difeontented, often 
wilhing the Expedition was over, that he might 
return to England^ not liking this Country at 
all. 

0 H 
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On the 23d the Gathhia Stoop came up, 
having feen the Advice Brigantine fafe out of 
the River the Day before. 

O N the 25Ch the French Sloop fail’d from 
Albreda for Goree^ with 100 Slaves on Board, 
and other Goods. Ac Noon we perceiv’d a 
vaft Swarm of Locufts : They arofc in the 
"Weftward, and by Night came as far as Gilly 
free. Al Five in the Afternoon we launch’d 
the largefl; Canoa, which I call’d the Cbanths. 
At the fame time we drank his Grace’s Health, 
and the Fort fir’d ij Guns.

The 26th of December being the Day ap- 
pointed for proceeding up the River on the 
Expedition, according to a Refolution of 
Council of the nth Inftant, I this Morning 
order’d my Ship Difpatch to unmoor, and at 
Four P.:M. weigh’d, and run a League, above 
the Fort, and' then anchor’d, the Canoas not 
being' entirely ready. 


The 
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The Swarm of Locufts we, dilcover’d 17 ^ 3 ' 
yefterday having devour’d all the Herbage, 
about Gd/j;/w, arofe this Afternoon, and took 
their Flight again, diredling their Courfe to 
the Eaftward, up the River. They fpread at 
kail four Miles, darkening the Air as they 
lly, fo that neither the Sky nor the Woods are 
perceptible thro’ them. 

On the 27th, having fevera! high Words 
with the Governor about the dilatory fitting 
the Canoas, ^^c. I went on Board, weigh’d 
my Anchor, and fell up a League higher, and 
then anchor’d again. Here I cannot help 
taking notice, as I have frequently told the 
Gentlemen here, that it is my Opinion we are 
too lace in the Year, and flrall probably find 
the want of Water above the Falls. 

On the zScb, eaily m the Morning, the 
Governor and Mr Rogers came on Boaid, 
bringing with them all the Canoas, and de- 
figning to go as far as Tancrowall with us. 1 
immediately hoifled the Flag at the Maintop- 
maft-head and weigh’d, and by Ten turn’d it 
beyond Ssaca Point, the Wind at N. E. At 
Four P. M, I weight’d ag<iin» at, Midnight 

anchor’d a League fliort of Tancrowdl. 

O N the 29th, at Ten in the Morning, I 
anchoi’d at I’amrowall^ and faluted Sig, yf«- 
tonio Vofs with five Guns. Aftei wards the 
Governor, Cfc, went afhore, and both dined 
and fupp’d with him. He made us a Prefenc 
of two fat Bullocks. , ■ 

O N the 31ft, at Eleven in the Morning, 
we left Tancrowall at half Flood, and by Two 
P. M. turn’d it as high as/)r«?«-Hil], where 
I anchor’d. The Governor, 6?r. and Anlonto 
Vofs flay’d on Board and din’d with me. We 

drank 
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f7*3' Company’s Health, Succefs to the 

Expedition, ^^fc. with firing of Guns. In the 
Evenjng the Governor, went away to 
Tancmmll in the Jaynes IJlm^ Sloop, from 
whence the Gambia Sloop carries them to 
“James Fort. 

At ‘Tanerdwall it was agreed between us, 
that (the better to obfcrve the Company’s 
Orders and Inftruftions) Capt. Stibh^ do keep 
the Journal, and take the Bearings and Di- 
llances of the Points and Reaches of this Ri- 
ver, that Mr 'Drummond keep the Ac- 
counts, and that Mr Hull take every 
Opportunity of going aflaore, in order to 
make Difcovcrjes of Ores, Minerals and, Ve- 
getables, and to colleifl and keep the 
fame. , ' , 

A T Seven at Night, the Tide ferving, I 
weigh’d, as did all the Canoas, and at Three 
in the Morning anchor’d three Leagues above 
Tendsbar. ' ' 

On the I ft of Jetmary, at Eleven in the 
Morning, we got under Sail, the Wind being 
jii our Teeth Eaftwardly ; and at Six in the 
Evening we anchor’d in the Devil’s Reach. 
Here the River is about a Mile and half 
broad, with prodigious high, tall, ftrait Man- 
groves on both Slides. Here we found the 
Mufquetoes begin to be very troublcfome iq 
the Night. 

'On the 2,d, by Sun-fet, we got up with 
Elephants Ifland,. (taking all Opportunities of 
the Tide both, by Day and Night.) We kepg 
in that Channel on rh'e NOrth-fide of the I- 
fiand, althp’ ,by much the leaft, it being it? 
feme Places’ not ’above ijiyo Yards over, bufc 
Water enough,' and free froth ‘ Shoals. Mr 

Drummond 
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'prummond went before in one of the Canoas 
to Damafinfa^ to get one or two fmallGanoas, 
which I am to take’ there, in order to fend 
into Creeks, where there js.but little Water, 
At Eight at Night I anchor’d at the othes 
End of. Elephants Ifland, not quite throk 
This Ifland, as well as all the River we pafs?dj 
was very full of high Mangroves, and is a- 
bout fix Mijes long. Many Files were in the 
Country all Night, and the Flies very troti- 
blefome. ^ 

t O n the g'd, at Six in the Morning, we got 
tip onr Anchor, and at Seven anchor’d again 
Zgnn^Bamafenfa River. I immediately went 
yp in my Yawl, and met Mx Btummond at 
Monf. Le Maigreh Houfe, who treated us 
very .civilly, and at Noon we return’d on 
Board, biinging with us one fmali Canoa 
<pnly. ' 'This Perfon is a Frenchman, and a 
pt'ivate Trader, and' the only European that 
Jives here, nor are there twenty Hoiifes- in the 
Place. It is near five Miles up the River, 
which at the Entrance may be fifty Yards o- 
ver, but grows fo narrow at laft, by reafon 
of the Mangrove Trees, as not to leave room 
to row. It is full of Alligators, which the 
Mundingoes call Bmibo, I faw a great many 
of them, and Variety of Birds, as Pelicans, 
Flamingoes, Grabcatchers, Doves, fi?c. I could 
not forbear taking notice of a fmall * Bird, np

* Thefc Blf-ds aie in Si?;e and Feather like the Cock 
SUoldhnch, and build their Nefts at the very Extiemities of 
the Boughs of the T lees upon Tvyigg that liarig over the 
River^ which are fo fmall as not to bear much more Wfight 
than the Nell icfclf. Nature having taught them thnt this 
is the means of preferring their Species fioin the Monkeys, 
which climb all Trees that can bear them, and who aie ail 
fend ol Buds Nefts as Children. ■ ■' '

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*724- bigget than a Chaffinch, which build their 
Nefts on fmall Trees, which here and there 
bang over the River, and at the very Extre- 
mities of the T wigs, in great Numbers. Up 
this River are no Mangroves for a League 
from the Gambia ; the Land on each Side is 
a fine Mar fit, free from Trees, and overgrown 
with Reeds f and high Grafs. It is in thofe 
Places theSea-Horfes (or more properly River- 
Horfes) delight and come to feed. I faw their 
Beds and Trafts in feveral Places, but as yet 
have not feen the Creature, which when I 
have Opportunity will particularly defcribe. 

A T Three in the Afternoon we got under 
Sail, and at Eight at Night anchor’d on the 
Weft Side of the Sea-Horfe Eland. This Eland 
is about a Mile and half long, very low, and 
full of Mangroves, and navigable only of this 
Side, where the River is near a Mile over. 
This Evening we pafs’d by two confiderable 
Rivers, viz. Sanjally on the Left, and India 
on the Right. The Country on both Sides 
low, with high Mangroves by the River Sides. 

O N the 4th, at Eight in the Morning, wc 
anchor’d at Joar, where we found the 
Capt. Craigue, an Interloper, who faluted me 
with five Guns, y?bich I return’d. By this 
Gentleman I wrote a Letter to the Royal 
Company, diredled to Mr Lymi, giving an 
account of our being here on our Way on the 
Expedition. 

Here we began to fee fome high Hills 
inland, of a reddilli Colour, and pretty thin 

of 

Thefe Reeds are of the fame Kind as thofe growing 
on the Nile, of which the Egyptians us’d to make the Pa- 
pyrus, us’d by them to write upon long before the Invention 
of Paper and Parchment. 
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of Trees; alfo we faw a great many wild 1714. 
Monkeys, and large Flocks of Crown-Buds, 
which make a Noife as difagreeable as the 
Braying of an Afs. Ac this Place the River 
is not fo wide as at Gravefend, and the Man- 
groves grow thin and fcrubby. 

A T Three this Afternoon Mr Drummond 
went before with two Canoas for Dubocunia^ 
to purchafe Corn and Rice for the Gromettas 
againft we came, chat no Time might be loft, 

I intending to follow with the Ship the next 
Morning. This Evening the 'James Ijlani 
Sloop came up and joyn’d us. 

O N the 5th, in the Morning, we left yoa}\ 
having taken in a Linguifter for Barracundat 
viz. fagrood Satiea ; we alfo hir’d a Balafeii 
(which is a Country Mufician) to cheat up the 
Men, and recreate them in an Evening. At 
Eleven we anchor’d fhort of f Tarine River 
one Mile, Weighing again at Five in the 
Afternoon, at Eleven at Night we anchor’d 
between Deer Iflands. The River here is not 
above + aoo Yards over. The North Chan- 
nel on the ocher Side is wider, but not navi- 
gable for Ships. From Joar hither the Coun- 
try on each Side is fine low Marflies for four 
or five Miles, free from Trees. 

' The Ridge of Hills chat rifes about Joar 
continues to tend to the Eaftward, at about 
stwo or three Leagues diftance from the Ri- 
ver ; they feem not to be fo high as High- 
gate Hills, are very woody, and inclining 
to a Red. 1 N

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\1H' I N thcfe Marflies multitudes of wild Ele-^ 
phants are frequently feen, sts well as wild Sea- 
Horfes ; tho’ as yefc I have not feen one of 
that Sort. 

O N the (5th we weigh’d early i'n the Morn" 
ing, and fent the Company’s Linguifter, who 
belongs to Cuttejarr-, beforehand to Cajfan to 
Duy a Cow. At Noon we anchor’d oft' Tani- 
marew, and underftanding it to be the Anni- 
verfary of his Grace the Duke Of Chdhdos^ 
we this Afternoon drank his Grace’s Health, 
under a Difcharge of the Guns from my Shi^ 

■ and the Sloop, alfo Profpenty to the Conw 
pany, and Succefs to the Expedition; Then: 
! went afliore with Mr Hull, &c. and paid z 
Vifit to the King of Cajfan, who lives here at 
Tanimartvo, and receiv’d' us very civilly: We 
gave him a Bottle of Rum, with which he was 
well pleas’d. We took our Leave of him, 
and Mr Hull aiid the Doeftor employ’d them- 
felves in their Way, and I to my Gun for Di- 
verfion. 1 prefently kill’d two Brace of Gui- 
nea HenSj and in the Evening we all return’d 
on Board, and got under Sail, and anchor’d 
again at Eleven at Night near a low iBand 
lying in the middle of the River, about' one 
Fourth of a Mile long, it being fo dark we 
could not fee our Way. This Ifland is 'not 
laid down in the Map which I had from the 
Company, which makes me believe it is fined 
made one by what is brought down by the 
Frefliesi it lies about a League hdovf Bird 
Ifland. 

Tanhnarezv is the Place defign’d to fix a 
Faiftory at, in cafe the Kiiig of Barjally does 
hot-make up the Palaver at Joar ; ’tis a fine 

Country, 
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Countl'y, and the Natives are very defirous the t 
Company fliould fettle among them. 

A T this Port 1 obferv’d at our Landing 
three Sticks erefted Gallows-ways, with a 
Calabarti covered and feaPd up, hanging on 
it by a String. On Enquiry I found it to be a 
Domine.) Fetijh^ or Charm to bring all Whit? 
people afliore who come that Way ; which 
plainly (hews their Affeiflion for us. This 
Country is fine Champaigi) Land, and far pre- 
ferable to, Joar. 

O N the yth, at Eight this Morning, we got 
under Sail, pafTing on the South Side of Biri 
Ifland, which Is about two Milea long, with 
high Trees, and appears to be a fine Illand t 
*tis neareft the Noi them Shore. Jull beyond 
it is the Red Mount, bare of Trees, and half 
a League fiiort of Caffan. 

This Hill is by the Natives call’d Jerunk, 
of which they tell a thoufand idle Stoiiesi as, 
that once it had abundance of Gold, but that 
iheDcvil being angry, carried it all away m one 
Night. It is a fmall round Hill about zq 
Fathom high, and is very, red a.nd fteep, n- 
fing diredly from the River Side, towards 
which it is perfectly bare, pcoducing nothing. 

I find by one of the Journal,,: that this Hill 
has been already examin’d. So we pafs’d by 
it and Cajfan without {topping (both Wind 
and Tide ferving.) Bey on(.\ CaJJm I obferve. 
there are no Mangroves. After I left ya?nes 
Ifiand the Wind was almoft continually Eaft- 
wardly, and when ever it began to veer from 
that Charter it foon after fell calm. 

The Mufquetoes ‘continu’d very irouble- 
forae. The L.and on each Side of the River 
for half a Mile or more is generally fpeak-

1724. ing a fine fat Marlli, with very high Graft 
and Reeds, in which are innumerable Tracks 
of River-Horfes, This Creature is by 

the Munditigoes • call’d Mallq that Day I 
faw a great many, but all in the Water, in 
■which they fwim with only their Heads out, 
fometiraes blowing the Water up thro’ their 
Noftnls, not unlike a Whale, and often grunt- 
ing and roaring hideoufly. Above the Marlhes 
it is a Champaign Rifing Land, with pretty 
large Trees, and moftly free from Underwoodf. 
In the Evening I kill’d a very large Bird, which 
eat extreamly well; it meafur’d upwards of fix 
Feet from its Toes to the Extremity of the 
Beak, and by xhtMundmgoes is call’d GabloUj 
but by the Pofluguefe, Gojjreal, 

On the 8th, having a ftrong Eaftwardly 
Wind, and Neap Tides, we got little this 
Day by turning ; but in the Night being calm, 
we tow'd thro’ the South Channel, leaving 
Sappo Ifies on our Laiboard Side. We an- 
choi’d near theE. Endof them. Thefe Ifiands 
have a Bar at each End, which choaks up 
the River almoft, there not being above two 
Fathom and two and a quarter Water at the 
Ends in cither Channel. 

On the gth, the Wind blowing ftrong and 
Eaftwardly, we lay ftill, not being able to 
pafs this Barr at the Eaft End Sappo Illands 
till Midnight, and then tow’d thro’ it, being 
very narrow. [A. £■ Sappo IJlands divide 
the River here into three or four Channels., 
‘whith I take to he the reafon of the Shoalnefs of 
the lVaterh\ We tow’d half a Mile beyond 
the Ifiands, and then anchor’d, where for half 
way over the River is Rocks, which we wait- 
ed for Day-light to pafs. In the Afternoon I 

went 
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went afhore with feveral others with oiir Guns, «724. 
and kill’d ieveral Guinea Hens, Flamingoes, 

Crabca tellers, Kingfifters and Doves. We 
law abundance of River-Horfes, In the 
Night the Interloper’s Longboat (which was 
at Joar) pafs’d us, having been trading a- 
Hiore at Brucoe, 

On the loth I weigh’d at Two in the 
Afternoon with a ftrong Gale at Eaft (right 
in our Teeth) and turn’d it up as high as 
Germi, anchoring at Six in the Evening. We 
faw 40 or 50 Deer, feveral Crown-Birds, 

Ducks, Geefe, 

On the nth, at One in the Morning, be- 
ing calm, we weigh’d, and tow’d with the 
Boat, gaining more than in the Day. I fenc 
the Linguifter before to buy a Cow atLemainy 
afterwards I fenc fome of our People alliorc 
CO kill fome Game. In two Hours they re- 
turn’d with eight Guinea Hens and a Partridge, 
which were then exceeding plentiful. We had 
very hot Winds in theDay, which poffibly may 
be caus’d by the multitude of Fires all round 
us, which makes the Country in the Night 
appear all in a Flame. It being their Cuftom, 
every Year after the Com is in, to burn the 
Stubble, which taking hold of the adjoyning 
high Grafs (which now is dry) burns into the 
Woods a great way on every fide, fcorching 
the Leaves of all the Trees it meets, and 
fometimes burns the Trees themfelves. It is 
this which gives us the Opportunity of killing 
the Guinea Hens, tsfe. and was it not for the 
great Cover they have, 1 believe where we kill 
one we might kill twenty, they abound in fuch 
multitudes,

in the Evening, being calm, we tow’d thro^ 
Pholcfi Pafs, anchoring at Seven about half 
a Mile above Briuoe. 

At the i’/je/fji’s Pafs theio is a Ledge of 
Rocks, which extends from the North Side 
the River quite over to within 20 or 30 Yards 
of the other Side, leaving juft 1 00m for a Ship 
to pafs, yet not fo but the Ship bruflies the 
Trees. 

On the leth, early in the Morning, I 
weigh’d, and in four Houis anchoi’d at Du- 
hociaidii, to take in Rice and Corn ; which 
having effeided by Four in the Afternoon, I 
got up my Anchor, and tow’d about two 
Leagues, anchoring again Ihorc of Preef^ once 
a Town, but now broke. 

On the 13th wc got but little, the Winds 
blowing pietty Brong right down, and the 
Flood-Tides i tinning very flack. We Jay 
part of the Day at the Foot of a final! Hill, 
call’d the Dew/’s Mount. The River now 
grows fo nariow, that it is with difficulty we 
turn with the Ship againfl the Wind, often 
running our Stern into the Buflre.s, the Banks 
of the River being generally fteep too. 

O N the i4rh, in the Evening, I anchor’d 
at Cuttejarr., and filuted tlie Faflory with 
five Guns, which is fituated dole to the-Rivcr 
on the North Side. I order’d my Ship to be 
moor’d in the middle of the River overagainft 
the Faftoi y. The Banks are fleep too, and 
tlp'Ce or four Fathom deep all over; it rifes 
four Feet at Spring-Tides, and flows;, as at 
James Ifland, North and South.

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1 OR serv’d' at Lhe Fafloty, that this Lift 1724. 
Seafon the Frelties rais’d 01 Iwell’d the River 
i4Foocabove the Level of high Water Mark 
now ; by \Vhich it is evident a gieat deal of 
the Country mufl be ovei flow’d, altho’ now 
very firm and good walking, Heie m iny 
Walks into the AVoods, I found a great deal 
of that yellow Dying-Wood call’d Bawtey, 
as indeed there is almoft every where j but as 
yet I have not been fo fuccefstul as to find 
any other Wood or Simple worth mentioning 
(if this be). Indeed I never faw a Country yet 
more dcflitute of large and good Trees, hav- 
ing riot met with any yet, out of which a 
Plank might be made iz Feet long and 12 
Inches broad. All large Trees hitherto are 
foft and worthlefs, fuch as Cabalhieis^ Cotton- 
Trees, &c. fit only for Shade, and the Ne- 
groes to palaver under and drink Falm-Wiiic. 

O N the 1 5th the King of Catteba (in wliofe 
Dominions Cullejarr lies) vifited the Faflor 
on purpofe to fee the Ship, 011 Board which 
he afterwards went. 1 faluted him with five 
Guns, and afterwaids made him a handfome

’ ■*“ Ml Stihhs ceitainly had not been much on Shoie, or 
die Ik could not have let down this Millake, toi diereaie 
Woods of large Trees in many Place on the River Qum- 
lia, between James Foit and Cuttejait, particularly ovei- 
againft Brutoe.

Fie came on Florfebadc 
with two Drums before him, and about 20 
Attendants, arm’d with Guns, Swords, Bows, 
Arrows and Javelins. Ide left moft of his 
Attendants at Sem'j, and made an Excufe for 
not bringing them here, becaufe he thought 
they would be troublefome which we were 
really glad of. Fie was an old Man, tall, 
thin, and very black, and left us very well 
fatisfied. 

O N the 20th we made an End of cleaning 
our Corn and Rice, and at Night left Ciitte^ 
jetrr, with the James ll!a 7 ul Sloop and five 
Canoas, having firft fent the following Letter 
to James Foit, viz,

Gentlemen, Cuttejarr, Jan. 20, J7J7. 

O N Tuefday lajl,, at Night, being the i^fth 
InjlaJH, we arrived at the Co 7 fi[>a)ty*s Fac-

'Ihevifi, who bad a Jloort Rclapfe of his late In^ 
ihfpofttion, a/id tzvo of otir Muiez-s, but are now 
on the mefidi/ig ha/id. JNe reach'd Joar the ^th 
Lifla/it, where voe met zvilh the Ruby, Captam 
eVaigue, who bad then pt{rcbas\i but eleven 
Slaves. Ibe Captah/ had Je/it his Lof/g-Boat 
higher up with Mt Baldwyn to /nake Trade. He 
zvent up as high as Briicoe, afid bought fn Mun- 

dingoe 

* I believe this v\ns one of the Kings of Yany, whom 
they call Catteba i for at prefect there no Kmg of Cat'

;^o Barrs per Plead. He pafs'd us on hts Return 
about ‘Twelve at Night on the &lb Injlant, when 
we lay at anchor between the Sappo IJles, and 
was fo civil as not to call on Board us. 

We anchor'd on the 6 th at the Port of Yani- 
marew, and went on Shore there ; it is a rifing 
Ground clofe to the River,, and is much prefer- 
able to Joar, ns to its Situation and Healtbful- 
nefs, for a Companf s Houfe to be fettled there. 

At Dubocunda we met with an unlucky Dif- 
appointment, which not onl'^ retarded our Progrefs 
on the Expedition for fix or feven Days, but has 
put us to the ill Convenience of loading our Ca~ 
noas with Corn injlead of Rice, which does not 
pleafe our People fo well, and takes up above one 
third more room in the Stowage, whiih we can 
hut very ill fpare. The Slat lee D’ Foote hai 
( as we hear) a fecond time broke Barraciinda, 
and has fubdu'd all Woolly, he is now reiinn'd 
to bis Country for ft efh Supplies to male nczv Con- 
quejls in thefe Parts. We are inform'd of Slatlee 
liane Conta Madebaugh being now on the Road 
with a Cojfie of 500 Slaves. Pic has not been 
here ft nee the Company's laft fettling in this Ri- 
ver ; and 'tis /aid, that he undertakes this Jour- 
ney to make Tryal of what Encouragement he 
may expeSi to trade here for the future. There 
is another Coffle or two on the Road ; which we 
mention, that you may timely fupply this Fahlory 
with what Goods may he wanted, and that your 
InfiruElions as to the Price of Slaves may be 
fiiUable to the danger of their falling into the

This FaStory is pleafantly fituatcd on a tifing 
Ground, has a fine Ptojp.cA, a good Air, and 
defsrves a much better Chnrafler ihan it has met 
with on the Fort, and is a much bettet Place of 
the two. We do not fear convincing the inueclu- 
Ions Part of the World, that the failher up this 
Country, provided it is high Land, it is JHll the 
more wholefome and moderate. 

JVe have no more, to add, but that, iho' we 
are fo late m the Tear, we hope to make fiub 
Djloveries as will he very acceptable to the Com- 
pany ; that we (}joil depart hence this Tide ; and 
to nffiire you that we arc.

The Difpatch Ship was Jeft at Ciittejarr, 
with fundry Stoies, ffic. for the Settling of a 
npw Fadtory at Barracunda, or above it, if 
upon Exantinatiop yvp fhould find it would 

anfwef. 
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anfwet' And on the 21ft, at Four in the »7 
Morning, we came to anchor about two Leag. 
beyond Cuilejarr, about a Mile beyond y/rji'- 
Hill, which in the Joiunal is call’cl the Mai- 
den’s Breafi. I went up it with Mr Hull, and 
found it, as the Journal fays, compos’d of an 
Iron Stone (as all the High Lands we have 
feen are) but we have little rcafon to believe 
that it contains either Gold or Silver ; and 
Time being precious now, we intend to vilic 
it on our Return. This Hill takes its Name 
from the obfeene Superftition of the Natives, 
v/ho never pafs it without Ihowing their .bare 
Breeches to it, with dancing, finging and 
clapping of Hands, believing that if they 
fhould omit it, they fhould fuiely die before 
they return. Accoidingly ours did the fame, 
which made us laugh heartily ; and feeing we ' 
White Men omitted it, they perform’d it for 
us, 

A T Eleven in the Morning, the Tide fciv- 
ing, we got up our Anchoi, and pafs’d by 
Sarny River, which at prefent limits the Por- 
tuguefe Trade, they not daring to go higher 
at this Time by reafon of Palavers with the 
Natives. This is a confiderable River on the 
North Side, running up as far as a Town 
call’d Medina. The Company had formerly 
a Fadtory here, and the Ploufe is ftill ftand- 
ing. We bought a Cow here, and proceeded 
on our Voyage at Eleven at Night. 

O N the 22d, at Five in the Morning, wc 
anchor’d half a League foort of Crow, and 
juft above a Ridge of Land of the ulual red- 
difli Colour, getting under Sail again at Two 
P. M. and not getting above ten Miles, an- 
chor’d 
S 4 
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1734. chor’cl at Seven this Evening, the Tides ruii' 
tving very weak. 

T H E Country continues for the mofl; part 
plain, with here and there a Ridge of Hills, 
■which niay be 20 Fathom high, and foine- 
limes more, a rich Sftil in the Low Land, 
and the Inhabitant,? now are moftly Pholep^ 
a cleanly, decent, induftiious People, very 
affable, and far furpalTing the Mnndingoes. 

0 N the 23d, at Two in the Morning, we 
weigh’d, towing the Sloop with two Canoas, 
gaining more in the Night than in the Day, 
the Wind being right againft us. At this 
Time the Tides were fo flack, that we gain’d 
little by turning ; even the E,bbs are fo weak, 
that ■vvith the leaft Breath of a fair Wind we 
can go ahead. This makes me dubious there 
have been no great Rains up m the Couniry 
this laft Sealbn, for the Current of the River 
at the beft now runs no fafler than a River 
in England in the Flcighth of Summer; and 
indeed, 'were it not for the Sloop (provided 
there be Water enough) we fhould foon be 
at the Falls. 

At Eight this Morning we anchor’d atTam- 
’^amacunda^ below which lie Rocks from the 
South-Side one third over the River, having 
not above four Foot Water over them. This 
Port is on the South Side of the River ; but 
the Town, by reafon of Wars, is remov’d to 
the other Side. 

1 T having been a Cuftom to pay a Duty 
for all Veffels that pafs above this Port to the 
King of TomaJiy^ who lives at Sutitnore, to 
which Place this is the Port, and about a 
League diftant from it, it detain’d us here 
all Day to adjuft that Affair, we refolving to 
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pay none, thinking it below the Dignity of >724' 
the Royal Company to be put on the lame 
Footing with private Traders (fuch as Poriu- 
giiefe and Interlopers.) We theiefore came 
to this Agreement with them, that for the 
iutufe they never expeft or demand any Cu- 
Itom from the Royal Company. In Confi- 
deration of this Conceffion we made the King 
a Prefent to the Value of near 2.0 Rarrs ; not 
out of any Obligation, he being utterly un- 
able to oblige It, but to keep up a good 
Name, which we find very Serviceable, and 
fot thelionourof the Royal Company, whofe 
Fame we find proceeds much fafier up into 
the Country than we can with our Canoas. 

On the 24ch, at Three in the Morning, 
we left Tamyamacmda^ and at Night came to 
Canuby. This Port is on the South Side •, but 
the Town, for the fame Reafons as Tamyaina- 
cunda, is tranfported overagainft it on the 
ocher Side the River. We law abundance of 
large Monkeys, which bark jult like Dogs. 

We kill'd two Wild Geefe and a Duck. The 
Geefe have Spurs as long as our Cocks, grow- 
ing out of the middle Joync of the Wings, 
with which they’ll beat a Dog : They are 
larger than our Wild Geefe, and feather’d 
black and white, The Duck was of a pecu- 
liar Kind, and near as big as the Geefe, and 
feather’d like them, with fmall black Legs, Feet 
and Bill, and upon its Beak was a black Ex- 
crefcence of Fleih an Inch and half high. They 
are fine Fowl, and eat delicioufly. 

I N the Evening we left Canuby, and having 
tow’d the Sloop three Leagues, about Eleven 
at Night came to an Anchor, 

Qh' 
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^ 7 ^ 4 ' 0 N the 25th we got under Sail early, and 

about Eleven o’ Clock anchor’d a little above 
Ba^y Port, which is alfo on the South Side the 
River. In the Evening we weigh’d again, 
and got up as high as Nackwny^ which Port 
lies on the North Side of the River *, the Town 
is half a Mile from it, inhabited chiefly by 
M.ahometaus ; halt a Mile from the Port on 
the fame Side the River is a Hill about 50 
Fathom high, with a red Snagg hanging over 
the River. 

O N the 26th the Wind blow’d ftrong Eaft'^ 
erly, fo that we^ proceeded up but flowly. 
At Night we got fix Leagues above Nackway, 
to a Place call’d Cajfancunda, having in our 
Way fcen many Deers, Monkeys, Crown- 
Birds, Ducks, Geefe, Hens, Paitridg- 

es, ^C'. 

On the aSih, at Noon, wc anchor’d at 
Fatatenda. This Port, like many othcis, has 
not a Houfe near it, ferving only for a l.and- 
ing-Place to fome Town. * This is the Poit 
to Suteco, about three Leagues from it ; but 
the Town the King of fFoolly lives in, is 30 
Miles from it, call’d Qijjdna. 

A s foon as we came to anchor, I caus’d 
the Sloop' to fire five Guns as a Signal to 
Shttee Matnadii, who promis’d to meet us 
here, and bi ing us a Man to pilot us as high 
as the Falls! ■ But left he fliould not hear the 
Guns, , we' alfo fent our Linguifter to Suteco 
to acquaint him that wc were arriv’d at Fata- 
tenda. In the Evening Slattee Mamadu came 

on 

Since the writing this Journal, wi'k. in the Yeai 1732, 
the Company have fettled a Faftory, and had a Houfe built 
upon the Rock above the Port, by reafon of the Convenience 
of itb Situation for Trade. 
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on Board, but without the Pilot, who wag 
fick. Here we Jearn’d that Banaciuida hach 
been lately broke or deftroy’d ; however we 
refolv’d to leave the Sloop there to trade. In 
all our Enquiries it is evident, that there is 
no Body here knows any thing of" the River 
above Ban acimila. Some think it to be the 
End of the World, others that it is a large 
Wildcrnefs full of Wild Beatts ; others tell 
you that thete is a Wild Savage People, and 
advis’d us to ftay with them, and not to go 
higher up. In fliort, no one can give any 
juft Account of either Town or Port above 
it ; II and altho’ Slattec Mamndu knows, and 
has molt 6f his Relations living theie, yet he 
knows not how far it is from Barracunda by 
Water. All confirm that theic is nothing to 
be bought above it, lb we refolv’d to take 
in fome Rice at Prryrr, where it is faid to be 
cheap and plentiful. I fliallnow defenbe the 
Fail do Savgue^ or BloodwooU, fo call’d from 
a Red Gum which ilfues lioin it ; it grows 
plentifully all up the River, but here at I'a- 
tatenda it is larger than ordinary, and by the 
Mmdingoes call’d Caiw, of which they make 
the Balafeii, a Mufical Inftrument. It is a 
very haul Wood, of a beautiful Grain, and 
poliflies finely,, very pioper for Eferutores, or 
Inlaying, and tfiey lay that the Buggabuggi

II The Natives aie defirous of trading: with White Peo- 
ple, and of buying all theii Com modi ties; that ibev miglit 
fell them up into the Country , th.'i'eloie it being loi tbs 
Advantage of the Black People about Fatatenda to pi event 
the White Men going farther up tlie Ifivei, the) gave out 
fuch Reports as they thought would dii'couiage them And 
this IS veiy fiequent amongit them ; foi all the Accounts that 
I could hear fiom difinterellcd Natives agree with what Leo, 

(he African fays lelating to the Countries up the Riven 
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,1724.. never touch it. This Tree does not grow to 
any great Height or Size, fo that it is not 
eafy to find one that will produce a Plank 
upwards of 14 or 16 Inches broad ; when firft 
cut it has an agreeable Smell ■, it grows gene- 
rally in a dry Rocky Soil, and againft and on 
the Tops of Hills. * 

O N the 29th, about One in the Morning, 
we left Fatatcuda, and in about five Hours 
anchor'd at Prje, with ^n Intention to buy 
Corn and Rice *, it being agreed on all Hands 
that there is no fort of Eatables to be pur- 
chas’d above Barracunda : But there is hardly 
any Credit to be given to what thefe People 
relate •, for almoft every Port up the River, 
they to whom it belongs had much rather we 
Ihould ftay and trade amongft them, than go 
farther up •, and in order to induce us to it, 
they give a difmal Account of the Country 
above, and of the Barbarity of the People 
there. 

This Port lies about three Leagues above 
Fatatenda, on the South Side the River, in 
Cantore-i having no Town nor Houfe within 
two or three Miles of it. Here is a fine Ri- 
-C-ulet, whofe Sands we fearch’d, fending our 
fmall Canoa in for drat purpofe, which by 
reafon of funken Trees, could not go far. 
In it \Ve caught fome fmall Filh like Smelts, 
and one large Prawn; but the funken Trees 
render’d our Nets ufclefs almoft, as they have 
hitherto theRanksof the KivtrGambiaiin which 
the Filh appear to be very numerous. 

O N 

* It is this Tree which produces the Gum Di agon ; of 
which there is more faid in the fornler Journal, and which 
is capable of being made a very advantageous Branch of 
Tiadti. . 
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On the 3 lit, finding (contrary to Expeda- s/M- 
tion) but little Rice or Corn here, having in 
all this time purchas’d no more than four 
Barrels, we left the Port, and came to an- 
chor about eight Miles above it. 

On the rit of February, at Two in tF&Pebi'ita/yl 
Morning, we proceeded, towing the Sloop, 
and in five Hours anchor’d at San^atenda, 
which is on the South Side. Here I found 
the River to be 134 Yards over, and the 
Banks about 20 Feet high. I, now find the 
River begin to have funken Trees almoil all 
over it. Here the Land is low on the South 
Side, but on the North Side a rifing Ground, 
which a League beyond the Port forms a high 
Hill, running near two Miles clofe to the 
River. In the Afternoon we weigh’d from 
Samatenda, which is only a Port, where is a 
fmall Canoa to ferry over the River, with 
neither Town nor Houfe near it. At Eight 
at Night we came to an Anchor eight Miles 
beyond it, being entertain’d with the hideous 
Noifes of Elephants, River-Horfes and Alle- 
gators, all Night. 

On the 2d, at Three in the Morning, we 
jogg’d on till Seven, and then anchor’d a lit- 
tle above Coujfar Port, which is likewife defti- 
tute of Houfes or Town near the River. Here 
1 firft obferv’d, that for want of a Canoa they 
ferry over the River on a Bark Logg, or Float 
made of Bamboos (Canes); op, one of thefe I 
law four Men crofs the River at once. 

About four Miles before you come to 
this Port is a Sand, which extends from the 
South Side almoil acrofs the River, on which 
is not above four or five Feet Water. 

I N 
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1724. In the Afternoon we proceeded higher; the 
Flood makes up but very little, altho’ by the 
Shore it flows near two Feet. Soon after we 
pafs’d by another Port on the South Side call’d 
Tabiitenda, about a League from CiiJfane^QXt^ 
between which two Places it is in a manner 
one continu’d high Hill, rifing diredtly froiti 
the River. On the North Side it is a large 
Savannah^ in which is a great Lake. 

Having gain’d about eight Miles, I an- 
chor’d at Eight at Night in eleven Feet , of 
Water, having juft got over a Shoal, which 
ftretches from the North Side three quarters 
over, on which was from four to feven Feet 
Water. The reft of the River was an Over- 
fall of Rocks (on the South Side) between 
which in fomc Places were ten Feet Water, 
but on them not above three or four Feet. 

O N the 3d, at Three in the Morning, we 
went on our Voyage, and at Eight came td 
an Anchor in two Fathom and a half Water, 
about a League fliort of Baryaevnda Port. 
About Four in the Afternoon we weigh’d a- 
gain, and in an Hour’s time anchor’d at Bar^ 
raamda Port, which is on the North Side. 
Here I meafur’d the River, and found it 130 
Yards over, Depth of Water between two and 
three Fathom, and the Banks above 25 Feet 
high. 

Had it not been for our Pilot, ’tis certain 
we Ihould never ha-ve guefs’d this Place to 
have been the Port of Barracunda, or that it 
ever had been a Port or Place of Trade; fo 
wild is it grown fince the Deftrudliou of the 
Town, that at piefent there is not ib much 
as a Ferry, which is common to all other 
Ports that \vc have met with. •! went alhore 

to 
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to fee if there were any Veftigia or Remains ‘7^4- 
of this once famous Trading Town, and to 
view the Country. Immediately on my Land- 
ing I found the frefliFootftepsand Excrements 
of Elephants (which made me guefs they were 
not far off.) Afcending the Banks the Pilot 
fhew’d me where the Town flood, which at 
prefent hath hardly any thing like the Rums 
of Houfes. On the T ops of the Banks were 
vifible feveral Places where Viftuals had been 
drefs’d, and round about it the Remainder of 
their Dainties, vix. the Skulls and Bones of 
River-Horfes, Allega tors and Fifh; the two 
former of which, as well as Elephants, I ob- 
ferve the Natives are paflionate Admirers of. 

I having my Gun, as ufual, advanc’d a little 
way in amongfl: the high Giafs, which was 
12 or 14 Feet high, but as diy as Hay, and 
burns (if fee on fire) with great vehemence. 
Finding a Tree I mounted it to take a Pro- 
fpeifl: of the adjacent Country, when I pre- 
fently difeover’d a wild Elephant not above 
400 yards from me, flowly walking into the 
Country. It was a very fpacious Plain, with 
very few Trees, for above four Miles from 
the River, there being nothing like a Hill all 
round to be feen. In fliort, it is the largett 
Traft of plain Land that I have yet feen, 
tho’ it is to be obferv’d it lifes gently inland. 

A s it vvas our Delign lo leave the Jama 
Ijland Sloop there to trade under Capt. Ttevt- 
ja\ Caie, we alfo judg’d it needfary to flay 
till the Alcadc came down to fettle the Pala- 
ver, that there might be no Difference or Dil- 
pute when we were gone. On our anchni - 
ing I caus’d feveral Guns to be fir’d, to give 
notice to the Country ofoui Aiiival. lu the 

Night 
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1744. Kight-time we could hardly deep fot* the hor- 
rible Nodes of the River-Horfes, Allegatorsj 
Wolves, and other wild Bcafts. 

O N the 4th, in the Morning, we fent our 
Linguifter with a Grometta to find out the 
Alcade, whom as yet we had not fcen. In 
the Afternoon he came back, and the Alcade 
with him, who had not heard our Guns. He 
told us there were feveral Merchants with 
Slaves, Gold and Teeth, at Jah^ the Town 
from whence he came, and where he lives, 
which is about nine Miles off, and where the 
People of Barracunda live fince their Town 
was broke. 

At Noon our Linguifter and hired Servants 
came in a Body to inform us that they would 
go no farther, becaufe no Body ever was 
higher up the River, and that was 

look’d upon as the End of the World. The 
moft fenftblc of them faid, that if there were 
a Country beyond, that it was a very barba- 
rous one •, and befides that, they underltood 
that we intended to go afterwards over Land 
in queft of Gold Mines, and that we would 
oblige them to go along with us. After a- 
bundance of ridiculous Stories, which equally 
lliew’d their Ignorance and Fear both of the 
People and Country beyond this Place, we 
prevail’d with them to go as far by Water as 
we did, and no farther : So the Palaver coil' 
chided with a never-failing reconciling Bottle 
of Brandy. 

On the 5th, in the Afternoon, the Mer- 
chants came down, and after a long Difpute 
we found ourfelves under a Neceffity of con- 
rrafting with them for ten Slaves, at 23 Bans 
fer Head, or clfe they would not fell us their 

Gold 
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Gold and Teeth, which ’twas our Defign only 1724. 
to buy, till our Return, by rcafon we had not 
Conveniencea for Slaves till then. But what 
was a further Inducement, on our buying 
thefe Slaves, qne of the Merchants, named 
Gaye, had promis’d to go u.p the River with 
us as far as ’Tincla^ (where he lives) by which 
means we ihould have the Opportunity of know- 
ing the Counti y on both Sides the River, which 
otherwife is impofiTible, .there being no fucji 
thing as a Pilot to be got. In the Afccirnopn 
in Council we drew up a Letter, and fenc it 
to Jamei Fort by a Land-Meffengcr by way 
of Ciittejarr. . • 

G N the 6(h, underftanding there was a 
Town oppofueto us on the Side, nor 

above four Miles diftance, we the Day before 
fent to compliment the Alcade of it with a 
Bottle of Rum, in return of which he fen,t uo 
a Cow, for which we afterwards prcfented 
him with a Barr of Iron. Of the ten Slaves 
we the Day befme contrafted for, we were able 
to purchafe but three, chiefly owing to the 
Badnefs of oiir Goods : And by our not pur- 
cliafing them ten Slaves, we loft the Opportu- 
nity of having Gaye the Merchant with us ; 
at which I was very much co-ncern^d, as hav- 
ing no Body that ever was above that Place. 

Our Huntfm,an, whilft we lay here, fliot 
a Fallow Deer, ,by the Mundingoes call’d Ton- 
cong-, it had nothing in its Form and Make 
uncommon with our ftnglijh ones, but its 
Homs and Size were very extraordinary, be- 
ing as big as a fmall Horfe, and weigh’d (I 
believe) goo Pounds. On its Neck it had a 
black Lift or Mane four or five Inches long, 
which flood creeled. On opening its Head,

?724‘ I found the Brains full of large Maggots two 
Inches long, and as thick as my little Finger, 
altho’it had not been dead above half an Hour, 
fo confequently were there whilft living. The 
Flefla^of it was very fweet and good. 

O u p. Affairs being ended, we left Barra’- 
eitnda on the 6th at Night with the five Ca- 
noas, leaving the James IJland Sloop there 
with Capt- Trevifa to trade. In three Hours 
time we anchor’d about two Leagues above 
it, and the next Morning we weigh’d again, 
and in half an Hour’s time ran aground in 
the middle of the River. I found near feven 
Foot Water on the South Side, where I pafs’d, 
and a League farther we came to an Oveifall, 
extending quite over the River, which took 
me up the greatefl part of this Day to get the 
Canoas over- This Overfall is not above three 
Leagues above BarracuvJa (being the firft I 
have met) and is compos’d of Rocks in the 
following manner. ' - 

From the North Side of the River runs 
a folid Bed of Rocks one third over, having 
a pretty fmooth and equal Superficies, and at 
this time near lo Feet above the Water of 
the River; its Extremity at this time being 
perpendicular by reafon of the Lownefs of 
the Water, is become the North Bank, or 
Bounds of the River. It was clofe to this 
Side that I found a Paffage, and a very flrait 
one, for our Canoas rubbed the Rocks on both 
Sides. From the South Side, for above one 
third acrofs the River, was another plain and 
equal Bed of Rocks, but with this Diflerence, 
that this was under Water about ten Inches, 
over which at Low Water the Current ran' 
with great Force: ' Between ihefe two Beds

of Rocks, the reft of the River waschoak’d up ijn- 
with large Angle Rocks, interfpeis’d in fuch a 
manner, with not above a Foot' of Water upon 
them (altho’ between them was lo, ii, and 
12 Foot Water) as render’d a'PalTage betwixt 
them impoflible. It was High Water before 
I could get thro’ ; and altlio' it flow’d here 
not above eight Inches, it gave me great Fa- 
cility in finding the Paffage ; for at High 
Water it check’d the Force of the Current, 
fo as to render the Water ftagnant, altho’ it 
was the Neap-Tides : So that with great Eafe 
we walk’d upon it, and alfo from the adjacent 
Rocks on the North Sde (the Water being 
veiy clear) we could very plainly fee where 
thePaftage lay. ft' This at low Watei was im- 
poffible, the Current ran fo violently with 
fuch Whirlings and Eddies over and amongfl 
the Rocks. At this Overfall I meafui’J the 
River, and found it 160 Yards over becwiirr 
its proper Banks ; but at prelent the Water 
runs in the Compafs of too, and in all proba- 
bility three Months hence will not take up 
above 50. Below this Oyeifall I found three 
and four Fathom Water, and juft above one 
Fathom and half, and between in Breadth it was 
about io Yards over. 1 proceeded up the River 
at Five in the Evening, andfound about half a 
Mile above the Overfall a large Rock cover’d 
vvichOyftcrs, very fat, but infipid. Ac Eight 
at Night we came to a Ford; it wasaQuick- 
fand, about two Leagues above the Overfall, 
not above four Foot deep in the deepeft Pai t. 

At Nine I anchor’d in eight Foot Water, and 
T 2 lay 

f It is very remaikab’e, that the Tide flows fo far up 
dieRivei Gambia, there being no other River, that 1 evei 
Jieacd of, where the Tide tlow.s up fo tu horn the Sea. 
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'7^4- lay there all Night; the Rivei-'Horfes very 
numerous, Jo that it is diJhcult fleeping for 
their hideous Noifes ; bcfides, they now giew 
fo bold, that we fotnetimes fil’d a Mul’quet 
at them to make them keep farther off, left 
we fhould receive damage in our Canoas 
from them •, for they are fomelimes fo 
large, that in paOing under the Canoas there 
may not be room enough, on which they im- 
mediately llrike their Teeth thro’ the Bottom, 
and endanger the prefent finking. ^ 

On the 8th, at Six in the Morning, we 
•went on, the River growing fo Jhoal now, 
that there’s no palling fai by Night. Soon 
after we mct'with another Flat or Ford. It 
was Sand, and on the deepeJl Part had but 
three Foot and half. By Nine, not being 
come above a League, 1 came to a Flat, 
which I found b'an’d the River from Side to 
Side. It w'as a Sand with many dry Patclies 
appealing here and there all over the River. 
After fome time trying inetfedlually to pafs it, 
I brought the Canoas to a proper Place, and 
then afeended the Banks, which here were 
near 40 Foot high. Upon viewing it, I found 
the Fiat to run up the River for above hall a 
Mile, being Overfalls of Sand-Banks, fo in- 
tended to fearch diligently for aPalTage betwixt 
them. This Flat is near fix Leagues above 
Barracimda, I found the River here by mea- 
lure 170 Yards over, which great Breadth is 
the Occafion of the Shallows. I now found 
rhe Mufqiietoes not only very troublefotne by 
Night, but a large Fly, call’d an Elephant 
Fly, or JoUoiff Fly, worfc by Day. 

O N Che 9th I try’d again, cauling my Peo- 
ple with Poles in their Hands to walk all over 

the 
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the River, not omitting any one Channel be- 
tween the dry Sand- Banks, but higher up we 
found lefs Water, w'z. 26 Inches. Upon 
which we refolv’d to proceed up higher with 
the thrte fmalleft Canoas, arid leave the two 
greateft thcie, with proper Orders, 

O N the lorh I endeavour’d again, with 
the Gambia Canoa, to find a Pafiage amongfl; 
the Sands, but to no eftedl, altho’ the Canoa 
drew but 16 Inches Water: For the Sand be- 
ing quick, runs from under our Feet, fo as 
to render it impolTible to hawl with the one 
tenth of our Strength. I afterwards, with 
Mr Hull, &c. went afhore with defign to cry 
the Hill call’d in the Journal Matlock Tars 
which 15 .If the upper end of this whole Reach, 
about a Mile and half otF, but before we 
had got half way, wc were drove back in great 
diforder by a wild Elephant. In the Evening 
one of the Natives came to us with fome Fowls, 
who told us, that after we pafs’d this PLice, 
we could not piocecd much farther ; however 
we refolv’d to try, not much minding their 
idle Reports. 

O N the 1 1 ch we unloaded the Dijcovery 
Canoa, catiflng every individual thing to be 
taken out of her (it being our leaft Canoa) 
/he then drew but 12 Inches, with which to 
Morrow early we defign ro hawl over the 
Flats, to make fome farther Difeovery, whiKt 
the other Canoas day here ro wait for the 
Spring-T ides ; arid then, if it be po/fible, to’ 
follow. 

On the 12th, I being out of Order and 
Feverifh, M.t Drummond und Mr Hull fet out 
in the -Canoa, and by the Afilftance of all our 

Gro- 
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I724' Gromettas they got her over the Flats, and 
then fent me the following Letter, viz, 

ToCap.^kVir. STIBBS. 

Bear Sir, Feb. iz, 1724, 

T his acquaints you, that "we are got -pajt 
the Flat:,. The Carpenter is in purjuit cf 
a wounded Elephant, which pafs’d the River jujl 
above us, when we were firfi aground. I dejire 
to order ni'j Boy to fend me a Pair of Trow- 
fets, that I may have a Change when I get out 
to help the Canoa along. / am

The fame Evening I receiv’d the follow- 
ing Letter alfo from them, vh. 

Bear Sir, On MatlockT sr, Feb. 1 2, r 724. 

W E caFt foi bear advifmg you of our good 
ProfpeS of fuccecdtng. We have not met 
with lefs than fix Feet Water fince we pafs’d the 
Flats. PFe /ball proceed in the Evening. In the! 
•mean time we wijh you belter Health, and that 
you may be able- to follow us. The, next Reach 
promifs well, and we have had from fix to 
t'ighicen Foot Water, and we guefis the River is 
jixty or feventy T'ards over. We remain

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O N the 13th, at Noon, ! receiv’d a Letter 1724. 
from Capt. Trevifa at Barraciinda^ dated this 
Morning (we being hardly fix Leagues above 
it) giving me an Account that no manner of 
Trade hardly had offer’d fince v 7 e left him, 
hor any Provifiort, fo that hefhould be necef- 
fitated to fall down the River to fome other 
Place to procure it both for himfelf and 
Slaves. 

I N the Afternoon I receivM another Letter 
ftom Mr Drummond and Mr Hull, who were 
about two Leagues and half higher up, viz. 

Dear Sir, ' Feb. i3,Eletren o^Clock,i734j 

W E left Matloc Tar about Four yefierday 
afternoon, and about a League up met 
with another Flat of Sands, and an Overfall of 
Rocks. Jfter fome Trial to get over ( the Night 
coming on ) we were oblig'd to put back a littk 
for deeper Water, and to watt for the next Day 
to make a farther Attempt, which was fo fuccejs- 
ful that we row'd thro' without touching either 
Sands or Rocks, in four and fix Feet Water in 
the middle of the River, and met with deep 
Water to this Place, where are fome Sand-Banks, 
one our Rudder juft fix’d on, but going towards 
the middle we met with three Feet Water. The 
Natives here tell us, that there are Rocks in the 
next Reach that voill hinder our Paffage up 
higher •, but we can't always credit thefe People : 

We are refolv’d to proceed in three or four Hours, 

We defign to get to York River before we Jhall 
think of returning, whereby we may judge of the! 
Poffibikty of doing any thing this Seafon. We 
have found the South Shore Jteep iodfor the great- 
eft Part, We fidiild have enlarged, but the Ele- 
phants are fo numerous, and make fuch a hideous 
T 4 Noifti 
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Noife^ that we do mt think it fafc, for fear of 
them doing fome jinjlbief either to ns, our fmall 
Stock, of Stores., or to Qiir Canon. Bejides, our 
Stock of Powder and Shot vnll not allow us to 
be hut on the dejenfive Part only : So fay no more, 
than that we are under a green Shade hj the 
Jitver-fide drinking your Health, and good Sue- 
cefs to the Expedition, about two Leagues beyond 
Matlock Tar. IVe are

0 N the Ill'll I receiv’d Letters from ptttte- 
jarr, dated the nth Inftant, which advife 
me, that no News was . an iv’d fi om James 
Fort fince we left that Place, and that my 
Ship’s Clew was very fickly. 

The Moon changing yellerd.iy, I found 
the 7’ide to rife here fix Inches, flowing Eaft 
and Wefl, but the Flood never ran up, it 
only became flack Water: By this lifting of 
the Water I am in hopes to get moil: of the 
Canoas over. At this Flat we have taken up 
fome of the Sands in various Places, in order 
for Trial at Leifure. 

O N the 1 5 th, in the Morning, Mr Drum- 
mond and Mr Hull return’d, ' having been a- 
bout fix Leagues up, and report they found 
the River, generally fpeaking,, deeper and betv 
ter : On which Encouragement, k being the 
highefl; Tides, I icfolv’d to unload the Royal 
Jfiiia •, and endeavour, if poflible, to get her 
over, and then proceed with that and two more. 

O N 'the i6th, finding it impoffible to pafs 
the Flats with the Royal yf/nVi?, I reladed her, 

and 
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and got the Gamha ready to proceed on the i7=^4' 
Morrow with the Difcovery, defigning to go 
myfelf, being bravely recover’d. Our Gro- 
inettas and Linguifter abfokitely rcfufing to 
go any higher, we j-efolv’d, as loon as we 
were gone, that Mr Drummond go direftly to 
Barracunda with the three Canoas, and there 
difeharge them. 

O N the 17 th, in the Morning, I took the 
Oppoitunity of High Water to fend the Ca- 
noas over the Flats. At Ten Mr Hull and 
myfelf went with two White Men, and fee 
out in the two Canoas GamMa and Difcovery., 
inann’d with ten Cape Coaji Slaves belonging 
to the Company, 3 .nd one Woman and two 
Boys, intending to proceed as high as poflibJe, 
leaving Mr Dnmmond to return to Barracunda 
with the other three Canoas. At Noon we 
put afliore on the South Side to diefs our 
Vidluals, and to avoid the fcorching Heats 
of the Sun, having pafs’d not above a League 
fiom where we fet our, by reafon of our 
having pafs’d another Flat of Sand and Rocks 
in the next Reach beyond Mallock 1’qr^ on 
which was not two Feet Water. At this O, 
verfall was a Bark Logg or Sellilels to pals 
over to a Town on the Cavlore Side, about 
three Miles off, call’d Curhamhey : It is behind 
the Hill which the Journal calls Matlock 7‘ar, 
for what reafon I know not, for on Examina- 
tion it gives no more Encouragement than 
others we have tried before. We left this 
Place at Four, and at Nine at Night anchor’d 
in five Beet Water in the middle of the River, 
having come ten Miles, and paSing almofl; 
in every Reach fome Flat or Ford fiom two 
to three and four Feet, by which means the 

, , ’ River 
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River is now in a manner fordable all the Wa^ 
Up. Here it may not be improper to hint at 
the Reafons onv Mundtn^o Grometcas broach’d 
and gave out for going no farther, ma. That 
the Natives were combining to cut ns off' 
This fome, that had been fent a little Way 
into the Country to bily uS Fowls and Eggs, 
faid they ove? heard as they flept in their 
Houfes : But I rather believe it of their own 
forging, from their Fear ahcl Unwillingnels 
to proceed any farther ; for v^’e found, where- 
ever we put aihore, fome of other coming to' 
lis with a Fowl or two, and by their 
Behaviour feem to be an inoffenfive People 5 
but, however, I always kept myfelf on my 
Guard for fear of the worft,' 

On the 1 8th, at Six in the Morh'i'ng, we 
went on our Way, and foon after pafs'd a 
Recp Hill on the South Side clofe to the Ri- 
ver. Mr Hull and I went upon it, and had 
a fine Survey of the Country, and could per- 
ceive the Deer feeding ail round, and the 
River-Florfes fporting on the Banks and in 
the Water In great Numbeis. About a Mile' 
beyond this Hill is a Port on the fame Sidei, 
call’d Simmetenda, with a Bark Logg to pafs 
over to Tende'cunda, ivhich is the Town to this 
Port, and is diftant about two or three Miles 
from it on the Cdniore Side. Juft beyond 
this Port 1 found the River to run in the nar- 
roweft Compafs 1 have y'Ct met with, viz.- 42 
Yards, but it was feven Foot deep all over, 
altho’ it meafur’d 133 Yards from Bank to 
Bank, but on the North Side at prefent it was 
all a dry Sand-Bank. At Eleven we faw five 
large Elephants ford over the River not above 
half 4 Mile from us. In pafllhg this Ford I 

found 
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found in the flioaleft ‘Place but 1 6 Inches 'Wa- 
ter ; as foon as we were over we put alhore 
to refrefli ourfelves and drefs our Viduals^ 
having come two Leagues. Afterwards we 
faw two Negroes ford it over, who brought 
us Fowls. At Five in the Evening we paft’d 
on, and a League farther we came to a Hill 
on tire South Side, fteep to the River, which 
here takes a fudderi fliorc Turn to the Eaft- 
ward. This Hill I believe was 8o Fathom 
High. I obferved, that in this River is 
plenty of a kind of Turtle, which in Ame- 
rica is call’d * Heccatey. They are very good 
Food, and peculiar to frefli-water Rivers and 
Lakes, At Nine at Night I anchor’d in 14 
Feet Water, having come fince Dinner eight 
Miles. 

O N the t^th, at Six in the Morning, we 
went on thro’ a long, but very fiioaly Reach, 
on theNorth Side is a higliHill. I now obferv’d, 
that the Willow-Tree (the fame which grows 
by Rivers in England) is become very plen- 
tiful all along the Banks of the Gambia ; 
aifo abundance of Tobacco, but this is plant- 
ed by the Natives, not growing wild; as Ver~ 
imi'jden in his Journal affercs. 

Amongst thofe Willows, and upon the 
Water, we found a great many large Ducks ; 
and altho’ they fly very well, yet wilt they 
not take the Wing till you fire at them, and 
fometimes not then, for if they are in the 
Water they mollly chufe to dive. Thefe 
Ducks are both good Food and good Diver- 
fion j for fometimes 40 or 50 of them will' 

run 

* Turtles call’d Heccatey, which generally engender 
in frelh-water Lakes i which makes it probable, that there 
were fome Lakes rtot fat from thence. 
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1724-* Jun along the Sides of the Banks one after 
another fox an Hour logciher among the 
'Willow-Trees, and fo fall as to put us hear- 
tily to it to row up with them. They are 
of a peculiar Kind, and take more delight 
in running along the Banksi than in flying 
or diving. 

A T Noon I ftopt at a nan-pw Pafs, whiclt 
I meaftir’d, and, found the Water to run in 
the Breadth of f 8 Yards, and foe Feet deep. 
This is an Oyerfall, but happen’d to have' 
this clear Channel about the middle, in -which 
at prefcnt the Water ran ; for on the North 
Side it i.s a Ledge of Rocks near half way 
over, which are now eight or nine Toot a- 
bove Water, and the South Side is a large 
dry Sand. We faw vaft Companies of very 
large Baboons. In the Afternoon we pafs’d 
on about a League, and meeting frelh Shoals 
were oblig’d to put back a little for deep 
Water to anchor in, and wait for Day-light 
to find a Paffage. I chofe always to anchor 
in deep Water, and the middle of the River, 
if polTible, for fear of Accidents. , 

O N the 20th, by Nine in the Morning, 
with great Labour and Difficulty I got both 
Canoas over thefe Flats and Quickfands, 
having not more chan 12 and 14 Inches 
Water. About - an tjoyr afterwards ,I put 
afhore to refrefh ourfelves, right againfl a 
high Hill, fteep to the River on the South 
Side, having come not above a League from 
the Shoals. The Natives ftill follow^ us 
with Edibles ; but as yet neither Tooth hor 
Slave has been offer’d to us ; They ford the 
River after us, be on which Side wc will. 
At Four in Ihe Afternoon we went on about 

a 
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a League, and then found more Flats and <72,1. 
Sands,, which I try’d in vain to pais till ’twas 
darh ; fo went back to deeper Water, and 
lay all Night. At chefe Flats is a high Hill 
on the North Side clofe to the River, and on 
the other Side a large Savannah. ■ 

O N the 2ift I began early in the Morning 
to fearch for a Channel all over thofe Flats, 
and at the fame cime.fent Hodges with a 
Cape-Coafter up the River by Land, giving 
him Orders to go at leaf!; four Leagues up by 
the Banks of the River in fearch of 2 "ojk 
jgiver, wliich the Journalifl. of y^nno 1661 
nshntions to be but 17 Leagues above Bar- 
racunda, altho’ I reckon’d myfdf near 20 
Leagues above it already. I endeavour’d till 
Noon with all my People to find a Channel, 
but in vaiiii and Experience proves it impra- 
cticable to hawl over it, being a Quickfaiid, 
which prefently finks from under our Feet 
with a great SuCtion, which lenders it 
very diffi.cult to hawl ourfelves out. The 
Natives continu’d flill to vifit us ; and 
all affurp us we are too late, tho’ wc get 
over here, to get to Jitida, inviting us to fettle 
amongft them, and then they -would kill Ele- 
phants (wjhich are heie vei y numerous) and 
bring us Trade ; for at pjefent 1 obferv’d they 
had none. They all m geneial aflure us, 
there is no palTing much farther till next 
Rains ■, and then if we came again, they 
would go with us to I'liida, which by Land 
is but a fmall Day’s Journey from hence. 

I WAS in hopes of John Hodges’s finding 
2 '~ork River, fiom fome imperfefl; Notions I had 
from the Natives of a River they call Calong-, 
put on his Return in the Evening, he having 

been 
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, .1724- been between four and five Leagues up, he 
acquaint 2(1 me that no Rivers run into this from 
either Side but what are dry ; of which kind 
I had inyfelf lately met with feveral. I made 
another Attempt in the Evening to find a 
Channel, but to no effeft ; which makes me 
now give credit to what the Natives faid, 
which is confirm’d by Hodges, who had forded 
the River that Day a great many times, Be- 
fides, I find myfelf the Flats grow more nu- 
merous, and have lefs Water daily, the River 
being fordable now at every half Mile. Here 
by Meafure the River was i 6 q Yards over, 
which occafions its Shallownefs; the Water 
expanding and running over the greateft Part 
of it, excepting here and there a Patch. I 
obferv’d the Water here to rife two Inches by 
the Shore, but the Stream always runs down. 

The Country on Cantore Side is populous, 
with fmall Towns here and there, but none 
within a League of the River •, but on the 
ocher Side are no Towns or Inhabitants till 
you come to Jinda, 

O N the aad we tried again very carefully, 
and after all oUr Endeavours could find but 
10 Inches Water in the deepeft Part Finding 
the Impoflibility of proceeding higher this 
Seafon, Mr Hull and I witli Reluftance re- 
folv’d to return. (| So at Noon we fet out, 
and by Night were got ip Miles down, and 

then 

11 Mr Stihl/s atthisFal! gave over his Dixpvery, and 
leturn’d for yames Fort. Theie were feveral Reafons to 
difcouiage him; for belides the Heat and exceffive Labour 
of rowing up againft the Stream, ihere were the Report? 
of the Natives, that the River was too iliallow to go up to 
‘Tui.'k that Year; And this was confirm’d by theTnalshe 
mad; at this Fall. 
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then anchor’d, being under a Neceflity of ly- 172.3., 
jng ftdl all Night to pafs Ibme Flats, which 
cannot be done bur in the Day time. 

Those Flats and Shoals which flopp’d us 
lie 59 Miles above Barnuunda-, at the upper 
End of a Reach which lies E. N. E. and 
where the River turns fliort at once to South, 

On the Noith Side is a high Hill clofc to the 
River, and on the South is a large Savannah. 

Flere we tried the Hill and Watergullies, and 
took up of the Sands with gieat Exahhnefs, 
in order for I'rial ; as indeed we did at all 
Places. 

Thereabouts are great Stocks of diverfc 
Sorts of Game, particularly Rock Partridges : 

I call them fo, as being moflly amongft Rocks 
and Precipices. They are of a dark-lpeckled 
Colour, having a lound SnuflT-colour’d Spot 
pn the Breaft about as big as a Half Crown, 
the Legs and Beak are red, as alfo a Cn cle 
about the Eyes, juft as fome Pigeons have j 
they are not altogether fo big as Partridges, 
but in Shape eyadtly like them and run as faft, 
only then this eredls the Tail, and appears 
like a large Chicken. They are exceeding 
fine Meat, but difficult to kill. 

I OBSERVE too, that the higher up the 
River, the more numerous and bold are the 
River-Horfes, particularly in fuch Reaches 
where are flioal Patches of Sand, and deep 
Water between them, into which they plunge 
and hide, after you difturb them napping on 
the Sands. I have pften ffiot them fo as to 
ftain the Water with their Blood, yet they 
always got away, rifing afterwards at fome 
diftance, blowing up the Water, gracing their 
Teeth, and roaring at us with great Anger, 
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i724> and a hideous Noife. I hope dill to have an 
Opportunity of furveying a dead one, that 
1 might be able to give a juft and eKadl De- 
fer iption of them. Pomelos Defer iption of 
them is the beft extant, for Lemery is much 
out when he affirms them to eat Men, Women, 
&c, they living only on Grafs, which is vifi- 
ble by the Excrements. I have feen one of 
thefe Creatures (as I take it) preferv’d in the 
Dutch Repofitory at the Cape of Good Hope ; 
but I was not fo curious then as to make any 
Remarks. 

I CANNOT forbear taking notice here, that 
in the Journal Juno 1661, the Author takes 
notice but of two Hills between B/irracundu 
and Hork River, and them both on the South 
Side, when I have found fix, vtz. two on the 
'North Side, and four on the South. Nor 
can I fee any rcafon for his . only mentioning 
two, and .omitting the reft. 

On the 23d, at Eight in the Morning, I 
got over the plats, and at Five in the After- 
noon pafs’d by Swmetenda, anchoring at 
Eight at Night, right againft a fmall reddifh 
Mount on the North Side, which we intend 
to examine to-morr,ow. VYe have this Day 
come fix Leagues. 

O N the 24th, in the Mprning, we pafs’d 
on, having firft examin’d the Mount, and 
brought away a Specirnen fpr Trial. This 
Mount lies eight Leagues above Bcinacunda. 
By Noon we got to Matlock 7 ‘ar^ and pafs’d 
the Flats with no fmall Labour and Pains, 
anchoring at Nine at Night juft above the 
great Overfall, which lies near three Leagues 
above Barractmda, being oblig’d to wait for 
Daydight and high Water to pafs it, it roar- 
ing 
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5 ng almoft like London- Btidge at Low Water. 172^. 
We came that Day fix Leagues. I kill’d s, 

Guana five Foot long. 

O N the 25tli, at Day-break, we pafs’d the 
Overfall, and at Nine got to Barracimda, 
where I found Mr Drummond^ with the Jame^ 

IJland Sloopi and the reft of the Canoas, all 
well. Fleie we found Letters from Mr Pliui- 
htt the new Governor, who arriv’d at James 
IJland the ift Inftant, and bi ought fevcral 
Alterations in the Eftablifiiment ; Mr Drum- 
mond being made Second Chief Mei chant, 

Mr Rogers Third, and Mr Hull of the Conn- 
cil, Cifi. Captain Lrevifa h.id bought but 
five Slaves, and a little Teeth and Gold, 
while we Wete nw.iy From him Mi Plutihi^ 
writing very prelfingly for the Sjiip Difpatdu 
it was refolv’d in Council to proceed this E- 
vening direftly to James Fort. 1 flsall herd 
infert his Letter, and Mr Drunwioiui'a Any 
fwer, VIZ. 

Stibes, Mef- 
ficiirs Edw* Drummond 
and Rich. Hull. 

Gentlemen, James Fort, Feb. 10, 1724, 

I Penifed yours of the zoth ult. from Cutte- 
jair to MeJJicurs Oifeiir and Rogers, and 
am glad to hear you are all in a good State of 
Health, and proceeding on your intended Expedi- 
tion, which I pray God continue, and grant you 
Succefs in the fame. 

This ai companies zuha't Letters I brought from 
England for the Gentlemen on the Expediiion, 

‘which we have ordered Mr Franks to forivard 
to you with all hajle. 

U IJpof^ 
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Upon my Dspatture fmn England I expelled, 
in cafe j ou proceeded before my Ary ivaf to have 
found the Ship pifpatch at James Fort j hit 
found to the contrary^ that foe had Orders to he 
at Cuccejarr till you uturn from the Expedition: 
What Trudence •was aFled in that Management^ 

I leave to your Confideration ; and -whether it 
was not more proper for her to be left here., in 
order to purchafe a Cargo for her Return to Eng- 
land, or Trading for any Ships that may lome 
confgfd to us, than he there as an additional 
Charge for the Expedition, without any ProfpeSt 
of Advantage. We therefore in Council have 
thought fit to order you Capt. Bartholomew Stibbs, 
Meffieiirs Edward PrUmmoncl and Richard 
Hull, to fend Orders to the prefent Mojkr oj 
the faid Ship, to bring to us at James Fort the 
faul Ship pirpatch, with what Trade may be 
made by the Sloop, as alfo what may be At our 
FaTlory at Cuttejarr, that we may keep her em~ 
ploy’d till your Return in trading for the Com- 
ny’s Inter eft. And in cafe you do not think pro- 
per to fend her to us, for fame Reafons which are 
not olvims to us at prefent *, then, upon receipt 
hereof, you arc to call a Council, and fend us 
your Reafons in •writing fign’d by you for the 
fatne. 

Altho’ Mr Drummond is appointed Second 
Chief Merchant at James Fort, yet being now 
•upon the Expedition, and believing his Prefence 
to be very neceffary there, we are willing to dift 
penfe with his coming to us till the Expedition is 
over, and to undergo the Fatigue here till bis Ai - 
rival, that there may be no manner of Excufe for 
not proceeding on the intended Expedition, -without 
hmfelf chafes to come and take his Place here. 
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Ws Jlmll aidcavour to pocure. large Sltiantitlsi, 
of Salt, hut JJjdll he very much Jlfaitned to get 
CoHvemencies to carry it up the River. 

‘The Company in their Letter intimate nothing 
particular loncerning the Espcihtion, only that 
they have it to tbsDifcrelion of the Cournil to 
make what Aiteratiorn they ftjall judge proper. 

If the Sloop has any Number of Slaves, zve 
define they may forthwith he fentdozvn, being daily 
in Eupehtaiion of a Ship's Arrival, zvbub by 
Contrail is to fail this Month yor Caioliiu. ILe 
wifi you Health and Succefs , and remain,

Captain T rcj- 
VI fa hath to this Date punbajed hut four Slaves-, 
his Goods are very had, and ill for ted for Trade-, 
which could not he helped, there being no -proper 
Cargoei for thefe Parts at the Fort when we came 
up. I cannot forward the Letters to Captain 
btibbs, not hiQwiiig where they are-, nor will 
any of the Mundingoes go above this Place, for 
they look upon Barracunda as the World's End.

On the 26th, at Day-light, we weigh’d, 
and palVd on. Soon after the Sloop ran a- 
ground in the middle of the River. After 
diligent feaiching from one Side to the other, 
we found there was not Water enough for the 
Sloop to pafs till High Water, alrho’ Ihe 
drew but four Feet and a half : So I lightned 
her by the Canoas, and at Three P. M. got 
her over, anchoiing at Ten at Night about a 
League below Cu^one,

lenda, and confifts of a Sand fiom ihc NorLh 
Side three quarters over the Rivci, on which 
theie were not above four l''ooi Watci From 
thence to the other Side the River Jie J.iige 
Rocks, fcatter’d up and down ()iomilcuou[]y, 
fo as not to permit a VeiTcl to pafs betwixt,

iWr Drummond injoms that he has given 
you an Accoiint of the poor fuccefslcf ‘Trade the 
Sloop has Viet with ; and as /he has got fo ill 
foried a, Cargo,, and /tub wretched * Money,, we 
‘have agreed to hringher dozvn with the Ship, and 
what 'Trade we can get. 

In our Pnfhge up Monf. Lemaigre inforin'd 
us of his having cut down a large ^lanlity of 
Bautle Wood ; which we mention, that you might 
take this Opportunity of having it bi ought down, 
if you difpatch Orders to Damafenfa for to king 
it down to' the IValer-fide, and that Capt. Stibbs 
Jhip it on Board •, it may be got ready before 'Us 
pnffible for us to get there. 

Capt, Stibbs and Mr Hull ictuin'd yefieiday 
to Bairaciinda Pott : They went about 25 Leag, 
above that Place, bttf could not chfiover York 
fiver, which ibfr Vermiiyden placci about /even 
or eight Leagues below.

On the 27th, eaily in the Morning, we 
paiVd on. Ac Bight o’ Clock the Sloop ran 
aground again, on which I refolv’d to leave 
the Sloop, with one Canoa, to attend her, and 
proceeded to Cuttejarr with the reft, in oidet 
to get my Ship in a Readinefs as foon as pof- 
fibk, v;hich by theSicknels amongft my Men 
will take fome Time to do. At Noon I pafs’d 
Zamatenda, and at Ten at Night anchor’d at 
Fatatenda, 

The next Morning I left Fatatenda, and 
at Ten at Night anchor’d under Nachvay- 
Bill, in order to make a Tiial of it. 

O N the apeh, in the Morning, as I was 
examining this Hill, I found towards the Top 
a Lion’s Den, and foon after heard the Lion 
roaring at no great Diftance from where we 
were, which made us make the more hafle 
down. This Den was theonly one of that kind 
I ever met with. ' It was cunningly chofe in 
a folitary out of the way Place, about thiee 
quarters up the Side of the Hill, at the Foot 
of a Precipice in the Side of the Rock ; it 
was difficult of accefs, but large and commo- 
dious, yet undoubtedly form’d by Nature. 

The Track to it, with the Footfteps, Lxcie- 
tnents, and even fome of its Hair, leaves no 
U 4 doubt 
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i'72^ doubt: biic Lh;u ii was the Refidence of a Lion, 
which aie pietty plentiful up this River. We 
fiequcntly hear their Roaring in the Night, 
but I can’t fay I have feen one in the Woods, 
Ijut 1 have frequently feen large Wolves. At 
Night we anchor’d about a Mile belov/llb?//- 
yamaciauin, 

O N the ad of Mnrch^ at Day-break, we 
got to Culiejar ) , and found my Ship in a very 
weak Condition, moftof the Sailois Tick, and 
one dead. I us’d all the Endeavoui's I Could 
to 1 ig iny Ship and be gone, hoping by Change 
of Air to favc fome of my. People’s Lives. 

On the qth arriv’d the Ja?nes IJland Sloop 
With eveiy Body well on Board. The next 
])ay we fentdown three Canoas with 31 Slaves 
for James Fort, under the Care of Mr 'Thmas 
Hairifou ; the Reafon of our fending them be- 
fore was on account of Governor PIunkeiC$ 
adviftng us of .t Charter’d Ship for Carolina 
being expefled daily at the Fort. 

O N the 8th, having got my Ship in a to- 
leiable Condition, I left Cutlejarr, and at Six 
at Night we pafs’d Diihocunda •, when filling 
calm, I towed till Eleven at Night, and then 
anchor’d a Mile fliort of Bnicos. 

O N the 9th, at Sun-rifing, I went thro’ 
'Pbokfs, Pafs's the fame Day went thro’ Sappo 
ifle.s ; the next Morning I ftopt and took a 
Trial of the Red Mount near CajJ'an-, and on 
the 13th, about Noon, came to anchor at 
Joar^ where were two Interlopers, viz, the 
Rntiy^ Cnpt Crmgue^ and the thpe^ Capt. 
ftrry ; the former we left here as we pafs’d 
up the River ^ it feems his Slaves rofe upon, 
him laft Week, by which he loft 17 out of 65. 
About fihree Leagues before we capie to Joat 

we 
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we law two or three Hundred Fdcphanls in a <724. 
Drove come down to the River to drink, 
who rais’d the Dud like the Smoke of a 
Glafshoule or Biewhoufe File. 

On the 13th, at Nip,ht, we left Joar i 
and the next Morning faw a large Drove of 
Flephants fwim acroTs the River, not above 
a quarter of a Mile ahead of us. On the aad, 
in the Morning, we came to an Anchor at 
J-amei IJland^ which we Rluted with live Guns, 

Mr Orfeiir was gone to fettle a Faftory at 
Portodally. It is to be oblerv’d, that we nei- 
thei buried one Man, nor was there one hard- 
ly that weic fick •, on the contrary, thofe that 
wcie in a weak Condition on our letting out, 
grew afterwards very healthful, fat and ftrong; 
but my Ship which lay at Cuttiyarr piovcd 
veiy fickly and unhcalthful. We have been 
upon our Voyage liom James Fort to our Rp» 
turn two Months twenty three Days.

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Ohfervatlons on the foregoing 
Journal^ and on the foLlo'W- 
ing Kemarlzs made hy Mr Stibbs 
concerning the Ri^i^er Gambia. 

T he Author of this Journal having 
given his Reafons why he thought the 
ancient and modern Geographers Ac^ 
counts of the River Gambia were erroneous, I 
hope it will not be thought wrong in me to 
incncion fome things which might not occur 
to him, and which juftify the Geographers in 
their Maps of that River, which they call the 
Niger. 

He fays firfl:, Oihat the River Gambia « 
called by that difUndl Name-, and no other. 

The Gentleman muft have been led into this 
Error from want of Converfing with the 
Natives : Gambia is not the Name by which 
the Mundingoes, who are the I^civcs, call that 
River; for they only call it Bato, fignifying 
‘The River-, by way of Preheminence, as the 
ancient jEgyptians did the Nile, and which the 
BbyJJines do to this Day: Whereas the Name 
of Gambia, I believe, took its Rife from the 
Portiiguefe, and is only ufed by fuch Natives 
as converfe with Europeans, becaufe they find 
that the White Men know the River by that 
• Name, 

He likewife fays, That its Original or Head 
is nothing near Jo far in the Cmntty, as by the 

^ Geographers 
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Geographers has been reptefented mr doet it 
(irife from any Lalie^ or hath it a Conmiumalion 
•with any other River. 

T H E Oppofite to this is affirmed by Leo 
the Afrkan., which I liave infcrted at length ; 
and his Account is of his own Knowledge* 
having himfelf feen the Niger at LomhutOy 
where he went with his Uncle, who was font 
Ambaffador by the King of Fez to the King 
of Lomhuio, And it is not probable that Leo 
could have invented this Story, fince another 
Author, viz. the Nubian Geographer, gives 
the fame Account of the River Niger, which 
I have alfo inferred ; and the Account they 
give of the Natives, their Habit, their Man- 
ners, Diet, (j'c. agrees with what wc find to 
be the prefent Cuftoms on the Rivei Gambia. 
They mention the Salt Pits which aie in the 
Ifland Ulil or Joally, at the Mouth of tlie 
River Gambia, and of the Fondnefs the Na- 
tives have for Salt up the River. They alfo 
mention Gualata or Jualafa, which is the King- 
dom of x.\\tJoUoiff\, They alfo mention Ghana 
or Tany ; and our Difeoverers have not yet 
gone farther than that and Woolly, which may 
be a Part of what they call Ghana, It is not 
therefore very probable they fhould be mifta- 
ken fo as to affirm there was fo great a 
River as the Niger, when there was no fuch 
River. And the River Gambia is fo confider- 
able, chat the Tide flows up farther chan iti 
any River I ever heard of. Mr Stibbs’s faying 
that this River does not rife fo far in the Country 
as reprefented by the Geographers, is giving his 
Conjeiflure 5 which is a negative Weight againfl, 
the pofitive Evidence of the two antienr Geo- 
gtaphers in the Affiiniative. But if we are 
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to judge by Conjedtures, I Hull fubjoin the 
Learned Ludolphus's Opinion upon this Pome, 
which is very curious. I flaall alfo add 
what Herodotus lays upon this Subjedl ; 
Whofe Authorities agree in there being a 
very great River of long Courfe called the, 
Nile or iV/fen, which either divides from thd 
Nde, or riles near it-, and after having traverfed 
moll Parc of Africa^ falls into the Atlanhck 
Ocean, as the other Nik doth into the Medt- 
terraneaih 

Mr Stlhhs allows, that the Gambia is a River 
of the lofige/l Courfe of an-^j that falls into the 
Atlancick Ocean to the North of the Line., and 
that it is the Niger, 7/ any But it leems as if 
he thought there was no Niger at all for he 
fays, that the Gambia ttfes jo near the Sea, as not 
to agree in anj manner with the Account that the 
Anttents give of the Niger. 

H I s Reafon for this Conjedure is, Ithat he 
never heatd the Natives mention any thing of 
Lakes. Thefe Natives, very probably, were 
the Merchants, with whom he fpoke, whofe 
Intereft it was to conceal from him the Coun- 
try to which they traded, fince they muff 
perceive that his Intention was to go up and 
trade thither which if he could do by the 
River, he would certainly under-trade them, 
who live by buying the Goods from the Euro- 
peans nsa.v the Sea, and carrying them up and 
felling them, at great Profit, to the People who 
live high up the River The Joncoes that I 
myfelf have generally fpoke to (knowing that 
I had no Intention to trade up that Way) told 
tiie, ‘That about a Month’s Journey from Joar 
there are great Lakes, near which they pafs. 
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And that is the general Opinion of the Coun’> 
try, as you’ll fee by Governor Rogers’^ Letter 
to the Company, which I have alfo added. 

H r s fecond Reafon is, Thai the Natives 
fay the Gambia cojnes po?n near the Gold Mwes, 
twelve Days Journey frosn Barracunda ; and that 
thci e Fowls walk over it. This may be true of 
fome River which falls into the Gambia ; but 
the main River of Niger, as kid down by the 
Antients, which agrees with the Courfe of the 
Gambia, comes from South of the Eaft to 
Barracunda j whereas the Gold Mines he fpeaks 
of, he more Northerly. 

H E kys, That none of the other Rivers come 
out of the Gambia : But he gives no Proof 
thereof ; nor does he mention any one who 
hath difcover’d the Head of ihe Senegal, or of 
any of the other Rivers. 

H E fays, That the Fiench bavi not made 
any Difcovenes of the Senegal above Galium ; 
whieh IS 5 or 600 Miles up, and hang on the 
Confines of South Barbary, -partakes of its Sands 
and Deferls, where it ts very /mail. This is the 
Defeription Leo gives of the Northern Branch 
of the River Niger-, and only proves that the 
French have not been higher than Gallajn, but 
does not prove that the Senegal does not come 
out of the Gambia far above Gallam ; and it 
is perhaps the Senegal falling out of the Gam- 
bia, which forms the Ifland 300 Miles in 
i.ength, and 150 Miles in Breadth; which 
the Nubian Geographer mentions in the King- 
dom of Vaiicara above Tany, and which Leo 
alfo mentions in his ych Book, defciibing the 
Kingdom of Ghinea ; and Labat, a Modern 
Fremh Author, in the Second Volume of his 
Account of Jfrka, fays as follows; 
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* I N giving Account of the River Senegal^ 

* I fliall indifferently call it by that Name, or 

* the Name of tht Niger. In this I follow the 

* Opinion of all thofe, both Ancients and 

* Moderns, who have fpoke with Certainty 

* of this River. They all agree, that the 

* Rit'er which the Europeans have for two Ages 

* call'd Senegal, is really the Niger, or one of 

* the moft confiderable Branches of it. It is 

* the Fate of Great Rivers, by the Quantity 

* of their Waters, to be divided into different 

* Streams 5 and by giving different Names to 
‘ thofe Streams, that of the main River from 

* whence they proceed is forgot. The Rhine 
\ is a neighbouring Example of this ; a little 
‘ Brook only, which is loft amongft the Sands, 
^ bears the Name of the Rhine, whilft many 

* great Branches produced from it fall into 

* the Sea under other Names. 

‘ Many. things have contributed towards 

* giving the Name of Senegal to that Branch 
‘ of the Niger. The Europeans arriving at 

* tlie Entry of that River, and not knowing 

* it, they ask’d the Name of certain Fiflier- 
® men that they found there. He of whom 

* they ask’d, notimderftanding them, thought 

* they ask’d his Name, and anfwer’d them, 

* Zanaga ; which the Europeans underftood 
® to be the Name of the River, and have fince 

* corrupted into Senegal, the Name by which 

* moft Europeans know this River. 

* T H E Moors who frequent the Northern 

* Banks call it in their Language Htied Nigar 

* which fignifies, if I miftake not, the Black 

* River, or Fluvius Niger. 

‘ I E 

* ZMaga, the Name of one of the Tribes of the Mtoru 
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* If we believe Samite, it was known to 
« the Antients under the Name of Ajanaga, 

' not much different from that of Senegal, 

‘ which it bears : But let the prefcnt Name 
‘ be what it will, it is certainly the firme 
‘ River. The Cuftoni of giving new Names 
‘ to Places when they are firfl; difeover’d or 
‘ poffefs’d, without enquiring into their an- 
* tient Names, is not eafy to be prevented ; 

‘ but this doth not change the Situation nor 
‘ the Courfe of the Niger. 

‘The Niger, or Senegal, is one of the 
‘ moft confiderable Rivers in Africa : Without 
‘ fpeaking of what it is beyond the Lake of 
‘ Bournon, which is in 42 Degrees of Longi- 
‘ tude, from that Lake to the Sea is 800 
‘ Leagues. The antient Geographers fay that 
‘ it is a Branch of the Nile, and that thefe 
‘ two Rivers come from the fatne Head* 

‘ Phwj is of this Opinion, and one of his 
‘ Reafons is, That the Banks produce the 
‘ fame Plants and Animals. If this Argument 
‘ were allow’d, we might by it prove, that 
‘ the River of Amazons, and Janeiro, and all 
‘ the other Rivers in America, came from the 
‘ fame Nile, fince they produce Crocodiles as 
‘ well as it. 

‘The moft that we could now learn is 
‘ from the Negroe Merchants of the Kingdorrs 
‘ of Mundingo ; Their Accounts are not fo 
‘ exact as to be quite poGcive and we can- 
‘ not but fuppofe that in the Accounts they 
‘ give they will fay nothing that can prejudice 
‘ their Commerce, or excite the Europeans to 
‘ break in upon their Trade. What is cer> 
‘ tain, and fo certain that it admits of no doubt, 

* is, that the Kingdom of Gallam, above the 

‘ Fore 
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Olfermthns on the 

® Fort of Sr Jofcph, abounds in Mines of Goldj 
® as do the Kingdoms of Gago and ^ombuto, 
‘ which lie above that upon the fame River. 

‘ We arc afllired, and it is credible enough, 

* that in tlie 20th Degree of Longitude the 
‘ Niger is much larger than it is below, and 
‘ it there forms a very confiderable Lake s 

* and leaving that Lake, divides itfelf into 
® two Branches the one running due Weft, 
‘ is call’d the Senegal ; the other running South 
*' Weft, is call’d the Gambia-. The latter di- 
® vides itfelf again, and the Southern Stream 
‘ of It is call’d St Domingo ; and that again 
' pioduces a fouith, call’d Rio Grande-. Thefe 
“ two laft are divided again, and fall through 
‘ feveial Channels into the Sea, which form 

* the I Bands of BijfagotSy Eoulam and 

* Bujfy., and many others. 

‘ T HE^ Miindingoes (who of all tht Neginsi 
‘ arc thole who tiave) moft) fay, that the 
‘ Niger comes put of Lake which they call 
' Maheria *, but we cannot fix the Situation 
*■ of it from their Accounts, becaul'e they can- 
' not obferve Lbnoitude and Latitude. They 
‘ fiy, that this River, at a Place call’d Bar- 
‘ racota, divides itfelf into two Branches, and 

* that that which runs to the Southward we 
^ call Gambia, which after a long Courle feenis 
“ to lofe Itfelf in a Lake oveigrown with 
‘ Canes and Reeds, in fuch a manner as thro’ 
‘ their Thickoefs to render the Watei iinpaf- 
® fable for Boats : That having pafs’d this 

* Lake, it again appeals a fine and deep 
‘ River, as large as where it paffes by Ban a- 
‘ cunia, to which Place the Englifh and Por- 
‘ tuguefe, who are fettled in that River, go up 
^ fo trade with the Mercluprts,- Little C'anoas 

‘ can 
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‘ can go rrom Hatrmitklii lo the j.ake of 
‘ Ca?m, butBaiks caitiioc, not even in the rainy 
‘ Seafon, becaufc they rannoc {lahj a Ridge of 
‘ Rocks which cioOcs rhe River; and through 
‘ which, though there are feveral deep Chan- 
‘ nels, yet are they fo nairov/ that nothing 
‘ broader than a Canoa ' can go through 
‘ ‘them.’ 

This Account from a Perfbn of Tome Learn™ 
ing, who had liimfelf been in Senegal^ is very 
different from Mr, Sitbhsh Conjefttires ; but 
though I venture to obferve upon his Reafons, 
yet at the fame Time I fhall not omit men* 
tioning, to his and Mr. Hull’s Honour, that 
they pudied their Difeoveries very far, even as 
high as the River was navigable for wide 
Boats; for he mentions that Ridge of Rocks 
which Lebatt fays flops the Navigation with 
large Barks tip the Gambia. And whofoever 
knows the Difficulty of Difeoveries in thofe 
Countries, where Heat, Hunger, Faint-heait- 
ednefs of ones Companions, and Ignorance of 
the Cuftoms and Language of the Natives, 
equally create numberlefs Oppofitions to the 
Defign, cannot but praife and commend the 
Courage and Conftancy of fuch Adventurers 
as make any Difeoveries at all. 
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A T'ranjlat'm of fuch Part of the N u E i a n’s 
Geography, relates to the Niger-Nile, 
of ‘which the Gambia h fuppofed to be one- 
Mouth.

PI E begins with fliewing that the Earth is a Globe, 
and then after a general Tieatife of Geography, pro- 
ceeds to drvldc the Earth into feven Clrmates, the fiiR 
from tlje iEciuator Northward, The River Gambia 
or Nile., is in the firft Climate, Pie begins at the 
Weftern Ocean, and defciibes Eaflwaid, as far as the 
Arabians knew, all under thofe Latitudes. Thus ire 
fpeaks firfl. of that Part of Africa winch lies on tire 
Weftoin Ocean, and the Moutlis of the Niger-Nile^ 
and' proceeds Eaftward, deferibing all the Countries 
under tire fame Latitude, in which is comprehended 
the whole Courfe of the Niger^ Part of the Courfe of 
the other Nile, tire Red Sea, Part of Arabia, the Eajl 
Indies, &c. Of thefc wc have given only what relates 
to the Courfe of what he calls the Nile, of winch the 
Gasnbia feerns to be one Mouth.

Thefc tranflated Paragraphs of the Preface of the 
P<?nV Edition, were wrote in the Year 1619, which is 
JI9 Years fince, thcietbie it is 5S7 Years fince the 
Nubian Geographer wrote ; and his Book, tho’ it ig wrote 
in a dry Manner and without any Ornaments, mufl 
be veiy valuable to the Curious, fince it is an Account 
of what the Arabians knew of the Countiies of the 
Negroes fo many Ages ago. 

This Book hath met with great Applaufe among the 
Learned ; it was much valued and extolled by the Car- 
dinal Perrontus, the great Nmanus, Scaliger, Cafaubon^ 
and Thomas Erpemus., the famous Arahicli Profeflor of 
Leyden, And indeed all the Geogiaphers have made 
their Maps of Afrha from this and Leo the Africans 
Account! and though thclc aic fo well known in the 
leainod World, yet they arc hardly known by the 
Generality of the EngUJIj) and J cannot find that 
this Nubian Geographer was ever tianflated into oui 
Language. 

He mentions, tliat from tlic Illiind ZIUl, to the City of 
Segelmefa is fotty Days Jouiney; now we know dwt 
SegclmcJ/h is under the Einpcioi of AJors„i.o, and it is 
very piobable that that is the Coiinli v into which 
the ‘'foncocs or Merchants go from tlie River Gcot'bia, 
where they lay tbeic me Cities and Houfes liuilt with 
Stone, and xlefcnhc the Manners of the People to be 
like the JlAaots of Mmocco. But the Cities on thefeGtfwi- 
lia are either now demohflred and ovci-gtow'n with 
Wood, or elfc they lie higher up the River than die 
Nnglijlo have yet difcovei’d, for tlieic aie no Stone 
Buddings in any of-tlie Towns which we know. 

He alfo mentions Ghana, which I take to be Yam, 
fp'oke of in my Journal ; then lie mentions Uhl to be an 
Iflarid abounding v.'ith Salt, a Day’s Sail fiom the Mouth 
of the Nile. The Salt Pits fioni whence the Inh.ihitants 
of the Rivei Gambia arc furnifhed with Salt, are to this 
Day in the Rlands called ^ pally •, ana rhofoiSak Pits art 
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cue Day's Sail ‘fiom the Mouth of the Gambia^ as he 
fays 'the Sail Pits of XIUl are fiom the Nik, 

He wiitcs many other Things, which, if the Readei 
pleafes to compare, he will fiird they agree with my 
Journal up the Gambia^ and that of Capt. Stihb’b, 
though neither of us had feen the Nubian's Geography 
when we wrote our Journals, 

It is proper to advertife the Reader, that, in Tran- 
flating the Nubian's Geography, we have infer ted all 
the Names as he fpells them, and the g is to be pio- 
nounced like jay or J, and that he ufes the Wprd Nile 
for the River which we call Gambia.

Parc L Climate I. 

T his climate begins on the TVcJl, from the 
IVeJlern Sea, which is culled the Unknotun 
' Sea, or Sea of Darin^f, ' beyond which what 
niay be. Geographers have no Knowledge of, Thcie aic 
on that Coafl: fix Iflunds, call’d the Fortunate Jfands, 
fiom whence Ptalainy began his Computation of Lon- 
gitude and Latitude ; and they relate, ” that nr every one 
of tire find Iflands ig to be feen p. Pillar rais’d of Stone,

In this Part of the Climate are the Cities ' VliJ, 
Salla, Toctitr, JDau, Berijfa and Murq-, all fituated 
in the Negroes Country of Meexara. But tJie Ifland 
TJUl Hands not far diftant from the Continent, and in this 
is found thefe famous Salt Pits, the only that we know of 
in all the Country of the Negroes, and ’tis from hence 
they are every where fupply’d with Salt; foi Men 
coming to this Bland load their Veilels with Salt, 
and direft their Couite to the Mouth of the Nile, 
wlilch is at tlie Ditlance of one Day’s Sail ; along the 
Nile they afterwards pafs by ’ Salia, Toerur, Berijfa, 

^ Ghana, with the other PiovlnCes of * Vancara and 
Caugha, and all the Country of the Negroes, who for 
the moll: Part inhabit along the Nik -itfelf, or the 
Rivers which fall into it. The reft of the Countries 
lying diftant from the Nile, on each Side, aie deteil 
Sands and folitarv Walles, altogether imcultivutcd : There 
are indeed Wells found in them, but often dry,' and 
Travellers find no Water for two, four, five, fix, and 
fometimes twelve Days Journey, Of this Nature is the 
Road of Benefer, which is upon the Way between SegeU 
onajfa and Ghana, where ibr fourteen Days they can get 
po Water ; for which Rcafon the Caravans have it ear- 
ned with them m all fuch ways on Camels Backs. There 
arc throughout the Countries of the Blacks many paftes 
of the like Sort, the Soil being moftly Sand, and that 
toft to and fro by the Wind makes it impiadlicabJe to

This Place is in the Dominion of 
the King of Tflcn/r, who is a mighty Piince, having 
many Servants and Sbldieis of known Foititude, Power 
and Jullice, with a Country well fecui’d, and expos’d 
to no Fears His chief Seat and Place of Refidence is 
the City ToLTur, ' Handing on the South Bank of tlic 
Nile, two Day’s Journey horn Sulla, as well on the 
River as by l^and. 'I'hc City ‘Tocrur is laigcr than that 
of Salla, and moie abounding with Commerce; Tlic 
remoter Inhabitants of the JFeJleui Paits bring thither 
Shells ^ and Burfs, and caiiy fiom thence Gold and 
Bracelets for the Legs: Their Diet at Salla and lotrur 
is a kind of -t- large grain’d Millet, Fifli, and Preparation 
of Milk; their Cattle aic chiefly Camels and (loats ; 
the common People wcai Hair Garments, and Woollen 
Caps on theii Heads j but the Drefs ot the Nobility iS 
a Cotton Veft and ,1 M.mtlc. From the afoieliud Cities 
to Segelmaffa ^ is a Journey of foity Da3''s, at the Rate 
of the Caravan’s 'Fiavelling: The neareft Place to this, 
within the Limits of the Defart of ^ Leinptuna, is Azea,

at the DtHancc ot twenty-five Stations ; and Tiavellers 
crury Water with them for two, four, five ahd fix Days. 
Jn like manner from the Iflc of Vhl to Scgelmaffa are 
jiigh forty Stations, computing by tlic Caravans Stages. 
Baiffa lies Bajiward to the Nile, at the Dillance of 
twelve Stations from Tocrur ; this is a little City, and 
not ■wall’d, and feems like a' populous Village; but the 
Citizens here are Meiclunts, trading to all Parts, and 
Subjcdls to the King of 'Toi.rur. 'Po the South'watd of 
EeriJJ'a, at the Diftance of ten Day’s Maich, lies the 
Land of Landem, into which Incurfions aie made by the 
Inhabitants of BcriJJ'a, Balia, ‘Tocrur and Ghana ; theie 
they take Numbers of Captives, whom they carry “ 
aivay to their owm Countries, and difpofe of to the Mer- 
chants trading thither; thefe afterwards fell them into all 
Pints of the Wot Id. 

In the wliolc Land of Lamkni tlieie aic but two final! 
Cities, or as it wcie Villages, and tliofc aie Male! and 
Dau, fituatcd at the Diftancc of four Days Journey fiom 
each other. '^I'heir Inhabitants, as People of thofe Parts 
relate, are ynus, and indeed mofl of them unbelieving 
and igrioiant. Milieu any of all the Inhabitants of the 
Kingdom of LamUm comes to have the Ulis ot liis Reafon, 
he is burnt in the Pace and Temples ; this they do for a 
Token among ' thcmfelves. All ihcit Countries and 
whole Dominions is near a certain River, flowing into 
the Nile. It is not known that theie is any inhaliited Place 
beyond the Kingdom of LamhmXo the South. T bat Ivmg- 
tiom joins on the JVeji to jIAcznm, on the Eajl to V anenra, 
on the North to Ghana, and on the Sottth with the Defert ; 
and its People iii'c. a different Language fioni thofe of 
Mfc^ara and Ghana. Retweeii Berija abovemention’d 
and Ghana, to the £«//, is a Journey of twelve D.iys- 
it lies m the Midway which leads to the Cities Salla and 
Tocrur. Likewifc fiom the City BcriJJa to Andeghejl is 
computed a Diftance of twelve Days Jouiney; and 
Audegbeji is on the North of Bcriffd.

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In the Negroes Countries no foreign Fnut ia feen hefidcis 
pates, which are biought thither by the People ot the 
Pefeit of Varedat! fiora the Kingdoms of Segehmjpi or 
Zab, ' The Nik waflics that Country from Eiyi to INyl, 
and there on tire Banks of it Indtan Canes grow. Ebony 
Trees and Box, wild Vines and Tamariks, and very 
large Woods of the hitc 'Frees, where their Herds lye 
down and lodge, and flieltcr thcmfelves in the Shades 
from .the fcoi clung Heat. In thefe Woods ate found 
■Lions, Bealls like Camels and Panthers, Stags, Hebuth, 
Haies, White Weafels and Porcupines. There are alfo 
in the Nth vn'ious kinds of Fifli, as well fmall as of 
a large Size, '>?> which moft of the Negroes feedj foi they 
Seafon with Sidt and lay up the Eifli they take, winch 
very much e.^^,els m fatnefs and largenefs. I'he Arm,s of 
the People of thofe Countries are Bows and Arrows, ,m 
.whicli.theu Force chiefly is ; they alfo makeufe of Club.s, 
winch, by a peculiai Skill and wonderful Art, they make 
of Ebony ; but they make the Bows and Arrows, alfo 
the Bow-Stiings, of the Reeds of Sciarac. The Build- 
ings of this People are of Clay, and wide Beams, for 
long ones are feldom found aniong them. 'I'heir Orna- 
ments are of Latten 01 Copper Metal, Grana, and Glafli 
Necklaces, and counterieited Jewels. Some of tire 
aforef.nd Things belonging to the Cuftoinsj VidliiaLs, 

. Drink, Cloathing, and Ornaments, are in ufe among 
the chief Part of A-\ei Negroes-, in all their Country, w'hen 
it burns with the fcoicbing Heat. Thofe however wiio 
live in Ctties fow Onions, Gourds, and Pompions, 
which grow there to a wonderful Bignefs. The Plenty 
of Corn, nor of other forts of Grain, is not fo gicat 
among them, as the large grain’d Millet, from which 
tiiey make' their drink. Their greatelt Dainties are Fifli 
and dry’d Camels Elefh. 


Part IL Climate L 

T he Cities contain’d in this fecond Part of the firfl 
Climate are Malel and Ghana, Tirca, ' Marajd, 
Sacifiata, Ghanara, Reghebil, anti Semegdei. Fiom tlic 
City Maid to the great City Ghana uie about twelve 
Stations, through fandy Pkiccs and patch’d Plains. In 

■ Ghana, 
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Ghana are two Cities, fituatcd on the two oppofite Shores 
of what they called a fjcfli Water Sea, and is the largjcft, 
inoft populous, and wealthiell, in all the Negroes Coun- 
tries ; and tliithet the rich Merchants refoit, not onl^ 
from all the neighbouring Places, but alfo from all the 
remoteft Parts of the Its Inhabitants arc Muffel- 

men, ' and the King of it (as it is reported) derives his 
Pedigree frdm Saleh, the Son of Jbdalla, the Son of 
Hafan, the Son of Hofain, the Son of AaR, the Son of 
Abi-Tahb ; and the King is ahfolute, altho’ .he pays 
Obedience to Ahhajesus Emperor of the M.u[fclmen. * He 
hath a Palace, which is a ftrong and well foi titled Stme- 
ture, on the Bank of the NH^ ■■ Apartments adorn’d with 
various Engravings, Paintings, and Glafs Windows. 
The aforefaid Palace was built in the five hundred and 
tentli Year of the Hegelra, His Kingdom and Dominions 
is bounded by the Country of Vancara abovementioned^ 
very famous for the Plenty and Excellency of their Gold 
Mines. And from the confirmed Reports of the People 
who come from the * remote Part of the Weft, it is 
certain that there is ih the Palace of the King, an entire 
Lump of Gold, not caft, nor wrought by any Infl.ru- 
meats, but pcrfedtly form’d by the divine Providence 
only, of -thirty Pounds. Weight, which has been bored 
through, and fitted for a Seat to the Royal Throne: ? 
And truly it is a raoft extraordinary Thing, granted to 
no otlier but to him, by which he procuras to himfclf a 
peculiar Glory, in CompArifoii of all the Negro Kings, 
And that King, as is reported, is the moft jufl; of all Men ; 
no other King has fo ni.rny Captains, who every Morn- 
ing come to his Houfe on Plorfcback, and one of thefc 
“ carrying a Drum beats it, nor is he filent till thcKijig 
comes down to the PaUce Gate ; and when all the Cap- 
tains meet him, he himlelf gets on Horfcback, and going 

before

» Seat to the Royal Throne ) The Negroes chufe very low 
Seats, -and very fmall withal, not above ten Inches high, and 
firs over, and very often in the Shape of an Hour Glafs. 
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before them he pailes thro^ the Stiects and Suburbs of tlie 
City. T'hen jf any be opprefs’d or griev’d with any T rouble, 
he prefents himfelf to the King, nor docs, he depart from, 
his. Prefence till his Caufe be decided. Ii\ the Atternoons, 
when the Heat of tlie Sun permits, he gets again on 
Hoifeback, and goes out guaided on all fides by his 
Soldiers: Then no Admittance nor Acccfs,is open to any- 
one. Therefore, in a certain and appointed Caflom, he 
rides out twice every Day. And fo much is leinarkable 
of his Juftice. He generally wears a Habit of Sattin, or 
a black Mantle, after the jlrabian Manner, with 
Drawers, and leathern Sandals on his Feet: He always 
goes on Horfeback. He has abundance of rich Orna- 
ments, and Horfes, with moft fumptuous Trappings, 
on foleinn Days, led before him. He has many Troops 
who- march each with their Colours under his Royal 
Banner ; Elephants, Camels, and viiious kinds' of Ani- 
mals, ' which are found in the Negroes Countries, precede 
him. In fine, thefe People have in the Nik long made 
Boats, in which they pradlife Filhing and Commerce 
between one City and the other. But the Apparel 
of tlie People of Ghana are Cloths to cover their Naked- 
nefs and Mantles, And the Country of Ghana is join’d 
on the Wejlern Side with the Kingdom of Mecseara% 
on the Eaji with that of Vancara j on the North with 
the broadeft Defeit, lying out between the Countries of 
the Blacks and Barbary ; on ■ the South it joins to the 
Ittfidels Country, to uuit, that of Lanilem, and other 
Inhabitants. 

From the City of Ghana to the Confines of the 
Country of Vancara is a Journey of eight Days; and 
this of Vancara is moft famous for the Excellency and 
Plenty of Gold. It is an Bland of three hundred Miles 
in Length, and one hundred and fifty in Breadth, which 
the Nile furrounds all the Year. But the Month of 
Auguji approaching, and the fcorching Pleat increafing, 
and the Nils overflowing, that Bland, or, at leaft,’ the 
greater Part of it, is cover’d' over with Water, and 
remains fo as long as the Nile is wont to overflow. But 
when the Waters decreafe, and the Nile begins to gather 
it felf in its proper Channel, all, -who are m the Kingf 
dom of the Blaoks, living in thofe Iflands, return- to 
Jheir Habitation ; and eveiy Day in which the Nik de- 

: cieafes. 
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rrtafos, they flig,htly dig the Earth, and not one of them 
i,-' difiiypointcd in his Labour; but whofoever he be, by 
digging, finds more or left of Gold, according to the 
Gift of God. And after that the Nile hatli cntirelv 
betaken itfelf to its foimer Bounds, they fell what they 
have found, and Meichandize among thenifelves ; and 
indeed the greater Part of the Gold is bought by the 
Mci chants of Vmeclan, and by the lemoteft JP'eJicrn 
Met chants, and they carrying it into their Countries, 
firikc and coin it into Pieces of Money ; and by them they 
are bought ; and that every Year. 

Next to the Cities of the Country of Vet neat a lies the 
great and populous City Tirca\ diftant fiom. Ghana fix 
Days Journey ; the Road lies along the Banks of the 
Nile. From Tirca to the City Marafa is icckon’d fix 
Days. And from this to the Country of Seemata is 
fix Days Journey. From that to the City Smiagda is 
eight Days Journey. That is a beautiful and neat City, 
fituatccl on the Shore of a fi efh Water Sea ; and diftant 
fiom the City Reghebll nine Days, Alfo from the City 
Si'cmartt' to the CHy of Reghebil, towards the Souths is a 
Journey of fix Days, The Ciiy Reghebll lies alfo on the 
Sliore of a fiefh Water Sea, and is of a beautiful Form 
and Bignefs, fituated under a Mountain, which hangs 
over it on the South Side. Between the City Reghebll, 
towards the Tf'^e/l, and the City Ghanara, there is a 
Jdiflance of eleven Days. The Ciry Ghanara is on a 
Bank of the Nile, inclos’d with a ftrong Wall, and 
inhabited by a numerous and robuft People. Alfo from 
this City to that of Ghana is a Journey of eleven Days,

Part III. Climate I. 

T H E rnoft famous Cities which are contain’d in this 
third Part of the fiift Climate,^ aie Kaugha and 
Kkck, Tamaltna, Zaghara, Mathan, Angimi, Nuabla 
and Tagua, The City Kaugha is on the North Bank of 
the frelh Water, fiom which its Inhabitants draw to 
drink. > 'I'his City is fubjcdl to the Empire of Vencara ; 

nevei thekL 
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sievei thclefs fome of thci, Negroes reckon it mnler the 
Dominion of Kanem, It is a populous City, without 
Walls, famous for Bufinels and uieful Aits foi the Adi'an- 
tage of Its People. The Women of this City aie fo en- 
dued with the Magick Ait, that Witchcraft is in a pecu- 
liar Manner attributed to them ; foi they aie find to 
he very skilful, and theii Chaims effeiflual. From 
Kaiigha to Semegmclam^ towards the IF ifi, is ten Days 
Journey. Alfo from Kaugha to Ghana is near a Month 
and lialf’s Journey. Fiom Kaugha to Damocla is 
reckon’d a Month’s Journey. Alfo from that to Sah/a is 
almoft a Month. Again, from Kaugha to the City 
Kucu is’ twenty Days Journey, towards the North, at the 
Rate of the Camels travelling. The City Kucu is 
famous among the Negroes for Bignelsj it is fituated on 
the Bank of a River, which flowing from the North 
Part, wafhes it, and affords Dimk to the Inhabitants j 
and altho’ many Negroes relate that this City Kuui is 
fituated on the Bank of the Nile, otheis place it near a 
River flowing into the Nile. It is however, I appiehend 
an Opinion, that that River glides along, till it pafles for 
maiw Days beyond K\xcu, and then pours it Iblf out nita 
iheDefeit, thro’ Sands and Plains, in the fame Manner 
the River Euphrates doth in Mejopotamia. 

Befide, the King of Kucu is abfoiutc, dependant on no 
one ; he has much Attendance, and the gieateft Empire, 
Soldiers and Captains, Armour, and beautiful Furniture. 
Thcfe People ride on Horfes and Camels;/ they are of a 
martial Diipofition, and frequently invade the neighbour- 
ing Nations. With refpeft to the Cloathing of this 
Country, the common People cover their Nakednefs with 
the Skins of Beafls, but the Merchants cloatli theinfeh'es 
with Vefts and Tunicks, wear Caps on their Heads, and 
adorn therafelves with Gold. The Governois and 
Nobility are cov'er’d with Sattin, the Merchants go to, 
and aie conveifant with them, and they change Goods 
by way of Tuick or Barter. A Wood grows in this 
Country, vihich is Serpentine Wood \ and it is faid 

to be of that Nature, that if it be put to a Serpent’s Den, ^ 
immediately the Serpent comes out of it. And alfo, that 
he who wears this Wood, can take in his Hand a Set pent, 
without Fear; but rathei, upon touching them, he, fliall 
fcem to ftd in him fome certain Courage, Hotvevfr, the,

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Truth of this 'Flung is only fupported by the Report? of 
the remote Niitions <jf the TFcJi ; aiul it is probable, that 
they who hold this Wood, or weai it about their Necks, 
liave not been neat any Serpent to try. 'I'hia Wood is like 
Pyre+hrumo^ is ot a twilled Grain, and.pf a 

black Colour, 

The City Kucti is diftant from the City Ghana a 
Month and half’s Journey; but from the' City Tamalinci, 
towards the Eaft^ fourteen Days. That is a fmall CiCy, 
without Walls, licquented by People from the Country 
of Koimr. Fioin ’Tamaltna to the City Mathan^ from 
the Countiy of Kancm-, aie twelve Days Journey ; This 
alfo IS a fmall City, and none of the ufual Arts are 
praflis’d in it, very few Mcichandize, and the People 
have Camels and Goats. From the City Mathan to the 
City Angluil is reckon’d eight Days Journey, and this 
alfo belongs to the Province of Kamm ; it is very fmall, 
not inhabited by much Ifoople, and thefe of a mean 
Spirit: They are adjoining to Nnba on the Eaji, and 
diftant from the Nile three Days Journey, and they 
have no Water but from Wells. • From Angimi to 
the City Zaghara is fix Days Journey : Zaghara has 
many Towns, and populous: And lound about it live a 
cei tain People, like thofc of Zaghara., who hiie Camels 
of the Citiz-ens; and they exeicife fome Tiade of Mer- 
chandize of little Value, and fome Arts among them. 
Thefe likewifc drink Well Water, and eat large grain’d 
Millet, and dry Flefti ot Camels; alfo Fifli mingled 
with Myirh, and Mdk Meats, with which they greatly 
abound: They cover themfelves over with Skins, and 
aie the Swifteft in Running of all the Negroes^ From 
the City Zaghara to Mathan is eight Days Journey, and 
the Emperor affd Prince refide there, whofe Soldiers, as 
they are for the moft Part naked, arc Archers, From 
this eXty Mathan to the City Pagua are thii teen Days Jour- 
ney, and this is the Metiopohs of the Kingdom of the 
Inftv Is of Pagua, obfei'ving no Religion, "rhe Country 
of thefe IS bordering to that of Nuba, and to them 
belongs the little City Stmna. And fome who have 
travelled over the Cities of Koiiar report, that the Chief 
of Jalac, who has his Government from the King ©f 
Nuba, went into the City Semna, burnt and utterly 
clelhoy’d it, and difpers’d Us Inhabitants into different

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Parts, and that this was lately ruined. From th'e City Tugua 
to this fame are fix Days Journey. And from the City 
Tagua to the City horn whence tlie Kingdom ot 

has its Name, and.fiom thence the A aie eigh- 
teen Days Jouiney. 

Part IV. Climate I. 

I N this fouith Part of the fill! Climate is contained the 
Kingdom of Nubia, Part of ^Ethiopia, and the lell ot 
.the Noith of Tagua, and the inwaid Pait of Vahat. The 
moft famous Places and chief Cities of Nubta, aie Cufa, 
Ghnha^ (r)* Dancala, Jalac, and &iila ■ Bur m Ethiopia, 
Marcaia and Nagiagha. In fine, in the Countiy of the in- 
ner Vaiat and upper Part of Mgypt, arc the Cities Afuan, 
Ancava and Redini. 

In this Part is feen the (s) Sepaiating of tlie two Niks, 
w'z. of the Nik of Aigypt, which flowing from South to 
Noith, divides our Countiy; on each Shorn of which aie 
fituated the greateft Parc of the Cities of Mgypt ; lome o- 
thers there are in the lilands. The othei Pai t of the Ntlc 
flows from the Eaft to the utmoft Bounds of the Weft ; 
and upon that Branch of the Ntk he all, or at leaft the 
moll celebrated Kingdoms of the Negroes,

F R I C A h inhabited by three Races of Reaple, 
Firji, — The Moors, u?tder which Name are 
comprehended all the ancient Inhabitants of Africa 
before the Aiabian Conqmjl^ whether they were 
defended from Numidians, Phoenicians, Cartlia- 
ginians, Romans, Vandals, oi Goths. During the Arabian 
Empire under the Cahphs all thofe. Nations rcce'wcd the Maho- 
metan Religion.

Of them are five Tribes, who, to avoid the Fury of the 
Arabians, retired Southward into the Dc farts of Libya ; and 
one of thofiTribes, that <?/’ Zanaja, (Lfeb Jays) difiovered 
and' conquered tkofi Negro Nations- which lie 'on the bjiger. ' 

'Secondly, TheArabians, who under the Caliphs Suc> 
fofs of Mahomet, after they had conquered Part of Afia and 
a//Algypt, pajfedthe Nile, andfuhdued Africa. Mof of thefi 
Arabians Uve fill in the Defarts upon feeding ihein.Herdsp 
Hinting and War, raifittg Contributions of the Moors who 
live in. Cities, and by Agriculture. Some of their Tribes have 
rambled Southidaid as far as the River Gambia,' and the 
Pholcys feni to be defended from them. 

Thirdly, — Th e Ne g r 0 es, tpho begin to in'habit wherethe 

Defiits 
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t)efart 5 end, along the great River tailed Ga.mhh. Niger, 
and from thence Southward at far as the Cape of Good Hope. 

Leo the Ainaw hath given a full Aaount of all tbefe Na- 
tions from the Mediterranean Sea to tloe Gambia, by hint called 
the Niger, and by the Nubian Geographer called the Nile. / 
have tranflated fuch Parts of Urn asjhews the Road from the 
great Cities of Motbcco and Fez, to the Countries of the Ne- 
groes and the River Gambia alfo his Aecomt of the Negroes 
and the Courfe of the Niger. His Book is very curious and 
'methodical, giving an Account of all the Moorifli Kingdoms, 
and exadtly defcribing every Tcntm, and the Changes chat have 
happened, particularly the Decay of Arts and Learning which 
formerly foiirijhed in the great City of Morocco. He em, rs 
into the Gonjlitution of the Governments, fame of which jeem 
Republican. There were then feveral Kingdoms in Africa, and 
feveral free Towns and Families independent of rhofe Kings. 
About the Century, imohichhe lived, the Pbrtugneze 
made very great Ravages' in Africa, for landing upon the Ports 
on the Ocean, they had pierced even into the Heart of the King ~ 
dom of Fez. In the Defcriptton of the different Towns, he 
gives an Account of thofc Revolutions. He divides his Wo>k 
into 8 Parts. I have the fecund Edition of his Book, whith 
was pubiijhed at Venice ire the Teat 1554. In the prjl Pol. 
of 'Ramufio’r Colleftion of Navigations and Voyages, the Wot k 
is in Italiaiij dedicated to the famous Hieiommo Fiacailora.

I'he Beginning of it Eaft 
ward IS at the City of Ehacat, lOO Miles fioin 
and i( runs to the Wdiwaid as far as the Town of Ninr 
upon the Oet.iii Sea. Atlas limits it upon the N0UI4 
as do the faiidy D’cfitrta of Libya on the South. It is 
goneially by the Arabians called the Land of Dates, this 
being the Region of AJ'rica that bears moft Dates. This 
Region has biit one Name, being all of flap fame Natuie.

Others affirm that the Ni- 
ger fpriiigs out of a Lake, and fo gocth on Weftward 
till It empties itfclf into the Sea. Our Cofmographers 
fay that , it comes out of Nilus, and that for Ibmc Space 
it. is hid m the Eaith, and aficiwaids pours forth in 
fuch a 'Lake as is before mentioned. Some other People 
think that the Beginning of this River is to the Weft- 
Ward, and fo rarining Eaft formeth that great Lake : But 
that is hot probable, becaufc they go with the Stream

'I'hey have no Rule, nor legal Eorm of CHovernment; then 
Diels is a Piece of coarfe Cloth, which covers but a little of 
their Body 5 upon their Heads they wear a fmall Tuihaut 
ol black Cloth ; their piincipal Men, to diftingtiilh thcni- 
fclves, wear a Ihort Gown of blue Cotton, which conics to 
their Knees, with wide Slceve.s, which the)' buy 1 10m the 
Merchants that come from the hlcgroi'i ; they 1 ulo only upon 
Diomcdaiies or CanicB, between the two BoJk's, 01 die 
between the Rots and the Neck ; tiny ule no .Sliiiups, and 
prick the JE'afl on with a Goad lulk.ul of Sjmis ■ 'I'hofe 
Dromedaiies that are biokc for iidiii;',, have ilK-GiilUe id 
their Nofos boicd, as the Bullaloes have in Jttily, thio’ wha !i 
they 1 un a Ivcather-Strap, which they ufc Toi' a Jiiidlc, in - 
Head of Beds they ufc Matts, very finely made of Reeds and 
Canes; theii Tents are of Cloth made of Camels Han, or 
of the Fibres of the Daic-Tiees ; as for their Eoc'd, ihide 
who have not {cell would not believe witli what Patiemc 
they fupport Hunger and 'Fhiill , fiom theii Infancy they 
.arc bi ought up to live without Bicad, 01 any kind of Giain, 
but they arc nourifhed with Camels Milk, and they in ihc 
Moining generally diink a large Draught of it, which leives 
them till Supper, when they eat fiich Flefli as they can pet 
boiled m Milk or Butter ; when it is drdl; .they lake the 
pieces out with their Hands and eat it, as we would a Ciufl: 
of Bicad, without Plates or Knives ; when the Bioth is al- 
«noft cool, they take it up witli the PTollow of their Hands 
inftcad of Spoons ; if they liaveyt-, they then drink a Cup of 
Milk, which IS the End of ,their Supper. Whilft they have 
Milk they do ngt want Watei, and duiing the Spiing, when 
they have Plenty of it, they aie fo wicked as to go fe vend 

' Weeks 
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Weeks -without W;i.flimg(rt), und their Gunels iilfo icquiu; 
po Water whim they have green Giafs to feed on. They 
fpend their -^tdrole Lives in Hunting, or in plundering their 
.Enemies ; they flay but a few Days in one Place, becaufe 
their Camels in that Time have cat up the neighbouring 
Giafs. Though, as I faid above, they have no Rule or legal 
Form of Government, yet each Party has a Chief, whom 
they honour and obey as their King ; they are not only ig- 
■nciant of Letteis, but of all Arts, Sciences and Virtue {b}, 
for amongfL this People it is very difficult to find afingle 
Judge who underftands the Law ; fo ' that fhould there 
fuch a Thing happen as a Law-fuit, it would be neceflary 
foi the Plaintiff to ride at leaft fix Days Journey to find a 
Judge learned in 'the Law, foi veiy few of the Piofelfion 
caic to live amoiigtl fuch poor Wretches, or can beat with 

their Culloms or manner of Life. Their Women arc 

plump, wcll-feaUiied, and finely limbed, but of daik-co- 
louied Skins. They aic vciy civil, and will permit you to 
touch theii Hands, and kifs them, bin he who goes farthci, 
docs it at theRilqucof hislafe, foi mcafe of Adultery "\Mmr 
would, without Mercy, pul both the offending Paitics to 
Death. Thefc People am veiy gcncious and courteous to 
Stuuigers, and when any Ihavellcis pafs thio’ their Deforls, 
they will not go to thcii Tents to ask any tiling of them, 
nor will they go on the great Road to beg or dofite any- 
thing, but evciy Cauivan tli.it itomcs tliio’ tlicir Defaru. 
pays to the Piincc thio’ whole Tctritoiics it paflcs, a coaifc 
Cloth woith a Ducat foi cvciy Camel. I palled with a Ca- 
ravan thio’ the Defalt of Aiaon^ whcic a Prince of the 
R.acc of Zenaga iVt\e<S . ; we went to him, and found him ac- 
•companied with, 50 Men mounted upon Diomcdaries ; wc 
paid him the ordinal y Tribute, and he invited us to go to 
his Camp, and repofe ourfelves two or three Days ; but thai 
as it was out of our Road, and that our Camels -w-ere tired, 
the Merchants excufed themfelves, and gave him great 
Thanks, on which he told them their Camels and Bag- 
gage might go foi ward, and that thofe who weie on 
Horfeback might go along wjth him, and eafily after- 
wards 

The not waffling is a high Crime among the Mahometans,

That he Ihould be aflumed to en- 
tettain Stiangeis w'lth killing only the fmallci Cattle, and 
that he w'oiild treat us w'ilh the belt he had, and with his 
hrgdl Camels. Out Fcaft was compofed of Flcftr boiled 
and loailed ; the Ohuches were loafted, and fciwed up in 
jBalkets made of Cane ; They were Huffed with fwcet 
Hcibs and Pepper, which they have from the Country of 
the Negroes, They gave us alfo Cakes made of Millet and 
Manlarokc (n) , which wci e cxticmcly good and well tailed. 
Tlie Ddeit was Dates in vaR Abundance, and huge Vcf- 
leLs lillcd wall Mdk. The Priive honouicd us w'lth his 
Piefi'tKc, and thu of liishcaidl Relations ; but they cat by 
themfelvesj and had foine mligious Men wdtli them, none 
of them touched any Cakes, oi Bicad, oi Dales, hut only 
eat FMh 01 Milk. 'I’he Prince pciccivmg that we wcie 
liirpiiied at this, told us, with a fniiling Countenance, 
tint they weie boin in that Coiintiy, whole no Coin gicw, 
and that it was pioper they Ihould live upon the Produce of 
their Native Land • I'hat Corn was a Jou'ign Lu,xrny, and 
tlial they kept it only for to oblige Sit angers tvith. It is 
tuie, they eat Bread upon the liighcll Fcllival Dityci ; but 
th.tt was little, and only by tvay of Saciifice. We Raid 
tVvio Days with him, and the Quantity of Food dieR in that 
Tunc w..i fuiprifing ; as alio the Couttefy and Joy with 
which he treated us.

in lome Places with Mountains: To the Sovithwaid they 
reach about lOO Miles j. fioin the Ridge of thofe Mountains 
to Mount Jlliis is a very laige Plain and many fnull 
Hills. Tn this Pait, theie aie a great many Fountains which 
meet together, and form Lakes, from whence fpring ci yftal 
Siicams and pleafant Rivcis. This Pl.ain is bounded on 
the South by Mount Atlas ; beginning Weftward at tlic 
Ocean, and extending Eallward to the Boideis of Mgypt. 
Beyond Atlas he the Plains of Nuniidia, which pioduce 
plenty of Dates , the Soil thereabouts is moftly Sand. Be- 
tween the Land of Negroes and Numidia, lies the fandy De- 
fart of Lrbya, in which it is tiue theie are foine Moun- 
tains ; but the Merchants chufe not to go that Way, 
foecaufc Thieves make it clangcious. Beyond the Defart 
of Libya lies the Land of Negroes, which is chiefly a level 
fandy Soil, excepting thofe Parts upon the River Niger, 
or near fomc River or running Sticam, which aic veiy 
fiuitful. 


Of the w'llcl mid fno'wy Mountains of Africa, 

T H E Mountains of Barbary arc more iubjedt to 
Cold than Heal. Foi fcldom comes a (File of Wind 
without Snow. The Mountains produce plontici of Fiuiin 
than of Corn, Barky Eicad is the thief Subliflcncc of 
the Natives, fioin the Mountains illlic foith Rivcis and 
Spiings. Theie Mountains aie full of line 'I’lecs and 
wild Beads. But the Valleys and linall Hills which 
lie betaveen lliefe Mountains and Mount Atks, aboiuul 
ia Corn, being watered with the Rivcis which Ipiing 
out of Atlas, and lun towards the Mediterranean Sea. 
Notwithllanding thefc Plains and Valleys produce not 
many Woods, yet they are fiuitiul, as is evident in the 
Regions of Morouo, Diiaala, Tidies, Tmefna, Aggara, 
and that Country near Gibraltar Slieiglits. 

The Tops of the Mountains of Atlas aie very barren 
and cold ; the Sides aie covei’d with high thmk Woods 
produce little Corn, but almoft all the Rivers of Afriia 
aie formed from Atlas, The Fountains aie fo cold even 
the middle of Summer, that if a Man puts his Hand 
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jn them fot any confidctahle 'f'imc, lie f'ndangf'r,s the 
lofinp, it. But .ill the Pans of ihele Mountains aie not 
equally cold, for lorne are fo tcmpei ate that they fwaini 
with Inhabitants. The Places not inhabited aie eithei cx- 
ticmely cold, or clfe very unplealant, iiotwithhandinK 
which they feed their Cattle theie ni the Summer, but c.m- 
not in the Winter, by realon of the Northerly Wind, 
which blows fo haid, and briny.s fuch abundancijr of Snow, 
that the Cattle then there, and a gicat many of the Peo- 
ple are ftarved ; fo that whoever wants to travel that Way 
in the Winter, chufes to go betw'een Nutmdia and Maurita^- 
Mta. The Merchants who bung Dates to other Nations 
out of Ntmidia, and cannot fet out befote the End of 
Oiiobsr, are fometimes overtaken by a fudden Showei of 
Snow, fo that perhaps all of them perifli in it ; for when 
It begins to fnow in the Evening, and continues all Night, 
the Caniages and Men are covered and ftifled under it, fo 
that their dead Carc.illcs ate not found till the Sun mclt- 
clh the Snow. I myfclf, by God’s Providence, twice 

n.uiowly cfcaped being loft in the Snow. Beyond At~ 

his tbcie aic forac Places veiy hot and dry, watered wdth 
vci yfew Rivers but what flow from itfelf, lomc of 
which run into the Dcf.uts of Li/jya, where tliey are dried 
up with the Sands ; but there aic otlicis which form Lakes. 
Notw'ithftanding thefe Places biing foilh Dates in Plenty, 
yet do they pioduco hut little Corn. Some other Trees 
there arc which bear Fruit, but not fo as to be of any 
Piofit, or indeed to anfwcr the Trouble of tending. In 
that P.u't of Numiala ne.ir Lit^a, ate fome bairen Hills, 
with no Tices upon them, but only a lew Shrubs. Theic 
aie no Spiings or .Rivers amongft thefe Hills, noi any Wa- 
ter but what is in Pits, which few of the Inhabitants 
know any thing of, neither have they foi fi.x or feven Days 
Journey any Water but what the Merchants cany with 
them upon Camels Backs, cfpecially upon the Road fioni 
Fez to Tombuto, or from Tremizen to Agad. Were it not 
for a very laige Lake in the Road, that Journey which the 
Met chants have lately found out over the Defarls of Libya 
fiom to Alcair^ would be exceeding dangerous. But 
in the Way from Fez to Tomhito are fome Pits fui rounded 
and paled in,^ either with Camels Bones or Nides. In Sum- 
mer Time the Merchants run veiy gi eat Hazards of their 

Z 3 Liyes 
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Lives in p.ifling that Way, for often it happens, that by 
the South Wind all tbofc Pits aie filial with the Sand, and 
when that happens, they muft inevitably peiifli, and their 
Carcaffos ate ofien found lying, about, dned up with the 
Sun. To remedy thcii not finding, the Waici Pits, and to 
prevent iheir dying with Thirft, they kill one of their Ca- 
incls ; in whofc (a) Stomach they find a good Qiiantiiy oF 
Water, which they dunk, and cany about with them, nil 
if is all gone, and they die with Thirfi, ot till they find 
feme moic Watei. — - [ did intend to wiitc tnoie dully of 
tthat happened to myfelf and my Companions on our Join - 
ney thief the Defaris oi.Lil^a to Gnalata. Sometimes 
when we wereathiill, we could not find any Waiei by 
lo/ing the light Path , at other Tunes our Enemies ilopt 
up the Pits ■'vhetein Water is ufeJ to be. So that wc took 
veiy fpanngly ; (oi evhat would hardly feivc us foi five Days, 
M e were Ibmctimes obliged to make it hold out fen ten 
Da)’s. — The Land of Negioes is veiy hot, but is moilten- 
ed by the Rivei JS/frr running tin o’ the Middle of it, and 
abounds with Cattle and Corn. I faw no Tices, but fonie 
meat ones, which bear a bitter Fruit, like aChclnut, cal- 
led by tiiem (/') C.'oran. 'Eiicre are alfo Onions, Cucum- 
bers, Cocoas, and fuch like Fruits and Heibs. There me 
no Mountains in the Land of Negroes, or in Libya, but a 
gi cat many I..ikcs and Fens, which (lorn e People fay) the 
Nigei left behind when it ovciflowal. 7'hc Woods in thefe 
Countiics abound m Eiepliaius, and other ivild Bcafts. 


Of the Citmate and Ah of Africa. 

C OLD and flormy Weather gencially begins in Bar- 
bary about October, but it is fomewhat colder m De- 
cember and 'January. — - In February the Cold begins to a- 

bate,

its Stomach certain Veflels compofed of little Cells, which pie- 
fervetl the Water that he drank, and could contain it many Days, 
till' by Degrees the 'Stonuch pielTes it out.

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and the Wr^thci cli.inircs often. The noitlicrl/ and 
wcltcrly Winds gcnci.illy blow m Match, at which 'I'lnie 
the Trees bloflbm. The Chcirics aie n]ie commonh'al 
the End of Jpril and the Beginning ol May. Tlicy ga- 
thet then Figs about the MiTIlc ol AM, and then Giape<' 
are iipe in fome Places about June, and in that Month 
•mdjuly, iheif Pears, Qiiinccs and D.iinlona, aic, com- 
monly ape. Their Phgs are {a) again ape in Jngu/f, but 
hot fo plentiful as m Beplmbcr. — • In Jugttjl they ulu.illv 
diy their Gi apes and niahe Raifins, and if they cannot 11 - 
nilh in September, they then make W me of what Gi api 
are not gatheied. In Otlobet they galhci the Pomegranates 
and Quinces, and take in tlicii Honey. In 'Novemha they 
gather theii Olives, by climbing up the Trees and iieating 
them off with long Poles, notwithlhinding they know' it a 
piejudiciti to the Tiees. Theic ate alfo Luge Olive 7 'iccs, 
the P'ruit of which not being fit for Oil, is cat by the Na- 
tives, They Invc always three Months Spiing in a Year, 
beginning the 15 th of FciZrcwrc, and ending the Middle of 
May i duiing which Time it is fcicne and temperate Wca^ 
then If between the 25lh of hi/wi/ and the 5 th of Mm 
they have no Rain, they icckon it unlucky ; and what fills 
.during that Time is called by them PSnijan, u c. blcfiKl of 
God . Some keep it by them as a lioly Reliquc. TJieir 
Summer is to the i6th of Jugufl, with cleai and hoc 
Weather, except fomctimes Showeis in July and Avguft, 
which are fo infedlious, that it bungs Fcveis upon thofe 
who are wet with it, fo very violent, that few who hatce it 
recover. The Autumn is fiom the 17th of Augnjl 10 tlie 
i 6 th of November j but in Align ft and September it is not fo 
hot as before. From the 15th of Auguji to 'the 15 of Sep- 

IS called the Furnace of the Year, and in ihatSca- 
foii it is, that the Qtiinces, Figs, and inch kind of I'lmts 
aie lipe, and in their Luffre. Then Win tci is fiom the 
15th of November to the 15th of February. As foon as it 
begins they till their plain Giound ; but in OFAcr they 
plow that on the Mountains. I'hc Africans aie firmly of 
Opinion, that thcie aic 40 e.xcecchng hot Days following

her. Their Solffcitia they reckon the i6th of June and the 
i6th of December. They aie cmioiis Ohfervers m thele 
Things, as theyare alfo in Husbandry, Navigation and Aftio- 
my, which they teach tlicir Children when very j^'ornig. 
There are a great many People in Africa, who, tho’ they 
cannot read, yet will difcourfe of Aftiology in a learned 
Manner, and biing good Reafons foi what tlicy fay. 
Whatever Knowledge they have in Aftiology, they had it 
originally from the Latim, and call their -Months by the 
fame Names asfiJjthey do. They have a large Book in three 
Volumes, called the Deafuty of Hufoavdiy. When Mai for 
was Lord of Granada, this Book was tianllated fiom the 
Latin into their Language, in wdiich is every tiling i elating 
to Husbandry ; fuch as Change of Wealhei, Manner of 
fowing, and abundance of other Things, which I don’t 
believe aie now to be found in the Latin Tongue, notwith- 
Itanding this was at fiift Uanflated fiom it. In rcgaicl to 
their Law or Religion, they compute by the Courfe of the 
Moon. Their Year IS 3540.1755 for to fix Months they 
give but 30 Days each, and to llie other fix but 29 ; 
which is the Reafon of its being eleven Days lefs than the 
Year of thei(2i?/w. Some Part of Autumn, allWintet, 
and the Spring, they have blullenng Winds, with Thun- 
der, Lightning and Hail, and in fome Parts of Barbary u 
great deal of Snow. The Eaft, South, and South-Eaft 
Winds, which blow in May or June, do a great deal of 
Hurtj by fpoiling the Com and preventing the Ripening 
the Fruits, The Snow likewife hurts then Coin. On the 
Mountains of Adas they divide the Year into no more than 
two Parts. The Winter continues from Odiober to April 5 
and from April to October, Summer 5 but the Tops of 
the Mountains are covered with Snow all the Year round. 
In Numidia they gather their Corn in May, and their Dates 
in October ; fiom September to Januasy is Winter ; hut 
if September is rainy, they have a bad Crop of Dates. All 
the Numidian Fields are watered by the Rivers, but if Atlas 
Mountains have no Rain fall upon them, then the Riveis 

- ( 0) \freafury of Hushandry.l Vang trauflated it into. Jrahie in 

the Reign of M'anjir King of GsCtnadei- 
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j^row dry, and the Fields want watering. If Oiiohrr bi ings 
no Rain, there is no Hopes of a good Crop ; neither is 
thcie if it does not rain in Jpril, tho’ the Dates giow bet- 
tei without Rain, which, in Numidk, are moie plenty 
than Coin ; for which they barter Dates with the Jrakans. 
If the Weather changes in and December, and yannai;f 

and fome Part of February prove rainy, it is fiirprifing to 
fee what Abundance of Grafs it produces in the Libyan De- 
fiirts. Then theie are Fens and Lakes to be found eveiy 
where ; which makes it the propeiell; Time for tlie Mer- 
chants of Barbitry to travel to the Country of the Negroes. 
If moderate Showers happen to come in yu/y, it lipcns the 
Flint much. But in the Land of the Negroes the Ram 
does neither Good nor Hurt. For the Rivei Niger, with 
the Water which falls f;om fome Mountains, moiftens the 
Ground fo much, that no Places can be more fiuitful ^ 
for Niger to the Land of Negi oes, is the fame as Nilus to 
the Land of ^gypt ; and the Rivci Mger incicafcs like 
unto Ni/us foi 40 Days after the i5tli of yune, and de- 
creafes after that for the tame Numbei. And whihl 
it iiicreafes, one may go in Canoes all over the Land of 
Negroes,

Jj B A is one of the Piovificcs of Morocco, bounded on 
AAA- the Weft and North by the main Ocean, Southward 
by the Mountains of Aiks, and Eaftw^ard with the River 
Esfivalo, which fpiings out of the faid Mountains, luiis

They have 
amongft them great Numbeis of Goats and Afles, but not 
fo many Oxen, Horfes and Sheep. 

Of the Inhabitants of the Beminim of 
Mourn ATLAS. 


T he moft Part of the Inhabitants of Hea live upon 
Hills; fome are called Idenacal : Such aie they who 
live upon that Part of Jtlas^ which extends as far as Jgil'm- 

f lgit Eaftward from the Sea, and which paits Hea from Sus. 

my felf was three Days ci oiling this Mountain from Te- 
fithne to Mcjfa. Every one that knows this Countiy, is 
jfenfible how full it is of Towns and People, Tliey live 
upon Goats Flefli, Bailey and Honey. They wear no Shirts, 
tior any Garments fewed together, becaule none of them 
Itnow how to few with a Needle. Then Garment is a 
Mantle, which they tie with a ICnol over their Shoiildeis. 
Their Women weai filvcr Rings in their Eaus. They 
fomctimcs fallen thcii Appaici upon their Shoul- 
ders with filvci (a) Buttons, lome of them fo large that 
they weigh an Ounce. The richer Soit of People wear 
Rings of Silvei upon theii Logs and fingers, but thofe who 
cannot aflbrd Silvei, wear C'oppci or Iron Rings. Thcie 
are fome Horfes in this Countiy woudctfiil fmall, and veiy 
fwift. They have plenty o( Haie.'^, Deei, and wild Goats; 
but the, People care little foi hunting. They have Iikewifc 
.a good many Spiing.s and Ti ecs, efpccially Walnut-Ticcs, 
They change their Places of Living often, as the Arainaus 
do. They ufe a foit of aDaggei ciooked like a Wood - 
Knife, and Swords as thick as Scythes. They are very ig- 
roumt of Learning, and have no Eiiefts, Judges noi Molques. 
They are (h}lcvi^ and vile,and give themfelves up to all kind 

of

Of the Region ^ S U S. 

I T lies beyond Jtlas ovciagamfl: the Tcuifoiy of /fk.;, 
in the extieam Pait of Jfiua. It begins Weftward 
fiom the Sea, and Southward fiotn the Sandy Deferts ; the 
fartheft Town of Hea bounds it on the IN 01th, and the 
gicat Rivei Sus on the Eaft, In this Region arc the Cities 
and Totvns following, vtz. MeJJa^ Tei;eut, Taradant, leJJi 
and Ta^auoft^ ti Caftle called Gm tguejjcm^ and the Mountains 
Hanchija and Ilokm. 

Tedjt is a large Town, built a great jnany Years fince by 
the Afrham, in a vciypleafanr and plentiful Place ; in it 
aie above 4000 Families; it is 30 Miles Eaftwaid of Tors- 
dani, 60 fiont the Sea, and 20 from Atlas. Here is plenty 
of Corn, and’ Sugai . A great many Mci chants come hither 
from the Lind of Negiocs to trade. The Citizens live m 
Peace with thcii Neighbouis, and Amity with each otheis j 
and the Commonwealth is very flounllting. It is governed 
by SixMagifliate.s, who are chofen by Lots ; the Governoi 
is chofen cvciy 16 Months . The Rivei Sus is 3 Miles fiom 
u. Thcic weic many who wcic Goldlmiths, Cai- 

pcptcis, and of otlici Tiades. There was a veiy fine Molque, 
with a gieat many Piiells, who weie maintained at the pub- 
lick Chaigc. Thcit Market was on a Monday, to which 
came a great many Arabians, both of the Mpun tains and 
the Plains. In the gaoth Ycai oi xhe Hc^eb a, the People 
of this City fuuendred thcmiclvcs to theSciilib; at which 
time the Common-Council wastlieie eredlcd. 

Tagoujl IS the nobleft City of all < 5 //;; it contains above 
8000 Families; the Walls aie built of lough Stones; It it. 
about 60 Miles from the Sea; theinhabitants are divided into 
3Fadlions, a good manyl'iadefmen and Shops among them; 
They are at civil 'War one with anoihei, the Arahasis 
favouring that Paity which pay them bell. Then Wool is 
coarfe ; and they have abundance of Cattel and Corn. They 
tnake Garments m this City, which arccaiiied by the Mei- 
chants eveiy Year to Tomhito and Gualata, and other Parts 
of the Land of Negioes. Ihey have a Market twice .r 
Week; they aic decent in thcii Diefs, liie Women ;ue 
liandibme, but the Men fwaithy and tawny; thofe who 
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have moft Riches have moil Authority, I my fell was theie 
?n the 919th Year ot' the Hegeira^ Anna Dorn. 1510. 


The Region ^MOROCCO. 

I T begins Weftward from the Mountain of Nefifa, and 
extends to the Mountain of Hadlmei Eaftward, and 
Northward to that Place where the Rivers Tenfift and 
Asfinual mtGi, viz., upon the Eaftein Border of lien. It 
is, in a manner, Triangular, a veiy- pleafant Countiy, and 
abounds with Cattel ; it is very fertile, and pioduces every 
thing that delights the Senfes of Sight and Smell ; it is a 
plain Country like to f.ombardy‘, the Mountains wdnch fur- 
round it are barren and cold, and produce nothing but. 
Barley. 

Of the Great City of MOROCCO. 

TyrOrotco was amongil the largefl Cities of the World, 
and the nobleft m ; it was built by Son 

to Tesfin, King of the Moonfli Tribe of Luntuna. — It was 
built with the Advice of excellent Artifts, and took in a 
great Circuit of Ground ; and in the Reign of Hah, Son to 
King ynfiph, it confifted of too,ooo Hearths, and was for- 
tified with ftrong Walls and Towers beautifully built of 
Free-Stone ; the River Tenfift ran within 6 Miles of it. In 
this City were great Numbeis of Mpfques, and Colleges for 
Law and Hiftoiy, in which they purfiied their Studies in the 
African Method. Tire Mofque of Hall Ben Jafeph flood in* 
the inidft of this City, a moft magnificent Edifice. There 
was another Mofque that flood near the Caflle, which 
Manfir enlarged by carrying round it on all Sides a Portico 
50 Cubits wide, adorned with Pillars, which he had caufed 
to be brought from Spain. Underneath he made a Ciflern 
as large as the Mofque itfelf, which being covei’d with Lead, 
the Rain that fell on the Top fupphed the Ciflern under- 
neath. He added alfo a Tower ^built of hewn Stone, the 
Stones as large, and'put together in the fame manner, as 
thofe of Fefp fan's Amphitheatre at Rome. This Tower 
was too Tufian Ells in Circumference, and higher than the 
Tower of Afinelli at Bologna, Upon the Top of this 
Tower flood a Spire fliaped like an Obelisk, which was a- 
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bout 36 Foot in Height. Upon the .Top of the Obelisk: 
was a Balcony of excellent Workmanfliip, and u was fi- 
niflicd with 3 Balls of Silver one above tlte other, thelowefl 
by much the largeft. From the Balcony the Height was 
fo gi eat, that one could not look down without Giddinefs j 
you could fee fiom hence all the Plains of Morocco lying 
under you, and the Mountain of Azaphi, 130 Miles diilant. 
This was the laigeft Mofque m the Woild, and nor infeiioi* 
in Workmanfhip to any Church that I have feen in Italy. 
It is now but little frequented, the City of Morocco being 
much decay’d ; the Streets round the Temple are all m 
Rums, and the Houfes fallen in them, in luch a manner, 
that it is difficult climbing over them. In the Portico round 
the Mofque Bookfelleis Shops ufed to be kept ; and tho’ there 
weie formerly m this Place only an hundred of them, there 
is but one now left in all Morocco, and that meanly furnifli- 
ed, and the poor City has loft above two Thuds of ns Inha- 
bitants i the Places where Streets ftood within the Walls, aie 
now planted with Palm-Trees and other Flints. 

Theie was a Caftle equal in Bignefs to a little City, tlie 
Wails weic ftiong and high, the Gates weie lofty, and built 
of Maible, In the midft of the Caftlc v^as a magnificent 
Mofque, with a beautiful Tower, upon the Top of which 
there were thicc Balls of Gold, one under another, faften- 
eii u’lth an lion Bar run ihio’ them; they were reckoned 
togctlier to weigh 1 30,000 Ducats, and the fuperftitious 
People bcheve them to be piefeived by Magick, or feme 
fupernatuial Power ; which had taken fo deep Root, that 
in our Time the King of Morocco, intending to make ufe of 
that Gold for his Defence againft the Portguefe, w'as by the 
Superftition of the People prevented. In the Caftle was a 
College, m Avhich w'ere three long Chambers, W'here gieat 
Numbeis of Sdiolais ufed to lodge ; and m the Court was- 
a noble Hall, where Ledures were formerly read to them. 
When this City flounftied, all thefe Scholais had Food and 
Raiment, and the Profeffors Penfions from the King propor- 
tionable to their Learning. The Apartments were adorned 
With Mofaic Work, and Dutch Tiles. In the middle of the 
Squaie of the Ca&e was 'a beautiful Fountain of white 
Maible. Of all the Students there ate now but five, and 
one ProfeiToi, and he illiterate. 

There was alfo a Granary for Wheat, the Roof of whidr 
was flat, the Staus or Afcent was made fo eafy, that load-- 

ed, 
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Ktl Moifes went up to the top, wliere theic was a Hole, intd 
xvhich they fltooicd the Corn lb as to fall down into the 
Magazine, and they had Entrances below, which they opeuM 
and let the Coin lun out at.' Theie weic alfo in the faid 
Calllc twelve Courts, finely Iniilt by King Manfor. In the 
fith thcie were foinieily about 500 who cariied 

Ciofsbows befoie tha King. Neai that was the Lord-Chan- 
celloi’s Apartment, as alfo that of the King’s Privy-Coiai- 
cil, which was call’d the Hsufe of Jff'airs ; another was 
call’d the Com t of ViHory, becaufc in it was kept the Am- 
munition and Aims of the City. Another of the Couits 
belonged to the Great Maftei of the King’s Horlc. Thtee 
Stables join’d to this, each of which held 200 Horfes. 
There were alfo two other Stables, one foi Mules, and the 
other foi 100 of the King’s Horfes only. Next to the 
Stables were two Magazines, one foi Stiaw, the other for 
Earley. There was alfo an Hall, which feived for a School 
for the King’s and Noblemens Sons. Near this was a laigc 
Four-fquare Building, which contained a gieat many Galle- 
lies with Glafs-Windows j maity Hiftones wcie finely paint- 
ed in the Galleries, and the gilt and blight Aimour wa,? 
theie to bo fccn. Next to this was another Building, in 
which fome of the King’s Guard lay next to that was the 
Place wbeie State Matters were dilputed ; and adjoining to 
it was the Place for Ambafladors to confer with the King’s 
Piivy-Council ; theie was alfo a proper Apartment for the 
King’s Concubines and othei Ladies, and next to it the King’s 
Sons lodged. On that Side next the Fields, not fai from, 
the Wall of the Caftle, w'as a Luge pleafant Garden, in 
which was a Colledtion of almoft all kinds of Trees ; there 
tvns alfo a magnificent Portico built of fine fquaic Marble, 
in the middle of which was a Lion of Maible, out of whofe 
Mouth a Stream of Water lan as clear as Cryllal, which fell 
into a Ciftern within thePoitico ; and at each Corner of iho 
Portico there flood a Leopard of w'hite Marble, naturally 
fpotted with Black ; tins fort of Marble was found no w'here 
but in Mount about 150 Miles tiomfl'/flM'fn). Neaf 
the Garden was a Paik walled lound, in which weie kept all 
kinds of wild Beads, wit,. Lions, Elephants, Slags, Roes, 
ftfr. and at this time that Place is called the Lron's Den. 
Tlin’ there arc now but few Monuments of Antiquity in 
Moroito \ yet thofe that are, do fufficiently Ihow, that it 
was a noble City in the Time of Man f 01 . The Couits and 

Apart- 
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Apfli'tmenls bclorcmentioncd, do now lu; dclblatc ; unlcfs 
it be one in winch the Kind’s Glooms who look after 
his Hoi'fcs and Mules do Ifill lie. The left is left to the 
Fowls of llic All 10 build Neils in. That Gauleu, 
whicli ininht well have been called a Paiadife, feives 

now to leceive the Dung and Nallinefs of the City. 

I'hat Miinfor, which we have lb Ipoken of, was cer- 
tainly a gicat and mighty Piiijcc ; foi his Damn don 
reached fiom the Town of MeJJa to the Kingdom of TH- 
pol'is in Bat bat y, which is the bell Region in all Africa, 
and fo laige, that the Length of it is 70 Days Tiavel 
for a Man, and the Bieadth at Icaft 15. This Monfir 
was alfo King of Granada ; nay, his Terri tones in Spam 
reached from Tariffa to An agon, and over Part of Bor- 
tijgdl and Cajitk. His Grandfather, his Father, hiinfdf, 
and his Son Mahunut Etiaftr, poflefled all the aforefaid 
Dominions ; but the latter being overcome in the King- 
dom of Valencia, with the Lois of 60,000 Horfe and 
Foot, with much ado cfcaped to Morocco, s This Con- 
queft fo encouraged the Cliriftians, that they puifucd 
their Vidtones, and in thirty Years Time weie got in 
Pofleflion of the following Towns, vH. Valencia, Denia, 
Alcauro, Mm cm, Caitagena, Conlotia, Sivillia, Jaen, and 
Vbeda. Alter this the Decay of Morocco began. Maine- 
met Enafit died, leaving ten Sons, all giown up 5 they 
contending for the Kingdom, the Marine Tribe took 
the Oppoitunity of it, and ufurped the Government, 
The People called Habdulvad, took PoflelTion of Ttemi- 
xen, turned out the King of Tunis, and appointed ano- 
ther in his room. Now I have given you an Account 
of the End of Manfor and his Succefibrs ; after which 
one Jacob, the Son ol Habdulaeh, vyas the firft King of 
the Mann Family. Ijaftly, the noble City of Morocco 
fill to Ruins, by Reafon of the Ouliagqs which the A- 
lablans continually made. This flrews the Unceitainty 
of all woi Idly Things. What wc have here mentioned 

about Moiocio, we iiiw Pait of it happen in our Time, 
and Parc we lead m the Hidoiy uf one Ibnu Abdul 
Moluh, an exadl Hilloiiographet of what conceined Mo- 
tOi-s, and other Part.s we took from that Back eoncon- 
ing the Mahometan lam which weouifcht's wjoic. 
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The Region of Guzzula^ 

^HlS Region is very populous ; on the Weft it joins 
to /A/«, a Mountain of Sus ; on thcNoith lo hlasl^ 
and extends Eaftwai'd to the Region of Hea. The Inha- 
bitants have plenty of Cattcl, but little Money and they 
are ficice and ftvage. I’hey have no Governor or King, 
and are at War continually with one another. 

RUCCAh A Region. 

^HIS Region begins Weft ward from the River Tenftft ; 

the Ocean bounds it on theNoith, the River 
on the South, and the River Omirabib on the Eaft. It is 
two Days j’ouiney bioad, and about thiee Days long. It 
is very populous , the Inhabitants aic rude and ignorant. 
It hath but a few wnllcd Cities, vl%. Azaphi^ Conta, Tjt, 
Bhnedlna, Centum, Vutei, Subeit, Tqnemojl, Terga, Bu- 
hbuan, Axmnur, and Mcmnei, and the Mountains of 
Betnnicgher, and that called the Giecn Mountain. — ■ 
Bmuhuan ftands upon the Side of Omlrabth River, cotl- 
fifting of about 500 families. Theie wa_s a noble Hofp- , 
tal, containing a gi eat Number of Apaitments, inwhiclt' 
all Sciangeis pafling that Way were elegantly entertained 
at the common Expence of the Town. The People have 
abundance of Coin and Cattle ; fonle of them reap 2000 
or ijooo Meafures of Corn in a Year. In the prgth Year 
of the Eegeird, the Erotlier of the King of Fez was font 
out Governor of Duccala Region ; wdio coming to this 
Town, was acquainted that the Portugiieze Captain or 
General was coming there with a gieat Foice to deftroy 
the Town and make Piifoners of the People. He there- 
upon fent 800 Aicheis and 2000 Hoifcmen to defend it } 
but unfoitunately it happened, that at the veiy Inftant they 
were entciin;'; the Town, theie arrived agieatNumbci of 
Fore:igits~s Soldiers, accompanied by 2000 Arahimis ; who, 
being more in Number than the otheis, they fell upon 
them, and flew eveiyonc of theAicheis, except about 
tv'clve, W'ho laved therafelves by flying along with the 
Horfemen to the ncxt'Mountains. I myfelf was piefent at 
this Fight, mounted on a fwift Hoifc about a Mile di- 

ftanf 
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ftant fiom the Town ; being then tinveliinp, fiom Fez to 
MototcOj with a Meh’agc fiom one Iving to the other, 
A%amur was built by the old Africans upon the bca, near 
the Mouth of the Rivet Osiwiirablh^ about 30 Miles fiotn 
Elmndina. It is large, and well peopled, containing abou' 
5000 Families. A good many Mei chants in- 

habit this Place. The Inhabitants aie veiy rivil, anddiel^ 
themfelvcs decently. They ate divided into two Paitir. j 
notwifhllanding which, they live peaceably. Then Oi - 
chaids produce nothing but Figs, but they have gieat Plen- 
ty of Corn and Pulfe, Theii Filhmg is woith 6 01 7000 
Ducats a Year to them ; it Ltlfe from Ofiohet to April, 
The Portitgueze ufed to tiade heie fot Fifli eveiy Year ; 
the Gain of which induced them often to attempt the fm- 
prifing and taking of this Town. The firft Fleet they 
fent, was, by the indiferction of the Geneial, difperfed 
at Sea, and a great Paitloft. Afterwards they fent fuch 
a Fleet, that at the very Sight of it the Citizens fled, 
and that fo precip lately, that there were 80 Peifons killed 
by thionging out at the Gates ; and a Piince, who came 
to help them, was obliged to be let down by a Rope o- 
vci the back Walls of the City. It was a piteous Sight 
to fee how the pool old Men, and tender weak Women 
and theii Children, fled away baiefooted. Befoie evei 
the Portugtieze attacked the Town, the Jeivs, who lived 
therein, opened the Gates to let them I'n, on Condition 
that no Injuiy flrould be done unto them. The Inhabi- 
tants, after they were drove out, difperfed themfelves fome 
to Sala, and fome to Fez. The People of this Town 
were abominably given over to the dcieflable Sin of So- 
domy, and I believe, for that Reafon, it was that God 
fuftered this Afflidion to happen to them. 

The Green Mouktaik, 

I T is very high, and divides Duccala from P.art of TeJ- 
les. It begins Eaflward from Ommiralih River, and 
runs Weftward to the Hills called Hafara. It is rough, 
and ’ very woody, produces Pine Apples and Acoins 
and a led Fruit, which the Italians cull Africans. 
Upon this Mountain thcie arc a good many Hermits, 
who live upon what the Woods allbrd ; there arc alib 
A a fomS 
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feme Fountains, as alfo old Floufcs and Praymg-Placqs. 
There is a Lake at the Foot of this Mountain which le- 
fembles that of Bolfena in Italy : In it are vaft Niuh" 
Lets of Eels, Pickiels, and odier Fifli. Once I was 
with Mahomet., King of Fez., when he was maiching this 
Way to Morocio, and encamped a Week upon the J>ake-- 
Side. Some of his Company filhed in it ; a good many 
of whom I law take thcii Coats and Shirts off, and only 
fowing up tire Collais and Sleeves, they put PIoops into 
them, and ufed them for Nets, in which they caught 
many Theufands of Filh ; tho’ not near fo many as thofs 
who had Nets indeed. The Rcafon of their catching 
fuch great Numbers was this : The King being acco-mpa- 
"nied with ii^,ooo Arabian Horfemen, who biought a great 
many Camels ; and his Brother having 5000 Plorfemcn 
under his Command, and a vaft Army of Foot, he or- 
dered them all at once to enter the Lake, which fcaice 
contained Water enough to fatisfy the Cattle. Tiees 
grow upon the Sides of this Lake, in which there aie fuch 
Numbeis of Turtle-Doves, tliat the People theieabouls 
make a great Commodity of them. Eight' Days King 
Mahomet ilayed to lefielh h'lmfelf by this Lake; that 
Time ended, he went to fee the Gicen Mountain, with 
a great many Attendants : I alfo went with him. After 
iie had viewed the Mountain, he went a hunting and 
-hawking, whereby we caught plenty of wild Geefe, Tur- 
tle-Doves, and Ducks. — — The next Day he went a- 
broad with his Hounds, Eagles, and Faulcons, and killed 
li great many Haies, Porcupines, Roe-Bucks, Wolves, 
Quails and Deeis ; no'wondci we had fuch fine Sport, 
when there had not been any Hunting here for a Hun- 
dred Years before. After fome Stay here, the King, with 
his Army, marched to Elmadin, a Town ol Duccala hni 
3 was font with a good Number of Soldiers upon aa 
Erabafty to Morocco, 


The Region: fl/HASCO.RA. 

I T is bounded, on the Weft, with a Rivel* running hf 
the Foot of the Mountain of Hadiiimel ; oh the North, 
w'ith a Ridge of Hills joining to Duccala ■; Eaftward 
. dslhahd Rirer,’'yvhich parts Tdlsi from' Hafioi a,. The rep;- 
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{)Ic of Lhis Region arc moie civil thnn, tliole of Bucesk, 
It produces plenty of Oil, Morocco Sktns, and Goats, of 
the Hair of whicli they make Saddles and Cloths. The 
neighbouring Countries bring hither their Goat-Skins, of 
which the Morocco Leather is made. The Portugueze 
tiade wuli them pietty laigely, giving them Cloth in 
barter for, their Saddles and Leather. This Country fup- 
plies fome of the Arabians with Oil ahd other Neccffa-i 
ries. In this Region are the Towns of Ehnadin, Aim- 
din, Tagodqfl, Elgmmuha and Bzo ; and the Mountains 
Teneucs, Tenfita, Gogideme and Tejeuon. 

Elmothn is built upon the Side of Arias, and contains 
above 2000 Families 5 it lies about 90 Miles Eallward 

fiom Morocco, and 60 fiom Daccala. 

Alcmdin ftands four Miles to the Well of Elmadin , , in 
a Valley between four Hills. — - 

P'agodajl is built upon .a high Hill, with fom othei^ 
iound about it : Between the Town and thofe Hills 
am fine Gaidens, which ptoduce abundance of Fuiir. 
'Fhey have plenty of Vines, which make natural Walks 
and. Bowcis ; the Grapes aie red, and. fo large, that in 
their Language they call them Hens Eggs, They havi>; 
h gteat deal of Oyl and Honey, the latter both white 
and ycllcnv. Here aie a great many Fountain.^, which u-. 
lute, nndfupply fevcralWatci Mills neai the Town. 'Fhd 
People aie civil, and their Women handfome, and finely 
decked. 

Elgimmiha ftands within five Miles of TagOdafi, built; 
on the Top of a hiah Hill, containing about 500 I'V' 
niilie?. - — 

, Bzq is an ancient Town, about twenty Miles to the 
Weftward of Elgmmuha : The River Guadslhabtd runs 

within ibiee Miles of it. 

The Mountains of Teneues lie over-againft Hafiora, 
Upon that Part of Atlas which ruimeih Southwardl>„ 
Here are a gieat many brave Men, and a great many 
Horfes of low Stature, It produces a gobcl deal of B'u- 
liW and Wood, but has no orher Giain but liiiley, 
Here is Snow to be teen at all Titnes of the YlmI' : 
The Nobility, which are numerous> are fubjedt to a Prince ^ 
to whom they pay an annual Ttibute to maintain liis 
Soldiers,' he being continually at War with Pne People of 
TeHJlla. This Prince hath always tifcout him 1000 flout 
A a 2 Hoifa* 
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Horfeme'ii, and the Noblemen of this Mountain keCp a- 
bout the fame Number at theii own Chaige. To attend his 
Pcifonhehas about loo Bowmen and Harquebufieis. Once 
I went to fee this Mountain, whcic I happened to meet 
that Prince, who, I believe, had no Equal foi Courtefy 
and CivJity. He loved the Tongue, tho’ he did 

not undeiibnd it well, and Was proud of hearing any 
• thing conftiued to him which was wiote in Piaife of him- 
felf. JP]}eH my {/>) Vmh %vas fent Toinbuto as Amlaffador 
from the King of Fez, / luetit along with him ; As foon 
as we were got into the Region of Dara^ a hundred Miles 
from this Prince’s Dominions, he hearing of the Fame 
of my Uncle, as a veiy good Oiator, and excellent 
Poet, fent to the Prince of Dara, io dcfiic he would 
perfuade my Uncle topafs by Tsneues on his Way to Tom- 
btilo, that he might have the Satisfadlion of feeing and 
convcrling with him. My Uncle fent Woid that he could 
not delay his Mafter’s Bulinefs to go out of the Way to 
vifit any Piince ; but to fatisfy his Curiofity in fqme 
meafuie, he lent me to him to compliment him, I took 
Prclcnts to him, which confifted of a fine Pan of Surrupi} 
double gilt, and wrought after the MooriJIs Faflhcn, which 
coft 25 Ducats; aiichPair of Spurs of 15 Ducats, tvo 
Gudles of Silk intermixt with Gold, one tawny, the 0- 
ther blue. He fent hkewife a fine Book of the Lives of 
fome famous Men of Africa, and fome Ueifes in Piaife of 
ihe Piince hinifelf. On the Road I made a Copy of, Verfes 
in Commendation of the Piince, and carried two Horfcmcii 
4 o bear me Company. When w^e arrived them, the Prince 
•and his Attendants were gone a hunting : As foon as he 
knew I was come, he lent for me, and I prefenled liim 
my Unde’s Pielents, and when I gave him my Uncle’s 
Verfes he immediately ordeied one of his Secretaiiqs to 
lead them 5 the Piince, while they w'ere expounding, 
feemed wonderfully delighted with them. After he had 
done With the Veifes, he fat down to Suppei, and ordeied 
me to fit next to him. — Supper ended, we went to Bed. 
The next Morning I breakfafted with hira^ after vvhich 
he gave me a bundled Ducats foi a Prefent to my Unde, 
and for myfelf 50 Ducats and a good Horfe ; and , to eadi 
of my Servants he gave ten Ducats. He told me, that 
the hundred Ducats to my Uncle, was not, in Return for 
’ ' ■ ' , -his 

■ " (a) Loo’s Wick, AmhaJJador toToirfovito, 
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his Prefents, hut for his Copy of Veifes. He ouleicd one 
of his Secretaries to fhew us the Way, ,aiid fo I ictuiucd 
to my Uncle. 

The Region of Tcdles beoms Weftward at the River 
Guadelhabidj and extetids to that Part of the large River 
Ommtrobih where Gmdelhabtd begins. To the South it hor- 
'ders upon Atlas^ and ftretches northward to that Place 
where Guaddhahd fails into Ommirabih.‘ This Region is 
three-lquare ; for 0 /nmirabih River and Gimdelhahd ipnng 
both out of Alki, and lun northward, till by degrees they 
meet all in one. 

In this Region is the Town of Ty la, wliich is the 
chief, built by the fifneam on the Sicle of Mount 
the Walls of which aie of fine Maiblc, by them called 
Tcfza ; tiom whence the Town is named. A 
niariy rich Merchants live in this Town, and about 200 
Families of Jnui. 

Efza ftancis two Miles fiom Tefza^ upon a little Hill at 
the Bottom of Mount A/rn ; containing about 600 Fa- 
milies, moftly Tiadeimcn and Hufbandmen, who are fiib- 

jedt to the Governor of Tefza. 

Citherib hes upon a lofty Hill, ten Miles fiom 
Ef%a^ well inhabited by rich People. This tvas built by 
the Africans ; the Fields near it are full of Vineyards and 
Gardens, pioducing a gieat deal of Fruit. — 

Eithicid is about twelve Miles from Cithenb, built upon 
a fmal} Hill of Adas, by tha Africans. Towards the Mouii - 
tain theie is a Wall, but towards the Plain it is naturally 

’ fortified by Rocks. It contains about .ROO Families. 

The Mountain of Seggkeme begins Weftward from that 
of Tefaiton ; it reaches Ealtward to Mount Megron, out of 
which the River Ommirabih takes its Beginning ; South- 
ward it boidcis upon Mount The Inhabitants are 

oiiginally defeended from the People of Zanaga j they aie 
warlike and comely. 

The Mountain of Afagran begins to the '^Vcflward of 
Segghmc, bordering to the South upon the Region of Far- 
cala.j near tlic Defart of Libya, and extends Eaftwaid to 
ihc' Mount of Dedes. I myfelf was in this Mountain, as I 
travelled imm Dura to Fez. ■ ‘ ' 

Dedes is a cold high Mountain, containing a great many 
Woods and Springs. It is about eighty Miles long,;, It 
begins Wchward at ; Southward it bcrdeis upon 

A a 3 D tga 
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Todga Plains, and reaches almofl to the Mountain of Adefun, 
Formerly there -^vas a City built upon the very Top of 
this Mountain, of which a few Ruins aie Rill to be fecn. 
■S'ome think it was built by the Romans, but I never found 
ahy Thing of it mentioned by any African Author ; only 
Seriffo Effacalli, iR one of his Stones, fays that Tedfi is 
near Dara and Segelmejfe, but does not fay whether or no it 
is built upou Mount Decks. — -r The Inhabitants d^'clt 
under Ground m Caves, whofe Food is Elhafid and 
jSarley, Goats and Afles they have in great Plenty : 
The Caves where they put their Cattle abound in Salt 
Petre ; which, if it wet a near Italy, would, I believe, be 
woith 25,000 Ducats a Year ; but thefe People have no 
Way of ufing it. 


BOOK III. 

The Kingdom of FEZ. 

"DEgins WfRward at the River Ommirahh, and icachea 
. EaRwaid to the River Mulvia ; it is bounded on the 
North, partly by the Ocean and partly by the Meditena- 
nean Sea. ^ It is divided into feven Provinces, viz. ‘temef- 
na, Fez, Azgar, Ethahet, Ert if, Garet and Elchmtz ; c- 
veiy one of which had formerly a feparate G-ovcrnoi'. 

Temefna, a Province of Trz, begins at Owzwdflfo/; WeR- 
ward, and 1 caches to Buragrag River EaRwaid • The 
South Part lies upou Atlas, and the North upon the Ocean. 
It is all a plain Cpuntry, about 80 Miles froni WoR to 
EaR, and about 60 from North to South. This is the 
principal Province of all the feven, and contains 300 Ca- 
ndles and 40 great Towns .§ all peopled by Barhariav, 
Africans. 

Anfj, a Town of Temefna, was built upon the Sea

Thagla is a finall 'I'own, built upon fomc Hills of Aihis 
by the Africans ; 7 'he Soil about it is baircn, and the 
Air is very cold, 7 'hcy have fc.n city of Com, but plenty 
of Honey and Goats. 

Zarfa •was a Town built by ihc Aft leans upon a I.tige 
Plain, abounding with Riveis and Fountains. It is rtow 
cleftroyed', ' and Corn grows wheic the 'Fown flood. 

The Territory of Tec, begins at the River Eurngrag 
Weftward,' and extends Eaflward to the River Inavcn a- 
b&ut a hundred Miles , the Rivci Subu bounds it on the. 
North, and to the Southwaid it boid^^is upon the Foot of 
Atlas. The Soil is excellent for Fiuits, Com and Cattle ;

Description c/FEZ, 

Z is a very Great City, furrounded with high and 

beautiful Walls; it is almoft all Hills and Valleys; fo 
that only in the midft of the City there is any flat Ground. 
A River, which is divided into two Streams, runs thro’ the 
City ; from this River little Channels are drawn into every 
Part of the Town ; fo that all the Mofques, the Colleges, 
the King’s Palaces, and theHoufesof the Great Men, arc 
furniihed with Water. They generally have in the middle 
of the Court fquare Bafofis of Marble, and the Water com- 
ing thio’maibJePipes, which arc in the W.iH, and fiilling down 
with a pleafant Murmur, fills them; and they being full, 
wlnt runs over waihes the Streets, and fills again into the 
llivci , they aie fi,cncrally thiee Cubits deep, four bioad, And 
Twelve long. The Hotifes aic either of Biick, oi of Slone, 
very well built ; the grcatefl paj t of thofe of Stone aie finely 
etnamented with MofaickWork; thofe of Brick alfo are 
.a-ioinrd with Ghaaiig and Colours like DutchTihs, and the 
Wood-work and Ciehngs ate carved, painted and gilt ; the 
Roofs are flat, for they fleep on the Tops of the I-Toufes iu 
Summei, and for that purpofe fpread Caipets on them ; inoft 
of the Iloufes aie of, two Stones, and many of three; they 
! 1C built round a Court, and on the luflde generally have 
Poiucoes and open Gallcues, confifling of as many Stones 
as the Houfe doth, fo that in each Stoiy you may go under 
Coyer hum one Apai tment to another (<?) ; aiid thefe they 
adcni very much with Gilding and gay Colours. All their 
Porticoes arc fupported eilhei with Pillaisof Brick, faced on 
■the Outfide with glazed Tiles of Vauous Colours, or elfe 
with Pillars of Marble, and the Aiches which extend from 
one Pillar to another are all adorned with Mofaick Wopk, 
apd the_ limbers and Jojfts that fupport the Flooi's are 
carved in Scioll-worfc and Flowers, painted with various 
blight Colours ; inoft laige Floufes have great Cifterns' of 
Water, flora whence they fupply forae little Fountains ’ in

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their lowei Apartments; fi) that tlicy have laip,eVafes of 
Maible in each Room, nhicli aic coiuinually full of ckar 
lunnin" Watci, there btans; wade Pipes putperly placed to 
prevent its uinninR over, and cany it off unfeen ; they 
fiave Baths within then tloufes foi to cool theinfclves in the 
Summer-time ; the Rich build above then Hotilbs a 'Power, 
confiding of fcvcral Stones; thefe Rooms are their chief 
Delight, and they fpaic no Expence to furnilh them beauti- 
fully; It is there chat the Ladies, divei I tljemfclvcs aftei They 
have done Embioideiing, and other Works; for from thence 
they can fee moft pait of the City of Fez, 

Theie are near 700 Mofqucs gietit and little, 50 of thefe 
,ne very confiderable, and aie adorned with Pillars of Maible, 
and other Ornaments ; they have Fountains of Marble, and 
their Aiches ate beautified with Mofaick Work, Painting 
and Carving ; theii Pillais aie made m the fame manner ns 
thofe in Italy ; the Pavement is covered with the fined Mats, 
fo, are the Walls as high as a Man; every Mofque his a 
, Towel, round winch thcie is aGalleiy, where a Man hands 
and calls the People to Prayer at piopei Houis, as in Evrope 
they ring Bells ; the piincipal Mofque is called Cainivcn, it 
Is near an Italian Mile and half in Circumference, and hath 
thirty one lofty Gates ; tire rnrddlc Building of the Molqne 
is 150 Yards in length, and 80 wide; the Towei 
is pioportionahly high ; lound the wliolc Building, towards 
thoEiid, towards the Well, and towards tlic North, tlrcre 
arc great Colonadcs 30 Yaulswidc, and 40 long; fheiearc; 
qoo Larhps lighted every Night, for there is at leaft one 
Lamp under each Arch, but in the Centre of the Mofque 
th'eie’aic gicat BraKcn Candleflicks, one of which can, bold 
500 Lamps, thefe were made of Bells taken from the Chii- 
Jlians , along the Sides of the Walls there aj-e feven Pulpits, 
from v/hence the Doflois of the Law' teach the People; it 
is only Men of Learnrng that ate allowed to preach, fot the, 
Prieftof the Mofque, his Eufinefs is only to read Prayer^, 
and to give the Alms to the People, for ,this Mofque hath 
gieat Revenues which they give out in Alms; the Revenues 
aiife from the Rent of Shops and Plaufcs, and alio from 
Farms, where they etnploylaibouiers, and they divide the 
Produce among the Poor. In our Days the King, borrowed 
from this Mofque a great Sum of Money, which he never 
hdth paid : Befides the Mofqucs, there arc two Colleges for 
^tudents, fiifcly built after the Moorijh Manner, and adorned 

with 
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with Marble and Paintings. One of tlielb Colleges hath 
an hundred Rooms •, they were built by the Kings of the 
Marin Race 5 the Beauty and Magnificence of the Hall, which 
was built by the King Abu Henon, is furprizing. In the 
middle of the Hall is a great Vafe of Marble which holds a 
Tun of Water, the Sides are adorned with Pillars of vaiious- 
coloured Marble, finely pohfhed ; the Capitals are gilt, and 
the Roof fhines with Gold, Azure and Purple; on the Walls 
are wrote in large Charadlers fevcral Arabu Veifes in Praile 
of the Founder King Abu Henon ; the Gates ai e of carved 
Biafs, and there is a Rofti-urn for reading Ledliues inlaid with 
Ebony and Ivory ; the Whole is a moll wondeiful Piece of 
Woik, and univerfally admired by all that have feen it; the 
Treafurcr of the King who built it (m order to diflwade 
him) urged to him tlie vafl: Expence ; to which Abu Henon 
anfwcred him in two Arabicl Verfes ; ‘ Hiat ivhich isperfii'tb 
‘ beautiful, becmife it defei vet tts Price, is not dear ; and no 
* Price it too great for to Jatisfy the virtuous Deft res of the 
f Heart.' There aie level alothei Colleges in Fbx built in Imi- 
tation, but none near fo large or fo beautiful ; they had all 
Ledlureis and Scholats, who were maintained at the Expence 
of the Foundeis both in Food and Raiment ; but in the War 
of Sahtd their Endowments were either deltroyed or taken 
away, fo that this Univelfity, as well as that of Morocce, is 
now gone to ruine; and this Negledl of Learning is one of 
the Reafons, that not only the People of Fez, but thofe of 
all the neighbouring Regions are degenerated fiora their an- 
tient Virtue. 

Theie are many Hofpitals in Fe%, fomc of winch are not 
much inferioi in Building to the Colleges, Foimeily all 
theStrangeis which came into the City, and defired it, were 
entertained there three Days gratis; the Endowments which 
enabled them to make thefe Expences were then veiy gieat ; 
but in Sahid'5 War, the- King, Handing in need of Money, 
fold the Eftates belonging to the Hofpitals, fo that there aie 
now no Endowments, yet there ate Hill fome Flofpitals, 
Where 'the Sick have Food, but not Medicines. Formerly 
there were gieat Numbers of all necelTary Officeis to thefe 
Hofpitals i and when I was a young Man, I my felf was 
hfoiaiy to one of them for two Years. 

In the City are above np hundred Baths, many of them 
verv ftately Buildings ; each of them have befidcs the Stove 
' ’ ’ ' In 
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five Halls with Galleries 5 there ate Baths for the 'Women 
as Well as for the Men, and they are the Places of Afllmblj’' 
where all the News of the Town is told ; theie ate above 
two handled Inns or Taverns m this City, and four hundred 
Corn-Mills. All Arts and Tiadcs m this City are fepatated 
from each other, thofe of the fame Piofeflion live in the 
fame Stiect or Qiiarter; the moft genteel Tiades have their 
Quarter near the Great Mofque, firlt the Notaries, next the 
BoOkfelleis, then thofe Who fell Boots and Shoes of Morocca 
Leather. Over-agamll the principal Gate of the Mofque 
Hands the rruit-Markel, abounding in all kinds of Fruits, 
and in the Herb-Maiket there are Boweis made of the green 
Boughs of Orange, Lemon, and other Trees, with the 
Fruit on, which they change every Day, undei the Shade 
of which is mighty pleafant fi^tung; there is a Milk-Markei, 
Sind theic fcarce paiTcs a D.ay in which there is not twenty 
Tuns of Milk fold theie ; theie are infinite Numbers of 
other Trades, each of which hath a different Station, Be- 
ftdes this, theie is an Exchange as bigas a fmail City, ftrong- 
ly walled round with Towers and thong Gates ; there aie 
Shops here ftoied with the richeff; Silks, and fineft: C.arpcts, 
Linen, ‘Waollcn, and othei Goods , et'Cn in times of .'Wars 
and Infill ledions this Pktcc h.tlh hithcito never been 
plundctcd. The Town, which is divided fiom tlic other 
only by the River, contains a gieat Number of Mofqucs, 
Palaces and Colleges ; there are alfo fcveral Caves dug m the 
marble Rocks, vdfich they ufe as Storehoufes for their Corn i; 
the Soutli'fide of the City within the Walls is all Gardens 
and 'Villa.s belonging to the Great Men ; they are planted 
with the fineft .ind choiceft Fruit-trees, Lemons, Oranges, 
Citions, Pomegranates, Thefe Gardens aie exceeding 
beautiful, being full of all kinds of odoriferous and flotver- 
ing Shrubs', which thrive woiidei fully, filch as Myrtle, Roles 
.and Jeilamines, of whicli they make covered Arbours, ivhich 
are paved with white Tiles, and thro’ which they' bring little 
Streams of Water, which give a delightful Coolnefs m the 
hottell Weather ; the. Air all lound this Qiiarter is perfumed 
by the Floweis, and the Eye not lefs amufed with the vari- 
ous Dies, than the Eai is with the Falling of Water, and 
the Singing of the Birds ; fo that the Ardians fay, this Part 
pf the i'own IS a teiieftrial Paradife.

The People of Fi'z are doatlicd m Winter in Tunicks and 
Vefts, and a laige loofc Robe of Mantle ; they wear a fmall 
Turbant on their Heads, and Slippeis of coloured Morocco 
Leathet, but the common People ate i:ol fo well cloathed ; 
the Ladies drefs very expenfively, yet m the Heat of the 
Weather they wear nothing but a Shift, and tie their Fore- 
heads with a Scarf, their Haii being braided with Strings of 
Pearl, and other Jewels. In Winter they wear Robes of 
Damask, with vail laige Sleeves; when they go abioad they 
Wear Veils, which rover them quite over, lo that nothing 
but their Eyes are feen, and they wear Bracelets of Gold on 
their Arms and the fmall of their Legs ; their Tables are 
well ferved with all kinds of Foods, as well Butchers Meat, 
as Game, Fifh, and Fruit, fuch as Melons, Giapcs, Pome- 
granates, ^c. they have one Dilh called (a) Cufeufic peculiar 
to the which is made of aLump of Dough, which they 
fqueeze thio’ a Plate full of Holes, and roll it into fmall 
Pieces of the Size of Coriander-^etA, then they cover the 
Vellel lhat is boiling with that Plate or Cullender on which 
they lay the Dough, and fo ftew it over the Steam this, 
which is a kind of artificial Rice, they cat with the Broth 
and Meal. L'he People of the bell Fadiion take great 
Delight in playing at Chefs, and in Poetry ; and whilfi: the 
Marin Family flourifhed, there were fevetal excellent Poems 
wTote both in the and Moori/h Tongnes, which are 

Hill in being. Learning being negledled. Ignorance and Su- 
perftition have encreafed, and the People do now univerfally 
believe in Fortune-Tellers, Inchantsrs, Conjurers, ffugglsrs, 
and Monks, and are fo deluded, that Thoufands of thofe 
Wretches fubfift on the Fat of the Land,, Northward from 
the City, upon a high Hill, Rands a Palace, in which > are 
the Monuments of feveral of the Marin Race , ihefe Tombs 
aie of Marble, beautifully carved, with proper Epitaphs en- 
graved upon them. Kail and South of the City aie great 
Numbers of Gardens, full of Fruit-Trees, and wateied by 
Canals drawn from the River; their Fruits are' delicious, and 
in the Seafon 500 Cart-Loads of Fiuit are daily earned to 
the Markets of Fez, without reckoning the Grapes. T'o 
the Fall of Fe% is a Plain 15 Miles broad and 30 long, which 
Isyi marfhy Soil, v/ateredby a Number of Springs and Rl- 

, yulers;

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vulets ; tliis did belong to the Gieat Mofque, and Vas let 
out to Gardeners, who laifed Hemp, Melons, Turnips, 
Radifli, and all hinds of Roots and Pot-Heibs ; fo that the 
Great City of Fe^e. was fumiflred from hence with all kinds 
of Hcibage. 

By the Conquefi of the Cahphu the Law of Mahomet 
was eftabliflied in Jfika : By that Law no Perfon can, be 
created a King or Prince, either by the £le£tion of the Peo- 
ple, or by any Human Authoiity wliatfoever j foi the tiue 
Mufiihnm believe Dominion to be founded m Grace, and that 
hone can jullly and legally bear Rule over others but the 
Caliph^ who is infpired, and whom lliey call Floh^ 
and who ought to be the Legitimate Succeflbr of Mahomet, 
and W'ho is Emperor and High-Priejl. This Doftiine was 
maintained whilll the Saraceti Empire continued ; but ^ upon 
the Decline of it, the wild People, fuch. as the Turks, the 
Curdesmi Tartms, revolted in Jfia-, and in the Weft of 
Mrica, the Tribes of Zeneta and Luntuna thievv off the 
Ecciefiaftical Government ; and the Kings of the Families 
of Luntuna and Mm in, being Laymen, leigiied widi gieat 
Glory for a Time but afteiwaids Tyianny began to be 
cftabliflied, noi is there now any regular Hei editary Succef- 
fion among them. They name their Succeffois in their 
Lives, either their Sons, Nephews, Brotheis, or whom they 
love heft, and get the Great Men to take an Oath of Fide- 
lity to them 5 who often, on the Death of the King, fail 
in their Oaths, and fall into Wars and Confullon ; for the 
Superftition of the People is gcncially fucli, that they be- 
lieve them all to be Ufiiipers, and that no Oaths are binding 
againll the Right which is in Holy Men, being of the Pofte-f 
rity of Mahomet. As ‘foon as a King of Fez is acknow- 
ledged, to ftrengthen his Intereft, he generally chufes one 
of the moft poweiful Men to be bis chief Minifter, to 
whom of couife one thii'd Pai t of the Revenue belongs ; he 
then, appoints a Secretaiy, and a General of the Horji,, alfo 
cGovernor over each City, to whom lie gives all the Revenues 
of it, on condition to maintain a certain Number of Horfe 
for the King’s Service, when called upon to joyn the Anny.j 
then he names Comnnjfai les, or Legates, to the Nations wiro 
inhabit the Mpuntains, and the Jrcfbtans who ackaovdedge 
his Authority, Thefe are Men of the Law, who adinini' 
fter Juftice according to the Cuiloms of thofe People, and 
colledl the Knig’s Revenue anaongll: them : tie given Fees to 
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Knights ; every one of which confiils of a Callle, or two 
or three V illages, fufficicnt to' maintain a Knight in fuch 
manner as to be able to follow the King to the Wars, 
when fummon’d ; Befides which, the King hath a Body.of 
meicenary Hoife in the Nature of a Guaid, whom he pays 
in Money in Time of War ; in Timfe of Peace he cloaths 
and feeds tlaem, but pays them little Money ; He allows 
them Ghnjiian Slaves to look to their PIoifes> Pie hath a 
Commiffmyy who hath Charge of all the Camels, and takes 
cate that theic aie Bealls of Buiden enough, not only for 
to cairy the Tents and Baggage, but alio the Provifions for 
the Army. There is a Stuc^-Majlcr General:, who takes 
care of breeding and main taming a fufficient Number of 
Ploifes for all his Servants. 

The King hath fifty Hoifemen, who aie near Attendants 
on his Perfon in the Natuie of Mellengeis, whofe Bufmefs it 
is to obey his Commands, by making Pufoncis, or putting 
to Death fuch Pei fons as he fhall order. He has aTioop 
of Standard-bearers, Men thoroughly acquainted with all 
the Palles of the Country ; he appoints him who knows 
the province they march through heft, to carry a Standard 
before them, and guide the Aimy. Their Horfc have 
Drums of a vaft Size, much larger than Ihofe ot Italy, 
which make a honible loud Noife ; A Horfe can carry but 
one of them : They have alfo great Numbers of Trum- 
pets and other mufical Inftruments. His legitimate Queeit 
is always of the Moorijl) or Jliabian Race, but his Womeii- 
Slaves and Concubines are often Black-moors, and foine 
are Portugal or Spanifl} Women. Tho’ the King of Fe% 
hath large Dominions, yet they being allign’d to Govcj - 
nors for maintaining Troops, or to Ivhights as Fees for 
Services, his Revenues in Money paid to himfelf are but 
fmall, yet the People arc wonderfully preffed with the Tri- 
bute. In fome Parts the Subjefts pay a Ducat and a 
Qiiartera Year, for as much Gioundas a Team of Oxen 
can plow in a Day ; In others they pay Heai th-Money j 
they alfo pay a Poll-Tax of a Ducat for every Male a- 
bove fixteen Years old, and raife other Taxes upon thft 
People, which arc veiy heavy upon the Pcafants, bur moie 
io upon the great Towns : And this is' the more giievouS 
to. them, bacaufc, by the Law of Mahomet, no King is to 
take mote Tribute than what is limited by rt, viz. A Per- 
•fbn who has a hundred Dweats is to pay fwo and a Half per 
, . . • dn-" 
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Jnmm-, and no more ; and the Pcafant is to pay the Tythcs 
of the Fi uits of the Ear th, and no inoie •, and this is to be paid 
to the Caliph or High Pricft, and not to any Layman j 
and he is not to confume them ih Plcafures for his own 
Gratification, but they aie to be expended by the Ca- 
liph foi the Sendee of the State, and with them he is to 
fupport the Poor, the Sick, the Widows, and the Or-^ 
phans ; and to maintain the Wais againit Enemies ; But 
lince there have been no moie Caliphs, and the Loids abovc^ 
mentioned have ufurped a tyrannical Power, calling* them- 
lelves Kings, they have not only feized upon theie Re- 
venues, but robbed the Poor, the Hofpitals, and the 
Churches of their Endowments, and raifed agieat many 
other Taxes, and fquandered them away to giatify their 
own Lulls, Follies and Paffions ; and they have added 
Taxes upon Taxes, in fuch a manner, that thro’ all Afnca 
the common People can hardly afford wherewithal to cloath 
therafelves ; and they are become fo hateful by thefe Extor- 
tions, that no honolt nor learned Man wilh fo much as 
eat or fit down with any of the King’s Officcis or Cour- 
tiers j much lofs will they lake any Gifts or Pcnfions from 
him, becaufe they know that all he hath is plundered 
fiom the Publick and the Poor, and they look upon it as 
fo much llolen Goods, and that the taking any Allov/- 
aiice from him is fbanng with the Thief. We faid be- 
fore that the King of Fe% keeps a Body of Horfe in con-* 
ftant Pay ; they are in Number 6000, befides which he 
hcTs 500 Crofs Bows, and 500 Plaiquebufiera : . But befides 
thefe in Time of War he can fetm a very great Army, 
by calling out the Forces of the Govci nors of the Arabian, 
Tributaries, and of the Knights Fees, 

The prefent King defpifes all Ceremony and Appearant 
ces of Magmncence ; and even in the moft folemn ProceL 
fions he wears only a plain Habit, and is known from hig 
Attendants by his not being fo fine as they are 5 and he 
nevei wears a Ciawn, for the Law of Aiahomet [oihiAs it, 
it being agaiiill the tiumihty which Mufuimen ought to 
iliew in all theii AiSions. 

"Vyiien the King takes the Field, they firft pitch his 
Tent in the Centre of the Camp ; it is in a fquare 
form like a Caftle, ■ 50 Yards on ,carh Side j it is 'fur- 
rounded with Cotton Cloths, like a Wall with Battle- 
ments j - at ■ the Corner are Towets made of the fame 

Cloth 
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Cloth with Battlements j all which arc fupportcd with 
Poles and Cords, as Tents are-; the Tops of the Towers 
end in Spiles, with Gilt Balls; to this Linen Wall are 
four Gates, each guaided by Eunuchs : In the Squaie 
within it aie many Tents ; .that which contains the King’s 
Bedchamber is very magnificent, and yet is eaTilyfiinc!: 
and moved ; Next to the King’s are the Tents of the piin- 
clpal Officers of the Court ; and between him and the Li- 
nen Wall are the Tents of the Guaid, which are fmall and 
of Camel’s Hair. W ithin this Inclofurc alfo is the King’s 
Kitchen, and necellaiy Offices ; lound the Linen Wall on 
the Outfide is an Efplanade, and iqund the Efplanade the 
King’s 6000 Hoife aie encamped ; they have Tents for their 
Horfes, which are very carefully tended. In the Rear of 
the Horfe is the Baggage, wheie there are Shops which fell 
all Neceffaries, and an open Maiket kept ; beyond which, 
to the Right, and Left, and the Rear, and m the Front 
of the King’s Quaitcts, the Jrabians, and the Foices of 
the Governors and Mountaineeis ate encamped. The 
whole Camp makes a kind of City, of whicli the King’s 
Quarters is the Caftle m the Centie ; fo that no Enemy 
by Stiiprize cap come to it : And in tlie Efplanade lound 
the King’s Qiiaiteis there aie Patioles all Night, befidcs thr 
Guard belonging to the Army. Yet the Arabians are fo 
dexterous at Sutprizes, that there have been Attempts, 
and People taken in thevetyMidd of the King’s Qiui- 
tens, who ■were got fo far m order to kill him. In the 
prefent declining State of their Government the King is 
forced to keep the Field moil Part of the Yeai, as well foi 
to awe the Arabians, and his other Subjedls, as to make 
Head againll the Portngueze. He is alfo vciy fond of 
Hunting, and for the Conveniency of the Spoi t ofteii en- 
•camps in the Mountains. 


BOOK VI. 


Of N U M I D I A. 

> ARA is a Province, ■which begins at Mount Mas, 
and llretchetli Southwaid tow<ards the Delaits of LP 
iya. 'I’his Province is \ery narrow ; for the iiuitfulLand 
fies only along the Side of a River of the iame Name, 

which 
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which extends from tlieNoith to the South. Upon the 
Sides of the .lliyer ate great Numbers of Villages, and 
feme Caftles walled with Stone, ' and all the Land within 
fix Miles of the River on each Side is planted with Palm- 
Trees : They bear the inoft excellent Dates, which may 
be preferved, if kept in a good Mtigazine, for fix or feven’ 
Years. They have a more ordinary Kind of Date, with 
which the^'' feed theif Hotfes and Camels. The Palm- 
Trees are Male and Female ; the Female produces Fruit, 
but the Male nothing biit Flowers. If they do not grow 
hear each other, the Dates are not good. The Food of 
the Inhabitants ,of all this Province is Dates ; They rarely 
eat Bread ; wheh they do, it is a Feaft. All the People of 
Wealth’in this Countiy deal in Gold, and theie are a great 
lhany Goldfmiths and Jsivs who wqrk up that Metal, it 
being the gihat Road between Fez in Mauritania and Tm~ 
huto. This Trade inriches the Pioviiice, lb that them are 
four great Towns in it, in which there is a great Refort 
bf foreign Merchants, and great Numbcis of Shops well 
furniflied with all Kinds of Goods. I'lie principal Town 
is called' Benfaby ; Here is Plenty of Indigoe, which they 
fell to thei Met chants of Fez. 

&egelmejfe is a Province which 1 its Name from' the 
principal City, which lies upon i' “River Ziz ; it is inha- 
bited by many Races of the ancient a/ of the Tribes 
of Zeneta, Zanhagia and Hdora. It e^v;^ids along the Ri- 
yer Zi% 120 Miles ; in it fife Villages ; thepmicipal 
Place in it isTensgonf, containing about a Thoufahd' Fa- 
milies. Tebubtifint, in which' there are a great many fo- 
reign Merchant^, At tizahs afid yews ; they coin Money 
here, both Silver and Gold ; they trade down to the Coun- 
tiy of the Negrdes with Goods Which they buy from Bar- 
bory, in Exchange for which they puichalc Slaves and Gold. 
Some are of Opinion that the Town of Scgeimejjii was built 
by a Rdman General, who, having conquered all Fltmi- 
dia, built this Town upon the Borders of MeJJay which he 
called (iz) the Seal of MeJJa. It was formerly walled ifi a 
ftately Manner, 'the Rums of which ftiH remain. The 
Town was exceeding rich, by rarfon of the Commerce 
with the Negroes. Them were in it many magnificent 
Mofques and Colleges!^ but ths Town was deftroyed by the

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Civil Wars, and nothing now icmains but the Ruins, yet 
is the neighbouring Country ftill veiy populous. 

Of Tebelbelt. 

'T^His is a little Town in the Numtdian Delart, aoo Miles 
South of Atlas, and too South of Segelmejfe : There 
aie Plantations of Palm-Trees round it : Water is fcarce, 
and Flefh ftill more fcarce j They eat OJlriches : They trade 
to the Land of Negrbes, and are fubjedt to the Arabians, 

0/BENIGUMI. 

His is a Habitation tipon the River Ghir, and there are, 
aburidance of Palm-Trees near it ; their Trade chiefly 
lies in buying Horfes in the Kingdom of Fez, and felling them 
to the Merchants who tiade lo the Negros Country. It is 
about 150 Miles S. E. fiom Segelmejfe. It contains 8 Callles, 
and 15 Vilkges- 

After what we have faid of Numtdia, the Second Divilion 
of Afiica, we {hall proceed to the Defarts of Libya ■, which, 
as I faid before, is divided into Five Parts; We fhall begin 
with that of Zanaga, which is a dry and fandy Defart, 
reaching from the Ocean Sea on the Weft, as far as the Salt- 
Pits of Tegaza Eaftward. Northward it is bounded by Sns, 
Haca and Dara, which are Parts of Namidta ; and South- 
ward it ftretcheth to the Country of the Negroes, and is 
bounded by the Kingdoms of Gualata and Tombuto. In this 
Defart no Water is found, unlefs it be here and there at 
too Miles diftance 5 and even what is, is fait, and biller, and 
drawn out of very deep Pits, particularly upon the Road 
between Segelmejfe and Tombuto. This Defart abounds with 
{{range Cieatures and Serpents. In the Defart thcie is one 
Part of It ftill mote dreadful than the reft, which is called 
Azoad, in which there is no Inhabitant, and nothing but 
Sands for 200 Miles, viz. from the Well of Azoad to the 
Well. of Aroan, the latter of which is 150 Miles diftant 
froih tombuto. In this Defart, byexceflive Heat, and want 
of Water, it often happens that both Men and Beafts who 
travel drofe-it perilh. 

From the fame Salt-Pits of Tegaza, Wheie the Defart of 
Zanaga ends, we leckon the Defalt of Zuenziga begins It 
reaches Eaftvv'afd to the Defart of Hair, where the Tube of 

Targd 
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Targa inhabits ; Northwaid it is bounded by Segelmcffe, Tehel- 
helt and Benigumi, in Numidia ; and Southwaid it, reaches to 
the Defart of Ghti\ arid the Kingdom of Guha : It is a inoft 
barren and comfortlef; Place, even inoie terrible than the 
foimcrj yet over this the Merchants pafs from Tchnfi to' 
'Tombuto. 

In the Region of Tegaza they dig.great Quantities o^" Salt, 
which IS exceeding white • At the Entrance of the Pits from 
whence they dig the Salt, are the Cottages in which live the 
Workmen, who fell the Salt to fome Merchants, who cany 
it upon Camels Backs to Tombuto. Thcfe People who dig 
the Salt have no Provifions but what the Mei chants bring 
them, for they aie almoft 20 Days Journey fiom any Habi- 
tations, fo that they often die by the Mei chants not bung- 
ing them Provifions in due time, I my felf lived 3 Days 
here, during which time I was obliged to dunk Water drawii 
out of Wells, which wasveiy biackilh. 

BOOK VII. 

0/ the Land (^Negroes, and &f the 
Confines of J&QYVt. 

O U R Ahtient Jfrican Geographers, viz. Bu\n and 
Mejlmdi^ weie ignoiant of all the Land of Negroes, 
except the Countries Guechet and Cam ; all other Places of 
the Land of Negroes being in their Time undifcover’d : But 
in the Year of the Hegeira 380. it was difeover’d by the 
following Means ; The Family of Luntuna, and all the 
Tribes of Libya, were by a famous Pieacher dratyn to receive 
the Mahometan Pveligion : He then came up to live jn Bar^ 
lary, and flrove to mfoira himfclf, and did acquire a Know- 
ledge of the Countries of the Negroes. All that Countiy 
was then inhabited by Men who lived in the manner of 
Beafts, Without Kings, without Lords, without Seriates, 
without Government or Taxes : They hardly low'ed Cojn j 
they had no Cloathmg but the Skins of Beafts, nor no Pro- 
perty m their Wives- They fpent the Day either in tending 
their Herds, or in labouring of the Ground ; and at Night 
they met in little Compames of ten or twelve. Men and 

Bb 2. Wc- 
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Women, nnd pafled the Night together in Bowers coveied 
with Boughs of Trees, each Man and Woman confouing 
as Love direfted. The Giound itfclf, covered with the 
Hides of Cattle dried with the Hail on, leived for Beds, 
^hey never made War, nor travelled into other Countries ; 
hut they contentedly lived all their Dai^s in their native 
Countiy, and never fet their Feet out of it. ‘ Some of them 
adored the Suti with Songs, as foon as he appeared above the 
Earth ; otliers woifhippcd the Fire, as did the People of 
Gualata ; and thofe who inhabited the Kingdom of Gnoga in 
the Eaft, were tiue Chriftians-, which Dodfnne tliey had 
received fiom Mgypt. fojeph of the Family of Lmtuna, 
Founder and King of the City of Morocco, and of the Five 
Libyan Tribes, conquer’d all thefe Negroe Nations, and 
taught them the Mahometan Religion, and the Arts of Life ; 
and then great Numbeia of the Merchants of Barbary tra- 
velled into that Country to fell them Goods, and learnt their 
Language, The Five Tribes of Liiya divided the whole 
Country into Fifteen Paits, or Kingdoms j and Three of' 
thofe Parts weie gianted to each Tube, who fent out fome 
of rheNobiliiy of theii Farailies, ' who' each conquer’d their 
Part, and eieiAed them inta Kingdoms, It is true, that the 
prefect King of fomhuto is not a Libyan, but a Negroe, He 
was General to Soni Afoh',,King of Tonibuto.woA Gabo, of the 
Family of the Libyan Tribes.- After the Death of his Ma- 
Rei, he rebelled agamlt lus Maftei’s Son, whom he put to 
death 5 and fhaking off the Yoke, the Negroes them 

were governed by a Negroe. Having feigned Fifteen Years, 
and in that Time conquer’d many Kingdoms, and having 
fettled all Things m profound Peace and Quiet, he went on 
a Pilgiimagc to AAcru, in which be fpent all his Wealth, 
and became in Debt 150,000 Ducats, All thefe Fifteeii 
Kingdoms of Negroes, which are known unto us, extend 
Slong the Niger, and the Rivers that lun into it from the 
Sea to the Heads of that River, And all the Land of Ne- 
groes IS fituatc between two vaft Defarts 5 for on the one 
fide is the main Defart between Numidia and it, which is 
extended unto this very Country ; and to the South-fide of 
it is another Defart, which rcacheth to the main Ocean on 
tliq W eft ; beyond which Defart many Nations inhabit^ 
with whom we as c not acquainted, for none of our People 
have travelled thithci, by reafon of the Length of the Jour- 
ncy, and. the vaft Diftance, and alfo the Diveriity of Lan- 

guagcf 
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giKiges and Religions. 7 ’hey have no Dealings with us ; 
but we have heard, that they traffick witli the Inhabitants 
near the Deem Sea, 

A Dejeripion of the Kingdom of Goa lata. 

I F this Kingdom be compared to the otlieis, it is fmall? 

'containingoply three large Towns, bolides Villages, 
and Plantations of Palm-Trees. Thcfe Towns aie didant 
from Ntm Southward about 300, from Tomhuto Noith-ivell 
5Q0, and ftom the Sea about 200 Miles. The People cif 
Libya^ whilft the Country of Negroes was fubjeft to them, 
fettled their Royal Scat in this Region, unto which great 
Numbeis of Barbary Mefchants refoi ted at that Time : 
But afterward, in the Reign of Kmgoi Tmbuto, who 
was a very Great Prince, thofe Merchants left Gualata-, and 
began to frequent Tombuto and Ga^o, by which meaiis the 
King of Gualata became extiemely poor. Thefe People 
fpeak the Language called (b) Sungai ■, the Inhabitants are 
black, and receive Strangeis with gieat Hofpitalily. T'his 
Region being in my Time fnbducd by the King of Tmhiite, 
the Piince iheieof fled into the Defarts, to thofe Llbyatt 
Tribes ftom whence his Family came ; wheicof the King^ 
of Tombuto having Information, and being apprehenfive of 
the Pi mce’s Return with all the People of the Dciiu'ts, 
granted him Peace on condition that he fhould pay a great 
Yearly Tiibute to him j and fo the Prince hath continued 
Tiibulaiy to the King of Tombuto until now. The Man- 
neis and Fafliions of the People differ not all from thofe of 
the Inhabitants of tiic next Defart. It produces fome Qiian- 
tity of Indian Corn, and great Plenty of a (c) little round 

white 

(a) Thefe three Towns ai Gualata feem by the Situation to be 
what IS now called the Kingdom of the Gxmit J olhiffs . The 
J olloiff Race, who are now Kings of Barfalk, feem defeendpd from 
them, their Name being N'jay, heie called Suugat, and in otlier 
Places Sana^a'h and their Language different from that of the 
Muttd'mgaes, or TIegross. The little Religion they have is Maha- 
/ntian, and in their Love of M*lk and Hori'es they refemble the Peo- 
ple of the Defart.

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white Grain, the like wheieof I never faw in Europe ; but 
there is great Scarcity of Flefli among them. The Heads 
both of Men and Women are lo coveicd, that all their 
Countenance is almoU concealed. They have no Foim of 
a Commonwealth,’ neither are there any Lawyers or Judges 
among them, but they lead a moll miferable Life. 

A Defcription of the Kingdom of Ghikea. 

ri^Hls Kingdom, which the Merchants of our Nation call 
Gheneoa^ the Natives themfelves call Genni, and the Por- 
tuguefe^ and other People of Eutopc^ {a)Ghinea, It joyns s 
to tlie abovpmention’d, but between them there is a Dclart 
50 Miles over ; fo that Gmlata lies on the North, Tomhuto 
,on the Eaft, and the Kingdom of Melli on the South of it. 
It is almoft 500 Miles in Length, and extends 250 Miles 
along the River Niger ^ apd bordereth upon the Ocean in the 
fame Place where Niger falleth into it. It is veiy fruitful 
jn Rice, Cattlij, Fiflr, and Cotton. Their Cotton they 
exchange with the Merchants of Barhaty for European Cloth, 
brazen Vellpls, Armour, and other fuch Commodities, 
Their Money is uncoined Gold ; they ufe Bans of lion for 
Money in Matters of fmall Value, fome Pieces of which 
gie a Pound, fome half a Bound, and fome a quarter of a 
Pound-weight. Throughout the whole Kingdom there is 
no Foreign Fruits btit Dates, and they are brought from 
Gualata or Numifla. There is neither Town nor Caftle, 
but one great Village, which is mhabilcd by the Prince of 
Ghinea-i together with liis Piiefts, Dodlois, Merchants, and 
all the principal Men of the Region. Their Houfes are 
built in the Shape of Bells pointed on Top, the Walls of 
Clay, ' and the Roofs they cover with Reeds. The 
Apparel of the Inhabitants is black or blue Cotton, 
with which they cover their Heads alfo ; but the 
Priefls and Doftbrs of the Law wear white Cotton. The 
Overflowings of the Niger yearly furround this Region in 
manner of an Ifland, during the thiee Months of 
Aiiguft and September’, in which time the Merchants of

antieijt Ghinea cpnquer’d by the Jallatffs ; if fo, the prelent King- 
doms of Ban ah, Baifally, Tatty, and WooUey, lie in the fame 
Country, which m the Time of Leo was call’d Glwiea, 
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Tomhuto biing tlicii Wares hither in Canoas or naiiotv Boatt 
made of one Tree, which they row all Day, but at Nighs 
they fallen them to the Shore, and encamp upon the Land, 
This Kingdom, as well as the others, was foimerly govern- 
ed by a King defeended fiom the Tribes, which Fa- 

mily became tributary unto King Sant Hdi ; but the Family 
of Soni Heli being dellroyed by Izchia his Succeflbr, Izchin 
invaded the Country, and taking Prifoner the lafl. King of 
the Libymi Race, held him Prifoner in Gaoga till the Tinie 
of Jhis Death, and govern'd this Kingdom by a Deputy. 

Of the Kingdom of MELLif 

T His Region is extended almoft 300 Miles along the 
Bank of a River which runneth into Ni^er, and bor- 
dereth Northward upon Ghinea^ Southward upon certain 
Defarts and dry Mountains, Weftward upon large Woods 
and Forells reaching to the Sea-flrore, and Eaftward upon 
the Kingdom of Gago. This Kingdom contains a Town 
of 6000 Families, called MellU from whence the whole 
Kingdom is fo call’d ; here the King hath his Re/idence. 
In this Region is abundance of Coin, Flefli and Cotton. 
Heie aic great Numbeis of Artificers and Merchants, and 
yet all Strangers are honourably entertain’d by the King. 
The Inhabitants aie rich, and have plenty of Wares. Here 
aie many Mofqnes, Priefts and Profellbrs j but Leftures are 
read by the Profcflprs in the Mofques only, there being no 
Colleges at gll, The People of this Region are in Wit, 
CivjlUy and Induftry, fuperior to all other Negroes ; and 
weie the fifll that embraced the Law of Mahomet. They 
were fiift conquei’d and govern’d by a Prince of one of the 
noblefl; Families of the Tubes of Libya', he was Uncle to 
Jofeph King of Morocco, and his Pollerity continued to go- 
vern till the Reign of Izchta, who made him his Tributary 
in fuch a manner as to deftroy entirely his State and Power ; 
fo that he and his Family weie forced to live in the fame 
manner as the reft of his Subjefls. 

Of the Kingdom of Tombuto, 

T he Name of fhis Kingdom is modem: It was fo 
call’d (as fome 'think) fiom the Name of a certain 
Town which (they fay) w?s built by King Menfe Siilinm, 
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in the Year of the Hcgeh-a 6to, fuuate within twelve Miles 
of aBtanchof the M''-,';-. The Houfes here aic built in 
the Shape of Bells, the Walls are Stakes or Huidles 
plaiftcr’d over with CLiy, and the Houfes cover’d wnthRecd",; 
yet thcie is one ftatcly Mofqnc, the Walls of which aic 
made of Stone and Lime. The Royal Palace is alfo built 
of Stone by an excellent Ariifl: from Granada, ns alfo many 
Shops of Artificers and M^'chants. There are gieat Num- 
bers of Weavers of Cotton^loth. Hither the Cloth of 
Europe is brought by the Bmbary Merchants. It is cufto- 
mary here for all the Women to go with their Faces cover’d, 
except the Maid-Servants, who fell Food, The Inhabitants, 
and efpecially the Strangeis that refide there, are very rich, 
infomuch that the prefent King gave both his Daughters in 
Mariiage to two rich Merchants. Heie are many Wells, 
the Water of which is excellent ; and as often as the Niger 
pvciiloweth, its Water IS convey’d into the Town by cer- 
tain Sluces. There is great Plenty of Corn, Cattle, Millc 
and Butter, in this Region, but Scarcity of Salt, which lo 
biought hither by Land fiom Tegaza, 500 Miles diftant. 
When I my felf was here, I faw one Camel’s Load of Salt 
fold for 80 Ducats. The rich King of Tombuto hath in his 
PoflelTioti many golden Plates and Scepters, feme wheieof 
arc 1300 Ounces in Weight, and he keeps a fplcndid and 
well-fumifbed Court. In travelling he rideth himfelf upon 
a Camel, and one of his greateft Officers leads his Horfe after 
him. He alfo in War lideth a Camel, buf all his Soldiers 
ride on Horfes. Whofoever will fpeak to the King, mufi; 
proftrate himfelf at his Feet, and then taking up Dull, nnift 
fprinklc it upon his own Head and Shouldeis (a)-, which 
Cullont is pbferved by them that never fainted the King be- 
fore, or come as EmbalTadois from other Princes. His 
Attendance confifts of 3000 Horfemen, and a great Num- 
ber of Footmen, who ule poifony Ariowp. They have 
ficquent Skii'mifltes with thofe that refufe to pay Tribute, 
and their Captives they fell to the Merchants of Tombuto, 
There are not many Hoifes bied here, and the Merchants 
and Courtieis have certain little Nags to ride upon ; but 
their beft Horfes come from Bariary, When the King is 
informed of a Merchant’s coming to Town with Horfes, he 

orders a certain Number to be brought to him, and ebufing

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the bch, he payeth a great Price for him. He hath iuch an 
inveterate Hatred agajnft aliymr, tliat they are not allowed 
Admittance into his City ; and whatfoevCr Bmlmy Mci- 
chants he finds to tiaffick with them, he immediately com- 
mandeth their Goods to be confifeated. The -King at his 
own Expence liberally maintaineth heie great Nnmbeis - of 
Dodtois, Judges, Priefts, and other ' learned Men. There 
are Manuferipts, or written Books, biought hither out of 
Barbary., which are fold fpr ,more Money than any other 
Merchandize. Inftead of Money, they ufe Barrs of Gold, 
They have hkewife certain Shells, which are brought hither 
from the Kingdom of Petjta^ and thofe they ufe in Matters 
of fmall Value, 400 of which Shells are worth a Ducat; 
and fix Pieces of their golden Coin, with two third Parts, 
weigh an Ounce. The Inhabitants are of a 5 nild and gentle 
Difpofition, and are wont to fpend gieat part of the Night 
in Singing and Dancing. They have many Men and Women 
Slaves, and their Town is very apt to be fet on file ; when 
I was there the fecond time almoft half the Town was burnt 
down in the fpace of five Hours; without the Subtubs they 
have neither Gardens nor Orchaids. 

Of the Town C a b r.a. 

T His large Town is built in mannei Oi' a Village with- 
out Walls, and is Jituate upon the River Niger, about 
twelve Miles from Tomiuto : From hence the Mei chants that 
travel unto the Kingdoms of Ghima and Melli, go by Wa- 
ter. . The People and Buildings of this Town are not inferior 
to thofe of Tombiito ; and this Place is frequented by great 
Numbers of Negroes that come hithci by Water. In this 
Town a Judge is appointed by the King of Tombuto to decide 
all Controverfies ; for it weie tedious to go thither on every 
Pccafion. 

yfbu Baer, firnamed Pargama, the King’s Brother, is an 
intimate Acquaintance of mine, who is black in Coloui, but 
moll: beautiful in Mind and Difpofition. In this Town are 
many Difeafes, which carry off a great many People, and 
which proceed from the unnatural Mixture of their Meats ; 
for they mix Fifh, Milk, Butter and Flefh, all together ; 
which Food is alfo commonly ufed in PotnkiU,

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Of the Town and fCingdom of G a g o, 

T he Great Town of Gago is withoui Walls alfo, and 
is diftanl- Southward of Tmbuto almoft 400 Miles, 
inclining fomewhat to the South- Eaft. Its Houfes are very 
mean, except thofe in which the King and his Courtiers 
live. Here are very rich Merchants, and it is much frequent- 
ed by Negroes^ tyho buy Cloth brought hither from Barbary 
and Europe. In this Town there is gieat Plenty of Corn 
and Fleih, but Scarcity of Wine, Tiees and Fruits, It 
aboundeth hJcewife with Melons, Citrons and Rice ; Heie ar? 
many Wells alfo, in winch is fweet and wholefom Water, 
Here is a Place wheic Slaves are to be fold on thofe Days 
when the Mei chants aflcmble, where a young Slave is fold 
for fix Ducats ; they hlcewife fell their Childien. The 
King of this Region maintaineth a great Number of Con- 
cubines and Slaves in a private Palace, which are kept by 
Eunuchs ; and his Body-Guard confills of a fufficient Troop 
of Horfemen and Footmen. The King himfelf decideth 
all his Subjeds Controverfies in a Place walled round about, 
between the firll Gate of the Palace and the inner Pait 
thcieof; and altho’ he difehargeth his. Office with great 
Diligence, yet hath he his Counfcllors, and other Officers, 
jnamely. Secretaries, Treafurers, Fadois and Auditois. The 
Plenty of Meichandize that is brought hither daily, and the 
Sumptuoufnefs of every thing, is furpnfing to all Peopl?, 
Hories bought \w Europe for 10 Ducats, aie fold heiq for 
40 or 50 Ducats a-piece. The coaifcft Cloth of Europe is 
heiefold for 4 Ducats an EH, if it be at all fine, for 15 ; 
and for an Ell of Venice or Turhy-Cloih, they will give 30 
Ducats. ' The Value of a Sword is 3 or 4 Crowns. Spuis, 
Bridles, and fuch like Commodities, as alfo Spices, are fold 
at a great Rate ; but Salt is the deaieft here of all Commo- 
dities. Here are nought but Villages throughout the whole 
Kingdom, which are inhabited by Hufbandmen and Shep- 
herds, who m Winter wear Beafts-Skins, and in Summer go 
eiuliely naked, except their Privities ; and fometimea they 
wear Shoes made of C^els Leather. They are jepy igno- 
norant, for one learned Man is not to be found in the Space 
of xoo Miles. Grievous Taxes are continually impofed 
upon them, fo that they are fcarce able to maintain them- 
fclves. 
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Of ^i6(? Kingdom tffGU'BER. 

T his Kingdom is fituate tilmofl. three Hundred Miles 
Eaftward of Gap ; between them js a vail Defart^ 
■which IS in great Want of Water, being about forty Miles 
diftant from the This Kingdom of is fui- 

rounded with high Mountains, and its Villages, which are 
many, are inhabited by Shepherds and other Herdfmen i 
Here is great Store of Cattle both large and fmall j here 
is alfo abundance of Artificers and Linen-Weaveis, and 
they make fuch Sandals here as the ancient Romans ufed to 
wear, which for the moft part are carried to Tombuto and 
Qago, It aboundeth likewife with Rice, and other Grain 
and Pulfe, fuch as I never faw in Italy^ but fome Places of 
Spain I think produce the like. All the Fields of this 
Region are overflowed at the Inundation of the ISTtger, at 
which Time the Inhabitants caft their Seed ipto the Water 
only. Here is a Town confifling of almoft fix Thoufaiid 
Families, among whom are many Meichants. Izchia^ the 
King of Tombuto^ in my Time flew the King of this 
Country, made Eunuchs of his Sons, and kept his Court 
for fome Tune here; afterwards he font Governors hither, 
who tyrannized over the People, and impoveiiihed thofc 
that wcic before rich ; mofl. Part of the Inhabitants they 
made Captives, whom Izchia kept for Slaves, 


Of the City Kingdom of KG KDKI/. 

T his City bordereth on the Confines of Libya, and 
not long ago was walled round ; Its Inhabitants aie 
whiter than other Negroes, and their Houfes_ are llately, 
built in the Fafhion of Barbary, The Citizens are for 
the mofl prt foreign Merchants, the reft are either Artifi- 
cers or Stipendiaries to the King. Every Mei chant is atr 
tended by a great Number of Servants and Slaves in their 
Journey from Cano to Borno ; that Road being fo infefted 
by Thieves called Zingani, that they dare not travel without 
Armsfor their Defence, which in myTime weie Crofs-Bows, 
At their Arrival in any Town they immediately fet their 
Slaves to fome Bufinefs, tl;at they may not live in Idlcnefs, 
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only about a Dozen they keep to attend upon themfelves 
and their Wares. The King of this City hath conHantly 
in his . Retinue a 'Guard, arid refides for the molt part at a 
Palace in the Midft o’f the City ; His Subjedts that inha- 
bit the Defarts and Fields are mofl. legaided by him, for 
they will fometimes expel! theu King, and chufe another 5 
fo that whoever is mdft in their Favour, is fure to be 
King of Agadsz. , The remaining Part of this Kingdom 
lieth Southwaid, and is inhabited by Shepherds and Herdf- 
men, whofe Cottages are made of Boughs, and earned a- 
bout from Place to Place on the Backs of Oxen. Their 
Cottages are always built on the fame Spot of Giound 
which they intend to feed their Cattle on, which is like- 
wife the Cuftom of the Arabians. Large Dpty is laid on 
Merchandize brought from other Places ; and this Kingdom 
pays yearly almofl; an Hundred and Fifty Pucats to the 
King of for Tribute. 

P R o V I N c E , C A', N O. 

T he great Province of Cano is fituate to the Eaft of 
the Niger, .alraoft five Hundred Miles, , The Inha- 
bitants are fome of them Herdfmen, and others Huf- 
bandmen, dwelling in Villages : It , produces abundance of 
Corn, Rice and Cotton. Here are many Defarts hkewifo 
and woody Mountains, in vrhich aie many Springs of 
Water. In thefe Woods there is great Stdie of wild Ci- 
trons and Lemons, the Tafte of which is not unlike the 
heft Sort. There is in the Midft of this Piovmce a Town 
called by the fame Name, the Walls and Houfes whereof 
are made' of a kind ot Clay ; the Inhabitants arc rich 
Merchants, and very civil : Their King foimeily was a 
Man of much Power, and had mighty Troops of Horfe- 
men at his Command ; but he has fmee been tnbutaiy 
to the Kings of Zegzeg and Cajena, who were afterwards 
treacheroully flam by Izchia, King of Tombuto, pretending 
to be their Friend. He then waged Wai with the King 
of Cano, whom, after a long Siege, he took, and obliged 
him to marry one of his Daughters, replacing him on his 
Throne on thefe Conditions, that he fliould pay him the 
third Part of all his Tribute ; for the Receipt of which 

fome 
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fome of ,the King of Tomhuto’s Couuiers perpetually re» 
fide at Ca?io. 


Of K I N G'D o M ^ C A S-E N A. 

^ASENA bordereth Eaftward upon the Kingdom kll: 
^ defenbedj and is full of Mountains and dry Fields, 
which yield great Plenty of Mill-Seed. 'The Inhabitants 
aie of an exceeding black Complexion, with great Nofes, 
and broad Lips ; Theh Habitation is ih poor forlorn Cot- 
tages, none of their Villages containing above three Hun- 
dred Families ■, and liefide their poor Condition, they are 
mightily oppreffpd, .with Famine. They had formeily a 
King, who was Min hy Izchia, Yirng 6 i -Tombuto, Met 
whofe Death they have been tributary to him. 


Kingdom tf/XEGZEG. 

T he SouthrEaft Part of this Kingdom boidereth on 
the Confines of Cano, and is almoft 150 Miles 
diftant from Cafena^ The Inhabitants are rich, and 
deal much with other Nations. This Kingdom is partly 
plain and paitly mountainous , but the Mountains aie ex- 
tremely cold, and the Plains ititolerahly hot. The Shaip- 
nefs of the Weather m the Mountains is ' fcarce to be en- 
dured ; they therefore kindle great Fires in the Midft of 
their Houfes, laying the Coals under their .Bedfteads, and 
fo go to Heepi Their Fields abound with Water, and 
are exceeding fruitful, and they build their Houfes after 
the Manner of thofe of Cafena. They in Times paft were 
governed by a King of their own, who being llain by 
Izohia, they have ever fmee been fubjeft unto him. 


Of Region <^ZANFARA. 

T his Region bordereth Eaft ward upon Zegzeg, and is 
inhabited by poor and ruftical People. . Their Fields 
produce great Plenty of Rice, Mill, and Cotton, The 
Inhabitants are of a tall Stature^ and a very black Com- 
plexion} having bioad Vilages, and moft lavage and brutilh 

Difpo' 
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Difpofitions, Their King likewife was llain by Ixchla^ and 
theinfelves made his Tributaiies. 


Of the Town and Kingdom of 

GUANGARA. 

T he South-Eaft Part of this Kingdom bordereth 
upon Zanfara ; it is very populous, and governed 
by a King, who maintainelh a Garnfon of feven Thou- 
fand Archers, and five Hundred Hoifemen, and receiveth 
yearly great Tributes : It contains none but poor fmall Vil- 
lages, except one, which is fuperior to the reft, both in 
Largenefs and fine Buildings ; the Inhabitants are veiy 
rich, and have continual Dealings ■wdfh the adjoining Nati- 
ons. To the South of it there is a Region abounding 
with Gold, but their Tiaffick is now cut off with foreign 
Nations ; for they are envhoned on both Sides with moft 
cruel Enemies, having on the Well Izchia, and on the 
iiaft the King of Borno, who, when I was there, having 
raifed a great Army, defign’d to expel the Prince of Guangara 
out of his Kingdom, only he W’’as prevented by Homaft 
the Prince of Gaoga, who began to attack his Kingdorfi 5 
wherefore the King of returning with his Forces into 
his own Country, was forced to give over the Conqueft of 
Gttangara. When the Merchants travel unto the Region 
abounding with Gold, they cany their Wares on Slaves 
Backs, (for the Roads, on account of their Roughnefs, 
are unpaffable for Camels) who being laden with great 
Burdens, generally go ten or twelve Miles a Day, and 
feme of them make two Journeys in one Day. It’s fur- 
prifing to fee what great Loads they carry ; for befides 
their Merchandize they cairy Piovifion for then Mafters, 
and likewife for the Soldiers that guaid them. 

Of Kingdom i^BORNO. 

T his large Province bordereth Weftward upon Gu- 
mgara, and from thence extendeth itfelf Eaftward 
five Hundred Miles. It is diftant almoft a Hundied and 
Fifty Miles from the Fountain of the Niger j the South 
• ' Part 
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part adjoins to the Defart of Set, and the Noith Part to 
that Defai t that lies towards Barca. It’s of an uneven Si- 
tuationj Pall of it being mountainous, and Part plain, 
the latter of Which contains feveral Villages, which aie in- 
habited by lich Mei chants, and produce great Plenty of 
Corn. The King and his Couitieis dwell in a laige Vil- 
lage ; the Mountains bring forth Mill, and other Grain to 
us unknown, and are inhabited by Shepheids and Herdl- 
men. The Natives in Summer go naked, fave their Pri-; 
vities, which are covered with a Piece of Leather ; but 
in Winter they wear Skins, which they ufe for Beds alfo. 
They embrace no Religion, neither Chrijiian, Mahometan, 
nor Jewiflo ; but live after a Brutiflr Manner, and have 
Wives and Childieh in common; and (as a Merchant told 
me that was with them a long Time) ufe no proper 
Names, but each Man leceiveth a Name according to his 
Length, Fatnefs, or fortie other Qciality. They are go- 
verned by a powerful King, who is lineally defcended from 
the Libyan People, called Bardoa. His Guard confilts of 
Horfemen to the Number of three Thoufand; who are in 
continual Rcadinefs, and likewife a great Number of 
Footmen ; All his Subjedls pay him great Obedience, and 
at his Command will immediately aim themfelves, and 
follow him. They pay him no Tribute, but the Tythes 
of their Coin ; neither hath he any Revenues, but the 
Spoils taken firm his Neighboius in War. He is at per- 
petual Enmity with a People dwelling beyond the Defart of 
Sea^ who formeily marching over the Defart with a laige 
Army, laid wafte a great Part of this Kingdom ; the 
King immediately fent for the Barbary Merchants, and 
ordered them to biing him a great many Horfes, for one 
of which fometimes he gives fifteen or twenty Slaves. 
They brought the Hoifes, and were foiced to ftay for 
their Slaves till the King returned Home in Triumph 
with a great Number of Captives, and then he fatisfied his 
Creditors : Sometimes the Merchants ftay three Months 
before the King’s Return from' War but they are maintained 
all that while at the King’s Expence. Sometimes he doth 
not bring home Slaves enough, and at other Times they 
are conftrained to wait a whole Year together, for the 
King maketh Invafions but once a Year, and that at one 
particular Time. I myfelf faw fome Merchants, who 
defpairing of the King’s Payment, becaufs they had 

trufteJ 
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tmfted him ,a Year, refolved never to fervo him agaisf 
with Horfes. The King, to all Appearance, is very rich, 
for his Spurs, Bridles, Platters, Diflies, Pots, and other 
Veflels, are all of folid Gold : The vCiy Chains of his 
Dogs are Gold . alfo } neverthelefs he is extremely cove- 
tous, and chufes rather to pajr his Debts in Slaves than in 
Gold. This Kingdom contains great Multitudes of Ne- 
groes and other People, vrhofe Names I could not learn, 
becaufe I ftaid here but one Month. 

Of the Yi I TO OM of G A O G A- 

T he Weftward jEloundary of it is the Kingdom 
of Borno ; it extendeth Eallwaid to the Confines 
of Nubia : Southward it adjoineth to a Defart fituate upon 
a crooked and vvinding Pait of the Nile, and is enclofed 
Northward With the Frontiers of Mgypt : It is in Length 
live Hundred Miles from Eaft to Weft, and as many m 
Breadth. The Inhabitants know neither Humanity not 
Learning, but are of a brulilh and favage Nature, efpeci- 
ally tbofe that dwell' in the Mountains, who go naked all 
but tlieii piivy Parts ; Their Houfes are made of Boughs 
and Rafts, on which Account they are fubjedl to Burn- 
ing. They have gieat Store of Cattle, which they 
watch with exceeding Diligence. Thefe People weie free 
for many Years, till they were depiivcd of it by a Negro 
Slave of the fame Countiy ■, who, one Night tiavclhng 
with his Mafter, a wealthy Merchant, and confidering he 
was not far from his own Country, killed him, took Pof- 
feffion of his Goods, and returned home ; Then buying 
fome Horfes, he began to attack the neighbouring People, 
and commonly came off Conqueror ; for he led a valiant 
Troop of Horfemen againft his Enemies, who could make 
but a poor Defehce. By this Means he took many Cap- 
tives, and exchanged them for Horfes that were brought 
from ^gypt ; fo that at laft he was efteemed by aft the 
fovereign King of Gaoga, He was lucceeded by his Son,' 
by no means inferior to him m Courage and Valour, and 
he reigned forty Years. After liis Death his Brotltei Mo- 
fis came to the Throne, wliom his Nephew Honiara fuc- 
ceeded, who now beareth Sway. This Honiara hath very 
nauch increafed his Dominions^ and hath made a League 

with 
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with the Soldan of Cairo^ who frequently makes him 
magnificent Piefcnis, which he mofl bountifully icturn^ : 
He is alfo prefented with piccious and rare Idlings by the 
Meichants of Mgypt, and the Inhabitants of Cairo, who 
highly commend his Libeiality, This Piince hath a gieat 
Value for all Men of Learning, and paiticulaily fuch as 
aie defeended fiom Mahomet. 

Of the Kingdom of Nubia. 

T he Kingdom of Nitha bordereth Weltward upon 
Gaoga, fiom thence it ilretcheth itfelf to the Nik, 
Southwardly it is enclofed by the Defart of Goraii, and on 
the North-fide by the Confines of Mgypt ; yet they cannot 
pafs by Water from hence into ^gypt, foi in fome Places a 
Man may wade ovei the Nik on Foot. ‘The principal 
Town call’d Dangala is very populous, and containethio,ooo 
Families. They build the Walls of then Houfes with a 
kind of Clay, and cover the Roofs with Straw. They aie 
civil, and very iich, having gieat Dealings with the Mci- 
chants of Cairo and Mgypt. All the othei Paits of it aie 
inhabited by Hufbandmen, who live in Villages fituate upon 
tire Nile, This Kingdom produceth great plenty of Com 
and Sugai, the life of which is cniucly unknown to them, 
fn tlie City of Dangala theic is ftoic of Civet and Sandal- 
Wood. Theic is much Ivory here likewife, becaufe they 
kill many Elephants. 

The King IS at continual Wai, partly with the People 
of Goran, who are defeended from the Ztngani, and inha- 
bit the Defarts, fpealdng a Language unknown to all other 
Nations ; and partly with other People living in the Defai t, 
that licth Eaftward of the Nile, and flictcheth itfelf towaids 
the Rfif-Sea, being not far from the Borders of Suachan. 
Then Language (in my Opinion) is mix’d, refembling 
very much the Chaldean Tongue, the Langu.ige of Suachea, 
and that of Ethiopia the higher, where Peter Gianne is faid to 
rule. The People aie call’d Bugiha, and are vile and mife- 
lable, living only upon Milk, CameL Fiefh, and thofe Ifeafts 
they take in the Defarts, 

And thus much conceinlng the Land of Negroes : The 
Fifteen Kingdoms whereof agreeing much in Rites and 
Cuftoms, aie fubjeft to Four Princes only. 
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, ExtraUi of L u d o is- p i-i u sV Hi ft or v of 
JET HlOfl A. 

‘ATILUS, owing to for its Source, for plenty of 

’ Water, for Sweetncfs, Wholefomnefs, and Fertility 
of tile fame, excells all other Riveis of the Woild. In 
Sacied Writ, by reafon of its Excellency, it is ioinetitnes 
call’d The River abfolutely, and paiticulaily Shachur, from its 
black Colotii j and by the Qreeh, foi the fame Reafon, 
Mclas, becaufe it luns with a black muddy Water. Some 
of the Antients tell us, that it was then by the -Mthiopians 
call’d AJlapiK ; apd that the left Channel of it about Meroe 
was named Jftabora, which others have underftood concein- 
ing othei Riveis that flow into Nile. But this we let pafs as 
obfeure and doubtful, whether meant of Nilus and 
opians, or no ; for the Jbyjfiues, in thcii vulgar Language, 
have no othci Name for Nile than that of Abam > and that, 
as feme think, from the Woid Ab, which fignifies a Parent,, 
as if Nilus were the Parent of all other Rivers. But this 
Derivation neither fuits with Grammar, nor does Abawi 
fimply hgnify a Parent, neither, if you rightly confider it, 
is it agreeable to Senfe r for A/ito does not fepd forth fioin 
his own Bowels, but receives the Tribute of all other Ri- 
veis • So that he may be rather faid to be their Captain and 
Prince, than the Father of them. And therefore the M- 
g^ptians, out of a vain Superftuion, call’d him their Prefer^ 
ver, their Sun, and then God, and fonietimcs. Poetically, 
Parent, lu our JEthioplc}:, or the Language of the Books, 
this Rivei is call’d Gejon, or Gevjon, by an antienl Miftake 
from the Greek Word Geon, and that fiom the Hebrew 
Word Gihon, becaufe it feem’d to agree with the Dcfcripti- 
on, Gen. ii. 13. xcUch eticompqfes the Land of Aithiopiaj 
whereas it only enciicles Gojam, but glides and pafles by all 
the othei Kingdoms of Ethiopia. 

If you objeft, that Gihen had Us Source in the Terreftrial 
Paradife, it is twenty to one but that they extol their own 
Countiy for Paradife : For you inuft underdand, that many 
of the Fathers of the Church were of the fame Opinion ; 
which, that they might defend, they brougJn the River 
Nile under Ground, and under the Sea, into Mgppt, well 
knowing th.at no Body would follow them thither, leaving 
their Readers to fmd opt the Way, 

, Cer- 
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Ceitainly the Antients never enquired fo cunoufly into the 
Nature or Soutce of any River, as they did into that o( Nde^ 
neither tvere they ever fo deceived ; For it was a thing alto~ 
gether unufual for any other River in the Woild to ovci- 
Jiowinthe mod; fultry Seafon of the Year; an Inundation 
fo wliolfom and profitable to /Egypt. So that the Ignoiance 
of the Caufe of it filled the Minds of the Antients with fo 
much Admiration, that both Princes and private Perfons 
defired nothing more than to know the Head of that River, 
which was the Original of their Happinefs ; infomuch that 
theie were feme Emperors and Kings who fent great Armies 
in quell; of the Satisfaction of their Curiofity, tho* with ill 
Succefs. Mod of the antienl Geographers, by mecr Con- 
jecture, placed the Fountains of the Rivei beyond the Equi- 
noctial Line, in I know not what Mountahn of the Moon, 
to the end they might deduce the Caufe of its Swelling 
from the Winter Rains of thofe Regions : For they could 
not perfwacle themfelvcs, that the Sun being in the Northern 
Signs, fo' much Winter or Ram could be fo near to caufe fo 
great an Increafe of the Flood ; tho’ there were feme who 
made it out plainly enough, but that Ciedit would not be 
given to them. But by the Travels of the Poituguexe into 
Jbyjfmhi, and the Sedulity of the Fathers, thole Fountains 
and Spring-Heads have been fince difcovei’d, fo long and un- 
fuccefsfully fought for by the Antients. Jihanaftus Kirchet' 
has deferibed them from the Relation of Peter Pays, who 
viewed them himfelf. “ In the Kingdom of liiys he, 
and in the Wedein Part thereof, in the Piovince of Sahala, 
which the Jgawi inhabit, are to be feen two round Spiing- 
Heads, very deep, in a Place fomewhat raifed, the Giound 
about It being quaggy and marfliy ; neverthclefs the Water 
does not fpring forth there, but illues from the Foot of the 
Mountains. About a Mufquet-Shot from thence, towards 
the Fall, the River begins to flow ; then winding to the 
North about the 4th part of a League, it receives another 
River ; a little farther, two more, flowing from the Fall:, 
fall into it ; and foon after, it enlarges itfelf with the Ad- 
dition of feveral other Streams. About a Day’s Jouiney 
farther, by the Relation of the fame Peter, it fwallows up 
the River Jema-, then winding Weftwaid foine 20 Leagues, 
it turns again to the Fail, and plunges itfelf into a vail: Lake.” 

This Relation differs not from what Gregory has difeourfed 
tome, only he particularized the Names of the Countiies, 

C c 2 that 
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that pcihaps weie the moie fpccial Denominations of the 
Places, of which SahaJa was the moie general Name : For 
Ss he iekted to me, the Spiing-Head of Nile is in a ccitaiu 
Lake call’d Secut, upon the Top of Dengla, which peihaps 
is the Name of a Mountain. He alfo afiiimed, that it had 
five Spiing-Heads, reckoning in the Heads of other Rivers, 
which h.we no particular Name, andaie theiefore taken for 
the Nile. But it pafl'es thro’ the Lake Tzanicum-, piefei'vlng 
the Colour of its own Waters, like the Rhofne lunning 
thro’ the I^ake Lemati, and the Rhine thio’ Acronius, or 
the Lake De Zell. Then winding to the South, it wafhes 
on the left Hand the principal Kingdoms of Abyjfinia, Ba- 
gemra., Arnhara, IVctleha^ Seewa, Daniota ; and takes along 
the Riveis of thofe Countties Bajhlo, Tzohha^ Kecem, Jema, 
Roma and IVanctt. Then on the right Hand embracing 
Gojam, its native Country, almoft like a Circle, and fwcll’d 
witii the Rivers of that Region, Maga, Abaja, Afwari, 
‘remote Gi/lt and Tzul, it turns again to the Weft, as it 
weie bidding farewel to its Fountains, and with a prodigious 
Mafs of ramafs’d Rivers, lesvm^ Abyfflnia upon the light 
Hand, lolls to the North thro’ feveial thirfty Nations and 
fandy Defaits, to enfertile with its Inundations, and 
there makes its way thio’ fcveral Mouths into the Sea ; For 
the more ccitain Dcmonftiation of the Truth, it will be of 
pai ticulai Moment to infert the Relation of Gregory him- 
felf, peihaps the firft that was ever made pubhek by an 
/Ethiopian, 

“ The Courfc of Nik\o like a Ciicle, it encompafles Go- 
jam, but foi that it never returns back to its Head, making 
diretfly to Sennar ; and therefore Gojam lies always upon the 
right Hand of Nile, but all the other Kingdoms of Ethio- 
pia, as well thofe that lie near as thofe at a Diftance, remain 
ftill upon the left. As it flows along, it takes in all the 
Rivers great and fmal), with feveral Torrents, as well Fo- 
reign as Ahyffinian, which by that general Tribute acknow- 
ledge him their King ; who having thus mufter’d together 
all the Waters of Ethiopia, jocundly takes his Leave, and 
proceeds on his Journey, like a Hero, according to the Com- 
mand of his Cteator, to drench the Fields of thirfty Egypt, 
and quench the Drowth of Thoufands. 

The Spring-Head of this Famous River fiift fliews itfelf 
in a cei tain Land, which is call’d upon the Top of- 
Dengla, near Gojam, Weft of Bagmdra, Data, the Lake 

of 
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of Tzana and Eada. Rifing thus, it hahcns with a clireft 
Couifc Eaftward, and lo enteis the Lake of Dam and Bed, 
as it were fwimming over n. Pafiing fiom thence, it flows 
between and ; but leaving them upon the 

right and* left, fpeeds diredly towaids Amharci. Having 
touched the Confines of Amhara^ he tin ns his Face towards 
the Weft, and giidles Goja«i like a Citcle, but fo that Go- 
jam lies always upon the right Hand of it. Having pafs’d 
the Limits of Humor a, it wafhes the Confines of TFahka^ 
and fo on to the exti earn Bounds of Magam and Shezva. 
Then it Aides between Eigama and Gonga, and defeends into 
the Country of the Shankelites^ whence he winds to the 
right Hand, and leaves by degiees the Weftein Clime upon 
the left Hand, to vifit the Kingdom of Sefinai . But befoie 
he gets thither, he meet with two great Rivers, that plunge 
thcmfelves into his Stieam, coming from theEaft; of which 
one is call’d ‘Tacaze, that falls out of Tigra, and the other 
Guangtie, that defeends from Dmhea. Aftei he has taken 
a View of the Kingdom of Sennar, away he travels to the 
Country of Denguk, and fo comes to the Kingdom of 
Niibia^ and thence turns to the light Hand, in oidei to his 
intended Voyage foi Alexandiia, and comes to a ccUain 
Country which is call’d Jim;, wheic the Stream is unna- 
vigable by leafon of the Cliffs and Rocks ; aftei which he 
enters iSr««ur and iVai/rt arc leal cd upon the Shoie 

of Nile, toward the Weft, fo that they may dunk of his 
Waters ; befidcs that, he guilds then Eaftern Limits, as far 
as he approaches near them. But oui People and Tiavcllcis 
from Sennar, after they have croEed Nubia, quit the River 
Nile, leaving it upon the right Hand towaid the Eaft, and 
tide thro’ a Deliu t of 15 Days Journey upon Camels, where 
neithei Tree nor Water, but only Sand, is to be feen ; but 
then they meet with it again in the Country of Rilfe, which 
is the upper Mgypt, where they either take Boat, or travel 
a-foot in Company with the Stream. ” 

Eiit as to what he xurote concerning the Flowing of great and 
fmall Rivers into Nile, he explains htmjelf in the/e Words : 

All gieater Rivers and fmaller Torrents flow into Nile, 
excepting only two 5 the one is call’d Hanago, v.'hich lifes 
in Flangota-, and the other which runs near Dawara 

and Fatagara. ” 

Eat as if this had not been enough, he goes on with a farther 
Explanation in anothet Epijile, as follows : 


“ But 
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But whareas I told you, in a Dcfcnption of Nile, that all 
the Rivers of JEihopia flow’d into it, except two j I am not 
to be underftood as if I fpoke of all Ethiopia : For thofe 
Riveis that arc upon the Borders of the Circuit of Mthiopia^ 
which arc near the Ocean, they fall into the Sea, eveiy one 
in their diftind Regions. Now the Countries adjoyning to 
the Ocean are thcfe, Ganhat, GuarOghe, Enuria, Za»dera, 
Wed^ Wad, Giia, and fome others. ” 

The native Country of Nile being thus dlfcovei’d, the 
Caufe of his Inundation is manifeft : For moft of the Coun- 
tries under the Torrid 'Zone, when the Sun returns into the 
Winter Signs, are wafh’d, as we have faid, with immode- 
rate Showers. So that the prodigious Mafs of Waters, that 
rendezvoiifes from all Pai ts, cannot be contained within its 
Channel and therefore, when it comes into the Levels of 
^gypt, it piefently difburthens itfelf. Thofe Northern 
Winds, from their anniverfary Breezes call’d Eteftce, add 
little to the Increafe. Tho’ fome have written, triat their 
forcing the Sea againft the Mouths of the River, drives bark 
the Wateis of Nik, and augments the Caufe of the Deluge : 
A thing not likely, in legaid they aie the moft tcmpeiate of 
all the Winds, and blow only in the Day-time. Thus far 
indeed they may prevail, as they blow flacker or ftronger, to 
render the Incieafe fomewhat the more unequal, and that is 
all. Vainly therefore did many believe, that the Snow that 
melted from the Mtbiopiau Mountains, deluged into the Rw 
ver Nihis ; for them, that piofounJ Tracer of Nature, Se^ 
neca, h.is folidly refuted, which makes it a Wonder that 
Paiilus Joviiis fhoukl leport the fame, as what he had ga- 
ther’d nom the certain Conjedlures of the Abyjfmes, who 
at another time fpeak.-' of the veiy llune thing, as a great 
Secret of Nature, which no Man had ever dived into j 
nay, he reproves it for Weaknefs, with an oftcntatious Wit 
to be over-diligentiy cuiious in the Search of fuch Malteis. 

Yet tho’ the Fountains of Nile are known, the Courfe 
of it is not fo well difcover’d to the AbyJJinee themfelvcs 
after it has left them. But the antient and conllant Repoit 
is, that it does not fall entire into /Egypt, but that it is di- 
vided into two Channels ; and that the right Channel runs 
to the North, as is well known, but that the left runs Weft- 
•vvard, and keeping a long Courfe divides the Country of the 
Nigriies, till it falls into the Ocean. This the antient 
Mgyptm Pi lefts Were not ignorant of > for Eleredotus, the 

fore- 



the Niger.-Nii,e, or Gambia. 85 

forcmoft in Hiftory, after he had difcourlcd concerning the 
Springs of Nik, learnedly repoits, 7 'hat he had heard from 
an Auditor of the Money facicd to Minerva, that half of 
the Water of Nile flow’d Notthwaid into Mgypt, the other 
half Southward toward Mthiapia, which none of our Geo- 
graphers either obfeived or minded. But Nubian Geo^ 
grapher puts me quite out of doubt, zvhen he mites, 

“ And in this Part of Mthlopia are the two parted j 
that is, Niliis which waters onr Country, 01 Nubia, duedis 
his Courfe from South to North, and moft of the Cities of 
^gypt are feated on each Side of his Banks, and in his I- 
flands. The other Part of Ni/e flows from the Eafl: toward 
the Weft, and upon this Part of Nile lies the whole Coun- 
try of the Nigrites, or at leaft the gi eater Pan of it. 

J little after he adds, concerning a certain Mownain : And 
near to that, one of the Arms of Nile turns off, and flows 
to the Weft: And this is the Nik lhat belongs to the Coun- 
try of rheiNigntes, many of their Provinces lying upon it. ” 
But near the Eaftern Side of the Mountain, the other Arm 
turns off, -waters the Countiy of Nubia, and the Land of 
^gypt, and is divided in the lower Mgypt into Four Parts, of 
which Three fall into the Syrian Sea, and the other empties 
itfelf into a Salt Lake,which is near to Alerandtia. TheWoids 
arc every way moft clcai, and veiy piobable it is, That the 
Separation of the two Niles might be caujed by the Ref fiance of 
feme rocky Mountain, that conjhained the two Streams to part, 
ftnee they could not undermine it. To which the Words of 
Leo Afneanus relate. The Region of the Nigiites, thro' which 
Nilus is faid to fow ; which feem to intimate, that he had 
heard fomething by Report concerning this lame left Chan- 
nel. ,Nor am I a little confirm’d hv the Judgment of Gre- 
gory, which he esprefled to me fay Wiiting in thefe Words : 

But as to what is reported, that Nile dees not flow alto-, 
gether and entirely into the Land of /Egypt, but that it is 
divided another Way. “ This, all thofe Perfons of whom I 
have enquiied, aver to me to be Truth. This I alfo in- 
cline to believe : For flhould it defeend entirely thither in 
the Winter-time, the Mgyptians could never be fafe in their 
Houfes. ” But as to what concerns its Separation,'they fay. 
That Parting happens after the River has pajjed by Sennar in 
the Country ofVlm^nh^ before it arrives m'N'drsvo.i However 
they fay, That the greatefl Majs of Water flows into -/Egypt, 
(ind thaf the Jeparated Pait suns dheflly to the Weflsrn Ocean, 

yet 
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yet fo, that it comes not into Baibary, but defends toward the 
Countty fl/Elwah, and fi throios itfelf nito the Wefern Ocean, 
Now, that the River Niger fltould be the left Channel ot 
Nile, is moll probable from hence ; for that, as Phny writes, 
and Experience confirms, it pai lakes of the fame Conditions 
with It, agiees in Colour and Taltc of the Water, it pro- 
duces the fame foi t of Reed, the fame fort of Papyr, and 
the fame fort of Animals ; and laftly, encreafes and over- 
flows at the fame Seafons. Neither does the Name itfelf 
contradidl the Conjcdlure ; in regard, that, as we have faid 
Nilus itfelf IS by the Hebrews and Greeks call’d Niger. But 
as to what the Egyptian related to Herodotus, That the left 
Channel flowed toward the South', that, perhaps, might be 
for fuch a Diftance of Land ; not but that afterwards it 
might vary its Courfe, and wind towards the Weft. Which 
Opinion, after I had communicated to the moft famous 
Bochart, fo highly /killed both in the antient and modern 
Geogtaphy, and ihe beft Judge of thefe Matters, he wiote 
me in anfwer : II ejl_ ires vray, quo le Niger ejl une Partis du 
Nile : Mojl certain it is, that Niger is a Part of Nile. 

ExtraB from Herodotus, Lib. 2d. 

ONE of the Mgyptians, or Africans, 01 Grecians, with 
whom I had any Difeourfe, would own to me ihcii 
Knowledge of the Fountains of the Nile, except only a 
Scribe of the Sacred Treafuiy of Minetva m the City Sals 
in Atg)pt. He, indeed, chearfully told me, I'liat he cei- 
tainly was acquainted with them. But this was the Accounl 
he gave ; That ihcie were tv/o Mountains with peaked 
Tops, fituate between Syene a City of Thebais, and Elephan- 
tinei, the Name of one of which was Krophi, of tlie other 
Mophi, (a) That from the midjl of thefe two Mountains aroje 
the bottomlefs Fountains of the Nile ; one part of its Stream 
tan towards /Egypt and the North, the other part towards 
/Ethiopia and the South. But that the Fountains weie bol- 
tomlefs, he faid that Pfammeticus, a King of Mgypt, had 
made the Experiment ; after having tied together Ropes of 
great Length, and let them down into the Fountains, he 
could not reach the Bottom.

Oii which we hope will come fafe to Hand, and 
piove to Content, they being in all Pelpefts agreeable to your 
own Indent. 

We are in the fiiftPlace to acquaint you, Mr William Roberts, 
that whereas the Company in their Letter to us, have figmfied 
their Pleafiire concerning Joar F.i£l;oiy, that it being a Place of 
great Trull, ought not to be left under the Dircdlion of one 
Taftor : You are hcicby required to admit Mi Tussicis Mooie to 
be your Colleague, and from the Receipt hereof to be with you 
jointly concerned in the Management of the Company’s Aflhirt, 
and foi the better carrying on the fame, you arc to oblerve, that 
nothing be tranfaflcd but what flrall|firll: meet with the^ Approbation 
of the other j for as you are equally concerned and accountable, 
fo it IS but leafonable that each Perfon fliould have it m his 
Poiver to prevent any dung being done that to him Ihsill feem 
to he to the Prejudice of the Company.

other, tho’ I confefs them better when a-new placed. Antimav.ici 
Jioi n did me little Service ; I believe it rather from my Ignorance, 
or wanting the perfefil Ufe and Inftruftion you gave me Ingotg 
I would take two, I carried but one, I wanted another for Expe- 
dition. Wedges i 2, with a Sledge 01 two, or Beetle ; for about 
12 Miles fiom. the firft Fall, or foraewhat more to the 

Southward, in the Side of a barren Rocki looking Weftward, 
there is a Cliff in the Rock, rather moll ilch 

between the Stones, almoft half a Handful thick in fome Piaccs. 
Our Pickaxes did here Hand us rn no great Head ; buthaving with 
tis feme Ijon Tools, that we could hardly fpare, with much ado 
made a feurvey Iron WedgC, and prefently we found the Benefit 
bf that for fome li or 14 Days, till impiovidently one of us dii- 
ving the Wedge up to the Head, and not having anothci to re- 
lieve it, we weie foiced to leave it behind us, to oui great Lo's 
and Grief. Wooden Bowls fiom BngLu'd, fix or eight, aie vciy 
neceflary^ and Will do better than Gourds, that i was forced, to 
make ufe of ; you may talte Store of them, ’tis no Sore.

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For tlie Cnicibles I mull; inform, that four laige melting Pots, 
in our large Work, will Head you much, and make better Dif- 
patch than 6 Nells of Crucibles ; tlio’ you cannot well fpare thofe, 
I was forced to make ufe of a bioken Eaithen Pot, that I carried 
along with me i I made ule of it till it broke ; had 1 had Crucibles 
and Pots enough, I had brought fo much Gold in Sand or Tyber. 

Foi the feparating and diflolving Watei s, I ufed but little, fae- 
caufe their Ufe was troiiblefome, neither had I Conveiiiencics to 
ereft a Still alhore ; but for the Aqiia Regis I us’d it all, and could 
have done more, if I had had it ; yet, in my Opinion, the Trials 
of Quickfilver are better, had I had it; But I cany Coals to New- 
cajlle 5 you know bettei the Opeiation than myfelf. Let your 
Mortal be of Iron, and large j 1 wilh I had follow’d your Dire- 
dlions in that, for my Brafs one put toe to a double Trouble, and 
I was enforced to leave the Refining of much, till I came into 
Euglaud, for the Mercuij got a Spurca from thence, which is com- 
municated to my Gold, which no A.it, I underhand, could free it 
from ; in this Particular you. left me lame, or my Memory much 
failed, 

Theie Is a Tree much like our Corners in England, but very 
large, which we felled, and made a Shift to make Chaicoal of, 
which we did thus ; we cut off the Boughs, for we wanted a Saw, 
and therefoie could not meddle with the Body of the Tiec, and 
cut them into Ihoit Pieces ) then we digged a good laige Pit, or 
Hole, in the Giound, about a Yard wide, and lo deep, oi deep- 
er j in the Bottom Ave kindled a Fire, and filled it with Wood, 
and when it was well burnt, threw Earth upon it, and damped it, 
and when it was cold, we took out the Coals : You will eafily find 
the Place, it you obferve but the Cautions : You will come to 
a bioad Gathering-togethei of Waters, not much inferior to Ran- 
nandcr Aleer, in the Edge of Lancapjse. Heie we fpent a Week 
in fear clung many Cieeks and In-falls of Rivers, but we followed 
that which points South Fall and by Ball. My miferable Igno- 
rance, in the Mathematicks, cannot dire£l you, neither foi Longi- 
tude nor Latitude. Up the buffing Stieam, with fad Labour, we 
wiought, and fbmetimes could not go above two Miles in a Day. 
You muft pafs the firft Fall ; yet there my Exceed of Gold was 
47 Grains from to Pounds of Sand. When we or you come to 
the upper Fall, you will be much troubled, I believe, as well as I, 
to get yoiu Boat over Land ; but being up, proceed tilPyou come 
to the in-fall of a fmall Stream to the South, direClly thence lillen, 
and you lhall hear a Fall of Waters ; you cannot get your Boat 
thither, by reafon of the fmallnefs of the Brook ; you will thcie 
find our Reliques on the fide of the Rock, with many of oui 
Names, I mean Letters of our Names, cut with otii Knives. 
Heie, tho’ the Sand, by the Walli, yield plentifully^, yet do you 
alceiid the Top of the Rock, and, pointing youi Face diredly 

Weft, 
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Weft, you. ■vylll obferve a Snug of Rocks fomewliat to the Left 
Hand of you; and undei that, if the Rams and Force of Wea- 
ther have not wafhed away the Earth and Stones, you will dil- 
cover (they being unmoved) the Mouth of tlie Mine itfelf j wheie, 
being provided with Materials (it for that Work, you will not de- 
fire to proceed any fmthei, or with a licher Vein. 

Take this, all along, for a conftant Rule, which I, in my 
Search, obferved up the River, That m the low, and woody, and 
fertile Country, I tould never find either hdetal or iich Mine, but 
always among banen Rocks and mountainous Countiies, and com- 
monly accompanied with a reddith kind of Eaith. Other Infl.ru- 
ftions I ftiall not give you, being (as I conceive) a thing needlefs 
to you, unlefs I fiiould return you your own Principal, this being 
but only the Intereil of what is due, befides that Obligation which 
tieth me unalterably to remain, ftfe. 

I began my Voyage up the River, ‘December the 4th, about two 
Hours before the Sun fet ; in my Company no more than feven 
Men, befides myfelf, all Enghf}, and four Blacks, whereof one 
was a Mat shuck, who, being acquainted with the Portugal Lan- 
guage, I intended for an Interpreter, if I ftrould Hand m need ; 
but the mam was, to help us in our Labour agamft the Stream, 
My Provifions were chiefly of two forts : For my Voyage and for 
Accommodation, three Bands of Beef, ten Gammons of Bacon, 
two Bariels of white Salt, befides Bay-Salt for Trade; alfo two 
Hogfheads of Bisket, befides Rice , half a Ban el of Gunpowder^ 
and Shot propoitionable ; Strong-Water, Vinegar, Paper, 'Beads, 
Looking-Glafles, Knives 18 1/ /ler Do’aen, fon.elron, little Brafs- 
Chains, Pewter-Rings, and a deal of fuch-like Stuff, as Occafion 
peimittcd • The other fort of Provifions were, a Pair of Gold- 
fmiths Bellows, Crucibles four Nells, Scarnelles two Nells, Quiek- 
filver. Borax, Sal-Arraoniac, Aqua-Regis, Aqua Foitis, a Mortar 
and Peftlc, and Leather Skins to ftrain, Baris Scoops and Ladles 
with long Handles, to take up Sand, and other Implements for 
my private Defign ; All which had laden my Boat far deeper than 
I defil’d; for thereby I drew much Water, which, I was jealous, 
might hinder our Piogtefs over the Flats, if we fiiould meet with 
any. 

December ths 7th, we arrived near Seitho, being 14 or 15 
Leagues above where our Men flay’d 5 but paffed one half League 
further up, where we anchoied, the River there being broad, we 
always chafing the Middle, as bemg ireeft from Diftiirbance, tho’ 
itoft felloutothervvife; for our ugly Neighbour^, I mean the Sea- 
Horfes and Crocodiles, (it feems) ill pleafed or unacquainted with 
any Co-Partners in tliefe watery Regions, did often diftuib us in 
the Night, not only with their ugly Noifes, but their Vicinity to 
our very Boat, winch caufed us to keep Watch. • 

b 2 pe- 
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Dcccmher tlie 23 d, we were much troubled that Day with get- 
jing dvei a Flat, undei the Walh of a fleep and high Mountain 
healing South. , Here I lull put in Piadtice my Defign, and took 
up feme Sand at the lirll ’i rial of the Ford, and oijt of five Pounds 
Weight of that Sand, got three or four Giains of Gold. I tired 
alfo in another, Place of the fame Ford, but did get lefs. I faw 
neither Tovt'n, noi Houfes, nor People, fince we left Bmtacmda. 

Jamiarydiit 14th, at a Foid between two high Mountains, I 
tiled again ; and out of 10 Founds Weight of Sand, I walhed 30 
Giams of Gold I made a 'irial likewife with Mercuiy, and 
found out of 5 Pounds Giants. Here my Ifopes increafed, 
yet refolved to tiy, higher 

January the z'7th, we v'eie much tionbled with great Trees, 
that lay in the Water upon the Side ol a Rock, on a craggy, bar- 
yen Mountain adjoining. I afeended, vvith thiee Men with me, 
to make Difcovery , .ind canying a Pick-axe with me, as we 
wcie digging up a Piece of’ Oie, as I conceiv’d, we weie af- 
faulted with an incredible Nnmbei of monftrous gieat Baboons f 
whom no Oiatoiy but oui Guns could perfuade to let ns retreat to 
our Boats , foi having killed two or three of them, fo incenfed the 
left, that had not the Rcpoit of out Guno teirified them, I venly 
believe they would have torn us to pieces ; Having attained our 
Boat, I fell to try my Ore, which proved but a fparie. 

Teb>uaiy the 6th, I made a Trial of a cm tain glittering Sand, 
■which I took up from the fide of a Rock, the River h*re inclining 
Southw ard, with a fudden Turning like an Elbow. The Walh of 
this a!rorde 4 41 Grains fiom loPounds Weight of Sand: By other 
*■1 rwls, fiom 5 Pounds Weight of Sand, 57 Gmins. Heie I 
thought to make a Stand i yet, upon more ferious Advice, had re- 
fplved to piocced. 

February the i ijth, at Night, a Sea-FIoife flinck our Boat throl 
with one of lus 'I'ecth, which troubled us fore, being all bad Car- 
penters ! which caufed us to unload her on a fmall Pinnacle to mend 
her ; and, to pi event the like Mifchief for the future, 1 invented 
this Device, To hang a Lanthorn at our Stern; and'theieby we 
were fieed from all aftei-Tioubles of that Hatuie, they not da- 
ring to come within thiee or four Boats length of Light Ihining u] 
fhe Water. 

Febiuaiy the 24111, I tried the Ufe of Fiiga Diaiina, upon a 
high, barren and rocky Mountain : But, whether it afforded no 
Adetdl, or whethei my Rod, being cut in England, and being diied 
and carried far by Sea, had loll its Virtue; or whether it hath nq 
fuch Quality (which I rather believe) 1 am npt certain. Howevgj 
my Companions laugh’d me out of the Conceit. 

March the 1 6th, Betvveen two mountainous Rocks iflhed aCreek j 
and putting up therein, difeover’d a Fall of Waters fioin theSoutK 
^f fh^ River. Here, making Trial by the Way, I found 63 

" ' “ ■ " ' ' • 
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Grains of Gold from 5 Pounds Weight of Sand. Othei Vrials, 
more afforded very large Proportions ; fo that here we 

fpent 20 Days; and, plying hard our Work, rn that Tiipe had 
gotten iz Pounds, 5 Ounces, 2 Pennyweights, 15 Grains, of 
good Gold. 

Maichtha 31ft, Our Materials wafting apace, I was willing to 
try further, heie beginning our greateft Toil ; for often m a Day 
we weie conftraincd to ftrip ourfelves, and leap into the Water, 
with main Strength to force our Boats over the Flats Nor was 
jthis our greateft Affliiftion ; for the Rivci-Water fmelt fo fiveet 
and musky, that we could not drink of it, noi drefs oui Meat 
with It ; and, as we conceive, by reafon of the Abundance of 
Crocodiles, which have the fame Scent. 

jlptil the 7th, We peiceived the In-fall of a fmall Rivei South, 
the Current quick, the Land all locky and mountainous , and. m 
the Silence of the Night, could hear the Noife perfedly of a gieat 
Pall of Waters; and befoie the Mouth of it anchoi’d that Night. 

In the Moining into that we put, and came as near the Fall as 
we well could. Our Water failed ; hut oui indefatigable Indu- 
ftry overcame all Difficulties 5 for, what I could not by Water, I 
did attempt by Land ; Where araving, I found the long expefled 
End of our moft toilfome and long Voyage; for I believe never 
any Boat, nor any Chiiftians, have been fo high in that River, as 
we. Heie, upon the firft Trial I made, the Exceed of Gold was 
fo much, that I was furprized with Joy and Admiration . How- 
ever, here I was refolved to let down my Staff"; and to that End, 
the firft thing I did, was to go the Boat ; and about 

a League and half thence I found Wood Heie we praftifod to 
turn Colliers, and laded our fmall Boat with as much as flie coiilcj 
well carry back ; we went and fell to Work, for which I hope 
(to God alone be Praife) none of the Company hath Caufe to 
repent, for the great Pains and Labour he took, tho’ we chofe the 
wotft Time of the Year almoft, the Waters being then at the ve- 
ry low eft, but had we gone immediately after the Rams, which 
is June, July Augufl, or before the W iters wei e fallen fo 
low, we had been free from much of that Trouble, at Fords and 
.JFalls, by having Water enough to carry us over.

Extradis of Letters from the Chief Menhants 
at Gambia, to the Royal African 
ComLany^ relating to the Gum-Trade. 

James Fort, Sept. 23, 1733.’ 

Parag, have proceeded to make Difcovc'ies up Vin'atn 

yy River, which falls on the South into the Gambia 
about 3 Leagues above the Foit, which River hitherto was not 
known above Gere^ia by the Company’s Scivants here : Foi this 
end Mr John Ball, Kaflorat Gcregin, was fent jn a Long-Boat, and 
he found at four Tides beyond Gr/vg/rz a very liuitful Coiintrv, and 
the People very civil, and much more induftrious, a!he fnp, than 
they aie in thefe Parts, and very folicitoiis to have the Company 
fettle among them. The People, as their Country js rather more 
Irultful, fo are their Towns more thick and numerous than here- 
abouts, and their Cattle and Fowls are of a laiger Breed ; and, I 
believe, that a large Quantity of Cotton, Indigo, and Tome Hides 
may be piocvired from thence. I have a Sample of Gum by me, 
that they promife Quantities of ; and by the Defcription of the Tree 
and Leaves, feems to be the fame I find mentioned in the Hiftory 
of Drugs, that the Gum Arabic or Senegal comes from : I have 
made Trial of it, and I find it to beofadilFerentNaturefromalll 
have hitherto met with in thefe Parts, which difTolves into a Mu- 
cilage , but this is of a ftiff and glewy Nature, as Gum Arabic venA 
Gum Senegal j and tlierefore, I am fare, if we can depend on the 
Natives, as to the Quantity promifed, it will be a valuable Com- 
modity, I intend about Noniemher next to pay a Vifit to thefe 
Parts, in oider to make further Obfervations, and to do what is 
neceflary to promote the Trade there; and, if pleafe God to give 
me Health, I fliall afterwaids proceed to Jaar, to try what can 
be done as to the Alfom Earth there, and that we procure 
what Quantity we cah to fend to England ; we have likewife dif- 
p^tched a few Hands to cut fome B^do Wood at Geregta.

Paiag. 5.1' Have nowfuccceJed in my Attempt for the Difcovery 
of Gum Senegal, or lather Gum Gambia, and for 
bringing the Whole of that Trade into the Company’s Hands only. 
Among the reft of the Samples, you have a fraall Parcel of this 
Gum, fuch as never before came from Gambia, which was fent me 
by youco Sanco of Jaitcmaro-w j to whom, when here about 1 2 
Months fince, I gave Encoutagement for to fend two Moots of liia 
Acquaintance, named Malacai Con and Malatai Sfs, inland on the 
North of that Port; which they purfued, and feme Months fmee 
they returned with Succefs, and fent me a Sample by a Canoa that 
was up the River before the Fiefhes came on , fince which, as foon 
as the Frefhes would give me leave, I fent up Capt. Bro-wn to 
that Port with Inflrudlions, in order to get the beft Informations 
as to the Countiy, Diftances, a Copy of which, and the An- 
fwer you have herewith inclofed, and hkewife my Remarks there- 
on, by all which I do not doubt but to procure this Trade with 
gi eat Advantage to the Company. The Gum is very line, and a 
great part may well be called Gum Arabic, and will ferve the 
Purpofes both Gums are ufed for, as well as either will do for tjrc 
purpofe commonly ufed for, and is a very wholefome and nourilh- 
ing Food, when the Body is m Health, as well as a pleafant and 
moft effcflual Remedy in many Diftempeis.

7.T\/^R- aurved here from up the River about 
I VI three Weeks fince, after having travelled to the 
inland King of Tany, and fettled Affairs relating to the Gum- 
Forell with him and all the Great Men, Commanders of all the 
ftiong 'frowns, and other GreatMen, who give ftrong Afliirances, 
that the Company only Iball be allowed to have the Produce of 
that pait of the Foreft belonging to them ; he had likewifc fome 
Afliirances from the Grand yollozjfs, with a Sample of Gum front 
that Part of the Foieft, which was fent home by the Dolplnn -, 
but the King being killed in Battle juft at that time, and the 
Country unfetded, nothing further could be done on that Side ; 
from the King of Futa, a Return of a Mcflcngcr is daily expe/fted; 
Mr f/rr// could not proceed to the Foreft, it being the latter End 
of the diy Times ; and for want of a Conveniency of carrying 
V/atei, which at that time Piovifion muft have been made for go- 
ing and returning for about feven Days ; fo he refolved to go as 
foon as a good Shower of Ram or two had fell, and accordingly 
had again been on th.e Road for that end, if the FtenJs had not
